ORGANIZATIONS OPPOSED TO ADMINISTRATION 
POLICY IN CENTRAL AMERICA

The subcommittee met, pursuant to call, at 10:05 a.m., in room 
2237, Rayburn House Office Building, Hon. Don Edwards [chair- 
man of the subcommittee] presiding. 

Present: Representatives Edwards, Kastenmeier, Schroeder, and 
Sensenbrenner. 

Staff present: James X. Dempsey, assistant counsel; Alan M. Slo- 
bodin, associate counsel; and Barbara Dobynes-Ward and Deborah 
K. Ward, clerical staff. 

Mr. Edwards. Will the witnesses please take their seats? 

The subcommittee will come to order. 

The gentlewoman from Colorado. 

Mrs. Schroeder. Mr. Chairman, I ask unanimous consent that 
the subcommittee permit coverage of this hearing in whole or in 
part by television broadcast, radio broadcast, or still photography, 
in accordance with Committee Rule 5. 

Mr. Edwards. Without objection, it is so ordered. 

Over the past two years, the subcommittee has received reports 
of nearly 50 break-ins at churches, offices and homes of opponents 
of U.S. policy in Central America. 

According to these reports, the break-ins do not seem to be ordi- 
nary crimes— the burglars generally ignore items of value and 
focus on organizational files and membership lists. 

It has been my belief from the outset that these break-ins were 
not the work of the FBI. We have asked the FBI and they have as- 
sured us that this is true, and we have accepted those assurances. 

I do feel strongly, however, that the FBI should investigate the 
break-ins. I wrote to Judge Webster in January 1986 and to Attor- 
ney General Meese last December. The Justice Department an- 
nounced in January that it had directed the FBI to investigate one 
of the break-ins, and this was a step in the right direction. 

Now we have troubling new allegations that FBI agents did 
carry out break-ins in Dallas— break-ins we were not aware of pre- 
viously— in the course of an investigation there. We intend to seek 
a full response to those allegations from the FBI. If they are true, I 
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hope that they represent an aberration. The latest information 
makes it all the more important to find out who is behind this pat- 
tern of break-ins. 

Today we are going to hear from some oi the victims oi tne 
break-ins. We welcome all of you and thank you for having come, 
many of you from different parts of the country. 

Now I yield to the gentleman from Wisconsin, Mr. Sensenbren- 

^^Mr. Sensenbrenner. Thank you very much, Mr. Chairman. 

There has been some question about how we should celebrate the 
200th anniversary of our Constitution. Undoubtedly, there will be a 
lot of different events. Today I am going to suggest one, which I 
entitle "the Don Edwards Snipping Contest," in which contestants 
snip out as many of the provisions dealing with the Executive 
Branch from the Constitution as possible. The person who snips 
these out the quickest wins the award, because you, Mr. Chairman, 
seem determined to cut out the Executive Branch as quickly as pos- 
sible from the Constitution. . . 1 m. X 

Recently, Mr. Chairman, you wrote in the New York Times that 
the Legislative Branch-Executive Branch relationship was analo- 
gous to the parent-child relationship. The legislature is the parent 
to control the executive child. So much for the co-equal branches of 
government envisioned by the framers of the Constitution. 

Such disdain for the Executive Branch is illustrated by your 
holding of today's hearing, which is termed an oversight hearing. 
The constitutional basis for congressional oversight has always 
been that oversight in some cases can be a condition precedent to 
determine whether to go forward with legislation and, therefore, is 
a proper exercise of congressional authority. ^ n j 

But today's so-called oversight activity is completely detached 
from any discernible legislative task, and is simply a ineans to con- 
gressionally micro-manage the Justice Department and the FBI. 

Mr. Chairman, in January 1986, you wrote the Director ot the 
FBI concerning jurisdiction over the kinds of break-ins at issue. At 
the FBFs authorization hearing in March 1986, you discussed the 
jurisdictional issue with Judge Webster and the Director indicated 
that the Bureau was "ready, willing and able to act on any Federal 
iurisdiction that was apparent to us." But the Bureau was not pre- 
sented with any information that would support Federal jurisdic- 
tion You did not dispute his answer. In fact, you have publicly 
stated your high regard for the Director and the FBI despite occa- 
sional policy differences. , v , . 

Yet, a few months later, after this hearing when a break-m oc- 
curred at the offices of the International Center for Development 
Policy, you went over the head of the FBI Director to the Attorney 
General to get the FBI to investigate under 18 United States Code 
Section 241— a statute invoked under your jurisdictional theory 
only twice in its 116-year history. v i j j 

Surprisingly, the Justice Department bent over backwards and 
began a preliminary investigation of this break-m under Section 
241, for reasons more out of respect for you than any strong legal 

^^As^a reward for this special treatment, you hold these hearings 
to bash the DOJ and the FBI further into submission. 
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One can only note the ironies of this particular hearing. You 
have dedicated much of your time as this subcommittee's chairman 
to find ways to tie the hands of the FBI when it comes to its inves- 
tigative powers. But today you seek broad and unprecedented con- 
struction of those investigative powers. 

Witnesses from the sanctuary movement, which is founded on 
public defiance of the law, will today invoke the law because it 
suits their purposes. Tomorrow this subcommittee will receive testi- 
mony on serious charges concerning the FBI from a plaintiff in an 
active lawsuit for more pay against the FBI. 

The FBI is conducting an investigation on those charges and is 
not able to respond to unsubstantiated charges. Although there is 
some political expediency served in having this plaintiffs testimo- 
ny now, in a similar situation last year you held off a hearing on 
Operation Sojourner, an FBI undercover operation involving the 
Sanctuary Movement until the Sanctuary trials in Arizona were 
completed. 

Mr. Chairman, I deplore break-ins, but we need some perspec- 
tive. Just last December, the Contras' headquarters in Washington 
were broken into and files stolen. The Heritage Foundation and 
other conservative luminaries faced not so idle bomb threats from 
Qadhafi and Abu Nidal. None of these organizations have cried for 
FBI jurisdiction. 

The organizations at this hearing who demand and get benefits 
of both special treatment and a political platform of a subcommit- 
tee hearing also bear the burdens of special scrutiny. 

I am wondering if today we are experiencing McCarthyism in re- 
verse where people are claiming government misconduct rather 
than what happened 35 years ago. 

The general public should know that these organizations are not 
simply innocent little protest groups. The sanctuary movement 
frankly admits its illegality. According to a March 17th, 1984 arti- 
cle in the New York Times, ICDP was involved in funneling a 
$29,500 payment out of a promised $50,000 to an informant in ex- 
change for testimony on right-wing death squads in El Salvador. 

The FBI Director, at the authorization hearing in 1985 before 
this subcommittee, stated that there was a wide range of individ- 
uals in the CISPES organization ''engaged in that organization, in- 
cluding some in whom we have a legitimate, independent foreign 
counterintelligence interest.'' 

Furthermore, the Washington Times and U.S. Embassy cables 
state that CISPES coordinated the diversion of funds from humani- 
tarian aid for El Salvadoran refugees to the Marxist guerrillas in 
that country. 

Mr. Chairman, I ask that the article and cables be included in 
the record. 

Finally, Mr. Chairman, I challenge all of today's witnesses to ad- 
dress the following questions in their testimony: 

What action was taken by your organizations with respect to 
these break-ins? 

Were police reports filed, and when— immediately or two months 
later? 

And what were the results of any police investigations? 
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Furthermore, Mr. Chairman, in this morning's New York Times 
there is a front page article entitled "Study of 50 Break-ms Shows 
No Clear Plot on Policy Crises." And it goes on with an m-depth 
article, including one byline in the middle of the second page of the 
article, said, "Churches worry about apparently fruitless burgla- 

Mr. Chairman, I ask unanimous consent that all of this material 
be included in the hearing record following my statement.

ficiais, who generally see the incidents 
as part oi the larger, haphazaru worlc"' 
of burglaries, or by the victims and 
their allies, who believe they may be 
part of a conspiracy. Some of the 
br«ak-ins seem just like routine 
cr(mes; others seem totally unlike or- 
dinary burglaries. Still others were 
abprted and are difficult to assess. 

The list of roughly 50 break-ins has 
been compiled by the Center for Consti- 
tutional Rights, a New York-based law- 
yers' group that litigates "progres- 
sive" causes. Of these 50, only two 
cases have been solved; neither de- 
fendant appeared to have any political 
mptivation. 

The vicUms themselves have no evi- 
d^cfe of Government complicity in the 
burglaries, and no evidence that the 
same people were involved in more 
than one. ^ .

Mr. Webster has conceded that there 
may be a '''pauern" and "more afoot 
here than idle curiosity" about the or- 
ganizations. But with no evidence that 
laiv-^nforcement agencies are impli- 
cated, the biireau lacks jurisdiction on 
local crimes, Ve said. 

The bureau agreed last month to look 
into one of the 50 : the break-in Nov.

maintained a compendium of the 50 
break-ins that has been used by many 
reporters. 

Michael D. Ratner, the center's legal 
director, said the network had two im- 
mediate aims: to "stop all the investi- 
gations of people" who disagree wiUi 
AdmlnlstraUon policy and to encour- 
age a full-scale InvestlgaUon by the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

A number of the churches on the cen- 
ter's burglary Ilst,are .among the 300 
congregations that have declared 
themselves ieanctuaries for Central 
Americans whom the Government con- 
siders to be in the country illegally.

To the police, the politics of the situa- 
tion rarely seem persuasive. Detective 
Bonnie Nora O'Neal in Washington., 
said she had responded frequently to, 
burglaries dt Calvary Methodist, 
Church.

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Mr. Edwards. The gentleman from Wisconsin, Mr. Kastenmeier. 
Mr. Kastenmeier. I thank the Chair. 

I had not planned to make an opening statement, but I want to 
commend the chairman of this subcommittee for conducting these 
hearings. 

If the civil liberties of American citizens, particularly when there 
may be either omission or commission by the Executive Branch, 
are not the business of a congressional committee, then we are in 
very bad shape, indeed. 

I would say that as for the Department of Justice or the FBI 
being beaten into submission by this subcommittee or any other, 
that is ridiculous. 

Furthermore, I know that when break-ins took place 12 or 13 
years ago, which this full committee had responsibility to look into, 
there were those who claimed the Congress had no business investi- 
gating such matters. Indeed, we did, and history will report that we 
did, and vindicate the interest of the Judiciary Committee in pro- 
tecting the rights of Americans. 

So it is in that spirit today that I commend the chairman for pro- 
ceeding with these hearings. Never have they been more urgently 
needed. 

Mr. Edwards. Thank you, Mr. Kastenmeier. 
The gentlewoman from Colorado. 

Mrs. SCHROEDER. I thank the chairman, too, for having these 
hearings. I think they are terribly important. I think if the Legisla- 
tive Branch had been involved in this type of thing, the gentleman 
would be having the same kind of oversight hearings. It is not that 
we are picking on the Executive Branch. It appears that the trail 
leads to the Executive Branch. And, therefore, we would not be 
doing our duty under the Constitution if we did not watch that. 
That is what we are supposed to do, and that is what this hearing 
is all about. 

I find it shocking that the ranking member doesn't understand 
that, in this 200th anniversary of the Constitution. 

I salute what is being done and I think we should get on with the 
hearing. 

Mr. Edwards. Will the witnesses stand and raise their right 
hand? 
[Witnesses sworn.] 

Mr. Sensenbrenner. Mr. Chairman, I notice both Mr. and Ms. 
Ratner did not stand to take the oath. Since they are sitting at the 
witness table, I would request that they be sworn as well. 

[Mr. Ratner and Ms. Ratner sworn.] 

Mr. Edwards. As you can see, we are fortunate to have a large 
number of witnesses; we welcome you all most hospitably. 

All of your statements in full — and there are some splendid 
statements, all of them are— will be made a part of the permanent 
record and printed with the transcript. We want to have time for 
questions, so I believe Mr. Dempsey suggested rather emphatically 
to you, if you possibly can, try to keep your statements to 5 min- 
utes. We would appreciate it. 

We will just go right down the list. Reverend Donovan Cook is 
from the University Baptist Church in Seattle, Washington. Rever- 
end Cook? 
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TESTIMONY OF THE REVEREND DR. DONOVAN J. COOK, 
UNIVERSITY BAPTIST CHURCH, SEATTLE, WASHINGTON 

Reverend Cook. Mr. Chairman, members of this committee: 

Thank you for the invitation to address you on this very impor- 
tant occasion. I am Donovan Cook, a minister for 15 years of the 
University Baptist Church in Seattle, Washington. 

On December 5th, 1982, the congregation, of which I am a 
member and which I serve, voted to become a sanctuary church 
providing safe haven, protection, shelter and care for undocument- 
ed Salvadoran and Guatemalan refugees who have fled their trou- 
bled countries into our own. 

Since January 1983, when our first Salvadoran refugees arrived, 
we have had as many as 27 living in our church building at one 
time, and theirs has been a continuous presence in our midst, and 
a public presence for more than four years. 

I have provided important background information in the writ- 
ten testimony that you have received regarding the religious sig- 
nificance of this aspect of our Christian ministry. Sanctuary is an 
act of compassion, it is an act of love, it is a lawful act required of 
us as citizens of this country under the Refugee Act of 1980, and is 
in accordance with international law. 

Also in the document I have submitted to you, you will see the 
information therein that tells of the important, significant, and 
sustained support from the American Baptist Churches, U.S.A., our 
parent denomination located in Valley Forge, Pennsylvania, which 
has supported us and assisted us from the beginning following our 
decision. 

My written testimony also lists some of the consequences of this 
decision on our part to become involved in a sanctuary ministry. I 
personally have travelled to El Salvador on four occasions, to sub- 
stantiate the testimony of many of our refugees and others who 
have fled from that country. 

My first trip was in October 1983. I travelled there again in 1984 
where I was an observer — an official observer — of the March elec- 
tions. I have had consultation with the staff of the Embassy and 
the Ambassador at that time, Ambassador Thomas Pickering. I 
travelled to El Salvador in 1985 and my last visit was May 1986. 

The particular list of consequences of our sanctuary ministry in- 
cluded in my written testimony is significant because the details 
listed here relate to the peculiar nature of the break-in that oc- 
curred at University Baptist Church on July 17th, 1985. 

On that day, at 7:30 a.m. in the morning, I arrived at my church 
and entered the church office and observed that although there 
was no damage to the door into which I entered the office, the 
main church office and the two adjacent pastoral offices, including 
my own, were ransacked. The two doors to the pastoral offices had 
not been tampered with — they had previously been locked, as the 
front door, but they were standing open. 

During the five previous years, we estimate that there were four 
break-ins into our church that were clearly burglaries. In those in- 
stances there was damage on each occasion upon entry and par- 
ticular items of value were taken. However, the significance of this 
particular break-in on July 17th, 1985 is that nothing was taken. In 
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the offices, there were two typewriters, there was a tape recorder, a 
portable Xerox copier, a telephone answering device, stamps, a 
small amount of petty cash. None of these items were even dis- 
turbed, let alone taken. 

The peculiar nature of this particular break-in has some of the 
following characteristics, and let me highlight them for you. They 
are spelled out in detail in my testimony. Keys were taken from a 
locked cupboard and scattered across a table. We would discover 
later that the only items missing were keys from that collection 
that were in that locked cupboard to the refugee quarters on the 
third floor of our church. And on the night of the break-in, there 
were six refugees sleeping on the third floor. 

You will note on the easel to your right some pictures that were 
taken within an hour or so after the break-in, and part of my testi- 
mony will refer to details that you can visualize there. 

My attorney files had been tampered with. They related to my 
status as an unindicted co-conspirator in the 1985 sanctuary indict- 
ments in Arizona. Seven of our refugees— five little children, and 
two mothers— were arrested in January 1985 and held as material 
witnesses for that trial, and I was subsequently given a blanket im- 
munity and a subpoena to appear to testify against my dear 
friends. 

My attorney file had been tampered with. The file on my role m 
securing the release of a pastor of our sister church in San Salva- 
dor, a Baptist church, who was abducted and disappeared on Octo- 
ber 28th, 1984— that file, which detailed my own personal involve- 
ment working with people in San Francisco to secure his release 
and ultimately exile from the country, that file had also been tam- 
pered with. 

Also, papers containing notes of the second annual 1985 West 
Coast public sanctuary caravan had been rifled. 

On the Fourth of July in 1985, a Rabbi from Tucson, a Unitarian 
Universalist minister from Seattle, a Catholic priest, and myself 
transported 15 refugees from Portland to Seattle to take up resi- 
dence in sanctuaries there. 

Notes pertaining to that event that occurred just a matter of 
days before the break-in, they were also gone through, tampered 
with, and they were on top of my desk. 

You will see on the edge of the desk there a carefully laid out set 
of spent airline tickets that covered trips that I had taken to Cen- 
tral America and El Salvador in the last 18 months. They had been 
in a bottom left-hand drawer of my desk. They were carefully laid 
out on the desk in front of me. 

I called the police immediately upon discovering this situation— 
to respond to the Congressman's request to detail what we did. And 
while I was waiting for the police to arrive, I recall the conversa- 
tion that I had had just a matter of weeks before with a woman in 
our church who had attended a sanctuary gathering in San Fran- 
cisco in April of 1985. At the gathering she saw a video tape taken 
by the Immigration and Naturalization Service when they entered 
the house of Sister Darlene Nicgorski in Phoenix, and proceeded 
with the video tape to identify all of the items in that house that 
might pertain to the indictment— as she was one of the 16 named 
in the Phoenix trial. 
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They took particular notice of liberation theology books— any- 
thing that might have to do with Central American refugees or the 
country itself. 

I had this gnawing feeling that our break-in was similar to that 
at Sister Darlene's house. Was this a video tape event? Were indict- 
ments ahead for those of us in the northwest? 

My testimony also includes what I call possibly related incidents. 
And two of those in particular have to do with what we suspect- 
ed—and Reverend Schultz from Berkeley will corroborate some of 
this— something that we suspected in the nature of entrapment. 

In February 1985, while speaking at a college in McMinneville, 
Oregon, during a break a woman asked if she could speak to me 
privately. She was very moved by the testimony of a woman, a Sal- 
vadoran woman, who told about her love and her concern for her 
children still in El Salvador. And she said that she had lost a son. 
And with great sympathy and empathy for the situation, she said, 
he died and I have his birth certificate. Could you use this, perhaps 
to make it possible for this woman's children to enter the country? 

I said, I am sorry, I appreciate your sympathy and your concern, 
but this is illegal, and I discontinued my conversation with her. 

In February 1985, a Latino male, with small tears tattooed under 
his left eye, came into my office and offered me counterfeit birth 
certificates and Social Security cards, and berated me and our min- 
istry when we refused to deal with him. 

Also within our church we have been struggling to maintain our 
own sense of community and commitment to one another. We have 
been struggling with we perceive as persistent inappropriate behav- 
ior by several people who haven't decided to join the church but 
came into our midst shortly after the indictments in January 1985. 
And you will see the particular details of our concern related in 
my written testimony. 

The male in the situation, in fact, in March 1986, when we took 
refugees to Canada, legally to enter as immigrants, this man who 
hadn't been with us for a long time, came along and while I was 
working in Canadian Immigration processing some people, I saw 
him outside with a very small camera trying to take a picture of 
one of our refugees who had just been processed. I rushed out, as I 
detailed in my report, to tell him that he had been around long 
enough to know that we cannot tolerate that, because these people 
are extremely fearful that any pictures that might be taken of 
them could be transmitted to El Salvadoran authorities. Pictures 
might be used against their own family members who remain 
there. And now with the Frank Varelli testimony in recent days, 
we see that that concern on their part, on our part, is well-founded. 

In summary, our sanctuary ministry with Central American un- 
documented refugees has been a great blessing for our congrega- 
tion—and I want to emphasize that unequivocally. Our spiritual 
life, the quality and integrity of our Christian ministry has been 
transformed because we have dared to take the gospel obligations 
of our faith seriously, and obligations as citizens seriously — exercis- 
ing our civil and constitutional rights. 

We have not been deterred nor intimidated by the mysterious 
and threatening circumstances surrounding this break-in. The rest 
of the refugees in our care, nor my being named in a Federal in- 
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dictment, none of this, none of our engagement in the sanctuary 
ministry has hindered our work or detracted us from our rehgious 
commitments. Nevertheless— and I stress this to the chairman and 
to the members of the committee— the mysterious unresolved 
nature of these circumstances when they are compared with simi- 
lar circumstances and break-ins around the country at other sanc- 
tuary sites, has had a disruptive— I must confess, had a disruptive 
and chilling effect upon the overall life and ministry of myself as a 
pastor, upon my congregation, and upon others in our ministry. 

There is a greater concern for the safety of our refugees m other 
ministry. Are there spies in our midst? Is there an FBI investiga- 
tion or intelligence-gathering operation involving us that might 

threaten them? ^ , . — 

We have to admit that we find ourselves being suspicious oi 
those who enter, and as I indicated earlier, have engaged m inap- 
propriate behavior in our midst. ^ 

Whether or not this administration agrees to pursue investiga- 
tions of the break-ins at sanctuary churches in this country— I be- 
lieve, and I believe this sincerely and genuinely, that this Congress, 
the United States Congress, in whom we have great faith and trust, 
has an obligation to do so. 

Thank you very much, Mr. Chairman. 

Mr. Edwards. Thank you very much, Mr. Reverend Cook. 

[The statement of Reverend Cook follows:] 
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BACKGROUND 

I am the pastor of University Baptist Church in Seattle, 
Washington. This is an American Baptist Church with a long, 
distinguished history of grappling with human crises and 
moral issues that have confronted the citizens of this 
country. In the 1960s, for example, the pastor of this 
church and many of its members openly opposed American 
military intervention in Southeast Asia. During the same 
decade, the church opened its doors to provide emergency 
housing for hundreds of "street people" adrift in the city 
and in the University District during the summer months. 

Our experience with the plight of refugees goes back twelve 
years. In 1975 our congregation enabled an Angolan refugee 
student to be reunited with his family. In fact, with the 
assistance of Senator Henry M. Jackson we helped that f ami ly 
secure political asylum and permanent residency in this 
country four years later. In 1980, we helped resettle 13 
members of a Laotian Hmien family in this country. The 
concept — and practice — of sanctuary is not a novel experience 
for our congregatioin. And you will note that assisting 
refugees from Angola and Laos is in harmony even with our own 
government's attitude. 

DECISION TO BECOMF. A SANCTU /^py rpTTpr.jj ppp .qALVADORAN AND 
Q12AI£J1ALM- REFUG EES 

In October 1982, University Baptist Church accepted a request 
from the Church Council of Greater Seattle, an ecumenical 
religious organization, to consider becoming a "sanctuary 
congregation" and assist undocumented refugees from El 
Salvador and Guatemala in the Pacific Northwest. On Oct. 17, 
I preached a sermon urging the congregation to respond 
affirmatively to this challenge and the statement was 
circulated nationally by the Chicago Religious Task Force on 
Central America. Folowing a period of intense study, the 
congregation voted Dec. 5, 1982, to become the first American 
Baptist sanctuary church in the nation. Because we were also 
the first sanctuary church in the Northwest, our decision 
drew considerable attention from the media, particularly 
after we received our first Salvadoran refugees in January 
1983. 

The act of providing "public sanctuary," to Central American 
refugees is very simple: It is basic to our beliefs. It is 
an act of faith. It is both a responsibility and an 
obligation. It follows the centuries-old mandate of our 
Judeo-Christian teachings and tradition. It is also, we 
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believe, a lawful response by American citizens to the U.S. 
Refugee Act of 1980. And it follows the requirements of 
international law, as they apply to the refugees who have 
found safe haven in our church building. Last but not least, 
it is an act of non-violence. It stems from love and 
compassion, 

Ve have been grateful for the immediate and sustained support 
of our national denomination, the American Baptist Churches, 
for this exercise of our faith and responsibilities as 
American citizens. The ABC Board of National Ministries 
immediately sent us a gift of S7,000 in December 1982, 
following our decision* which made possible renovation of 
third floor facilities in our church to accommodate our 
♦♦guests, " 

<In a statement of concern on "Peace with Justice in Central 
America," the delegates to the 1983 ABC Biennial Meeting 
affirmed "the historic and courageous actions of American 
Baptist Churches providing sanctuary to Central American 
refugees" and called upon the U,S. government to "grant 
temporary asylum to Central American refugees until they can 
safely return to their countries." A second "Resolution on 
Central America" adopted by the General Board of the American 
Baptist Churches in June 1984, commends "those churches that, 
responding to the leading of God's spirit, are providing 
sanctuary for refugees fleeing certain suffering and death in 
Central America," and, further, "that we urge our government 
to accept as refugees those who out of extremity and fear for 
their lives flee to our shores,") 



CONSEQUE NCES OF OUR DECISION TO BECOME A SANCT UARY 
CONGREGATION ~~ 

I have travelled to El Salvador four times. Each time, I was 
able to personally verify the conditions from which refugees 
in our care and others have fled. During ray first trip in 
October 1983, I set in motion a relationship that culminated 
in our congregation and that of Emmanuel Baptist Church in 
San Salvador becoming sister churches. Since then, about 20 
University Baptist Church members have spent lengthy visits 
living and working with our "brothers" and "sisters" at 
Emmanuel in the Salvadoran capital. 

That unique relationship was to prove literally a life-saving 
one. On Oct, 28, 1984, one of Emannuel's pastors was 
abducted and "disappeared" after a church service. Because 
of our connections, we were Immediately notified, Ve acted 
immediately, too. Ve got in touch with sanctuary 
congregations across the country, as well as with congressmen 
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and other officials. Sanctuary leaders in the San Francisco 
area, in fact, organized a sit-in at the Salvadoran Consulate 
and refused to leave until a pledge was given that U.S. 
Ambassador to El Salvador Thomas Pickering and Salvadoran 
President Jose Napoleon Duarte would use their influence in 
seeking the pastor's release. 

The minister was subsequently released and exiled from hi6 
country. The accusations against him, which led to his 
temporary "disappearance/' remain unproven to this day. The 
pastor's abductors, it is important to note, were not so 
called "terrorists" or guerrillas. They were military and 
police officials of the Salvadoran government. This pastor, 
thanks to the Sanctuary Movement, is one of the lucky ones. 
Some 55,000 of his countrymen, abducted under similar 
circumstances, have not been so fortunate. They are dead. 

In March 1984, during my second visit to El Salvador as part 
of a religious delegation, I was invited to a briefing at 
Ambassador Thomas Pickering's residence two days before the 
national elections were held. The next day, I was appointed 
an "official observer" of the election process and travelled 
with former Senator Walter Huddleston of Kentucky and others 
to verify election activities in the countryside surrounding 
the capital. 

The American Baptist Churches, USA asked our congregation in 
the fall of 1983 to accept a Salvadoran couple recently given 
asylum (with 190 others) by the U.S. State Department. The 
couple moved into our sanctuary facilities in November and 
there the woman gave birth to the first of two babies that 
would be born in our church building- Despite this 
affirmative relationship established with the U.S. State 
Department, other refugees under our protection and care were 
arrested Jan. 14» 1985 in Seattle. Their arrests were part 
of a national "crackdown" directed against the sanctuary 
movement. Early on the morning of Jan. 14, we began efforts 
to release five very young children held in jail by the U.S. 
Immigration and Naturalization Service, whose agents had 
arrested them along with their mothers. Ve were told they 
were to be used as "material witnesses" against sanctuary 
workers indicted that same day in Arizona, who had allegedly 
assisted them in entering the country and being reunited with 
their mother. 

In February 1985, I appeared on an ABC "Night line" program 
opposite Elliott Abrams, who at that time was U.S. Assistant 
Secretary of State for Human Rights, During the month, I was 
also formally notified that I was named an "unindicted 
co-conspirator" in the government's case against the 16 
religious people indicted in January. On April 19, 1985, 
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federal marshalls in Seattle served me with a subpoena to 
appear as a witness "with a grant of imniunity" for the 
government in the trial of the sanctuary defendants scheduled 
to begin in October. COn Sept. 4, 1985, the U.S. Attorney in 
Arizona dismissed my subpoena following action taken by ray 
attorney, ) 

On March 19 , 1985 , I accompanied 1 1 members of a Sa Ivadoran 
family who had lived in our church sanctuary for 14 months to 
the U.S. - Canadian border south of Vancouver, British 
Columbia. It took our Sanctuary Task Force a year to help 
them gain asylum as political refugees in Canada and complete 
all the necessary requirements to enter as legal "landed 
immigrants. " There was considerable media coverage of the 
March 19 worship service Just across the U.S. border. Ve 
celebrated the f ami ly ' s entry into Canada and the ir f ir st 
experience of true political freedom, Ve also gave thanks 
for the compassionate treatment they received from Canadian 
immigration authorities throughout their application process, 

July 4, 1985, three religious leaders and 1 participated in a 
west coast public sanctuary caravan (the second held to that 
date > that brought refugees to Northwest sanctuary 
congregations. Rabbi Joseph Veizenbaum of Tucson, Arizona, 
Unitarian Uni versa 1 ist minister , Peter Raible and Roman 
Catholic priest Philip Bloom of Seattle and I helped 
transport 15 Central American refugees from Portland to 
Seattle' s University Unitarian Church, There we were 
welcomed at an interfaith service by the Hon. Norm Rice, 
president of the Seattle City Council, who proclaimed that on 
that day our actions had exemplified the highest ideals of 
our nation and its founding fathers. 



DETAILS RE LATED TO TH E " BREAK- IH" AT UNIVERSITY BAPTIST 
CHURCH, July 17. 1985 

When I entered the front door of University Baptist Church at 
approximately 7:30 a.m., July 17, 1965» I observed that the 
main office and two adjoining pastoral offices had been 
ransacked. Doors to the pastoral offices that had been 
locked were undamaged but left standing open. No damage was 
sustained by the main office door which was locked when I 
entered it. During my tenure at University Baptist Church, 
there had been four burglaries over the previous five-year 
period where offices had been damaged and items of value 
including petty cash had been taken, COn one occasion, a 
standing safe in the main church office had been damaged in 
an attempt to gain entry, ) 

A closet in the church office had been entered, and a small 
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cabinet containing keys for the church building had been 
opened. Keys had been removed and strewn on a nearby table. 
On top of the church secretary's desk, church membership 
files and recent church attendance information were carefully 
laid out on the desk. Glancing into the two ministerial 
offices, including my own» I further observed that file 
drawers were opened and files rifled. Desk drawers in both 
minister's desks were open, their contents spilled out on the 
desk tops and on the floor below. On top of my desk, 
carefully displayed, were cancelled airline tickets of recent 
trips I had made to El Salvador and Mexico City. These had 
been kept in a bottom left-hand drawer in my desk. Examining 
the situation more closely, I observed that particular file 
folders 1 kept on a table adjacent to my desk had been 
tampered with. They were not in their original locations, 
and several were lying opened on top of the table. Included 
among these personal files was the file containing papers and 
correspondence between myself and my attorney related to my 
being "named" an "unindicted co-conspirator" in the January 
1965 sanctuary indictments in Arizona. 

A file of personal notes and reports on the role I played to 
secure the release of the abducted Salvadoran pastor of our 
sister church (referred to earlier) — abducted apparently by 
a "death squad" Oct. 28, 1984 — clearly had been tampered 
with. Karnes of individuals who had assisted in the 
recently-completed July 4th "Second Annual Public Sanctuary 
Caravan" located on top of my desk had also been rearranged 
and apparently examined. Several files in a standing file 
cabinet near my desk containing information on two trips I 
had made to El Salvador, including my March 1984 trip, were 
lying on top of other files in the upper file drawer, which 
was standing open. 

Once I discerned the nature of the break-in, my immediate 
thoughts turned to a conversation I had with a woman in our 
congregation in April 1985. She had attended a National 
Sanctuary Communications Council several months earlier in 
San Francisco. Reporting on the meetings, she told me of a 
video tape she and others had viewed. It had been produced 
(filmed) by U.S. Immigration and Naturalization^^Service 
agents who entered the home of Sister Darlene Niigorski in 
Phoenix, Jan. 14, 1985, and carefully catalogued items in her 
home used to support the indictment brought against her for 
her sanctuary ministry. 

While I called the Seattle Police Department to report the 
break-in and ask for an officer to come and document what I 
had found, I wondered if this incident might be a prelude to 
impending indictments against those involved in sanctuary 
ministry in the Northwest. A Seattle police officer arrived 
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to file a report, and a member of our congregation came to 
the church to take detailed photographs of the break-in. 
Reporters from all the major Seattle television stations 
arrived shortly thereafter and filmed the scene. The 
reporters paid particular attention to our description of 
what had transpired and that nothing of value had been taken. 

Whoever was responsible for the break-in was not interested 
in two portable IBM typewriters in the offices, a portable 
tape recorder, a new portable Xerox copier and telephone 
answering device, stamps and a small amount of petty cash. 
The only items apparently taken were several keys for the 
rooms of refugees staying in the sanctuary quarters on the 
third floor of the church. 

There were six refugees sleeping in the sanctuary quarters 
the night of the break-in, but none of them heard anything of 
a suspicious nature, or noticed anyone entering the 
building. Two weeks before the break-in, however, refugees 
had told me that they had seen a "suspicious-looking," 
middle-aged Caucasian male standing across the street from 
the church, observing church activities. They said he 
appeared to be holding a walkie-talkie, which he spoke into 
from time to time. Several days before the break-in 
occurred, I was in the church when refugees again observed 
the same man outside, across from the church. I went out of 
the building to confront the individual. 

He was about 35 years old, tall and heavy set. When I 
confronted him, he was holding a walkie-talkie. When I asked 
him what he was doing, he ignored me. I then informed him 
that the church he was apparently observing was a sanctuary 
church, and Central American refugees inside had been 
observing him on several occasions and were very concerned 
about his presence and activities. He replied that it was 
none of my business what he was doing. He said that he was 
merely talking periodically with a Metro bus driver who 
parked near the church during his regular "lay-over" breaks. 
Without any further explanation or desire to converse with 
me, the individual quickly walked away from the area and was 
not seen again. I did not notify authorities of the incident. 

On July 19, 1985, the lead editorial in the Seattle 
newspaper, The Seattle Post- I nte 1 1 igencer , stated that it was 
reasonable for members of University Baptist Church and 
other sanctuary congregations in the city to question their 
government about its knowledge of this incident and similar 
break-ins elsewhere in the country. If the administration is 
unwilling to investigate, concluded the editorial, "Congress 
should pursue the investigation." (This editorial together 
with similar concern expressed by members of the Seattle City 
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Council prompted the Seattle Police Department to send a 
detective to speak with me several days after the editorial 
appeared. I do not know of the disposition of this 
conversation, or of any report that may have followed.) 

POSSIBLE RELATED INCIDENTS. OR INCID ENTS OF A SIMILAR. 
MYSTERIOUS NATURE 

1. In February 1985, I was a guest speaker at Linfield 
College in McMinneville, Oregon, along with one of the 
refugee women arrested Jan. 14 in Seattle. During a luncheon 
at a nearby church, a woman attending the morning sessions at 
the college— an apparent stranger to those attending the 
sessions—asked to speak with me privately. I agreed, and 
she informed me her son had died nearly a year earlier. The 
woman then wondered if I could "use his birth certificate to 
help any refugee children get into the country." 1 told her 
of my appreciation for her apparent sincerity and concern, 
but I informed her what she was suggesting was illegal. She 
inquired if she could speak to me again, and 1 said certainly. 

At the end of February, a heavy-set Latin male in his 
mid-thirties, wearing a T-shirt and sleeveless vest, entered 
my University Baptist Church office. He was very aggressive 
and insisted that sanctuary friends of mine in Berkeley. 
California had recommended that he speak to me. He had a 
very noticeable tear tatooed on his cheek below left 
eve He too offered to provide me with birth certificates or 
counterfeit social security cards to help "your sanctuary 
refugees get jobs." he said. I told him 

involved in that sort of thing and he should leave He 
became boisterous and derogatory in his comments about our 
work in Seattle and quickly left. 

2 A middle-aged couple began attending our worship ^ervices 
and central Amir ica-related events in January J^^^^^^^^^^^^f ^ 
of church members expressed concerns about their ^^^i^^^^^^' 
They persisted in asking inappropriate questions regarding 
our sanctuary ministry, who were those in positions of 
leadership in our church and and who were these --J^S^^^^^ 
our care. Such questions typically were of the following 
variety: "Where have they come from? What is their 
background? Are they guerrilas? Can you be certain of the 
authenticity of their testimonies?" They were observed 
writing the names of people attending a small sanctuary 
^t-luck dinner on thS back of a paper plate. 0^ another 
occasion, they were observed lingering in the parking lot 
across the street from the church apparently !;^c°^^^^S 
license plates of automobiles parked there. On Jlarch 19. we 
were Surprised to see them arrive at the church to drive to 
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Canada, accompanying our Salvadoran refugee family that was 
legally entering Canada that day. 

During the processing of forms with Canadian border 
immigration authorities, I observed the male of the couple 
preparing to photograph one of the young refugee women in the 
family with a small camera. He was attempting to take this 
photograph in a rather secluded spot outside the immigration 
facility, as I obBerved him through a window. I ruehed out 
uYid pre-^^eiited him iraiv takinc- the picture, I then tald him 
that he had been around long enough to know that such 
photographs of refugees in our care was strictly prohibited. 
This was so because photographs of this nature might 
eventually find their way back to Salvadoran authorities and 
pose a grave risk to other family members still livinc: 
there. ^ 

This same man persisted in a casual, but agressive way, to 
question the husband of the woman in our congregation who was 
attending the National Sanctuary Com:iiuni cat ions Council 
meeting in San Francisco in April 1985. He sought this 
information while she was at the meeting. The conversation 
took place after a Sunday worship service at the church He 
wanted tu know of the meeting' e location, i^ttande^s and 
specific agenda items. On another occasion this individual 
and his wife also told a minister in our church, they had 
"connections" in the regional social security office if we 
ever needed assistance in getting cards for our refugees. He 
said his "connection" told him the government was aware of 
the counterfeiting of social security cards. 

3. Just before the Jan. 19, 1986 unanimous vote by the 
Seattle City Council declaring Seattle a "City of Refuge" for 
Salvadoran and Guatemalan refugees, the regional INS director 
in Seattle made public statements that later, we believe, 
proved to have serious consequences for our church. On Dec 
12, 1985, a young Seattle street person was murdered 
following a fight with her assailant. Following the arrest 
by Seattle police of an undocumented Guatemalan refugee 
living in the city on Dec. 17, the INS deputy district 
director was mentioned in a Seattle Times front page news 
story about the murder. The article stated: "To Ronald A 
Brooks, regional director of the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service in Seattle, the attack is an example 
Ql fever>-thlyig he Lear^; could result froia Seattle* & plan to 
become a 'sanctuary city' for Latin American refugees. 'This 
is Just what I've been saying,' Brooks explained yesterday. 

They're going to dump the people on the streets.'" 
(It is noteworthy that similar inflammatory statements 
attributed to INS authorities were made during and before 

Sanctuary City" resolutions enacted by city officials in Los 
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Angeles, California and Rochester, New York. ) 

That evening on Dec. 17, vandals painted Nazi symbols on 
every exterior door of University Baptist Church. Other 
defamatory and racist statements were painted on doors and 
brick walls of the church. At about noon the following day, 
two five-pound barbells were tossed from the street adjacent 
to the church through a large, stained glass window in the 
UBC sanctuary. In addition, the church's preschool director 
received telephoned threats directed at the church's leaaers 
and preschool children in the building. In a matter of 
weeks, on Jan. 17, 1986, the church received a letter from 
the Church Mutual Insurance Company in Wisconsin. The letter 
had been sent to the agent who has handled our insurance 
policy for several years. 

The letter read in part; "There is clearly an increase in 
hazard to our insured's property caused directly by their 
involvement in this movement and their providing sanctuary to 
refugees. This was evident in the personal threats to the 
pastor and church, as well as the actual physical damage to 
the church premises. . . I am sure you have figured out what 
this is leading to. As long as our insured allows their 
premises to be used as a sanctuary to the refugees, the 
increase in hazard will exist. As an insurance company, we 
cannot accept this exposure. Only if the insured agrees to 
do away with this exposure now and in the future will we be 
able to continue insuring them..." 

SUMMARY AND CONCLUSIONS 

Concluding this testimony, I must repeat what I emphasized in 
ray opening remarks. Our involvement in providing sanctuary 
for Salvadoran and Guatemalan refugees is an act of obedience 
to the dictates of our faith and religious tradition. It is 
not in violation of U.S. or international law. In our time 
what is illegal and immoral is the manner in which federal 
authorities have treated undocumented Central American 
refugees who have fled to our country. Many terrified and 
helpless men, women and children are being discriminated 
against because of a malicious interpretation of refuge law. 
And policies conceived and administered by the U.S. 
Department of Justice and Department of State violate 
fundamental priciples of human conduct. 

I do not know who is responsible for the "break-in- at 
University Baptist Church July 17. 1985. I am also not able 
to explain the striking similarity between this incident in 
Seattle and break-ins at sanctuary churches elsewhere in the 
country. Given the unfolding record of covert action by this 
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administration, howevez-, It seeras reasonable to conclude that 
one or more federal agencies may well have been involved in 
this unprecedented action against American religious 
communities and citizen organizations that oppose this 
administration' s policies. 

I do know that the U.S. Department of Justice authorized the 
use of government informants in an unparalleled fashion to 
infiltrate churches and religious gatherings while preparing 
the indictments against sanctuary workers in Arizona in 
1985. U.S. documents presented at the Tucson sanctuary trial 
revealed that Washington (according to a Dec. 31, 1&85 
Christian Scienc e Monitor article) "believed it was dealing 
with a band of Marxists transporting Latin American 
terrrorists. " In the same news article, Southwest Regional 
INS Director, Harold Ezell was quoted as "damning supporters 
of sanctuary as 'Marxist-Leninist sympathizers.'" Have civil 
and constitutional rights of U.S. citizens been violated by 
those motivated by nothing more than a form of ideological 
fanaticism? 

Ve are told, in an article published in the Dec. 21 issue of 

San Fran cisco Examiner , "Recent revelations stemming from 
the secret Iranian arms sales have shown how some Reagan 
loyalists were willing to defy Congress and covertly supply 
military aid to the Nicaraguan contras. " Perhaps, as this 
article suggests, "Those same feelings of loyalty and fear of 
communism. my have also inspired a new wave of covert 
operations at home." 

In a Jan. 25, 1986 issue of The Nation magazine, a statement 
attributed to Carol Ostrom, investigative reporter and 
religion editor of The Seattle Times , Is referred to in an 
article related to sanctuary church break-ins. She quoted 
the FBI during her investigation of the University Baptist 
Church break-in as saying "that while the Bureau's 
regulations ordinarily prohibit burglary, there are different 
guidelines for foreign counter-intelligence cases and 
terrorist activity," Vhat is the meaning of this statement? 
Could well-informed, compassionate and religiously motivated 
citizens of this country be labeled terrorists or terrorist 
sympathizers? Are new guidelines instituted by the Attorney 
General in March 1983 designed to make it "easier" for the 
FBI to investigate groups trying to "achieve political or 
social change?" And are these "new guidelines" now being used 
in an unconstitutional manner against Americans engaged in 
nothing more than non-violent expressions of ministry on 
behalf of poor, undocumented refugees In our midst? 

Ve are told, in a Philadelphia Inquirer news story published 
Nov, 16, 1986, the "CIA, the FBI and the National Security 
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Agency have cooperated in a three-year operation ^^f^^^^l^, ^ 
monitoring the activities of U.S. -based opponents of Reagan s 
Central America policies. Particularly individuals involved 
in the sanctuary movement that aids refugees from El Salvador 
and Guatemala.'* Do these "monitoring activities" include 
surreptitiously breaking into American churches in vaolataon 
of our civil and constitutional rights? 

Whether or not this administration agrees to pursue 
investigations of the break-ins at sanctuary churches this 
country? I believe the U.S. Congress has an obligation to ao

TESTIMONY OF GARRETT BROWN, ASSOCIATE DIRECTOR, NEW 
INSTITUTE OF CENTRAL AMERICA, CAMBRIDGE, MA 

Mr. Brown. Thank you, Mr. Chairman for the opportunity to 
appear today. 

As you mentioned, my name is Garrett Brown. I am the Associ- 
ate Director of NICA, the New Institute of Central America. We 
run a language school and a cultural exchange program in the City 
of Esteli, Nicaragua. 

I worked in the NICA office in Cambridge from October of 1984 
until September of last year. For the last five months I have been 
living and working in Esteli, and flew up for the hearings today 
and will be returning to Nicaragua next week. 

I am also here to speak on behalf of several other organizations, 
including the members and sanctuary committee of the Old Cam- 
bridge Baptist Church, which is the sanctuary church in Cam- 
bridge where our offices are housed, as well as the Central America 
Solidarity Association, CASA, which is the Boston area Central 
America organization, and NECAN, the New England Central 
America Network, which is the New England-wide solidarity orga- 
nization. 

I am here today, as my testimony indicates, to talk about a series 
of eight burglaries at our church that we have suffered in the last 
two years. In these eight burglaries, 29 offices have been affected. 
Of these eight burglaries, one was resolved in July of this year as a 
petty crime burglary. The seven others are still unresolved and 
they clearly bear the marks of politically motivated crimes. 

We say that they are politically motivated because of the charac- 
teristics that they have. First and foremost, as in the case of Rever- 
end Cook's church and many of the other churches around the 
country, in almost all cases, items of value such as cash, credit 
cards, cameras, office equipment, stamps, petty cash accounts, have 
been left behind at the same time that organizational files, mem- 
bership lists, financial records, mail, a phone answering machine, 
cassette tapes— including incoming messages and outgoing informa- 
tion—have been tampered with, or rifled, or stolen. 

In addition, the timing of these break-ins has been very much co- 
ordinated with public events related to Central America. Three of 
the burglaries came at times immediately before, immediately 
after, and on the first year anniversary of the sanctuary of the 
Woman's Salvadoran Trade Union in our church— the Old Cam- 
bridge Baptist Church. 

Other examples: For example, the NICA office was burglarized 
on April 20th, 1985 at the very moment when the NICA staff were 
returning from a national demonstration here in Washington, 
DC — participated in by about 50,000 people — protesting U.S. policy 
in Central America. 

Another indication of the political nature of these crimes has 
been the note that was left in March of 1986, which is included in 
the Appendix of my testimony, which is addressed to "Gringos,"' in- 
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dicating that "you are not going to save my Indian-Hispanic 
friends," and concludes with a variety of vulgarities in Spanish. 

This kind of note is exactly the kind of thing which was so evi- 
dent during the FBI COINTELPRO operations of the 1960s and 
1970s. 

In addition to the fact that in most cases nothmg was stolen 
from the offices, there has been real damage done by these burgla- 
ries. First and foremost, over eight times in 29 offices, the church 
has sustained a tremendous expense in repairing and replacing 
doors that have been smashed through in each of these burglaries. 
The church has also increased the physical security in the building, 
which has also been an expense. 

There has been a loss of a number of tenants who have previous- 
ly had offices in the basement of the church and moved out as a 
result of the burglaries, which is, I think, an indication of the in- 
tended financial effect on the church's ability to offer low-cost rent 
to social and justice and peace organizations. 

There has also been a certain loss of membership and fear of fur- 
ther harassment and intimidation by some of the members of the 
organizations that are housed in the basement. 

In viewing these series of eight burglaries, we have asked our- 
selves, who is responsible for this? And we have asked ourselves ba- 
sically two questions: , . « . n i i i. -^o 

Who has done this kind of thing before? And who benefits by it? 

Our considered opinion, Mr. Chairman, is we get the same 
answer for both questions: that's the United States Government. 

It has been a long and sad record of the FBI, the INS, the Alco- 
hol, Tobacco and Firearms Division in the Treasury Department, 
that during the 1960s and 1970s these agencies either directly en- 
gaged in or directly sponsored right-wing organizations to conduct 
widespread burglaries into activist organizations which were con- 
ducting peaceful, legal, educational activities such as ours. 

We also know that the FBI is maintaining files on NICA, on the 
church, on the various organizations housed in the church, and on 
various members working in the church. The FBI has refused to re- 
lease these files under the Freedom of Information Act and we 
have no way of knowing how and why these files are being mam- 

The answer to the second question, who benefits from these kind 
of break-ins, is, I think, also clear: the United States Government. 
The United States policy in Central America is tremendously un- 
popular in this country and it is the most unpopular with the 
people that know the most about it. If the government was able, 
through its intimidation, disruption, or harassment campaign 
against us to intimidate and ruin our effectiveness, or reduce our 
impact, or influence, this would obviously be a great boon for them 
in carrying out the policies which are so unpopular in this country. 

Moreover, I don't believe it is coincidental that those of us that 
are working for peace in Central America work peacefully, legally 
in the light of day— while those that are for continued war m Cen- 
tral America work violently, illegally in the dark of night. 

The United States Government's entire poUcy m Central Amer- 
ica—as is now becoming all the more apparent in the current con- 
gressional and media Irangate investigations— is based on violence, 
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illegal acts, lies, and deceptions. It is only logical and natural that 
this policy would have a domestic impact of exactly the same char- 
acter. 

The administration has tried, and is desperately trying, to keep 
the American public from knowing the true nature and impact of 
its policy in Central America. Attacks on those of us trying to get 
out that information and then the efforts to deny that these at- 
tacks even exist, fit naturally into a policy of secret arms deals, 
Swiss bank accounts, drug trafficking, and covert action. 

What we feel is necessary, Mr. Chairman, is for this committee 
to continue its investigations of what these break-ins mean, what 
government involvement there is in them, which agencies are in- 
volved — either directly or indirectly — and sponsoring them. 

We would also like to ask that the committee encourage the FBI 
to release the files that they are maintaining on our organization, 
the church, and the other organizations that are there. 

Finally, I would like to respond to the Congressman's inquiry as 
to what police response we have had. I would be happy to go over it 
more in detail in the questioning. We have had a long and very 
mixed record with the police. We have gone to the police immedi- 
ately following every one of these break-ins. Their policy has been, 
as I mentioned, somewhat mixed. 

In December of 1984, as a result of a City Council resolution de- 
manding that the Cambridge City Police undertake a serious inves- 
tigation of these complaints and these break-ins, the detective who 
was assigned to the case wrote to the City Manager, quote: "It is 
the opinion of this officer and it is concurred by the Criminal In- 
vestigation Division Commander, Captain Henry Gallagher, that it 
certainly appears that a person or persons unknown were on sever- 
al of these breaks interested only in the organizational files and 
data of the specific offices of certain organizations." 

[The full police report is reproduced following Mr.Brown's pre- 
pared statement.] 

This clear characterization of the burglaries, of which there were 
only two at that time, and we have had five more subsequently, 
was that they were of a clear political character. Unfortunately, 
the city police did not operate on that basis until the city govern- 
ment, in June of 1986, called together a meeting with Senators 
John Kerry and Edward Kennedy, and various other public offi- 
cials, and it was clear that all of these public officials felt that this 
unchecked, unrestrained, and unsolved series of break-ins was a 
tremendous threat to the civil liberties of those in the church and 
all residents in Cambridge. 

It was a result of this political pressure that the police initiated a 
more serious investigation, including the District Attorney General 
in Middlesex County, which resulted in at least two arrests in the 
burglary which was clearly a petty crime burglary. 

But that experience on our part has made it clear that it is the 
political pressure of elected officials such as yourselves that has 
motivated the police to conduct serious investigations, and that is 
clearly what is needed now.

Testimony of Garrett Brown, New Institute of CentroAaerica 
Thursday, February 19, 1937 



My name is Garrett Brown. I am the Associate Director of the MICA - New 
Institute of CentroAm^rica, which is a language school and cultural exchange 
program located in the city of Esteli, Nicaragua. Our U.S. offices are housed 
in the Old Cambridge Baptist Church in Cambridge, Mass. Between October 1984 
and September 1986 I worked in the Cambridge office and have been working in 
Estelf for the last five months. I flew back to the United States on Sunday to 
be able to present this testimony and will be returning to Nicaragua next 
Thursday. 

In addition to NICA, I am also speaking on behalf of the members and 
sanctuary committee of the Old Cambridge Baptist Church (known as OCBC) and 
the Central America-related organizations also housed in the church, including 
the Central America Solidarity Association (CASA) and the New England Central 
America Network (NECAN). 

I am here today to talk about the series of burglaries that the Church 
and our organizations have been subjected to over the last two years. As the 
attached chronology details, OCBC has been broken into eight times since 
offering sanctuary to a Salvodoran women trade unionist in October 1984. Some 
29 offices have been affected by these intrusions. 

As in break-ins at other sanctuary churches around the country, the OCBC 
break-ins have not had the character of common burglaries to obtain money or 
valuables. Items of value, including cash, credit cards, cameras and office 
equipment, have been left behind while organizational files, membership lists, 
financial records, desk drawers and cabinets have been examined. On several 
occasions, mail was opened and rifled. On other occasions, phone answering 
machines and cassettes containing outgoing information and incoming calls were 
taken. 

The timing of break-ins has been closely linked to public events related 
to Central America. Most break-ins have occurred at times when the Reagan 
Administration's Central America policy was either being debated before Con- 
gress in Washington or being protested in peaceful, legal demonstrations and 
educational activities in the Boston-area and around the country. 

For example, NICA's office was burglarized on April 20, 1985, the very 
day more than 50,000 people, including the NICA staff, marched in Washington 
protesting U.S. policies in Central America, In the March 1986 break-ins, a 
note denouncing CASA's efforts to aid "Indian-Hispanics" was left behind in 
the ransacked office which was the organizing center of "Central^ America Week 
activities in Boston. Phone answering machines with "hotline" information 
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about more than 35 scheduled activities were stolen. 

Moreover, the Church was broken into immediately before, immediately 
after and on the first anniversary of the Jece^KVie-r 1984 arrival of the Salva- 
doran refugee being given sanctuary at OCBC, 

These facts all indicate the break-ins have a political motivation and 
character, rather than being examples of petty crime. In our opinion, these 
break-ins are politically-motivated reprisals against a sanctuary church 
designed to disrupt our organizations' work opposing the U.S. government's war 
policies in Central America, to harrass and intimidate our members and sup- 
porters, to create an atmosphere of fear and an air of illegitimacy, and to 
undermine the Church's financial ability to offer low-cost rent to peace and 
social justice organizations. 

The arrest and conviction of two petty criminals for the last break-in is 
the exception that proves the rule, in our opinion. That break-in was char- 
acterized by a significant number of missing items from the seven offices 
affected, including the theft of a check which was later forged and cashed. In 
addition, it was the only time that forced entry of the outer doors of the 
church has occurred. The seven other break-ins, all very similar in character 
to each other, all remain unsolved. 

The political character of the break-ins has been widely acknowledged by 
public officials. In December 1984, Detective James Dwyer of the Cambridge 
Police Department reported to the City Manager that "it is the opinion of this 
officer and is concurred by the Criminal Investigation Division Commander, 
Captain Henry Gallagher, that it certainly appears that a person, or persons 
unknown, were on several of these breaks, interested only in the organiza- 
tional files and data of the specific offices of certain organizations." 

The Cambridge City Council has passed two resolutions, in December 198A 
and June 1986, decrying this "political harassment" that "jeopardizes the 
political and civil rights of (Cambridge) residents." Numerous elected public 
officials on a state and federal level, including Senators John Kerry and 
Edward Kennedy, State Senator George Bachrach and Boston City Councilor David 
Scondras, have issued statements noting the break-ins* political character 
and impact. And civil liberties organizations, such as the Civil Liberties 
Union of Massachusetts, have been closely monitoring the situation. 

In thinking about who would undertake such politically-motivated efforts, 
one has to ask two questions: Who has done this kind of thing before? And who 
would benefit by it? In our opinion, one comes up with the same answer to both 
questions: The United States Government. 

As we now know from Congressional investigations and individual lawsuits 
during the 1970s, the FBI, INS, Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms Division of the 
U.S. Treasury Department, among other government agencies, have engaged in 
systematic disruption and harrassment campaigns against peaceful, legal 
organizations. These operations have included widespread break-ins of the 
character which have hit our offices. The post-Watergate restrictions on these 
types of activities were all lifted in the early days of the Reagan Admlnis- 
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tration and various government agencies, such as the INS, have already 
admitted to similar operations in recent years. 

Moreover, the FBI has already acknowledged that it is aaintaining active 
files on the Church and the organizations housed within it. The Bureau has 
refused to say why or how these files are being maintained. 

We learned through Congressional and courtroom testimony in the 1970s 
that government agencies sometimes directly organized the break-ins, sometimes 
indirectly sponsored "civilian" organizations and individuals to conduct these 
operations, and sometimes simply "allowed" previously planned activities by 
"civilians" to occur. In all cases, however, government agencies bear the 
responsibility for these activities. 

This is the historic record of who has done these kinds of things before. 

The U.S. government is also the prime suspect of who would benefit from a 
disrupted, intimidated peace movement. As has been demonstrated in numerous 
polls, the government's policies in Central America are extremely unpopular 
with the American public. They are the most unpopular with those that know the 
most about what U.S. policy actually is and what its actual impact in the 
region is. 

The government would clearly gain by being able to disrupt the work of 
our organizations and by creating an atmosphere of distrust and fear within 
those organizations. Were they successful in undermining our effectiveness in 
dissemating information about U.S. policy to the public, and in organizing the 
overwhelmingly majority opposition to that policy, it would be an important 
advance for the government towards implementing those policies. 

Given the Administration's determination to press forward with its Cen- 
tral America war policies in the face of overwhelming domestic and interna- 
tional opposition, the government has a clear motive in attempting to weaken 
the effectiveness, influence and impact of our organizations. 

It is true that we do not have a "smoking gun" for the seven unsolved 
burglaries at the Old Cambridge Baptist Church, and that we do have the 
repeated denials of FBI involvement in them. But we have no reason, given the 
pattern of our break-ins, the history of similar events in the past, and the 
political motive at hand, to believe the FBI's and other agencies' denials of 
involvement. During the 1960s and 1970s, the FBI routinely denied participa- 
tion in disruption campaigns, only to be discovered, years later, to have 
directly organized or sponsored them. 

I would also like to point out several other aspects of government haras- 
sment that our organizations have been victims of. These points are more in 
outline form, but I would be happy to expand on them if members of the 
Committee are interested. They are described in detail in the materials being 
submitted by the Center for Constitutional Rights. These include: 

* Intimidating and harrassing interviews by agents of the FBI and State 
Department of U.S. citizens who have participated in the NICA program in 
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Estell and returned to the United States; 

'*= Intimidating and harrassing questioning by agents of the I.iimigration 
and Matarualization Service of NICA participants returning to the United 
States through Mia.ni and Dallas; 

* Nu:nerou3 and repeated incidents of riissing» delayed, or opened mail 
delivered by the U.S. Postal Service to our Cambridge office and to our school 
in Nicaragua; 

- The .rtaintenance of FBI files on NICA, CASA, OCBC, NF,CAM, and several 
staff itieiTibers of these organizations, and the refusal by the bureau to release 
these files under the Freedom of Information Act; and 

* Harassment and threats against CASA members publicizing educational 
activities by the Cambridge Police Department. 

I would like to appeal to this Committee today for affirmative action to 
halt these break-ins and other forms of harassment, and to demand release by 
the FBI of the files they are maintaining on our organizations. 

In conclusion I would like to say that I don't think it is coincidental 
that those of us who are for peace in Central America are working peacefully, 
legally and in the light of day; while those that are for continued war in 
Central America are working violently, illegally and in the dark of night. 

The U.S. government's entire policy in Central America, as is now 
becoming all the more apparent in the current Congressional and media 
"Iran/Contragate" investigations, is based on violence, illegal acts, lies and 
deceptions. It is only logical that this policy would have a domestic impact 
of exactly the same character. 

The Administration has tried and is desperately trying to keep the 
American public from knowing the true nature and impact of its policy in 
Central America. Attacks on those of us trying to get out that information, 
and then efforts to deny that these attacks even exist, fit naturally into a 
policy of secret arms deals, Swiss bank accounts, drug trafficking and covert 
action. 

I thank you for the opportunity to testify today and I urge to conduct a 
complete and thorough investigation of the break-ins and other incidents. Only 
in this way will the constitutional rights of all Americans to discuss, debate 
and evaluate policies that are causing such human suffering in Central 
America, and erosion of democratic rights in the United States as well, be 
protected.

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Chronology of Events at the 
Old Cambridge Baptist Church 
And Related Organizations 



October 28, 1984; The OCBC Deacons Council votes to join a Center for Consti- 
tutional Rights (New York) lawsuit to enjoin the U.S. Attorney General from 
further prosecutions of persons affiliated with the religious movement of 
Sanctuary. This decision was made in preparation for OCBC's planned sanctuary 
of a Salvadoran refugee in December. 

November 27-28, 1984: During the night of November 27, the office doors of 
three Central American-related organizations and a lesbian woraen^s support 
group were broken through and the offices entered. The organizations affected 
were the Central America Solidarity Association (CASA), the New England Cen- 
tral America Network (NECAN), NICA (Nuevo Instituto de Centroamerica) and the 
Daughters of Bilitis. Nothing of value was taken from any of the offices, even 
though valuable office equipment and even a purse containing cash and credit 
cards were in plain view. However, the drawers of desks and file cabinets of 
the three Central America offices were left opened and had apparently been 
examined. The only item missing was the outgoing message cassette tape for 
NICA*s telephone answering machine. The offices of CASA and NICA had been 
broken into previously in what appeared to be simple robberies. 

(On the same evening, November 27, one office at the First Congregation 
Church, 11 Garden Street, Cambridge, were also broken into and entered, while 
another^s door was damaged in an unsuccessful break-in attempt. In the office 
of the University Christian Movement in New England, a pro-sanctuary student 
group, nothing of value was taken, even though a 35 ram camera was in plain 
view, but file drawers and desks had apparently been examined. Despite damage 
to the door of Educators for Social Responsibility, an anti-nuclear weapons 
organization, the office was not entered.) 

Decenber 4, 1984; OCBC begins giving sanctuary to a Salvadoran trade unionist 
who had to leave her family and flee her country because of death threats 
against her. "Estela," the refugee, begins living in the church, accompanied 
24 hours a day by "vigiling" church members. Vigils are coordinated out of the 
OCBC church office. 

Decenber 10, 1984:. The Cambridge City Council passes a resolution condemning 
the break-ins, noting "freedom of speech, of association and of petitioning 
the government without fear of harassment are among the most precious rights 
of Americans," and ordering the Police Department to make "a full report on 
what action it is taking to investigate these crimes and on any other informa- 
tion it may have about this situation." 

(On the evening of December 17, a slide-show on Nicaragua sponsored by 
Hispanic social workers being held in the YWCA in Lawrence, MA, was evacuated 
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and ended when the anti-Castro Cuban terrorist organization "Omega 7" phoned 
in a message that they had planted a bomb in the meeting hall. On December 18, 
the minister who was to give the presentation, Rev. James Keller of the 
Greater Lawrence Ecumenical Area Ministry, received a telephone death threat 
from the same organization. Because of the threats, Rev. Keller has had to 
move his offices which were located in the same building as a daycare center.) 

Decenber 18-19. 1984; Five offices, three of them Central America-related, at 
OCBC are broken into and entered. Again items of value were left behind. 
Office equipment was badly damaged in one office, and again desk drawers and 
files were examined. The offices affected were: the church office (which is 
coordinating Estela's sanctuary), NICA (for the second time), CAPA - Educators 
in Support of ANDES (the Salvadoran teachers union), the Boston Area Alliance 
Against Registration and the Draft and Overeaters Anonymous. The locked men's 
room door was also broken through and the door frame shattered. 

(On the same evening, the Church of the Covenant, 67 Newberry Street, 
Boston, was also burglarized. Seven doors were broken through and again 
nothing of value was missing from the Church, but desks and files were opened 
and examined. Entered were two minister's offices, the office of the Boston 
Aging Concerns Committee, the choir room, the church sanctuary, the arts and 
theatre room, and several locked stairways leading to these areas. The Church 
of the Covenant recently voted a letter of support for OCBC's sanctuary of the 
Salvadoran refugee and several church members have been among those doing the 
24-hour vigil with Estela.) 

December 21, 1984; Cambridge Police Dectective James Dwyer submits a report, 
later sent on to the City Council, noting that the burglars were "interested 
only in the organizational files and data" of the various offices. The police 
make physical security suggestions "to assist these organizations in function- 
ing without further harrassraent and violations of their rights." 

April 20-21. 1985; The NICA office is broken into for the third time while the 
door frame and deadbolt lock of the CAPA office showed signs that a metal 
object had been used to unsuccessfully attempt to break into that office. As 
in the previous incidents, nothing of value was missing from the NICA office 
but desk drawers and file cabinets containing financial records had been 
opened and apparently examined. 

The break-in occurred when most of the NICA staff were returning from 
Washington, DC, where they had participated with 50,000 others in a national 
demonstration protesting U.S. policies in Central America. It also followed 
admissions the previous week by FBI Director William Webster that FBI agents 
have contacted at least 100 U.S. citizens who have visited Nicaragua. NICA has 
sent over 350 North Americans to its travel-study program in Esteli, Nicaragua 
over the last two years. CAPA was the coordinating office for an East Coast 
tour of teachers from Nicaragua, El Salvador, Costa Rica and Honduras which 
included a widely-publicized April 6-14th Boston visit. 

September 13-14. 1985; The offices of CASA, NECAN, OCBC, CAMINO (Central 
America Information Office), and the Cambridge Rent Control Coalition were 
broken into. The doors of every office but NECAN were kicked in and the door 
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frames shattered. The NECAN office was entered by using keys stolen from the 
OCBC office. Again nothing of value was taken from the offices while file 
cabinets and desk drawers were opened and apparently examined. 

At 2 a.m. Saturday the 14th, a CASA member returning materials to the 
office after an evening event discovered the office doors broken open and the 
basement lights on. A slight, blond-haired man was seen running from the 
basement by the CASA member. 

December 4-5, 1985: Six offices, including two CASA offices, the OCBC office, 
NICA, the Cambridge Rent Control Coalition and the church pastor's office were 
broken into. All office doors, except the pastor's office, were kicked in. The 
pastor's office door was opened by a key and the key ring stolen in September 
was found lying in front of one of the CASA offices. Other keys were taken out 
of the OCBC office and left lying near various doors. The door leading to the 
church sanctuary was also unlocked. File cabinets and desk drawers were again 
found opened and mail in the NICA and OCBC offices had been opened and scat- 
tered about the offices. Files and cards in one CASA office were strewn around 
the office. NICA's financial records had been disturbed and apparently exa- 
mined. 

Telephone answering machines were taken from the church pastor and NICA 
offices and a small camera was missing from the OCBC office. Other valuable 
office equipment and a small amount of cash was left behind in the offices. 

The break-ins took place on the same evening as a widely-publicized 
reception, sponsored by CASA, opening a two-week Boston run of two films about 
Central America. The burglaries also occurred during the ongoing trial in 
Arizona of 11 religious activists involved in the national sanctuary movement. 

March 15-16, 1986; Between 11 p.m. Saturday and 7 a.m. Sunday, the office of 
CASA was broken into. The intruders broke through one of the two doors, 
knocking down four heavy, lO-foot high wooden bookcases that had been nailed 
together and placed against the door. A typewriter and two "Central America 
Hotline" phone answering machines, with tapes outlining solidarity events for 
Central America Week and "contra aid" protests, were stolen. 

The burglars left behind a dollar bill, cut into 14 pieces, and a threat- 
ening note denouncing CASA's peaceful, legal work on behalf of "Indian- 
Hispanics". The police took the note, the scizzors, the pen and the cut bill 
away for fingerprint processing. 

The break-in came in the midst of a high-visibility campaign by President 
Reagan for $100 million in aid for the Nicaraguan "contras," and preceded the 
week the in which the aid bill was to come up for a vote in Congress. March 
16th was the day of President Reagan's nationally broadcast speech to the 
American public calling for support for this bill. On March 14th, CBS national 
television news with Dan Rather broadcast an eight-minute segment about the 
series of unsolved break-ins at OCBC and other sanctuary churches and legal 
defense offices in more than a dozen cities across the country. 

March 16th was also the first day of the nationally-coordinated Central

America Week, involving 35 educational events held at universities, churches 
and other public places in the Boston area. The stolen hotline tapes were an 
important part of the publicity for the entire week's events. CASA was the 
central coordinating office for Central America Week and a key organizer of a 
well-publicized march against U.S. intervention held in Boston on Saturday. 
March 22. 

8-9* 1986; Over two successive nights, seven offices in the Church were 
broken into and ransacked. Five of the offices are Central America-related 
(CAMINO, CASA, NECAN, NICA and the OCBC office) while the two others are the 
Cambridge Tenants Union and the Children's Coop Daycare Center, In an ominous 
escalation of the level of violence, the seven office doors, most of them new 
and solid-core, were either completely destroyed or torn off their hinges. The 
NICA office was broken into between 1 a.m. and 10 a.m. Sunday, June 8th, while 
intruders broke through two outer doors to smash into the six other office 
doors between 11 p.m. Sunday and 7:30 a.m. Monday, June 9th. 

As is the six previous break-ins, valuable office equipment was left 
behind while desk drawers, file cabinets and storage areas were searched and 
rifled. In almost every office, files, desks and closets were left in consid- 
erable disarray. In the OCBC and CAMINO offices, mail was opened and scattered 
across the floor. In the Coop Daycare office, staff payroll records were 
stolen, A total of two phone answering machines, a small tape player, a pocket 
calculator, a roll of stamps, and a small amount of petty cash were taken from 
several offices. At the same time a great deal of other equipment was left 
untouched in all offices. 

The violent attack, affecting virtually every office in the basement, 
occurred at the same time that the Reagan Administration resumed its public 
campaign against Nicaragua in an effort to win $100 million aid for the CIA- 
organized "contra" terrorists. The Administration is also seeking $514 million 
in new aid for El Salvador. The FBI has reconfirmed its refusal to release 
files, sought under the Freedom of Information Act, the agency acknolwedges 
maintaining on OCBC and several organizations and individual staff members 
working in the building.

subject: Extensive Breaks - Old Cambridge Baptist Church 



As a result of an investigation concerning the recent 
breaks at the Old Cambridge Baptist Church located at 1151 
Massachusetts Avenue, it was found that from a period of 
September 16 through December 19, 1984, there has been 11 
breaks. These breaks have occurred by using force on interior 
doors but no signs of forced entry to outside doors. Many of 
the offices are occupied by activists groups with pro ties to 
Central America. 

Mr. Garrett Brown, a staff member of the New Inst. Of 
Central America, (N.I.C.A.) was interviewed on December 19,20, 
198A. This organization has been the victim, of three breaks 
occurring during this time frame. On this date this officer 
in an attempt to obtain physical evidence dusted several areas 
for prints. Other items along with the prints lifted were 
turned over to the I.D. Section for further processing. _ 
During this check for physical evidence, a visual view of v; ; 
several offices show, although plainly visible, items such as 
typewriters, phone answering machines, etc., were untouched. 
The main targets in these breaks were desks and organizational 
files. Although no files appear to be missing, a tape on 
N.I.C.A. 's telephone answering machine was taken. On a few 
occasions, petty cash was taken in the earlier breaks. 

On December 19, 20, 198A, Miss Peggy Smith, the Church 
Administrator, was interviewed. Miss Smith stated that at 
least 50 people have keys to the outside doors. The outside 
doors are opened at 8:00 a.m. and "are locked at approximately 
11:00 p.m. Miss Smith states that the Church Sexton locks 
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the door at night. He walks through the building and shuts lights 
off and checks the building. Although the door is locked at 11:00 p.m. 
the organizations in this building are mainly staffed by volunteers. 
Most offices do not have set hours so people may be in the building 
at any hour during the day or night. Both Miss Smith and .'Mr. Brown 
feel that the breaks are occurring while the outside doors are un- 
locked . 

On the most recent break on December 19, 198A, the Church Sexton 
discovered offices broken into while making his rounds at 1 0 !^4,94P-v?^^ ■ 
At the time he found the breaks, several other offices in the same area 
were still occupied by legitimate people working in same. 

As a result of interview with Miss Smith and Mr. Brown and a 
physical security check of the building revealed the following: 
there are two exterior doors which are opened from 8:00 a.m. to^.. 
11:00 p.m. and once locked, exit from the inside can be made with- 
out the use of a key. Entrance is not restricted to anyone who wants 
to gain entrance to the building during normal operating hours. 
People entering the building can come and go unnoticed even if the 
building is being used. Most of the offices have hollow core doors 
with the key in. knob locks. These doors are easily violated and 
provide minimum security. Some of the offices have solid wood doors 
with dead bolts, however, these dead bolts only extend 3/4" into the 
door frame, again not providing the best security. 

After conversation with Miss Smith and Mr. Brown and taking into- 
consideration their reluctance to restrict access to the buiiiiirig.jH^^v:: 
by both tenants and street people wanting to use the building, the 
following recommendations were made: 

1} Restrict access to one outside door. 

2) To have a sign in and out Register, Manned . 

3) To alert all tenants of the problem and report any unusual 
activities. 

4) To have each office maintain their own sign in and out sheet. 

5) -Installation of local audio alarm systems on office doors to 

alert people in other offices if unlawful or illegal entry is 
made . 

6) Installation of a key card system on outside doors if manned 
desk person is not feasible. 
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7) Interior doors to be of a solid core type with dead 
bolt locks extending 1 1/4" into door frame. 

8) Installation of area motion detector alarms which admit 
a loud alarm if area is violated. 

After hearing these suggestions, Miss Smith and Mr. Bnown were 
responsive to many of them and will present "them to other tenants 
as well as to the governing board of the Church. 

The Cambridge Police Communications Division was notified and 
this location was added to their Computerized Hazard Alert File ^ for 
rapid response in the event of a call for this church. In addition 
the Uniform Commanders were also made aware of the problem and will have 
the route and car officers check this location during their tour of 
duty. 

The Criminal Investigation Division of the Cambridge Police 
Department is unaware of any Local, Federal, or State covert 
in-terdlction by any, agency from a Cambridge stand point. 

With totality of circumstances concerning these incidences 
it is the opinion of this officer and is concurred by the Criminal 
Investigation Division Commander, Captain Henry Gallagher, that it 
certainly appears a person, or persons unknown, were on several of 
these breaks, interested only in the organizational files amd data 
of the specific offices of certain organizations. As noted earlier 
on two occasions namely the Childrens Coop Day Care and N.I.C.A. 
property other than files were taken, latter breaks positively 
indicate, the files and data of organizations offices were Illegally . 
entered. It is the understanding of this officer at the writing of 
this report December 21, 1984, Miss Smith of the Old Cambridge 
Baptist Church informed this officer that other churches with 
similar type organizations have occurred in other cities recently. 

In . conclusion , at this time, that some of the security 
recommendations will be adopted to assist these organizations in 
functioning without further harassment and violations of their 
rights. -

TESTIMONY OF MARTHA L. DOGGETT, NORTH AMERICAN 
CONGRESS ON LATIN AMERICA, NEW YORK, NY 

Ms. Doggett. Thank you, Mr. Chairman. 

The North American Congress on Latin America is a 20-year-old, 
New York-based research and publishing institute commonly 
known as NACLA. We are best known for our bimonthly magazine, 
Report on the Americas, of which I am the editor. The Report is the 
most widely circulated periodical in the United States covering 
Latin America and the Caribbean and U.S. policy in the Hemi- 
sphere. 

The publication is known for in-depth research on the economic, 
political, and social conditions in Central and South America, and 
for our documentation of the impact of U.S. political and economic 
interests on our neighboring countries in the Americas. 

Our staff researchers travel frequently to Latin America and the 
Caribbean and present their findings not only in our own magazine 
but in op-eds in major national newspapers, in talks at colleges and 
universities, press briefings, background papers to congressional 
staffs, and presentations to church and community groups. We 
travel extensively throughout the United States, sharing our re- 
search findings in a variety of public forums. 

Since the late 1970s, the situation in Central America has been a 
major focus of NACLA's work. NACLA studies are thoroughly re- 
searched and documented. Our cases and argumentation are care- 
fully constructed, based on primary sources, newspapers and other 
publications of record, and our own interviews. Each issue of 
Report on the Americas is extensively footnoted. 

In recent years, our researchers have been asked to appear on 
radio and television talk shows to comment on events such as the 
Contra war and U.S. aid to El Salvador. We have led delegations of 
trade unionists, lawmakers, and other concerned citizens to Latin 
America. The USIA has on many occasions arranged meetings with 
NACLA staff for its guests. 

Our work has often been critical of our country's foreign policy. 
Too often that policy has led to invasion and meddling in the af- 
fairs of those seeking rights that we in the United States take for 
granted. Through our magazine and other educational work, we 
have given voice to the pain and frustration that policy has caused, 
as well as to the hopes for peace, justice, and a new relationship 
with the United States based on principles of mutual respect, na- 
tional sovereignty, and self-determination. Because of this perspec- 
tive, we have been repeatedly attacked by the political right. 

On the night of May 21-22, 1986, our offices in New York City 
were burglarized. When I arrived that morning, I saw that file 
cabinets in the offices of various researchers had been opened and 
documents rifled. Other desk drawers had been opened, with 
papers that had been inside the desks, now scattered over desktops. 
No valuable equipment had been moved or stolen. Several electric 
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typewriters, portable and desktop computers and calculators were 
left untouched. 

The only items taken were $15 in petty cash and a tool box. 
There were no signs of forced entry. A window nine stories above 
the ground that had been latched shut the night before was found 
open, but with no signs of tampering. The alarm system had not 
been triggered. 

We immediately suspected that files and papers might have been 
the target of the intrusion. We now know that the Center for Con- 
stitutional Rights has documented more than 50 similar break-ins 
affecting groups involved in educational or organizing work critical 
of U.S. Central America policy. In many of these cases, equipment 
and other valuables have been left untouched. Files were clearly 
the objective. 

Following the break-in, we sent letters to Chairman Edwards and 
to FBI Director Webster requesting an investigation. Our response 
from the FBI claimed there were no indications of violation of Fed- 
eral law of investigative interest to the Bureau. 

At the time of the break-in we were producing the July-August 
issue of Report on the Americas, entitled "Sowing Dragon's Teeth," 
which presents a detailed overview of U.S. control of the war 
against Nicaragua. 

A lengthy section is devoted to the network of private groups and 
individuals, directed by Oliver North, who were providing military 
and other assistance to the Contras. Nearly six months prior to 
revelations in the major media detailing how foreign policy had es- 
caped from conventional institutional channels, NACLA's issue 
warns of the administration effectively threatening, and I quote, "a 
U.S. foreign policy run by franchise if Congress does not approve 
the administration's request for CIA-managed official aid to the 
Contras." 

Our plan to publish an issue on private aid to the Nicaraguan 
rebels was no secret. Most NACLA Reports are the product of a 
year-long research process. Given what we now know of the explo- 
sive implications of the full Contra supply network, it is conceiva- 
ble that private forces or public agencies involved in the network 
might have had an interest in learning how much of the story we 
had been able to piece together. 

An entirely different set of motivations is suggested by the Feb- 
ruary 1987 affidavit of Frank Varelli. Varelli, contracted by the 
FBI to infiltrate the Dallas chapter of the Committee in Solidarity 
with the People of El Salvador, describes how he shared FBI intelli- 
gence with the Salvadoran National Guard, which has been closely 
associated with death squad activity. 

In his affidavit, Varelli states, *1 told the National Guard about 
American citizens who were travelling to El Salvador who were not 
friendly to Reagan policies." 

Beginning in 1982, while Varelli was still conducting these activi- 
ties, NACLA staff members began travelling to El Salvador, con- 
ducting research and leading delegations. 

During this period, a number of right-wing groups were outspo- 
ken critics of our organization and our work. Furthermore, evi- 
dence obtained under the Freedom of Information Act confirms 
that the FBI maintained files on NACLA's El Salvador specialists.

One can infer that NACLA could have been a subject of intelli- 
gence-sharing. 

Our visits to El Salvador have allowed NACLA to provide unique 
first-hand journalistic overage under sometimes difficult and dan- 
gerous conditions. If the FBI or other agencies shared information 
with the Salvadoran National Guard, this would have impinged on 
these staff members' First Amendment rights and placed their 
lives at risk. 

Varelli also claims that his FBI superiors gave him documents 
"that they had obtained from CISPES as a result of illegal break- 
ing and entering." NACLA's break-in occurred within weeks of two 
staff members returning from El Salvador. My colleague had been 
there for two weeks, and I had taken a three-month leave of ab- 
sence to volunteer in a refugee camp under the auspices of the 
Catholic Archdiocese of San Salvador. 

In addition, two months prior to the break-in, a third researcher 
had returned from El Salvador. Two of our staffers experienced 
harassing phone calls and lost luggage after working trips to El 
Salvador. 

Varelli's depiction of surveillance, intelligence-sharing, and ille- 
gal entry of organizations that perform educational work critical of 
this administration's El Salvador policy is consistent with the pos- 
sibility that NACLA's break-in was part of an official or semi-offi- 
cial surveillance plan under Federal auspices. 

A third possible motive for the break-in may have been intimida- 
tion. In contrast to the pattern of FBI entries in the 1970s, 
NACLA's intruders clearly wanted us to know they had been there. 
Not unlike a burglary at home, the break-in had a chilling effect 
on our staff, and may have been an effort to hamper our continued 
research, travel and public speaking. 

Right-wing attention to NACLA and the lives of our staff mem- 
bers dates from the organization's earliest days. It is not exaggera- 
tion to say that over the years we became an obsession to the right. 

In a January 1977 radio broadcast, Ronald Reagan himself cred- 
ited us with ^'targeting" and "destabilizing" the Somoza govern- 
ment in Nicaragua. In the eyes of such critics, the influence of our 
organization knows no limits. In a piece published during the 
Carter Administration titled "The Washington Lobby on Latin 
America," we find that "the influence of NACLA clearly reaches 
within the White House itself...." 

A preliminary response to a recent FOIA request indicates that 
there are FBI investigations on NACLA as well as on a staff 
member who has travelled extensively to El Salvador. 

FBI surveillance appears to have begun six months after our 
founding in 1966 and continued off and on through the years, at 
times joined by the CIA and Army Intelligence. 

These allegations stand in stark contrast to the reality of a 
small, scholarly organization dependent for its survival on subscrip- 
tions and modest contributions from thousands of readers. 

A possible explanation for this history of interest in our work is 
found in a January 1973 FBI memorandum. It states: "NACLA lit- 
erature is voluminous and is published regularly in a quality 
format that indicates financial stability. General accuracy is diffi- 
cult to assess because of the volume factor and the sophisticated 
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topical content, however, random samplings indicate a degree of ac- 
curacy of approximately 80 percent." 

This history of attention and official surveillance suggests serious 
questions about recent events. In 1981 the Heritage Foundation 
prepared 1,000 pages of policy recommendations for the incoming 
Reagan Administration. Its 50-page section on intelligence encour- 
aged the administration to investigate several organizations critical 
of the right— NACLA, among others. 

It further suggested that appropriate surveillance techniques 
could include wiretapping, mail covers, informants, and (at least 
occasionally) surreptitious entries." 

Such developments in the early 1980s coincided with President 
Keagan s Executive Order 12333, which loosened restrictions on do- 
mestic intelligence-gathering. 

The affidavit of FBI informer Frank Varelli leads us to believe 
that this pattern of harassment continues, and is indeed but a 
small part of the unfolding scandal concerning Iran, the Contras 
and the administration. ' 

Groups exercising their First Amendment rights have been la- 
beled "terrorists" or agents of foreign powers, conceivably permit- 
ting intelligence agencies to use any means at their disposal to con- 
duct "surveillance." 

We believe that these suspicious occurrences may add up to a 
pattern of harassment of those exercising their right to dissent. 

This disturbing pattern ought to be vigorously investigated.

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SUMMARY OF TESTIMONY 



The offices of the North American Congress on Latin America 
(NACLA) were burglarized on the night of May 21, 1986. Valuable 
equipment — including typewriters, calculators, and computers — 
was left untouched. Instead, office file cabinets were opened 
and the files of our Central America research staff were 
examined. The only items taken were $15 in petty cash and a tool 
box. There were no signs of forced entry, and no suspects have 
been identified. 

The burglary fits a several-year pattern of break-ins experienced 
by more than 25 other organizations which are actively critical 
of U.S. policy in Central America. 

NACLA is a research and publishing organization that produces 
thoroughly documented reports on U.S. foreign policy and Latin 
America and the Caribbean. Our magazine. Report on the Americas , 
is the largest-circulation journal in the United States covering 
the region. Throughout our 20-year history, we have been 
frequent critics of the course of U.S. policy toward Central and 
South America. Our staff travels frequently to the region, and 
engages in public speaking and other writing in the United States 
and abroad. 

In recent years NACLA — along with many other opponents of 
Reagan's policy in Central America — has been targeted by 
conservative groups, particularly the Heritage Foundation, as 
being "un-American" or "agents of foreign powers." 
Simultaneously, the Heritage Foundation has urged U.S. 
intelligence agencies to engage in surveillance of groups such as 
NACLA, including wire-tapping and even illegal entries. 

We believe that the loosening of restrictions on surveillance as 
a result of Executive Order 12333 could be or has been used to 
crack down on legitimate debate and dissent by organizations such 
as ours, and may have played a role in the break-in at our and 
other offices. 

The description by former FBI intelligence operative Frank 
Varolii of intelligence activities aimed at groups critical of 
the Reagan administration's El Salvador policies, and the recent 
revelations of the administration's role in what is known as the 
Iran/Contra scandal, provide possible clues to a motive for the 
series of break-ins. NACLA was producing an issue of the Report 
detailing Oliver North's coordination of a private network 
supporting the Contras, and several staff members had recently 
returned from visits to El Salvador at the time of the break-in. 

We urge an investigation of U.S. intelligence agencies and of any 
network of "informal assets" that may lead to clarification of 
the break-ins and to their cessation.

I. BACKGROUND OF NACLA 

I represent the North American Congress on Latin America, a 20- 
year-old, New York-based research and publishing institute 
commonly known as NACLA. 

We are perhaps best known for our bi-monthly magazine. Report on 
t he Americas , which is the most widely circulated periodical in 
the United States dealing with Latin American and Caribbean 
affairs and U.S. policy in the hemisphere. The publication is 
known for its in-depth research on the economic, political and 
social conditions in Central and South America, and for our 
documentation of the impact of U.S. political and economic 
interests on our neighboring countries in the Americas. 

Our staff researchers travel frequently to Latin America and the 
Caribbean and present their findings not only in our magazine, 
but in Op-Eds in major national newspapers, speaking engagements 
at colleges and universities, briefings to the press, background 
papers to congressional staff, and presentations to church and 
community groups. We travel extensively throughout the United 
States sharing our research findings in a variety of public fora. 

Since the late 1970s, the situation in Central America — 
particularly in El Salvador, Guatemala and Nicaragua — has been 
a major focus of NACLA's work. Our studies — whether of the 
counterinsurgency campaign in Guatemala, the course of the civil 
war and economic crisis in El Salvador, the roots of Nicaragua s 
foreign policy or the nature of the U.S. war against Nicaragua — 
have been extensively researched and documented. 

Our cases and argumentation are carefully constructed, based on 
primary sources, newspapers and other publications of record, and 
our own interviews. Each issue of Report on the Americas is 
extensively footnoted. 

NACLA also maintains an extensive and unique library, open daily 
to the public, of over 5000 books and 850 periodical series from 
and about Latin America. 

Our work has been acclaimed by many respected individuals and 
institutions.

Because of this perspective, we have been repeatedly attacked by 
the political Right. In a variety of Right-wing literature, 
NACLA is mentioned as a dangerous institution, together with 
other organizations, such as those represented at these hearings 
that have participated actively in the debate on U.S. policies in 
the Americas and have engaged in public education work. 

The same groups targeting NACLA, such as the Heritage Foundation, 
have also actively lobbied for an end to FBI restrictions on 
domestic surveillance activities, and have even urged 
intelligence agencies to engage in break-ins and wiretaps of so- 
called "political groups" that oppose Reagan Administration 
policies . 



II. THE INCIDENTS 

Sometime on the night of May 21-22, our offices on the ninth 
floor of 151 West 19th Street in New York City were burglarized. 
When I arrived in the morning, I saw that file cabinets in the 
offices of various researchers had been opened and documents 
rifled. Other desk drawers had been opened, with papers that had 
been inside now scattered over the desktops. No valuable 
equipment had been moved or stolen. Several electronic 
typewriters, portable and desktop computers, and calculators were 
left untouched. 

The only items taken were money from a petty cash box totalling 
fifteen dollars, and a red tool box containing screwdrivers, 
hammers and other basic tools. Several dollars sitting in a cup 
in plain view were left untouched, but a box full of a week's

worth of undeposited income checks from subscribers and 
contributors was emptied and the checks were scattered on the 
floor. The intruders had poured sugar into a jar of tea on the 
kitchen counter and had left a small graffiti mark on an office 
wall with a magic marker. 

There were no signs of forced entry. A window nine stories above 
the ground that had been latched shut the night before was found 
open, but with no signs of tampering. The alarm system connected 
to doorway entrances in our office had not been triggered. The 
burglars apparently exited through the fire escape by removing a 
steel bar that secures the door from the inside. Police have no 
suspects and were unable to find any fingerprints in the course 
of their investigation. 

We immediately suspected that files and papers might have been 
the main target of the intrusion. The Center for Constitutional 
Rights had documented more than fifty similar break-ins affecting 
groups involved in educational or organizing work critical of 
U.S. Central America policy. In many of these cases, equipment 
and other valuables had been left untouched, and files had 
clearly been the objective. 

Several other suspicious events occurred in May which added to 
our concern that this might not have been a common burglary 
attempt . 

One of our staff members had returned in early May from a three- 
week visit to El Salvador and Nicaragua. His work involved 
technical set-up of pilot projects using computer communications 
between correspondents in Central America and our New York 
office. The project in El Salvador was to monitor the 
government's human rights record in relation to the trade union 
movement; in Nicaragua we sought to regularly receive news and 
analysis of Nicaragua's economic, agricultural, social and 
political developments. 

On his return to the United States, immediately after passing 
through customs in Miami, he checked two pieces of luggage on a 
domestic Eastern Airlines flight to New York. The bag containing 
his clothes and personal belongings arrived safely. The other 
suitcase— containing notes on the projects, a large number of 
letters to the U.S. from North Americans living in Nicaragua to 
be mailed in the States, and some technical equipment— never 
arrived in New York and to this day has not been located by the 
airline. 

In addition, after his return, he began receiving regular 
telephone calls at home in the middle of the night. There would 
be no person on the other end of the line, simply an intermittent 
static hiss. The calls continued through January 1987, and the 
telephone company was unable to trace the source of the problem. 
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even after repeated complaints. 

In another case of telephone harassment, beginning in April 1986 
and continuing through the fall, another member of NACLA's 
research staff received regular telephone calls in the middle of 
the night. There was always silence at the other end of the 
line, though there was a barely audible sound of someone 
breathing. This researcher had also returned in March from a 
visit to El Salvador, working on NACLA's trade union/human rights 
monitoring project. Her desk drawers and file cabinets had been 
extensively rifled during the break-in of May 



Following the break-in, we sent letters to the chair of this 
subcommittee and to FBI Director William Webster requesting an 
investigation of this and related incidents. Our response from 
the FBI, which we have attached, claimed that there were no 
indications of violation of federal law of investigative interest 
to the Bureau. 



III. POSSIBLE MOTIVES FOR ILLEGAL ENTRY 

NACLA was engaged in several projects at the time of the break-in 
which, m the context of the present Iran/Contra affair and 
recent press reports and depositions of former FBI operative 
Frank Varelli, suggest that either right-wing organizations or 
even official agencies might have had an interest in intensified 
surveillance or illegal entry of our offices. 

A, The Iran/Contra Connection 

At the time, I was involved in the final production stage of the 
July-August issue of Report on the Americas , entitled "Sowing 
Dragon s Teeth." The issue, copies of which are attached, 
presents a detailed overview of the United States' control of the 
war against Nicaragua. 

A lengthy section of this issue of the magazine is devoted to the 
network of private right-wing groups and individuals, directed by 
Lieutenant Colonel Oliver North and the National Security 
Council, in connection with General John Singlaub (Ret.) in 
providing military and other assistance to the Contras in likely 
violation of the Neutrality Act. Nearly six months prior to 
revelations in the major media detailing how foreign policy had 
escaped from conventional institutional channels, NACLA's issue 
warns of the Administration effectively threatening a "U S 
foreign policy ^run by franchise if Congress does not approve the 
Administration s request for CIA-managed official aid to the 
Contras . " 

We detail the collaboration among groups such as the World Anti- 
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Communist League, Soldier of Fortune Magazine, Civilian Materiel 
Assistance, Air Commandos Association, the National Defense 
Council, and other organizations and wealthy individuals, and 
their connections to the NSC, CIA and Pentagon in the effort to 
implement a policy that had been blocked by Congress for some 
time . 

NACLA made no secret of the fact that it was planning an issue on 
this subject in the months prior to publication. Most NACLA 
Reports are the product of a year-long research process. Given 
what we now know of the explosive implications of the full Contra 
supply network, it is conceivable that private forces or public 
agencies involved in the network might have made it a priority to 
discover exactly what we were planning to publish. 



B. FBI Surveillance Priorities 

An entirely different set of motivations is suggested by the 
sworn affidavit of Frank Varelli made in February 1987. Varelli, 
contracted by the FBI to infiltrate the Dallas chapter of the 
Committee in Solidarity with the People of El Salvador (CISPES), 
describes how one of his responsibilities was to share FBI 
intelligence with the Salvadoran National Guard — which has been 
closely associated with death squad activity. 

On page six of his affidavit, Varelli states, "I told the 
National Guard about American citizens Hho were travelling to El 
Salvador who were not friendly to Reagan policies." Beginning in 
1982, while Varelli was still conducting these activities, NACLA 
staff members began travelling to El Salvador fairly regularly — 
conducting research and leading delegations. Since a number of 
right-wing organizations had been publicly accusing NACLA and 
these researchers of hostility toward Reagan policies, and since 
evidence that we have obtained under the Freedom of Information 
Act confirms that FBI offices maintained files on NACLA 's El 
Salvador specialists, one can infer that NACLA could have been a 
target of the intelligence-sharing collaboration between the FBI 
and the Salvadoran National Guard. 

Our visits to El Salvador have allowed NACLA to provide unique 
first-hand journalistic coverage under sometimes difficult and 
dangerous conditions. If the FBI or other agencies were indeed 
engaged in information sharing about NACLA or its staff with the 
Salvadoran National Guard, this would have only placed at risk 
the lives of these staff members and impinged on their first 
amendment rights covering news dissemination. 

On page seven of his affidavit, Varelli claims that his FBI 
superiors gave him documents "that they had obtained from CISPES 
as a result of illegal breaking and entering." NACLA 's break-in 
occurred within weeks of two staff members returning from El 
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Salvador: one had been there for two weeks, and I had taken a 
three-month leave of absence from NACLA to volunteer in a refugee 
camp under the auspices of the Archdiocese of San Salvador. In 
addition, two months prior to the break-in, a third researcher 
had returned from a working trip to El Salvador. As stated 
earlier, those individuals affected by the harassing phone calls 
and lost luggage were NACLA staff returning from work-related 
trips to El Salvador. 

Varelli's picture of surveillance, intelligence-sharing, and 
illegal entry of organizations that perform educational work 
critical of this administration's El Salvador policy is 
consistent with the possibility that NACLA 's break-in was part of 
an official or semi-official surveillance plan under Federal 
auspices. In our view, this possibility deserves vigorous 
investigation. 

A third possible motive for the break-in may have been 
intimidation. In contrast to the pattern of FBI entries in the 
1970s, NACLA 's intruders clearly wanted us to know they had been 
there. The entry's purpose may have been to sow fear and 
suspicion among staff in an effort to hamper our continued 
research, travel and public speaking. 



IV. RIGHT-WING PREOCCUPATION WITH NACLA 

Right-wing attention to NACLA, our publications, and the lives of 
our staff members dates from the organization's earliest days. 
In reading the numerous articles attacking NACLA through the 
years, it is not exaggeration to say that we became an obsession 
to the Right. Given to rhetorical excess in strikingly similar 
language, the articles consistently describe NACLA as "the 
intelligence-gathering arm of the New Left," as "pro-Castro" or 
"Castroite," as the "most influential" organization of its kind. 
The genre reached new heights in a 1972 publication titled 
"Headquarters for Destruction: The behind-the-scenes story of the 
diabolical North American Congress on Latin America." "NACLA is a 
dangerous organization!" screamed The Church League of America. 

In a January 1977 radio broadcast on San Francisco station WKGO 
Ronald Reagan himself credited us with "targeting" and 
"destabilizing" the Somoza government in Nicaragua. 
In the eyes of such critics, the influence of our organization 
knows no limits. In a piece by Allen Brownfield published during 
the Carter Administration titled "The Washington Lobby on Latin 
America" we find that "the influence of NACLA clearly reaches 
within the White House itself...." The South African journal 
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Armed Forces wrote that "The Cuban Intelligence Service (DIA) and 
their Psychological War Organizations working in North America 
under the cover of the North American Congress on Latin America 
(NACLA) orchestrated the Iranian Student Movements in the United 
States " 

During our 20-year history, NACLA's files have grown fat with 
such critical articles, regularly appearing in the publications 
of organizations such as The Heritage Foundation, Accuracy in 
Media, the Institute on Religion and Democracy, and most recently 
the Capital Research Center, which featured us in a 1985 pamphlet 
called "Second Front: Advancing Latin American Revolution in 
Washington . " 

But interest in NACLA has not been limited to private citizens on 
the right. According to files obtained under the Freedom of 
Information Act in 1983, the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
began surveillance of NACLA within six months of our founding. A 
preliminary response to a recent FOIA request indicates that 
there are current investigations on NACLA as well as on a staff 
member who has travelled extensively to El Salvador. 

Surveillance appears to have continued off and on through the 
years, at times joined by the CIA and Army Intelligence, which 
lamented in a 1970 report that we "did a thriving business" on 
sales of our magazine at the meeting of the academic Latin 
American Studies Association. 

These allegations stand in stark contrast to the reality of a 
small, scholarly organization dependent for its survival on 
subscriptions and modest contributions from thousands of readers. 

A possible explanation for this history of interest in our work 
is found in a January 4, 1973 memorandum to the Acting Director 
of the FBI (--K^l 05-1 53790) from the FBI field office in San 
Francisco. On page eight we find: "NACLA literature is 
voluminous and is published regularly in a quality format that 
indicates financial stability. General accuracy is difficult to 
assess because of the volume factor and the sophisticated topical 
content, however, random samplings indicate a degree of accuracy 
approximately 80^." 

This history of attention and official surveillance suggests 
serious questions about recent events. In 1981 the Heritage 
Foundation prepared 1,000 pages of policy recommendations for the 
in-coming Reagan Administration. Its 50-page section on 
Intelligence encouraged the Administration to investigate several 
organizations critical of the Right, among them NACLA and the 
Institute for Policy Studies (IPS). It further suggested that 
appropriate surveillance techniques could include "wiretapping, 
mail covers, informants, and (at least occasionally) 
surreptitious entries."

The office of Senator Orrin Hatch (R-Utah) hinted that the new 
Senate Subcommittee on Security and Terrorism would be looking 
at IPS, NACLA and Tom Hayden's California Campaign for Economic 
Democracy. These developments in the early 1980s coincided with 
President Reagan s Executive Order 12333 which loosened 
restrictions on domestic intelligence-gathering by the FBI and 



The affidavit of FBI informer Frank Varelli leads us to believe 
that this pattern of harassment continues, and is indeed but a 
small part of the unfolding scandal concerning Iran, the Contras, 
and the administration. Groups exercising their first amendment 
rights have been labelled "terrorists*' or agents of foreign 
powers, conceivably permitting intelligence agencies to use any 
means at their disposal to conduct "surveillance." 

We share with other groups testifying today both the attention of 
the Right and subjection to break-ins and other suspicious 
occurrences. We believe that the targeting of organizations 
engaged in dissent around U.S. policy may be connected to the 
pattern of break-ins and harassment, and ought to be vieorouslv 
investigated. ^

Reverend Schultz comes from Berkeley, California and is Pastor at 
the University Lutheran Church in Berkeley. 

TESTIMONY OF REVEREND GUSTAV H. SCHULTZ, PASTOR, 
UNIVERSITY LUTHERAN CHAPEL, BERKELEY, CA 

Reverend Schultz. Thank you, Mr. Chairman. 

My name is Gustav H. Schultz. I am the Pastor of the University 
Lutheran Chapel in Berkeley, California. I am. also the Chairman 
of the National Sanctuary Defense Fund and a member of the 
Board of Directors of the East Bay Sanctuary Covenant. 

I mention those three groups because all three have experienced 
break-ins with a similar pattern. 

I would like to speak briefly about my church and its break-in 
and then compare the others. Our congregation was one of the 
original eight sanctuary churches which declared sanctuary on 
March 24, 1982. That was the second anniversary of the assassina- 
tion of Archbishop Romero. 

We have continued since that time to be involved in the sanctu- 
ary movement and provision of advocacy, protection, and support 
to Central American refugees. 

Our church was broken into in March of 1985. At first, we treat- 
ed it, as the police called it, malicious vandalism. It was only later, 
when I was discussing with the staff person from our East Bay 
Sanctuary Covenant the fact that other churches had been broken 
into and it was making me question what had happened at ours, 
that she said, "Oh, you didn't know we had been broken into about 
the same time.'' 

Later I went to the office of the National Sanctuary Defense 
Fund in San Francisco and we were discussing the break-ins and 
the staff said, "oh, we were broken into also." 

The pattern again was the same— nothing of monetary value had 
been taken, but the files had been rifled, money had been left in 
desk drawers or lying on top of the desk. And especially the files 
with the names of individuals on them had been removed and laid 
out open on the desk. 

Parenthetically, I would like to comment on the charge by Mr. 
Sensenbrenner that involvement in the sanctuary movement repre- 
sents a defiance of the law. This is patently not true. Those in- 
volved in the sanctuary movement have said that they are con- 
vinced that they are complying not only with the 1980 Refugee Act 
but also with the Geneva Convention and the United Nations Pro- 
tocol on Refugees. 

We continue to believe that, and that is the basis of the appeal 
also for those who were convicted in Tucson, Arizona for their in- 
volvement with the sanctuary movement. 

Continuing the chronology, I would note that about the same 
time as the break-in, within a 2-month period, the indictments of 
the people in Arizona took place. Also within that period, we re- 
ceived a call at our church from a woman who said that she would 
like to give us her husband's birth certificate because he had died 
and she thought that we could use it to get Social Security cards 
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for refugees. We informed her that we did not do that because it 
was illegal, and we did not involve ourselves in illegal activity. 

Then a short time later, another person came to us and offered 
blank birth certificates. Later I spoke to Reverend Donovan Cook 
of the University Baptist Church in Seattle. We realized that the 
same person had offered birth certificates to him. He was wearing 
the same clothes, he had the same teardrops tattooed on his 
cheeks, and he was offering blank birth certificates. 

We also informed this person that we did not engage in that type 
of activity. _ _ ^ 

He made this offer on a Friday evening. The next day, on Satur- 
day, I talked to him. Over that weekend, there was a conference of 
the California Student Christian Movement, in which some of the 
students from our congregation were involved. 

One of the speakers was a Salvadoran refugee. She came to wor- 
ship at our church on Sunday morning. I invited her to stand and 
greet the congregation. Just as she stood and began to speak, a 
man on the back row— rather shabbily dressed— reached in his 
pocket and pulled out a very tiny camera and began taking pic- 
tures of her. T . 1 

After she sat down, I went behind the altar to begin the service 
and he took several pictures of me, and then very hurriedly left the 

building. . i n • j- x 

All of that took place within the two-month period of the indict- 
ments of the people in Tucson. The photos, the birth certificates, 
and the break-ins in all three of the offices vdth which I was affili- 

I would like to add that a number of other churches have been 
broken into in northern California and at least one social service 
agency that has refused to make public its break-ins even though 
they have experienced multiple break-ins, and even though the in- 
vestigating officer from the San Francisco Police Department said, 
'It looks like you have been visited by the FBI," they still have not 
made that break-in public. r -i r 

I find this very discouraging that people are fearful of reporting 
such crimes committed against them because they feel that it will 
be detrimental to their work by making it difficult for them to re- 
cruit volunteers, and making it difficult to solicit contributions for 
their continuing work. n ^ ^ i. 

I have included also to be submitted for the record a statement 
by Reverend Marilyn Chilcote of the East Bay Sanctuary Covenant 
detailing the two break-ins there. [Reverend Chilcote's statement 
appears in the appendix.] During the second, the custodian hap- 
pened upon the person who was there— a man dressed all m black, 
saying his name was John Hudson and he was there as a volunteer 
to work with the refugees. a j • r ^ • 

In every case, the police were called immediately. And m tact m 
that case, the police were called while the suspect was still m the 
building. They came, and by the time they arrived he was gone. 

In several of the cases we have not only reported this to the 
poUce, but we have sent copies of the letters that were written to 
the police chief to the FBI. So these have been reported. And m 
each case, I must hasten to add, this has had a chilling effect on 
participation of people in the lives of these congregations. 
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When people call discussing something totally unrelated to Cen- 
tral America, they say they assume that someone is listening to 
them when they talk on my telephone. When they come and sit in 
my office, whether it be to discuss a marital problem or a personal 
problem of another nature, they continue to say that they are fear- 
ful that someone is listening to them in my office. 

When you ask, "Who is doing this?"— I must say we do not have 
any evidence to indicate who is doing it. We can only say that we 
have experienced consistent vocal and public opposition over a 
period of time from only two groups. One group has been repre- 
sentatives of the Federal Government and the other group has 
been representatives of right-wing extremist political groups.

Testimony of Gustav H. Schultz 
February 19, 1987 

My name is Gustav H, Schultz. I am the pastor of the University 
Lutheran Chapel in Berkeley, California, and the auxiliary bishop 
for the Southwest Province of the Association of Evangelical 
Lutheran Churches. I am also the chairperson of the National 
Sanctuary Defense Fund and a founder of the East Bay Sanctuary 
Covenant, as well as a current member of its executive committee. 

All of the above organizations have been involved in 
providing advocacy, protection and support to Central American 
refugees or in providing legal defense for members of religious 
groups who do provide such support to the refugees. 

The other thing which the above groups have in common is 
that they have all experienced break-ins of their offices. The 
circumstances of the break- ins were similar. There was forced 
and/or surreptitious entry, drawers and files were opened, files 
examined and strewn about, but nothing of value was taken. During 
the period in which the break- ins occurred other suspicious events 
occurred which at least raise questions about their possible 
relatedness. 



Break-in at University Lutheran Chapel, March 9, 1985 

On the evening of March 8, or the morning of March 9, 1985, 
someone entered the church building by breaking a kitchen window 
in the lower level. They then carefully removed the glass from 
the upper door of an office located on that level. The glass 
was not broken and the police told us there were no fingerprints 
on it. Nothing of value was taken from the office. Typewriters, 
tape recorders, and cash were not taken. However, the filing 
cabinets were left open and files with the names of individuals 
written on them were lying open on the desks. The files were 
those of the Berkeley Emergency Food Project, an agency which 
provides a daily meal to the hungry and homeless. 

An effort was then made to gain access to the upper level of 
the church building where the church offices and the pastor's 
study are located. A small window was broken in the door separating 
the lower and upper levels but a dead bolt prevented anyone from 
entering the upper level. 

Our first reaction was to treat this incident as "malicious 
vandalism" - the description given in the police report (Case 
Number 14481-85) . It was only after similar incidents began to 
occur in other offices to which we were directly related that we 
began to think that something more than vandalism was involved. 
It was then that we learned that such break-ins had occurred 
around the country in numerous other churches working with Central 
American refugees. We then began to realize that there was a 
common pattern and that we ought to be concerned. 
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Other Questionable Incidents, January and February, 1985 

During the two month period prior to the break-ins and about the time of 
the indictments of sanctuary workers in Arizona, several incidents made us 
begin to wonder if they also might be related. 

1) We received a telephone call from a woman (January 8, 1985) who said 
that her husband had died and she wanted to know if we would like to use his 
birth certificate to obtain a Social Security card for a refugee. We informed 
her that this was illegal and that we did not involve ourselves in such 
activities. We also feared some effort to entrap us. 

2) There was another offer of birth certificates. On the evening of 
February 22, 1985, a middle-aged Latino male approached a student member of 
our congregation and offered to sell him "blank" birth certificates. Again 
he suggested that they be used for "Central American refugees". The student 
brought the man to speak with me and we informed him that we could not become 
involved in this type of activity. This was the second offer of birth certi- 
ficates in one month. It had never happened before and has not happened since. 
Between these two incidents was the indictment of sanctuary workers in Arizona. 
(In a later conversation with the Rev. Donovan Cook of University Baptist Church 
in Seattle, Washington, I discovered that this same person had made a similar 
offer to him only a week or two after he had spoken to me. We compared notes 
and agreed that the person who had offered to sell birth certificates in both 
California and Washington was a middle-aged Latino male, who was dressed in a 
T-shirt, a leather vest, and had teardrops tattooed under his eye on his cheek. 

3) A third suspicious incident also took place on the weekend of February 
22-24. It was on February 22 that the person selling birth certificates 
approached the student. It was on February 23 that the same person talked to 
me. On that weekend there was a conference of the California Student Christian 
Movement at which a Salvadoran refugee was the primary speaker. On Sunday 
morning, January 24, that refugee came to worship with our congregation. I 
introduced her to the congregation and she stood to express greetings. At that 
point a man, rather shabbily dressed, standing at the back of the church, took 
out a small camera, took several pictures of her, then of me, and immediately 
and hurriedly left the building. 

Break-in at National Sanctuary Defense Fund office, April 28, 1985 

The National Sanctuary Defense Fund was established in 1984 to help raise 
the necessary financial assistance to provide adequate legal defense for refugees 
and those within the sanctuary movement who were working with refugees. In 
early April 1985, the National Sanctuary Defense Fund office was opened at 1610 
Bush Street, San Francisco. On April 28, 1985, it was discovered that someone 
had broken into the second floor office. They had opened, and left open, the 
drawers to the desk and the filing cabinet. Some of the files had been removed 
from the filing cabinet and left on the desk. Nothing of value was taken, 
including a small amount of cash which was in the desk drawer and was open to 
view. This break-in occurred within two weeks after the National Sanctuary 
Defense Fund office had opened at that address. 

Break- in at East Bay Sanctuary Covenant office. May 23, 1985 

The East Bay Sanctuary Covenant is made up of some 30 congregations, Protestant, 
Catholic and Jewish, and Friends' meetings, which are engaged in offering advocacy, 
protection and support to Central American refugees. Together they have opened 
an office in the Trinity Methodist Church in Berkeley. There are staff members 
there who are supported by the various congregations, and much of the activity 
is coordinated in that office. On May 23, 1985, a door was broken and entrance 
was gained to the 6ffice by someone. Again, the pattern was similar. Items of 
value were not taken, but files were removed and examined. 
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Break-in at East Bay Sanctuary Covenant office, March 7, 1986 

The second break-in of the offices of the East Bay Sanctuary Covenant 
occurred on March 7, 1986. In this instance, the entry was not forced and 
apparently the person was able to obtain a key or pick the lock. In this 
particular instance, the custodian came upon someone in the office at that 
time. The person identified himself as John Hudson and said that he was a 
volunteer with the East Bay Sanctuary Covenant. The custodian called the 
director of the program, the Rev. Marilyn Chilcote, on the telephone. She 
indicated that there was no such person who was volunteering with the program 
at that time, and asked that the custodian call the police. The police were 
called, and Rev. Marilyn Chilcote then called me. I went tO' the building 
after the police had arrived and had examined the area. I talked to the 
custodian, and td the policeman, who was waiting for someone to come and 
search for fingerprints. Once more it seemed apparent that the person was 
searching for nothing of "street value", but only examining files and 
seeking information. (A more detailed report on the break-ins of the East 
Bay Sanctuary office is presented in the statement of Rev. Marilyn Chilcote, 
director of EBSC. ) 

Conclusions 

To the best of my knowledge, there is no conclusive evidence that would 
demonstrate either the motive for such break-ins or the persons who had been 
involved in them. However, given the common pattern of these break-ins, and 
others around the country, it would seem obvious that they are not directed 
against all organizations that are working with Central American refugees, but 
specifically against those involved with the sanctuary movement. 

When we are asked who might be responsible for such break- ins, we m.ust 
say that we do not know. We can only surmise that it is someone who is opposed 
to the work of the religious groups who are involved in the sanctuary movement. 
The only consistent and public opposition to the humanitarian work of the 
sanctuary movement has been expressed by certain representatives of the federal 
government and members of extremist political groups. 

Addendum 

In addition to the above-mentioned groups with which I am affiliated, several 
other churches have experienced break- ins in recent months. The Rev. Stephen 
Brannon, who is an attorney, as well as being the rector of St. Edmond's Church 
in Pacifica, California, has had his office broken into several times in the past 
four months. He has submitted a statement describing the break-ins at his office, 
and I would like to ask that these also be entered into the record. 

There is another large, church-sponsored social service agency that has 
worked with Central American refugees and has had some relationship to the 
sanctuary movement, which has also experienced multiple break- ins. They are 
unwilling to discuss this publicly for fear that it will hamper their work by 
making it difficult for them to recruit volunteers and solicit contributions. I 
personally find it most unfortunate when a social service agency cannot discuss 
a crime committed against it for fear that such public discussion would be 
detrimental to its work.

TESTIMONY OF LINDSAY MATTISON, DIRECTOR, INTERNATIONAL 
CENTER FOR DEVELOPMENT POLICY 

Mr. Mattison. That is correct. He is the President of the Inter- 
national Center. 

Mr. Edwards. We welcome you, Mr. Mattison. 

Mr. Mattison. Mr. Edwards and other distinguished members of 
the subcommittee: 

I deeply appreciate this opportunity to come before you on the 
subject of the mysterious break-ins that have been occurring to 
groups opposed to the Reagan Administration's policies in Central 
jAmerica 

I share your concern about the pattern of break-ins and your 
desire to discover who is behind them. To aid your inquiry, let me 
tell you about one of the groups broken into— our International 
Center— and our involvement in Central America, which may have 
triggered the break-in. 

We are an independent foreign policy group formed 10 years ago 
here in Washington. We receive no government funds and rely en- 
tirely on private contributions. We are focused on American rela- 
tions with developing countries. ^ , 

Five years ago we formed a series of regional commissions on 
Asia, Africa and Latin America. We sought out former U.S. offi- 
cials, military officers and diplomats, as well as church leaders, ex- 
ecutives from business and labor, and academic specialists. Our 
first Commission— and still the best known— is the Commission on 
United States-Latin American Relations, headed by Ambassador 
Robert White. ^ . 

This Commission was designed to increase the understanding ot 
American opinion-makers about the crisis growing in Central 
America as a result of U.S. policies. In the years since the forma- 
tion of that Commission, we have taken more than 30 delegations 
overseas, 26 Members of Congress, dozens of congressional aides, 
journalists, movie stars, diplomats, and foundation executives. 

These have included former CIA Director Admiral Stansfield 
Turner, John Oakes of the New York Times, Mike Farrell of 
M*A*S*H, former Senators Floyd Haskell and Dick Clark from our 
Board of Trustees, as well as Representatives Bill Alexander, 
Robert Torricelli, Ed Feighan, and others. 

Our delegations established the first links between leaders here 
in the House of Representatives and the Contadora Foreign Minis- 
ters as we sought an alternative to war in Central America. 

Our delegations provide a constant stream of knowledgeable wit- 
nesses before committees of the House and Senate. And, more than 
once, our delegations have produced revelations in the press and m 
Congress of the CIA's role in organizing the Contras against Nica- 
ragua, of Roberto D'Aubuisson's part in death squad killings m El 
Salvador, and more recently, of the Reagan Administration § viola- 
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tion of the Boland Amendment and other U.S. laws by a covert Na- 
tional Security Council effort to aid the Contras. 

We are proud of the accomplishments of our Commission on 
U.S.-Latin American Relations. We believe the Center and the 
Commission have made a major contribution to public education 
and understanding of the administration's misguided and ill-fated 
policies in Central America. However, in my opinion, it is precisely 
our effectiveness on these issues that brought about the break-in at 
our offices here on Capitol Hill. 

The break-in occurred during Thanksgiving weekend — that most 
American of holidays. Most of our staff were spending time with 
their families. The burglars climbed across the roof next door, 
smashed a second-floor window with a brick, and searched all three 
floors — rifling more than 20 nle cabinets. They bypassed thousands 
of dollars worth of computer equipment and other valuable office 
equipment. They clearly were not thieves in the conventional 
sense. 

When Officer Garcia of the District Police arrived, he saw the 
untouched equipment, and the files opened and spread about 
throughout the building. He said to me, '^This must be political. 
What do you do here?'' 

I explained our work on Central America, and his next words 
were, "Oh God, Contragate." 

That was on Saturday, after two of our staff had discovered the 
smashed window and open back door, which is bolted from the 
inside. They were frightened, and called me and the police. 

On Monday, the entire staff returned and began to report certain 
documents — a letter from Nelson Mandela, a Korean dissident's 
report, and a Southern Air document — singled out by the burglars 
for special attention. Bob White found his copy of one key docu- 
ment missing. 

We called the FBI and were told they had no jurisdiction for an 
investigation. 

Then we were swamped by the press — television crews from 
local, national and international broadcasters, and dozens of re- 
porters. Their stories linked our break-in to others across the 
Nation indicating a pattern of raids *on groups opposed to the 
Reagan policies in Central America. 

As the pressure built, William Webster, Director of the FBI, told 
the Sperling breakfast that the Bureau was not behind the break- 
ins. Since no one had charged the FBI with being behind the break- 
ins, the statement seemed to me a little peculiar. 

Then much later— just three weeks ago — an agent from the 
Bureau came to the Center to ask if ''our right to petition Congress 
had been violated." This was Special Agent Stephen J. Sparks, who 
explained to us that he had been asked by the Civil Rights Division 
of the Department of Justice to make this inquiry. 

After his report on this subject — not on the break-in — the Justice 
Department would decide if the FBI had jurisdiction to investigate. 
That is the last we have heard from the FBI. Press reports which 
say the Bureau is investigating our break-in don't seem to be accu- 
rate. 

Now let me go a little deeper into one part of the International 
Center's work which may have provoked the break-in. More than a 
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year ago, our Center uncovered evidence of a mysterious, covert op- 
eration to aid the Contras being run out of the White House by 
Colonel Oliver North. 

We located some of the participants in this operation — who were 
worried and anxious to talk. Some were in jail for crimes connected 
with the Contras which they claimed were instigated by U.S. Gov- 
ernment officials. Some were Contra field commanders angered by 
corruption or brutality ordered by their own officers. A few were 
disappointed right-wing donors to the private aid network support- 
ing the Contras. 

With a small number of investigative reporters— from two net- 
works and a wire service — and several Senate staffers, we began 
tracing a pattern of illegal arms shipments, hidden flights from 
Costa Rica and El Salvador, drug shipments into the U.S., pay- 
ments from offshore bank accounts, and involvement by members 
of the administration and the NSC staff. 

We put together an investigative team at the Center which in- 
cluded Jack Terrell, a former mercenary active in Tom Posey's Ci- 
vilian Military Assistance group— one of the private aid groups 
supporting the Contras. 

Mr. Terrell described the involvement of Rob Owens and Colonel 
North in illegal cash payments to the Contras, arms shipments 
during the congressional ban, and Contra involvement in the drug 
flights into Florida and California. He put us and the reporters in 
touch with other witnesses who confirmed what he was saying. 

With members of John Kerry s staff, we worked from March 
1986 until the present to document these allegations. We ap- 
proached numerous committees in both the House and the 
Senate — including your committee — with these allegations and wit- 
nesses in a search for an official investigation. 

Further, Senator Kerry repeatedly contacted Attorney General 
Ed Meese and others at the Department of Justice seeking an offi- 
cial investigation. No response has come yet from anyone at the 
Department of Justice. 

Instead, all of us. Senator Kerry and his staff, the reporters who 
broke the story, and the International Center have become the 
target of a campaign to discredit every part of the investigation. 

Several of our witnesses have been approached on their way to 
meetings with people in Congress and threatened, or offered 
money, or new jobs, in an effort to shut them up. 

In some cases, their names were leaked to reporters, along with 
doctored facts to discredit our investigation. Top news executives at 
the networks and wire service were requested to alter stories and 
rein in their reporters. 

Indeed, under the editorial slogan 'Investigate the investigators 
one right-wing newspaper has repeatedly led their front page with 
exposes of our work. Several such stories are clearly based on leaks 
from inside the Reagan Administration and endanger witnesses 
who have yet to testify. Others are simply slanders of Bob White, 
Senator Kerry, and the International Center. 

Then there is our experience with the Internal Revenue Service. 
Just after we began the investigation of the Contra- White House 
scandal, the Internal Revenue Service began an audit of the Inter- 
national Center— with heavy political overtones. 
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An IRS agent spent weeks in our offices going through all our 
financial records and files, and then he submitted a request for fur- 
ther documents. He asked for lists of Commission delegation mem- 
bers, materials related to our testimony before Congress, and our 
"Contra Aid Information Packets." He even requested a copy of the 
Heritage Foundation report which targets the Center as "the Left's 
Latin Lobby." They call us dangerously mainstream. 

While we have heard no more from the IRS in many months, 
that experience was chilling. I remember the early days of opposi- 
tion to the Vietnam War and the IRS role. Our membership list of 
the Business Executives Move for Vietnam Peace— where I was the 
first Director — became the basis of Nixon's "Enemies List." Our 
donors list was used by that administration to target opponents for 
IRS investigation. 

Equally chilling has been the appearance in the press of an FBI 
informer — Frank Varelli of Dallas— who gave reporters an official 
looking report targeting Ambassador White in a so-called "Terror- 
ist File" as a spokesman for the Communist Party of the USA. 

This bizarre libel echoes the days when "old China hands" were 
driven out of the State Department in the 1950s. 

Our Center President, Robert E. White, is the former American 
Ambassador to El Salvador and Paraguay. He is widely respected 
in the Congress and elsewhere for his knowledge of Latin America 
and his long service to the United States. Surely no government 
agency would encourage such an attack upon him. 

A great many questions remain unanswered for this committee. I 
can't tell you who broke into the offices of the International 
Center. I can't tell you if the IRS audit was a coincidence or aimed 
at warning us away from the Contra investigation. 

I am not privy to the inner workings of the FBI nor the Depart- 
ment of Justice. I can't unravel the private supporters of the Con- 
tras from those in the White House. I don't know where an investi- 
gation of all these issues will lead, nor whether there really is an 
investigation going on. 

However, I would like to close with some thoughts of what all of 
this might mean. The International Center and the other groups 
appearing before you today are voluntary associations, citizens 
banding together to express their views and participate in a democ- 
racy. 

DeTocqueville found hundreds of such groups existing in the first 
years of our country, and concluded that they were uniquely Amer- 
ican and the secret of our democratic success. I believe this re- 
mains true 200 years later. 

If you find a pattern of harassment, official or unofficial, of such 
groups, I urge you to act. Expose the pattern — whether a new team 
of plumbers, cowboys in the White House, overzealous government 
agencies, or private groups aiming to limit debate. Find legislative 
remedies. Protect these voluntary organizations. Encourage them. 
They are the very essence of our democratic life. 

And, one more thing. In the past 10 years, I have been privileged 
to work with democrats from many developing countries— coun- 
tries where free speech, free assembly, and other democratic prac- 
tices don't exist. Several of our staff at the Center have spent years

in prison and in exile because they stood for democracy. To them a 
pattern of official harassment of the opposition is to be expected. 

I say to you, if the United States is to serve as an example to the 
rest of the world, you and I as citizens must guard our freedoms. 
That I think is your job today.

CHAIEMZ^ EDWARDS — AND OTHER DISTZNGUISHED MEMBEE^ OF THE 
SUBOCMMITTEE ~I DEEPLY APERECIATE THIS OPPORTUNITY TO CCayiE BEFORE YOU 
ON THE SUBJECT OF THE MYSTEEirOUS BEffiAK-INS THAT HAVE BEEN OCCURRING TO 
GROUPS OPPOSED TO THE REAGftN ATMINISTRATION'S POLICIES IN CENTRAL 
AMERICA. I SHARE YOUR CONCERN ABOUT THE PATTERN OF BREAK-INS AND YOUR 
DESIRE TO DISCOVER WHO IS BEHIND THEM. 

TO AID YOUR INQUIRY, LETT ME BRIEFLY TELL YCU ABOUT ONE OF THE 
GROUPS BROKEN INTO — OUR INTERNATIONAL CENTER — AND CUR INVOLVEMENT 
IN CENTRAL AMERICA WHICH MAY HAVE TRIGGERED THE BREAK-IN. WE ARE AN 
INDEPENDENT FOREIGN POLICY GBSJJP FORMED TEN YEARS AGO HERE IN 
WASHING?IDN. WE RECEIVE NO GOVERNMENT FUNDS, BUT RELY ENTIRELY UPON 
PRIVATE OONIRIBUTTONS. WE ARE FOCUSED UPON AMERICAN RETATIONS WITH 
DEVELOPING NATIONS. 

FIVE YEARS AGO, WE FORMED A SERIES OF REGIONAL OCMMISSIONS ~ ON 
ASIA, AFRICA AND lATTN AMERICA — WHICH INdUDE NEARLY 400 PRCMXNENT 
AMERICANS AS MEMBERS. WE SOUGHT CUT FORMER U.S. OFFICIALS, MILTTARY 
OFFICERS, AND DIPLOMATS, AS WELL AS CHURCH LEADERS, EXECUTIVES FRCM 
BUSINESS AND LABOR, AND ACADEMIC SEEdALTSTS. OUR FIRST COMMISSION ~ 
AND STILL THE BEST KNOWN — IS THE OCMMISSION ON UNITED STATES-IATIN 
AMERICAN RELATIONS , HEADED BY FORMER AMBASSADOR ROBERT E. WHITE. 

THIS OCMMISSION WAS DESIGNED TO INCREASE THE UNDERSTANDING OF 
AMERICAN OPINION MAKERS ABOUT THE CRISIS GRCWING IN CENTRAL AMERICA AS

EFFECTIVENESS ON THESE ISSUES THAT EROUGHI ABOJT THE BREAK-IN AT OUR 
OFFICES HERE ON CAPITOL HILL, 
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THE BREAK-IN OCCURED DURING THANKSGIVING WEEKEND — THAT mST 
AMERICAN OF HOLIDAYS. ^K)ST OF OUR STAFF WAS SPENDING TmE WITH THEIR 
FAI'IIUES. THE BURGLARS rr.TMRm ACROSS THE ROOF NEXT DOOR, SMASHED A 
SECOND-FLOOR WINDOW IN OUR BUILDING WITH A BRia<:, AND SEARCHED ALL 
THREE FLOORS — RIFKENG MDRE THAN TWENTY FILE CABINErS. THEY BYPASSED 
THOUSANDS OF DOLLARS WORTH OF OCMFUTERS AND OTHER VALUABLE OFFICE 
EQUILMENT. THEY CLEARLY \<!EPE NOT THIEVES OF THE CONVENTIONAL SORT. 

WHEN OFFICER GARCIA OF THE DISTRICT POLICE ARRIVED, HE SAI7 THE 
UNTOUCHED EQUIH^ENT, AND IHE FILES OPENED AND SPREAD ABOUT THROUGHOUT

CALLED THE F.B.I. AND WERE TOLD THEY HAD NO JURIDICITON TO INVESTIGATE. 
THEN WE WERE SWAMPED BY THE PRESS — TELEVISION CREWS ERCM LOCAL, 
NETWORK, AND INTERNATIONAL BROADCASTERS, AND DOZENS OF REPORTERS. 
IHEIR STORIES LINKED OUR BREAK-IN TO OTHERS ACROSS THE NATION 
INDICATING A PATTERN OF RAIDS ON GROUPS OPPOSING THE REAGAN POLECIES ON 
CENTRAL AMERICA. 

AS THE PRESSURE BUILT, WILLLAM WEBSTER — DIRECTOR OF THE F.B.I. - 
- TOID THE SPERLING BREAKFAST THAT THE BUREAU WAS NOT BEHIND THE BREAK- 
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INS. SINCE NO ONE HAD CHARGED THE F.B.I. WITH INVOLVEMENT, THE 
STATEMENT SEEMED TO ME MOST FECUIilAR. THEN MUCH lATER — JUST THREE 
WEEKS AGO — AN AGENT FRCM THE BUREAU CAME TO THE CENTER TO ASK IF OUR 
"RIGHT TO FETTITON CONGRESS HAD BEEN VIOIATED?" SPECIAL AGENT STEPHEN 
J. SPARKS EXPLAINED TO US THAT HE HAD BEEN ASKED BY THE CIVIL RIGHTS

AGO, OUR CENTER Ul^OOVERED EVIDENCE OF A MYSTERIOUS, COVERT OPERATION TO 
AID THE OONTRAS BEING RUN OUT OF THE WHITE HOUSE BY OOIDNEL OLIVER 
NORTH. WE LOCATED SCME OF THE PARTICIPANTS IN THIS OPERATION — WHO

WITH A SI4ALL NUMBER OF INVESTIGATIVE REPORTERS — FPa-1 T^'TO 
NETWORKS AND A V7IRE SERVICE — AITD SEVEERAL SUIME STAFFERS, VvE BEGAIT 
TRACING A PATTERN OF ILLEGAL ARMS SHIFMENTS, HIDDEN FLIGHTS FROM COSTA 
RICA AND EL SALVADOR, DRUG SHUMENTS TO THE U.S. , PAYMENTS FRCM 
OFFSHORE BANK ACCOUNTS, AND INVOLVEMENT BY METffiERS OF THE 
AEMINISTRATION AND N.S.C STAFF. 
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V7E RJT TOGETHER AN INVESTTGMTVE TEAM AT THE CE^TTER V7HICH INCLUDED 
JACK TERRELL — A FORMER MERCENARY ACTIVE WITH TCM POSEY'S CIVIIAN 
MILETARY ASSISTATTCE GROUP, ONE OF THE "PRIVATE AID" GROCfPS SUPPORTING 
THE OONTRAS. MR. TERRELL DESCRIBED THE INVOLVEMENT OF ROB CMMS AND 
OOIDNEL NORTH IN CASH PAYMENTS TO THE OONTRAS, ARMS SHIH4ENTS DURING 
THE CONGRESSIONAL BAN, AND CONTRA INVOLVEMENT IN DFUG FLIGETTS INTO 
FLORIDA Airo CALIFORNIA. HE RJT US AND THE REPORTERS IN TOUCH WITH 
OTHER WITNESSES WHO CONFIRMED HIS CHARGES. 

WITH MEMBERS OF SENATOR JOHN KERRY'S STAFF, WE WORKED FRCM MARCH 
1986 UNTIL THE PRESENT TO DOCUMENT THESE ALLEGATIONS. WE APPROACHED 
NUMEROUS CCMMITTEES IN BOTH THE HOUSE AND SENATE — INCIUDING YOUR 
CCMMITTEE — WITH THESE ALLEJGATTONS AND WITNESSES IN SEARCH OF AN 
OFFICIAL INVESTIGATION. HJRTHER, SENATOR KERRY REPEATEDLY CONTACTED 
ATTORNEY GENERAL EEWARD MEESE AND OTHERS AT THE DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE 
SEEKING AN OFFICIAL INVESTIGATION. NO RESPONSE HAS OCME YET FFm 
ANYONE AT JUSTICE. 

INSTEAD, ALL OF US: SENATOR KERRY AND HIS STAFF, THE REPORTERS 
WHO BROKE THE STORY, AND THE INTERNATIONAL CENTER, HAVE BECCm THE 
TARGETS OF A CAMPAIGN TO DISCREDIT EVERY PART OF THE INVESTIGATION. 
SEVERAL OF OUR WITNESSES HAVE BEEN APPROACHED (ON THEIR WAY TO MEETINGS 
WITH PEOPLE IN THE CONGRESS) AND THREATENED OR OFFERED MONEY OR NEW 
JOBS IN AN EFFORT TO SHUT THEM UP. IN SOME CASES, THEIR NAMES WERE 
LEAKED TO REPORTERS ALONG WITH DOCTORED FACTS USED TO DISCREDIT OUR 
INVESTIGATION. TOP NEWS EXECUTIVES AT THE NETVKDRKS AND WIRE SERVICES 
WERE REQUESTED TO ALTER STORIES AND REIN IN THEIR REPORTERS. 

INDEED, UNDER THE EDITORIAL SLOGAN "INVESTIGATE THE 
INVESTIGATORS" ONE RIGHT-WING NEWSPAPER HAS REPEATEDLY LED THEIR FRONT- 
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PAGE WITH EXPOSES OF OUR WORK. SEVERAL SUCH STORIES ARE CLEARLY BASED 
ON LEAKS FFm INSIEE THE REAGAN AUGNISTRATION AND ENEftNGER WITNESSES 
WHO HAVE YET TO TESTIFY. OTHERS ARE SIMPLE SLANDERS OF BOB WHITE, 
SENATOR KERRY, AND THE INTERNATIONAL CENTER. 

THEN THERE IS CUR EXPERIENCE WITH THE I.R.S. JUST AFTER WE BEGAN 
THE INVESTIGATION OF THE CONTRA-WHITE HOUSE SCANDAL, THE INTERNAL 
REVENUE SERVICE BEGAN AN AUDIT OF THE INTERNATIONAL CENTER WITH HEAVY 
POLLTTCAL OVERTONES. AN IRS AGENT SPENT WEEKS GOING THR0UC3i OUR 
RECORDS AT THE CENTER AND SUmiTi'KD A REQUEST FOR HJRIHER 
HE ASKED FOR LLSTS OF COMMISSION DELEGATION MEMBERS, MATERIALS RELATED 
TO CUR TESTTMDNY BEFORE CONGRESS, AND OUR "CONTRA AID INFORJ-IATION 
PACKETS." HE EVEN REQUESTED A COPY OF THE HERITAGE FOUNDATION'S REHDRT 
WHICH TARGETS THE CENTER AS PART OF "IHE LEFT'S LATIN LOBBY." 

WHILE WE HAVE HEARD NO MORE FROM IHE I.R.S. IN MANY MONTHS, THAT 
EXPERIENCE WAS CHILLING. I REMEMBER THE EARLY DAYS OF THE OPFOSUTON 
TO THE VTBTNAM WAR AND THE I.R.S ROLE. THE MEMBERSHIP LIST OF THE 
BUSINESS EXECUTIVES MDVE FOR VIETNAM PEACE — WHERE I WAS THE FIRST 
DIRECTOR — BECAME THE BASIS OF NIXON'S "ENEMIES LEST." OUR DONOR LIST 
WAS USED BY THAT AEMINISTRATION TO TARGET OPPONENTS FOR I.R.S. 
INVESTIGATION. 

EQUALLY CHILLING HAS BEEN THE APPEARANCE IN THE PRESS OF AN F.B.I. 
INFORMER — FRANK VARELLI OF DALLAS — WHO GAVE REPORTERS AN OFFICIAL 
LDOKLNG REPORT TARGETING AMBASSADOR WHITE IN A "TERRORIST FILE" AS A 
SPOKESMAN FOR THE CCMMUNIST PARTY. THIS BIZARRE LEBEL ECHOES THE DAYS 
WHEN THE "OLD CHINA HANDS" WERE DRIVEN OUT OF THE STATE DEPARIMENr IN 
THE 1950 'S. OUR CENTER PRESIDENT, ROBERT E. WHITE, IS IHE FORMER 
AMERICAN AMBASSADOR TO EL SALVADOR AND PARAGUAY. HE IS WIDELY 
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RESPECTED IN THE CONGRESS AND EISEWHERE FOR HIS KNOWLEDGE OF lATIN 
AMERICA AND HIS IDNG SEPVICE TO OOR COUNTRY. SURELY, NO GOVERNMENT 
AGENCY WOUID ENCOURAGE SUCH AN ATTACK UPON HIM. 

A GREAT MANY QUESTIONS REMAIN UNANSWERED FOR THIS OCMMTITEE. I 
CANNOT TETiTi YCRJ WHO BE?DKE INTO THE OFFICES OF THE INTERNATIONAL CENTER. 
I CANNOT TELL YOU IF THE I.R.S. AUDIT WAS A COINCIDENCE OR AIMED AT 
WARNING US AWAY FRCM THE CONTRA INVESTIGATION. I AM NOT PRIVY TO THE 
INNER WORKINGS OF THE F.B.I. , NOR OF THE DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE. I 
CANNOT UNRAVEL THE PRIVATE SUPPORTERS OF THE OONTRAS FRCM THOSE IN THE 
WHITE HOUSE. I DO NOT KNCW WHERE AN INVESTIGATION OF ALL THESE ISSUES 
WILL LEAD, NOR WHETHER THERE REALLY IS AN INVESTIGATION. 

HOWEVER, I WOUID UKE TO CIDSE WTTH SOME THOUOfIS ON WHAT ALL OF 
THIS MIGHT MEAN. THE INTERNATIONAL CENTER — AND OTHER GROUPS 
APPEARING BEFORE YOU TODAY — ARE VOLUNTARY ASSOCIATIONS, CITIZENS 
BANDING TOGETHER TO EXPERESS THEIR VIEWS AND PARTICIPATE IN A 
DEtK>CRACY, DeTOOC^JEVILLE FOUND HUNDREDS OF SUCH GROUPS EXISTING IN 
THE FIRST YEARS OF OUR COUNTRY, AND OONCUJOED THAT THEY WERE UNIQUELY 
AMERICAN AND THE SECRET OF OJR DEMOCRATIC SUCCESS. I BELIEVE THAT THIS 
PATTERN REMAINS TRUE TWO HUNDRED YEARS lATER. 

IF YOU FIND A PATTERN OF HARRASSMENT ~ OFFICIAL OR UNOFFICIAL ~ 
OF SUCH GROUPS I URGE YOU TO ACT. EXPOSE THE PATTERN — WHETHER IT IS 
A NEW TEAM OF PLOMBERS, OO^VB0YS IN THE WHITE HOUSE, OVERZEAIDUS 
GOVERNMENT AGENTS, OR PRIVATE GROUPS AIMING TO LIMIT DEBATE. FIND 
LEGISIATTVE REMEDIES. PROTECT THESE VOLUNTARY GROUPS. ENCOURAGE THEM. 
THEY ARE THE VERY ESSENCE OF OUR DEMOCRATIC LIFE. 

AND, ONE THING MORE. IN THE PAST TEN YEARS, I HAVE WORKED WITH 
DEMOCRATS FRCM MANY DEVELOPING COUNTRIES -- COUNTRIES WHERE FREE 
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SPEECH, FREE ASSEMBLY, AND OTHER DEMDCRAITC PRACTICES DON'T EXIST. 
SEVERAL OF OUR STAFF AT THE CENTER SPENT YEARS IN PRISON OR IN EXILE 
BECAUSE THEY STOOD FOR DEMOCRACY. TO THEM A PATTERN OF OFFICIAL 
HARRASSMENT OF THE OPPOSITiaN IS TO BE EXPECTED, IF IHE UNITED STATES 
IS TO SERVE AS AN EXAMPLE TO THE REST OF THE WORLD, YOU AND I AS 
CITIZENS MUST GUARD OUR FREEDCM CONSTANTLY. 1HAT IS YCUR TASK TODAY. 
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Mr. Edwards. Our next witness, representing the Salvadoran 
Refugee Committee and the Calvary United Methodist Church, the 
Pastor of that church, Reverend Gregory Brown from Washington, 
DC.

Reverend Brown. Mr. Chairman, my colleagues have come in, I 
believe, from all over the United States, and arrived on time.

TESTIMONY OF THE REVEREND GREGORY S. BROWN, PASTOR, 
CALVARY UNITED METHODIST CHURCH, WASHINGTON, DC 

Reverend Brown. I am speaking as the Pastor of Calvary United 
Methodist Church, but also on behalf of Casa del Pueblo, a United 
Methodist Hispanic Ministry located in the church, the Salvadoran 
Refugee Committee "Monsenor Oscar Arnulfo Romero", Comite El 
Salvador, and the Haitian Christian Service of Concern [SCHA- 
TRAF). 

I am here today to present testimony concerning illegal and im- 
moral acts of intimidation and harassment directed against our 
pastoral, educational, and humanitarian work with the Central 
American and Caribbean communities in Washington, DC. 

Over the weekend of February 1st, 1987, the offices of the above 
organizations, all located in Calvary United Methodist Church, at 
1459 Columbia Road, Northwest, were broken into. 

If you have ever attended our great Hispanic festival in this city 
every July, you will find yourself in our community. It is a multi- 
ethnic community, low-income, and high density. 

Because of our accessibility to the community, we have always 
been vulnerable to break-ins, vandalism and theft. But this break- 
in was very different. Each office was ransacked and papers strewn 
about. 

I have with me this morning two photographs of two of the of- 
fices with the papers strewn about— the files gone through. 
[Photographs shown] 

Reverend Brown. Typewriters, computers, and cash that could 
easily have been taken were left behind. The most significant item 
stolen was a computer disk containing mailing lists of supporters. 
We also lost fund-raising letters, working plans and reports for the 
Second National Caravan for Peace and Justice in Central Amer- 
ica. 

In our eyes, clearly the burglary was intended to disrupt our ac- 
tivities and ministries, in particular, the organizing of the Caravan, 
The Caravan is a tour of Salvadorans and North Americans who 
will visit 30 cities in the mid-Atlantic region to talk about the situ- 
ation in El Salvador and Central America. 

Staff from the Second National Caravan have observed earlier 
attempts to disrupt their activities. A briefcase belonging to the re- 
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gional coordinator of the Caravan, which contained work plans and 
computer access codes, was stolen on January 10th, 1987. 

During the first National Caravan in October 1985, refugee par- 
ticipants were questioned by agents of the Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation and of the Immigration and Naturalization Service. 

Calvary United Methodist Church has always been a church m 
service to the multi-ethnic community around it, most recently ref- 
ugees from Central America, West Africa and the Caribbean. I 
might add that our church, which numbers only about a hundred 
people, includes in that community 17 nations. A food pantry, child 
care, preschool education and theatre productions, as well as class- 
es in music, dance, languages and karate, all operate out of the 
church. Four ethnic congregations share the sanctuary and build- 
ing facilities. , . 

SCHATRAF, the Haitian refugee organization, was founded m 
1980 with the primary objective of maintaining a sense of commu- 
nity among Haitians here and back home. Its activities include 
helping Haitians in D.C. send money to their families in Haiti 
through the Haitian Biblical Society. It also provides social service 
referrals to Haitians in need in our community. 

Casa del Pueblo is a Hispanic Ministry of the United Methodist 
Church working to develop economic independence and self-reli- 
ance, to preserve cultural traditions, and nurture religious life in 
the Hispanic community. Its primary activities are English lan- 
guage classes for Hispanics, cultural events, and a biblical reflec- 
tion group modeled after base community work in Latin America. 

The Salvadoran Refugee Committee "Monsenor Oscar Romero 
is a grass roots community organization of Central American refu- 
gees working to develop self-help programs for the more than 
80,000 Salvadoran refugees who live in Washington, DC, and to

Comite El Salvador is a Salvadoran organization working to edu- 
cate North Americans and promote a political solution to the civn 
war in El Salvador, which has killed over 62,000 civiHans m the 
last seven years.

The last three organizations listed are also working to promote 
legislation— S. 332 and H.R. 618— recently reintroduced by Senator 
Dennis DeConcini, Democrat of Arizona, and Representative Joe 
Moakley, Democrat of Massachusetts, which would temporarily 
suspend the deportation of Salvadoran refugees. 

These organizations are also part of a coalition working to have 
Washington, DC, declared a sanctuary city by the City Council for 
Central Americans, Haitians and South Africans. ^ 

Calvary itself as a church is in the process of considermg support 
for this local measure. . ^ . ^ • • 

The break-in at Calvary is one of a long series of acts to intimi- 
date the Central American refugees and their North American sup- 
porters. Moved by a sense of compassion and moral responsibility, 
this coalition is trying to end the injustices being committed 
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against the peoples of Central America by working to change U.S. 
policy toward that region. 

It is important to point out that these illegal activities are occur- 
ring at a time when increased military and economic assistance to 
Central America is being debated in Congress and when this aid is 
seriously being questioned by the American public. 

Given what is turning into widespread opposition to our govern- 
ment's policies toward Central America, as well as a deep concern 
regarding the situation of the Central American and Caribbean ref- 
ugees here in the U.S., we reaffirm our commitment to the minis- 
tries and activities carried out at Calvary United Methodist 
Church. I know this is the feeling of the Central Americans and 
Haitians working in our community despite the negative impact 
the new immigration bill will have on many. 

We appeal to you to join us as we strive to live up to the spirit of 
Salvadoran Archbishop Oscar Romero, whose assassination is com- 
memorated each March. 

We also appeal to you based on the discipline of the United 
Methodist Church. My Bishop of the Baltimore Annual Conference, 
who is noted for carrying the Bible in one hand and the book of 
discipline in the other, would be delighted to know that I have 
brought my discipline with me today, and I would like to read Arti- 
cle 74, paragraph (a), on Basic Freedoms. This is the declared policy 
of the United Methodist Church based on the 1984 General Confer- 
ence. 

"We hold governments responsible for the protection of the 
rights of the people, to the freedoms of speech, religion, assembly, 
and communications media, and petition for redress of grievances 
without fear of reprisal; to the right to privacy, to the guarantee of 
the rights to adequate food, clothing, shelter, education, and health 
care. 

'*We also strongly reject domestic surveillance and intimidation 
of political opponents by governments in power, and to all other 
misuses of elective or appointive offices." 

There are many people in my church who would believe that this 
refers only to countries around us, but I believe that we have dis- 
covered at Calvary that this also applies to our United States Gov- 
ernment. 

We urge you to make every effort to have our constitutional 
rights respected and to pressure the appropriate authorities to end 
these illegal actions. These actions are being carried out against 
those working to change U.S. foreign poHcy in order to achieve 
true peace and justice. 

I thank you, Mr. Chairman. 

Mr. Edwards. Thank you, Reverend Brown, for a very helpful 
statement.

While typewriters, computers cash and other items of value 
could easily have been taken, the only items stolen were a mailing 
list, a computer disk containing fundralslng letters, and project 
proposals for the community. This was no typical burglarly for us. 

But it was typical of a pattern of break-ins occuring on an 
Increasing scale to soma of our sister United Methodist Churches and 
other churches who are working with Central American and Caribbean 
people in their struggle for peace and justice in this land and 
theirs, 

I am deeply troubled by this pattern because It strongly hints 
of something happening in this comtry which Is larger and more 
fllghtening than I have realized. This sweep of break-Ins comes at a 
time when the Issue of U.S. policy toward Central America Is drawing 
more and more attention and criticism from the Amarlcan people* It 
is a time when there is much confusion regarding the new lnmlgratlbn 
laws and how they will affect the thousands of refugees in the 
Washington orea and when, throughout the country, documented sur- 
veillance of churches and individuals working on Issues of Central 
America is clearly on the rise.

On Sunday. February 1. 1987. at 11:00 AM. a parttiue staff 
person of Casa del Pueblo discovered that the offices of Casa del 
Pueblo, the Salvadoran Refugee Comndttee. Cofnite El Salvador. 
Schatraf (a Haitian service agency) the Church office and the 
maintanance rooB had all been entered without authorization. In four 
of the offices, desks, cabinets and files were opened and papers and 
docuTCnts were retnoved from their original positions. In the cases 
of Schatraf and Comlte El Salvador papers were dumped on the floor. 
Also the upper part of the back door was broken through and papers, 
posters, t-shirts and crafts were strewn across the floor in the 
office of the Comite El Salvador, 

In the office of Casa del Pueblo, a corner storage area which is 
secured by a combination lode was opened seemingly without the use of 
force. They key code is only known to three board members and staff 
people of Casa del Pueblo. Also of note, a fire extinguisher had 
been let off upstairs and a cantelope size gelatin like red cleaning 
substance had been dumped on the floor. 

Despite the fact that there were computers, typewriters and even 
cash in many of the offices the only items noted missing to date are 
files and coaputer disks from the Comlte El Salvador. 

A photographer was called and photos taken of each office that 
had been entered, A police report was file on February 5, 1987.

TESTIMONY OF THE REV. VICTOR H. CARPENTER, JR., SENIOR 
MINISTER, ARLINGTON STREET CHURCH, BOSTON, MA, ACCOM- 
PANIED BY MARGUERITE HASBROUCK, ADMINISTRATOR 
Reverend Carpenter. Thank you very much. I am, as you said, 
the Senior Minister and Pastor of the Arlington Street Church in 
Boston, which is a Unitarian Universalist church, and a member of 
the Unitarian Universalist Association, which is a supporter and 
endorser of the sanctuary movement. 

The Arlington Street Church is a church that was founded m 
1729. It is interesting that one of your members has already men- 
tioned the fact that this is the 200th anniversary of the Constitu- 
tion, and it was in the halls of one of the buildings that formerly 
housed the congregation of the Arlington Street Church that the 
Massachusetts delegation endorsed and ratified the Constitution of 
the United States. 

The Arlington Street Church has been no stranger to controversy 
in the past. In 1968, it provided the first public sanctuary to an 
AWOL soldier and a draft resistor during the Vietnam War. And it 
was in the sanctuary of the Arlington Street Church that the first 
draft cards were burned in protest to the Vietnam War. 

However, we are newcomers to the struggle for liberation in Cen- 
tral America and to the sanctuary movement as a whole. It has 
only been after a long and deliberate debate that the Arlmgton 
Street Church congregation took the final step of endorsing its 
sanctuary committee's recommedation to act boldly in support of 
the sanctuary movement in the hopes that its actions would serve 
both to educate the public and to persuade the Government of the 
United States to think differently about its actions toward Guate- 
mala and El Salvador and Central America generally. 

As I say, after the long testimony you have heard this morning 
of persons deeply involved for years with public sanctuary, we 
came late to this involvement with the sanctuary movement and 
made the final decision in December 1986 to become a public sanc- 
tuary, and then publicized this decision. 

On January 4, I was preparing to preach on why we had become 
a public sanctuary. Sunday, January 4, is when I found that be- 
tween the hours of 12:30 a.m. and 7 a.m. we had been attacked. All 
of the locked office doors in our building had been broken into, and 
almost all of the files had been ransacked, and nothing had been 
taken. It is precisely the pattern which you have heard repeated all 
morning down this long table. ttt i. 

We have not experienced this type of burglary before. We have 
experienced many other burglaries, many other breaks and entries. 
We are, as others have testified, an urban church. We are used to 
this sort of thing— people coming in to pilfer, to take what they can 
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find to exchange either for cash or for drugs. But this was differ- 
ent—nothing was taken. One file folder containing our file marked 
"Sanctuary" was ostentatiously pulled out of the file, but the tape 
recorders, the cameras, the expensive computer equipment, the tel- 
evision sets— which we have in the church— all of these were left 
untouched. 

The purpose of this particular break-in was clearly to send the 
Arlington Street Church a message. Even though it had no history 
whatsoever— and I think this is the significant point— it had no his- 
tory whatsoever, up to this point, of involvement in the sanctuary 
movement. The message was clear that we were being sent. "We 
have you under surveillance. We can come into your property. We 
can do what we like to you anytime we want." And this is what we 
constitute as harassment. 

Checking with the Center for Constitutional Rights, we recognize 
that the break-in on January 4th at the Arlington Street Church 
property is part of a pattern. It is a pattern that constitutes harass- 
ment and intimidation. 

Reverend Cook has mentioned the disruptive and chilling effect 
which this has on any congregation. I can testify to the accuracy of 
his perception. This incident has had a chilling and disruptive 
effect upon my congregation. I think it likely that it has had a 
chilling effect upon other Unitarian Universalist congregations 
who might be considering taking part in the sanctuary movement 
and who may very well be dissuaded by this sort of activity. 

A former minister of the church, when he heard that we had ex- 
perienced this break-in, called me and said, "Obviously, you have a 
mole," which starts people of my congregation looking at other 
people who may act in a strange or concerned way during coffee 
hours and such. 

We are here to testify to the fact that our political system of free 
assembly and voluntary association is precious. But what is also 
precious both to my church and to my denomination, is that we be 
allowed to speak truth to power; that we resent any attempt to in- 
fringe upon our rights as U.S. citizens, democratically committed to 
engage in legal, non-violent action in opposition to, or intent to in- 
fluence government policies and actions. We regard these as in- 
fringements upon our religious liberties and we are particularly 
concerned for them. 

We see them also as a threat to our political system and an exer- 
cise against the rights of individuals. So, only thorough investiga- 
tion by unbiased, independent bodies such as this can restore to 
our churches and to ourselves the liberties that are eroding in this 
country. 

We commend this committee in its continuing investigation of 
this kind of activity.

STATEMENT TO: SUBCOMMITTEE ON CIVIL AND CONSTITUTIONAL RIGHTS 

COMMITTEE ON THE JUDICIARY, U.S. HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES 

This statement is being made by Victor H. Carpenter, Jr., Senior 
Minister, and Marguerite Hasbrouck, Administrator, on behalf of the Arlington 
Street Church, a Unitarian Universalist church that is one of over 1000 
congregations affiliated with the Unitarian Universalist Association. 

This religious community began as a Presbyterian church of Scottish 
Calvinists on Long Lane, Boston, on November 15, 1729. In its second meeting 
house, built in 1744, the Massachusetts State Convention met in 1788 and 
ratified the Constitution of the United States. The name of the street was 
changed from Long Lane to Federal Street in honor of that event and the 
Church's name changed to the Federal Street Church. In 1787, the Church's 
organization changed to Congregational. It was incorporated and its bylaws 
adopted in 1805 under Chapter 19 of the Acts of 1805 of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. In 1825, the American Unitarian Association, forerunner of 
the Unitarian Universalist Association, was formed in the building. In 1861, 
the Church moved to its present site and its name was changed to the 
Arlington Street Church. The Church has long been known as a leader in the 
liberal religious community. 

Over a year ago, a group of members and friends of the Arlington Street 
Church began to disseminate information to the congretaion on the situation 
regarding undocumented aliens in the United States from Central America who 
appear to be worthy of being considered political refugees. This information 
included evidence many of the undocumented aliens gave that showed good 
reason for them to fear reprisals including torture and death if they 
returned home. It told of their difficulties in getting the I.N.S. to grant 
them refugee status in the United State. It documented the comparative ease 
with which refugees from certain other countries are granted refugee status 
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and made a parallel between the I.N.S. attitude toward political refugees 
from Central America and United States policies in Central America. The 
group also disseminated information on the Sanctuary Movement in the United 
States, a movement in which many religious and other organizations and people 
opposed to the United States government's policies in Central America have 
become involved. People and organizations in the Sanctuary Movement have 
been helping Central American refugees in a variety of ways , privately and 
publicly. The purpose of the private assistance has been to provide for and 
protect Central American refugees in the United States until they could 
obtain legal status or emigrate elsewhere. The purpose of the public 
assistance has been largely to miake more citizens of the United States aware 
of their government's policies and actions regarding Central America and its 
people, in hopes of bringing public pressure to bear on the government to 
change its policies and actions. 

By spring, 1986, there was a group at the Arlington Street Church 
interested in having the Church join the Sanctuary Movement and provide 
public sanctuary for a refugee who was willing to take the risk of making 
her/hisself known to the authorities in order to speak on behalf of his/her 
countrypeople* There was congregational study and discussions of the 
specific issues, risks, and logistics of providing public sanctuary. At a 
meeting of the Corporation (the members of the Church) on May 4, 1986, the 
following motion was passed: "That the Arlington Street church provide 
Sanctuary to a Guatemalan or El Salvadoran refugee or refugees provided by 
the Chicago Religious Task Force on Central America. The refugee or refugees 
who are seeking shelter would be fleeing their country of origin because of 
the fear of persecution". This vote was advisory to the Prudential Commit- 
tee, which is the governing board of the Church and responsible for the 
prudent management of its finances and affairs. The Prudential Committee 
discussed in more detail at subsequent meetings of that Committee the issues 
related to providing public sanctuary and, at its December, 1986 meeting, 
voted to accept the May 4 recommendation of its members. 

Victor Carpenter's sermon topic for Sunday, January 4, 1987 was "Why We 
Declared Ourselves a Sanctuary Church". This sermon topic was announced in 
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the previous week's Church bulletin, posted on the notice board outside the 
Boylston Street doors to the Church offices » and listed in the church 
calendar of that Saturday's Boston Globe . None of these announcements was 
unusual; the sermon topics are normally publicised in those ways. 

The last person left the Church at 12:30 a.m. on Sunday, January 4. This 
person, a longtime member of the Church, is a musician who frequently prac- 
tices the organ or piano during the evening. He is completely familiar with 
the building and would have noticed had anything been amiss before he left; 
he is also extremely sensitive to the Church's continued need, as an inner- 
city church, for security and has averted potential security problems in the 
past . 

Between 12:30 and 7:30 a.m. on Sunday, January A, a person or persons 
forced entry into the Church by prying into the frame of one of the exterior 
doors near the above-mentioned notice board and removing the section into 
which the lock fit and the part of the lock that was in the frame. The door 
was undamaged, the frame requires rebuilding, the lock part was not found. 
Four rooms were broken into - the Minister's study, the Church office, the 
Church archives, and a meeting room. The door frames and locks in all four 
were dealt with in similar fashion to the exterior door. The Church office 
has a police lock; its metal bar was severely bent to allow entry. None of 
the four doors was damaged. Two other, unlocked rooms were also entered - 
the Treasurer's office and the Sexton's office. Each of these six rooms 
contains files and drawers, all but one contain a desk or desks and table or 
tables. There are only two other file cabinets in the Church, in unlocked 
rooms, and they were untouched (none of the file cabinets are kept locked). 

As an inner-city church, we are continually conscious of security and 
keep the doors to most rooms and storage areas locked. The Church is large 
and the rooms entered are not all near each other. No other doors were 
damaged. There are items in both entered and unentered rooms and closets 
that could be considered worth stealing, including a color television, a 
computer and printer, a typewriter, microphones and other sound and taping 
equpment, books, music, a large supply of food and kitchen equipment for a 
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program that feeds over 150 homeless people one week each week, a snowblower, 
stock from a sidewalk stand that sells jewelry to benefit church programs, 
and other items normal to offices, churches, and building maintenance. 

In the Church office, all the keys (many keys and copies of keys had been 
kept there) were strewn around or placed in different locations from where 
they had been - one, for example, was in a different drawer, right on top of 
the Administrator's paycheck which had been left for her to find Monday 
morning. Some drawers in all the rooms were left ajar. The drawers in the 
Church office and the Minister's study had been well stirred; papers and 
other items had been moved about and left in and out of the drawers and 
strewn on the desks and tables. The (unused) lock on the file cabinet in the 
Church office was broken and the file dented; one drawer was ajar and the 
(very slim) file labeled "Sanctuary" was set at an angle higher than the 
other folders in the drawer. As far as we can tell, the only thing taken was 
about $5. in petty cash that was in an envelope in a file in the Church 
office. 

The Church has often experienced vandalism, thefts, and break-ins. Over 
the past three years, all but one incident have been break-ins into rooms and 
closets by someone who gained access without breaking into the building. 
Concentrated efforts have increased security and the congregation's awareness 
of the need for security. There was one break-in from the outside, last 
summer, through a damaged window accessed from a flat roof reached by fire 
escapes. On that occasion the doors to the Church office and Minister's 
study were battered using a chair and small desk; the Minister's study was 
entered but the police lock kept anyone from gaining entry to the Church 
office although the door did have to be repaired. On all these occasions, 
doors and furniture that were broken had obviously been bashed with heavy 
furniture or the Sexton's closet (normally kept locked) was broken into and 
tools taken from it were used to enter other places. It was always obvious 
that force rather than expertise had been used. The January 4 break-In 
appeared to have been done with great expertise and, to a Church member who 
is a professional carpenter, with specialized tools. 
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In all former incidents many items were taken such as change, tools, 
earphones and tape recorder, clothing, a trumpet, Selectric typewriter, small 
radio; once, mail in open mailboxes had been gone through and opened, pre- 
sumably in a search for cash or checks. In the January 4 incident, almost 
nothing was taken; papers and records were rifled. 

Previously, the individual rooms and closets broken into have seemed to 
be either chosen at random, simply those near to each other, or chosen with 
some knowledge of where items such as tools and the Church safe were kept. 
In this incident, the rooms were not near to each other and all contained 
files; most also contained desks and drawers, and those were obviously the 
things of interest. That indicates that the person or persons knew where to 
go for such items and had a specific reason to want to go through them. 

The expertise and care with which the break-ins (into the building and 
into Individual rooms) were done, the fact that specific rooms were entered 
that might be assumed to contain informational material, the way in which 
papers and drawers containing them were rifled, the fact that little was 
taken even though there were items in the rooms entered of the type that have 
been taken in past thefts here, all indicate the work of a person or persons 
who were professionals at their job, who knew the Church, and who had a 
specific purpose in mind or assignment to accomplish. 

The timing and the way the "Sanctuary" folder was set an an angle above 
the others make us very suspicious that the attack was related to the 
Church's involvement in the Sanctuary Movement and the opposition of at least 
a majority of its members to the U.S. government's policies in Central 
America, It looked like an attempt to harrass the Church members and send 
them a message - "We know you are here. We can get in and do anything we 
want and find anything you have. We may not have taken or damaged things 
this time, but we can come back and get in and find things and take things 
and damage things when and if we want to." 

It also would seem that someone knew exactly which rooms to enter, which 
would indicate some inside knowledge of the buiding and organization. It has 
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been reported that a Sanctuary Church in Arizona was infiltrated in order to 
gather evidence against those working in the Sanctuary Movement and gather 
information on undocumented aliens. It has also been reported that when the 
Old Cambridge Baptist Church requested information on itself, under the 
Freedom of Information Act, the request was denied because to do so would 
disclose the Identity of a government informant. We have recently been 
hearing from Forelli, who infiltrated CISCES in Dallas for the F.B.I. This 
raises the suspicion that an informant has been placed in the Arlington 
Street Church, 

After the break-in and subsequent publicity, one member of the Church's 
Sanctuary Committee reported that one morning the open area in the carpet 
where all phone and power connections are for his Individual office space had 
been disrupted, which had never happened before. His phone also exhibited 
strange symptoms , such as unfamiliar noises and interference and his 
receiving a buzz on his intercom when on another call but finding no one in 
the office who had tried to contact him on the intercom. At the same time, 
the Administrator became aware again of strange "clunks" and interference on 
her home phone. These had suddenly begun and been very pronounced during the 
time of her son's indictment and trial for nonregistration for the draft but 
they had been minimal since then except at such times as when she first 
called him after he moved to a new location. These symptoms may have no 
relevance to break-ins as such, but are a concern if they indicate harrass- 
ment of groups or citizens who express views in opposition to governmental 
policies. 

The Senior Minister and Sexton notified the police immediately on 
discovering the January 4 break-in. The police responded and filed a report. 
TWO detectives returned a few days later study at the scenes of forced entry 
and to learn whether anything had been stolen that had not initially been 
reported. Later, the Administrator was contacted by a representative of the 
Civil Rights Division of the State Attorney General's Office, who referred 
the Church to the Community Disorders Division of the Boston Police Depart- 
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ment, which deals in such matters as civil rights. Personnel from that 
division have been responsive and interested in doing anything they can to 
solve this problem and/or avert future break-ins. 

We appreciate this opportunity to testify and hope that these hearings 
will be only the first step in a broader and deeper inquiry. The number of 
Incidents that appear to be aimed at individuals and groups working to help 
refugees from or affect United States policies in Central America appear to 
many people to be only an indication of a much broader and deeper problem. 
Most people who have participated in or observed legal , nonviolent political 
demonstrations can give convincing evidence of a variety of surveillance of 
such activities and of those who organize, promote, or even participate in 
them. Many people believe that there is organized, authorized observation of 
United States citizens and citizen organizations, at least of those whose 
views may be considered suspect or critical of the United States government. 
Opinions and activities that do not support whatever group is currently in 
power in the United States are not opinions and activities that are "un- 
American" or "unpatriotic". On the contrary, it is un-American and unpatri- 
otic to try to silence or squelch them. If the United States government were 
ever to become regarded as always right and uncontradictable , if United 
States citizens were ever to cease regarding it as not only their right but 
their duty to speak and act on behalf of the freedoms and principles on which 
this nation was founded, especially if they believed that the government was 
deviating from those principles and depriving citizens of those rights, that 
would be a sad situation, a situation where the government was guilty of 
being un-American and unpatriotic, a situation where the Constitution and 
Bill of Rights were a travesty. That groups engaging in lawful First 
Amendment activities are having experiences such as the break-ins and har- 
rassment that are the subject of these hearings is a matter of great concern, 
not only to those groups but to their fellow Americans. We hope that Con- 
gress will make every effort to investigate allegations of past surveillance, 
to end any such that may now be being carried out, and make citizens again 
feel comfortable acting as we believe the founders of our nation thought 
citizens should be able to act and as they acted themselves. We do not 
expect this will be easy. Anyone engaging in a covert operation is unlikely 
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to admit to doing so until and unless a great deal of effort has been made. 
These hearings are an important beginning for such effort. We ask that the 
necessary continued effort be made. |

TESTIMONY OF MICHAEL LENT, NATIONAL PROGRAM COORDI- 
NATOR, COMMITTEE IN SOLIDARITY WITH THE PEOPLE OF EL 
SALVADOR (CISPES) 

Mr. Lent. First I want to thank the committee for this opportu- 
nity to testify before you today. 

I am the National Program Coordinator of CISPES, a position to 
which I was elected on May 27, 1985 at our national convention, 
which was held here in Washington, DC. 

I think my story is somewhat unique in some sense but also very 
similar to the other stories here today. 

I have lived in Washington since 1985, and prior to that time 
worked with CISPES in San Francisco. I, myself, have actually 
been — my apartment was broken into on November 21st, 1985. In 
that sense, as I said, my story is somewhat unique in that it was 
my home that was broken into. 

I had several items of value, including over $160 in cash, an air- 
line ticket, a radio, television, and other items of value, but noth- 
ing was taken from the apartment. 

I want to note here that the cash was actually sitting in the top 
drawer of a dresser drawer and it was plainly visible to anyone 
who was actually looking for something to steal, as well as the air- 
line ticket. 

However, one suitcase I had which had some CISPES documents 
in it that I was saving, was opened and the papers were strewn 
about as were the other contents in the bureau drawer. 

I did immediately call the police and asked for an incident 
report, and the response of the police department was essentially 
that it was somewhat bizarre that nobody would be stealing any- 
thing from my apartment, but nothing further was done and no 
further investigation was carried out. 

I think it is rare that a burglar would leave without taking any- 
thing of value. 

As a result of this incident, I can only conclude that the person 
or persons who entered my apartment were looking for something 
other than items of monetary value. Since CISPES has been part of 
an investigation on the part of the FBI since 1981, I would conclude 
from that there certainly is a good likelihood that either the FBI or 
private organizations working with the FBI could be involved in 
this kind of break-in. 

According to information released by the FBI as a result of a 
Freedom of Information Act request by the Center for Constitution- 
al Rights, they have 17 volumes of files on our organization. We 
have also found out that 24 of our local, regional and national of- 
fices are under investigation. 

I want to add that although the FBI has been investigating 
CISPES now for five years, not once have we been ever brought to 
trial or accused of any illegal activity. I would ask that this com- 
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mittee look into that fact and request that the FBI cease its investi- 
gation of CISPES. 

In fact, the most recent revelations by former FBI informant 
Frank Varelli reveal the illegal, and I believe, immoral nature of 
the FBI investigations of CISPES. Frank Varelli stated in a sworn 
affidavit that CISPES has been a target of the FBI since 1981 and 
he personally "infiltrated" our Dallas chapter from 1981 to 1984. 

Mr. Varelli says in his testimony that he had been given docu- 
ments by two FBI agents that had been obtained as a result of 
brealcing and entering the homes and offices of our Dallas chapter 
of CISPES. 

Mr. Varelli goes on to maintain in his affidavit that he was told 
that CISPES was being investigated because we were "the larg- 
est"— and I am quoting now — "and most active group opposed to 
the Reagan Administrations policies in Central America/' 

In addition, he states that the FBI agents who were his supervi- 
sors said that they were going to "break CISPES' —and I quote 
again— for our stand against U.S. policies in Central America. 

I think it is important here to put the break-ins in the context of 
an overall pattern of government harassment of organizations that 
are opposed to U.S. policy in Central America. 

A number of other such incidents have occurred. Twelve of our 
local committees have been visited openly by FBI agents. And in 
many of those incidences, the FBI agents have implied that money 
that has been raised by the local committees and sent to the na- 
tional office has been used for running guns or other such illegal 
activities — a purpose of which, of course, we deny, and in fact that 
money, in contrast to Mr. Sensenbrenner's early comments, is 
being sent for humanitarian aid for food, clothing, medical sup- 
plies, et cetera, for the people of El Salvador. 

We have also noted that a number of our local committees have 
been infiltrated by local police officers. For example, in Chico, Cali- 
fornia, in June of 1984, Detective Don Hutcheson, working in coop- 
eration with the local district office of the FBI, had infiltrated the 
Chico, California Committee of CISPES. 

He was identified as an officer when a committee member went 
to the local police station to deal with a traffic ticket and saw De- 
tective Hutcheson in the back of the office. 

The national office has similarly been infiltrated by the local 
police force. In January of 1985, a man who gave the name Jim 
Brockey volunteered as a calligrapher for the national office. We 
found out his true identity one day by calling his telephone 
number, and the person who answered on the line identified him- 
self as part of the police intelligence unit of the Washington, DC, 
Police Department. 

After we confronted Mr. Brockey about this, he denied it and did 
not return to our office subsequently. 

Since 1981, CISPES, I think, has also been attacked numerous 
times by the administration with a campaign of what I would de- 
scribe as disinformation. 

It is nothing new, I am sure, to this committee that the adminis- 
tration does carry out disinformation campaigns. That was re- 
vealed in the fall of last year with the Libya disinformation cam- 
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paign, and with information that has come out with the Iran/Con- 
tragate scandal. 

We have been accused of being a terrorist organization, of being 
formed by the Salvadoran Communist Party, et cetera, et cetera. 
Nothing could be further from the truth. CISPES is a national or- 
ganization with over 100 chapters, many hundreds of other affili- 
ates, and tens of thousands of individual supporters. We work to 
change U.S. policy towards Central America, and El Salvador in 
particular. We want to see an end to U.S. military support to the 
Government of El Salvador because we believe that the current 
Government of El Salvador — which the U.S. has now sent over $2- 
1/2 billion to in the last six years — does not respect the right to 
political, social, economic, and human rights of the people of El 
Salvador. 

We support the right of the Salvadorans themselves to decide 
their own future. 

The kind of activities that we are involved in are legal activities: 
they include educational forums; letter writing and lobbying Con- 
gress to stop sending aid to El Salvador; human rights campaigns 
to free political prisoners and prevent military attacks against ci- 
vilians. 

We have been engaged in no illegal activities for the last six 
years, with the exception of non-violent civil disobedience protest 
actions. This is corroborated by Mr. Varelli when he states, quote, 
"Not once in the 3-1/2 year investigation of CISPES did I find, or 
any other agents that I know of, see, hear, or observe any illegal 
conduct of any nature." 

Unfortunately, my case and the others represented here today do 
not surprise me as they reflect an underlying problem with this ad- 
ministration's domestic and foreign policies. The Reagan Adminis- 
tration's policy in Central America is illegal and immoral, and it is 
bringing us closer and closer to an all-out war in Central America. 

To conclude, I would like to say that I believe that it is a basic 
tenet of our Constitution that gives us as Americans the right to 
dissent from our government's views and to be free from harass- 
ment and disinformation. 

Our basic First Amendment rights , as CISPES members and 
others here at the table have been violated, we believe, by the FBI, 
and we will seek restitution. CISPES calls on the FBI to stop its 
illegal activities and its harassment of ours and other organizations 
opposed to U.S. policy in Central America. 

We ask that our FOIA request be honored and that the 17 vol- 
umes of CISPES files be turned over immediately to us. 

We ask finally that this subcommittee do a full and thorough in- 
vestigation and continue this investigation after today and tomor- 
row, because it is only through an independent investigation that 
the full truth will emerge and these immoral and illegal acts will 
be stopped.

Mr. Edwards. Thank you very much, Mr. Lent. 
[The statement of Mr. Lent follows:] 
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I am the national Program Coordinator of CISPES, a position 
to which I was elected on May 27, 1985 at our national conven- 
tion. I have lived in Washington, D.C, and its environs since 
that time. During the daytime on Thursday, November 21, 1985, my 
apartment was broken into. I had several items of value, includ- 
ing over $160 in cash, an airlines ticket, a radio, television 
and other items of value, but nothing was taken. One suitcase 
with CISPES documents I was saving was opened and the papers were 
strewn about as were the contents of the bureau drawers. 

It is rare that a burglar leaves without taking anything 
of monetary value. As a result of this incident, I can only 
conclude that the person or persons who entered my apartment were 
looking for something other than items of monetary value. Since 
this is part of a pattern of other break-ins that have occurred 
at offices of Central America organizations including CISPES, as 
well as homes of members of these organizations, I believe that 
It was carried out by government agencies or private organ- 
izations in coordination with government agencies involved 
in covert investigations of CISPES. 

It is no secret that the FBI has been investigating CISPES 
since 1981. According to information released by the FBI as a 
result of CISPES filing a Freedom of Information Act Request 
through our legal counsel, Center for Constitutional Rights, we 
have learned- that there are 17 volumes of files on CISPES, We 
have also found out that 24 of our local, regional and national 
offices are under investigation. 
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The most recent revelations by former FBI informant, Frank 
Varelli, reveal the illegal and immoral nature of FBI inves- 
tigations of CISPES. Frank Varelli states in a sworn affidavit 
that CISPES has been a target of FBI investigation since 1981 and 
that he personally "infiltrated" our Dallas chapter from 1981 to 
1984, Mr. Varelli says that he had been given documents by two 
FBI agents that had been obtained as a result of breaking and 
entering the homes and offices of Dallas CISPES. Mr. Varelli 
maintains in this affidavit that he was told that CISPES was 
being investigated because we were "the largest and most active 
group opposed to the Reagan Administration's policies in Central 
America." In addition, he states that the FBI agents who were 
his supervisors said that they were going to "break CISPES" for 
our stand against U.S. policies in Central America. 

In addition to illegal break-ins, there are scores of 
examples of what we believe is government harassment of CISPES. 
Government harassment is in our view as serious a problem as 
illegal break-ins because these acts attempt to limit our right 
to dissent. 

Starting in 1981 and continuing to this day, the State 
Department and right wing organizations such as the Council for 
Inter-American Security have accused CISPES of being a "terrorist 
organization founded by the Salvadoran Communist Party". Nothing 
could be further from the truth. What this label does is to 
try to limit our effectiveness with the press. Congress and 
amongst the American public. These attacks smack of McCarthyism 
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and cannot be substantiated. 

The FBI and local police intelligence agencies have covertly 
infiltrated local and national CISPES committees. In Chico, 
California, our local chapter was infiltrated by a local police 
officer, Detective Don Hutcheson, working in cooperation with 
the FBI in June of 1984. He was identified as an officer when a 
committee member went to the local police station to deal with a 
traffic ticket and saw Det, Hutcheson in the back of the office. 
The national office was infiltrated in January, 1985 by a man who 
gave the name, Jim Brockey. Mr. Brockey "volunteered" for us as 
a calligrapher. We found out his true identity by one day calling 
his telephone number, which was answered, "police intelligence" 
by a person on the other end. After we confronted Mr. Brockey 
about this, he denied it and did not return to our office after 
that. 

Since 1981, there have been at least 12 incidents where a 
local CISPES member has been openly visited by FBI agents. There 
has been a pattern going beyond investigation in these vis- 
its. FBI agents have raised questions and doubts about where 
money collected nationally for humanitarian aid was actually 
going and questioned the integrity of our national staff. The 
Implications of these conversations were that we were sending 
money to the FMLN instead of to civilians in El Salvador, and 
that the national office was controlled by the FMLN. 

Clearly, the FBI is trying to discredit the national organ- 
ization and to create divisions within our group. This is a 
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practice that was employed in the 60^s by the FBI against the 
anti-war and civil rights movernent. 

CISPES is a national organization with over 100 chap- 
ters, many hundreds of other affiliates, and tens of thousands of 
individual supporters. We work to change U,S. policy towards 
Central America and El Salvador in particular. We want to see an 
end to U.S. military involvement in El Salvador. We do not 
believe that the current Salvadoran government, which the 
U.S. has sent half-a-billion dollars to each year for the last 
two, is democratic and respects basic social, political, and 
human rights. We support the right of the Salvadorans themselves 
to decide their own future without U.S. interference. This 
includes the right to determine their own forms and means to 
bring about peace with justice. 

The kind of activities we are involved in include educa- 
tional forums: letter writing and lobbying Congress to stop 
sending aid to El Salvador; human rights campaigns to free 
political prisoners and prevent military attacks against civil- 
ians; and fundraising for humanitarian aid. Last year we carried 
out a campaign to educate the American people and pressure 
Congress to stop the aerial bombardment of civilians in El 
Salvador, 

CISPES has not been engaged in illegal activities with the 
exception of non-violent civil disobedience protest actions. This 
is corroborated by Mr. Varelli, who in his affidavit states that 
"Not once in the three-and-a-half year investigation did I find, 
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see, hear or observe any illegal conduct of any nature." 

Unfortunately, my case and the others represented here today 
do not surprise me as they reflect an underlying problem with 
this Administration's domestic and foreign policies. The Reagan 
administration policy in Central America is illegal and im- 
moral. The Administration is leading us into a war in Central 
A me r i c a . 

CIA operatives mine the Nicaraguan harbors. Despite a 
two year congressional ban on contra aid, the Adminstration 
funded, trained and directed the contras, who deliberately maim 
and kill the Nicaraguan people. We have sent over $2.5 billion 
dollars in the last six years to El Salvador supporting a 
government that has killed over 60,000 people, has over 1200 
political prisoners and that bombs civilians with U.S. planes and 
bombs. The lack of respect for real democracy and human rights 
in Central America is also reflected in policy towards those 
organizations that are disseminating the truth about what is 
happening to the people of Central America. 

During the Vietnam War I became painfully aware of the 
hypocrisy of our government's treatment of both people at home 
and abroad. Dissent was repressed in often brutal and illegal 
ways as was revealed in FBI COINTELPRO operations. I see a 
similar pattern with the war in Central America. 

In a book titled. On Strategy, by Vietnam war strategist. 
Colonel Harry Summers, he states that one of the reasons that the 
Vietnamese won the war was because the U.S. public was not behind 
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U.S. involvement. He postulates that one of the necessary 
ingredients for the U.S. to succeed in a war is real public 
supportandlackofdissent. 

The Reagan Adniinistration understands this but for 6 years 
has not been able to convince the American people that a war is 
needed in Central America. More importantly the Administration 
has been trying to silence our opposition but has failed. A 
recent Harris Poll (November 1986) shows that, in fact, there is 
even less support for a war in Central America now than two years 
ago, 

A basic tenet of our Constitution gives Americans the right 
to dissent from our govern ment's views. Our basic first amend- 
ment rights have been violated by the FBI and we will seek 
restitution, CIS PES calls on the FBI to stop its illegal 
activities and its harassment of our and other organizations 
opposed to U.S, policy in Central America. We ask that our FOIA 
request be honored and that the 17 volumes of FBI files on CISPES 
be turned over to us immediately. CISPES asks this subcommittee 
to do a full and thorough investigation. It Is only through an 
independent investigation that the full truth will emerge, and 
these immoral and illegal acts will be stopped. 
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Mr. Edwards. Sitting next to Mr. Lent is Ms. Margaret Ratner, 
and next to Ms. Ratner is Michael Ratner, who are attorneys with 
the Center for Constitutional Rights in New York. The Center has 
been mentioned favorably by many of the witnesses today. You 
have been a great help to this subcommittee in the work that we 
have been trying to do. We appreciate it very much and we wel- 
come you here today and I know you don't have testimony but we 
might have some questions for you, 

Now that all of the witnesses have spoken, I recognize for five 
minutes the gentleman from Wisconsin, Mr. Kastenmeier. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. Thank you, Mr. Chairman. 

This has been extraordinarily interesting testimony. There has 
been a great deal of drama associated with it, even a mystery of 
sorts, a whodunit element. I wonder whether anyone has thought 
of interesting ABC in doing a 14-hour docu-drama — 

[Laughter] 

Seriously, it is difficult to know to whom one should address 
questions among you— you have had a similar experience. But I am 
interested statistically in how many similar organizations and 
churches might have been targeted under the sort of criteria some 
unknown entity has employed against you; and how many in fact 
have been victimized in terms of the sort of illegal entry that you 
described? 

Would, for example, there be, say, several hundred organizations 
and churches that potentially could have been targeted, and per- 
haps 12 or 15 or 20 which have in fact been victimized? Does 
anyone have an overall sense of what statistical impact we are 
talking about here nationwide? 

Mr. Edwards. I see the Ratners with some figures there. 

Ms. Ratner. We have statistics only based on what's been report- 
ed to us, so we certainly don't have the full picture. We have a 
total of 57 burglaries, and that represents approximately 48 differ- 
ent groups that have been entered in just the way that has been 
described here today. 

In addition, we have information that many hundreds of groups 
are potentially subject to this type of activity because they are 
under government surveillance. 

Their names, for example, appear in FBI files. Not all of these 
groups are subject of FBI investigations, but they are certainly ref- 
erenced in them. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. You believe while they may not have suffered 
physical entry into the premises of the organization or church, 
there may be several hundred who may have been surveilled, is 
that your point? 

Ms. Ratner. That is correct. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. Now, apparently you do not know with cer- 
tainty whether the offending entities are private or governmental, 
for example, the FBI, and whether or not local police authorities 
are either cooperative or uncooperative, or complicit in the sense of 
being subject to someone else, whether it is the Bureau or some 
other private party. 

I gather there doesn't appear to be a clear picture as to what has 
happened here in that connection. But it seems to be generally the 
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pattern, is it not, that local police also do not appear to be highly 
cooperative or energetic in solving these crimes; is that correct? 

And if so, one should ask, why is this the case, in your view? Are 
they co-opted by someone else? Is someone else influencing them? 
Does anyone have a view about that? 

Ms. Ratner. I would just like to point out that I think that the 
problem with the local police is that they are not sensitive to these 
type of burglaries. 

I think that their reaction is that no great crime has been com- 
mitted. It is our reaction that this is the most serious of crimes. 
But the local police, I think, are under the impression, because of 
the normal type of work they do, and rightly so, given that perspec- 
tive—that only when something of value is taken, and the more 
valuable the item is, then it becomes a serious burglary. 

However, when information is seized, or people are harassed, and 
there is nothing actually missing, the local police do not take it se- 
riously. I think it is an education problem. 

Ms. Hasbrouck. Mr. Chairman, may I respond to that also? 

Mr. Carpenter and I prepared our testimony together and I ap- 
preciate being here today partly just to give a little balance to the 
testimony mostly by ministers and men. 

As manager of our building, I could tell you a little bit about the 
normal response of local police when you call them after an inci- 
dent. The Arlington Street Church— being, as Mr. Carpenter has 
said, an inner city church with a continuing security problem— has 
continuing attacks of vandalism and petty thievery. 

The police, I think, as they do anywhere, and even in affluent 
suburbs, come to such a break-in basically to get a report filed— 
more for insurance purposes than for anything else, and in case 
any stolen items should be traceable and should turn up. 

They are usually conscientious about taking a report. They are 
conscientious about checking back with you a few days later to be 
sure you give them a list of stolen items. 

They are not conscientious about such things as taking finger- 
prints because these cases are very hard to track down, and it prob- 
ably wouldn't be worth their time given the overall work that they 

have to do. ^ ^ ,i . ^i, • 

Now, in our break-in I would like to report that following the m- 
cident, the Civil Rights Division of the State Attorney Generars 
office did contact us, has put us in contact with a specif division of 
the Boston Police Department— and personnel from that special di- 
vision have been in contact with me, and spoke to me as recently 
as last Monday. So they are trying to follow up. They have prom- 
ised to provide protection should we ever have the feeling that the 
time was ripe for another incident— and to provide some increased 
surveillance. i v 

But I think you can't really blame the local pohce too much be- 
cause I think they are doing their job as they see it in normal 
break-ins. Unless somebody higher up says, "Look, you have got to 
come and make sure that you do take prints, you must make a 
little bit more of an effort because of the potential that there is 
more involved," those things are not going to be done. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. Logically, then, it is a conclusion of this panel 
of witnesses that the pattern suggests a national direction or con- 
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spiracy — and that is either private or governmental, or a combina- 
tion thereof; is that correct? 

Mr. Brown. Mr. Chairman, I would like to add a comment on 
that. 

I think that in trying to figure out who is responsible for this, 
the best means of looking at it is to look at the historical record of 
what happened in the 1960s and 1970s when identical— virtually 
identical — patterns occurred. 

What we learned years later as the result of congressional inves- 
tigations and individual lawsuits is that there was a variety of 
ways in which these things were done. 

In some cases, the FBI and the INS would actually send agents 
themselves to break into organizations. In other cases, the FBI 
would coordinate or sponsor individual right-wing organizations or 
groups. In some cases, they would be working with informants 
within the organization and know that a group was planning to do 
something and simply allow it to happen. In many of these cases, 
the FBI or another Federal agency would work directly with the 
local police but in some cases they wouldn't — they wouldn't trust 
the local police. 

The Cambridge Police Department told us on several occasions 
that it was their opinion that the FBI wouldn't tell them if their 
shirts were on fire. And as a consequence, they were not in a posi- 
tion to investigate anything that the FBI might be doing in Cam- 
bridge. 

A lot of these FBI-sponsored, organized, or directed organizations 
were theoretically made illegal following the Watergate revela- 
tions. But as I am sure you are aware, the Reagan Administration 
lifted virtually all of those restrictions in the early days of the Ad- 
ministration. 

We have also learned following years of lawsuits that the FBI 
has consistently denied all the time doing anything. It wasn't until 
years later, as a result of congressional investigations or lawsuits, 
that you find out that their denials were simply lies. 

So our experience, especially with the series of break-ins that we 
have had, is that we have no reason to believe the that FBI are not 
involved in this in some fashion or another. If they were, they 
wouldn't tell us. The only way we are going to find out is years 
later, as a result of either investigations, lawsuits, or somebody like 
Frank Varelli who comes forward on a basis of bad conscience or 
bad checks and wants to find the truth of the matter. 

Reverend Cook. Congressman Kastenmeier, maybe I have an- 
other perspective on this, which may say something about the le- 
verage and the importance of this investigation and how the com- 
munity at large can contribute to furthering the implementation of 
the concern that you have. On July 19th, two days after the break- 
in at University Baptist Church, the lead editorial in a Hearst 
newspaper, the Seattle-Post Intelligencer, said that the members of 
the University Baptist Church and other sanctuary congregations 
in the city have every right to question their government about its 
knowledge of this particular incident and similar break-ins else- 
where in the country. 

And if the administration is unwilling to investigate, this lead 
editorial said on that particular occasion, it concluded that Con- 
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gress, quote, ''should pursue the investigation/' I think that this 
particular very strongly worded statement on the part of this news 
agency in our city resulted in two detectives coming out several 
days later to investigate the incident. 

So this kind of concern on the part of the community at large 
that focuses upon eventual violation of civil and constitutional 
rights has a way of addressing this serious problem. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. My time perhaps has expired. 

Mr. Edwards. We will come back to you, okay? 

Reverend Schultz. I have a declaration from the Reverend 
Steven Brannon who is Vicar of St. Edmunds Episcopal Church in 
Pacifica, California, and he is also an attorney who has been de- 
fending the people involved in protests at Livermore National Lab- 
oratory and also involved in protests on the opening of a Contra 
aid project. . 

He says that with regard to the issue of cooperation between 
Federal agencies and local police departments— this is a statement 
about that with regard to San Francisco— he said it "occurred two 
days prior to the opening of a Contra aid protest trial in San Fran- 
cisco involving 14 defendants, one of whom was Daniel Elsberg. I 
was one of the defense counsel at that trial. Charges were dis- 
missed on the opening day of trial due to the destruction of materi- 
al evidence by the San Francisco Police Department. Defendants 
had sought government undercover surveillance material by means 
of a pretrial discovery motion and at trial the district attorney no- 
tified the court that material covered by the court's discovery order 
had existed and could have been produced previously as ordered 
but subsequently had been destroyed" by the police department. 
[Reverend Brannon's full statement is reproduced in the appendix.] 

Mr. Edwards. Thank you. Reverend Schultz. 

We might have a vote at 12 o'clock and I want to be sure that 
Mr. Sensenbrenner has time for some questions. Mr. Sensenbren- 
ner? 

Mr. Sensenbrenner. Thank you very much, Mr. Chairman. 

The purpose for me asking all of the witnesses this morning to 
answer some specific questions was to find out if the New York 
Times article today was really barking up the wrong tree in reach- 
ing its conclusion that there appeared to be no political motive or 
governmental involvement in the series of break-ins that have been 
complained about. . r - 

The New York Times, as we know, is no cheer leader tor Presi- 
dent Reagan's Central American policy and yet, the article said 
what it said and that is why I had it introduced into the record of 
this hearing this morning. .p. -.i . j.. 

The only witness that did say something specifically along the 
lines of police follow-up was Mr. Garrett Brown and one of the inci- 
dences relating to your organization and your facilities. 

I would like to thank you for being forthcoming in answering the 
concerns that I have, which apparently the New York Times does 
share with the thrust of the article. The other witnesses did not do 
so. 

Now in the limited time that I have available, I have a couple of 
questions for Mr. Mattison of the ICDP. 
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Have you or the staff of your organizations been working with 
Senator Kerry in terms of the concerns that the Senator has been 
expressing on Central American questions? 

Mr. Mattison. In my testimony, I said since March, I believe, of 
1986, we have been working with Mr. Kerry's staff on an investiga- 
tion of the illegal acts by the Contras and their supporters in the 
government. 

Mr. Sensenbrenner. Is one of the purposes for your cooperation 
with Senator Kerry and his staff to attempt to influence the Con- 
gress to defeat Contra aid, either in terms of the bill that was re- 
ported out by the Senate Foreign Relations Committee yesterday or 
in terms of the broader context in both houses of Congress? 

Mr. Mattison. I think that our purpose is to provide information 
for public discussion and debate on these issues, which are impor- 
tant. The public needs information. We are a publicly chartered 
educational group whose intent and purpose and objective is to pro- 
vide information for public debate. 

Mr. Sensenbrenner. The reason that I ask these questions is 
that I have in my possession a copy of a fund-raising letter that 
was signed by Robert White of the Commission on United States- 
Central American Relations, together with a pledge card. It says: 
''Dear Ambassador White: You have my support to help underwrite 
your private investigation of drug smuggling and gun running by 
the Nicaraguan Contras and the role of administration officials. 
Here is my tax deductible gift.'' 

And this card says that the Commission on U.S.-Central Ameri- 
can relations is a project of the International Center of Develop- 
ment Policy with your address. 

Was that sent out by a group affiliated with your organization? 

Mr. Mattison. Oh, indeed — two million copies of it. 

Mr. Sensenbrenner. I am sure it netted you quite a bit of 
money. 

The reason I say this is that you criticize the Internal Revenue 
Service for investigating the status of your organization. And yet. 
Section 4911(a) of the Internal Revenue Code does impose an excise 
tax of 25 percent on what are defined as excess lobbying expendi- 
tures. 

And according to proposed rules that were published in the Fed- 
eral Register of November 5th, 1986, the type of activity that you 
have just described that your organization has been doing fits into 
the lobbying expenditure. Whether it is done by someone who op- 
poses administration policy or someone who supports administra- 
tion policy, the IRS has got an obligation to make sure that the 
proper tax is being paid. 

I think that based upon your statements or on what your organi- 
zation is doing, which, in my opinion, are perfectly legitimate and 
protected by the First Amendment— nonetheless, your statements 
in saying that the IRS is looking into your organization smacks of 
McCarthyism, because you are accusing the IRS of doing this for 
political purposes because you oppose administration policy and yet 
the regulations apply evenly to those who support administration 
policy or oppose administration policy, or in any other respect at- 
tempt to lobby the Congress or any other legislative body in this 
country. 
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It was our purpose to tax blatant lobbying activity. I support the 
fact that blatant lobbying activities should not be sheltered behind 
a tax exemption that has been granted and merely looking into 
this type of activity to make sure that the appropriate tax is being 
paid is similar to audits that are conducted on organizations and 
individuals for non-political purposes since the beginning of time of 
the IRS. ^ ^ . 

Mr. Mattison. I don't think I have to accept your characteriza- 
tion of our work at the Center as lobbying activity. 

Mr. Sensenbrenner. Sir, my time is limited, if I can interrupt. 
From the regulation that is proposed in the Federal Register it 
gives an example of lobbying activity: 

'T is an organization for which the expenditure test election 
under 501(h) is in effect. P's employee A is assigned to approach 
Members of Congress to gain their support for a pending bill. ^ 

A spends several weeks researching the issue and contacting P s 
director to clarify P's position on the bill. 

P then presents a position letter that is distributed to Members 
of Congress. 

Additionally, A— and that is P's employee— personally contacts 
several Members of Congress or their staff to seek support for P's 
position on the bill. Amounts paid or incurred for are in connection 
with A's research, A's discussion with P's directors the position 
letter and A's congressional contacts are expenditures for direct 
lobbying." 

Now, that is just what you said your people were domg, Mr. 
Mattison. 

Mr. Mattison. No, I am afraid you misunderstood me, as you 
misunderstood how the New York Times described the break-in 
pattern. 

I think it is the case that whatever P and A did in the example 
that you cited, that Senator Kerry approached us and asked us for 
our support and investigation. 

Mr. Sensenbrenner. I think that that is a subjective thmg. Sen- 
ator Kerry did send an endorsement letter that went along with 
your fund-raising letter, Mr. Mattison. This is kind of a real cozy 
relation. 

Now, everybody on the Hill goes to private organizations to help 
them assemble data to back their position. Whether it is just pure 
intrinsic research or whether it is lobbying is another question. 

What your letter does is that it seeks funds for lobbying cam- 
paign and you can't hide behind a tax exemption to do that kind of 
lobbying, and accuse the IRS of blowing the whistle. If that is what 
you are doing, I think it's McCarthyism. 

I yield back the balance of my time. 

Mr. Edwards. Mr. Mattison, do you have a comment? 

Mr. Mattison. I would like to say a couple of things. 

One is that I don't accept your characterization of what we are 
up to in the Contra investigations as lobbying— that is the first 

^^The second thing is, if you look at section 501(c)(3) of the Internal 
Revenue Service Code, which describes charitable and educational 
organizations, there is a distinction between public and private or- 
ganizations. Publicly supported organizations are allowed, as I un- 
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derstand it, to spend up to 20 percent of their income, in fact, on 
lobbying— something that we haven't come near doing and prob- 
ably will ever do. But in that case we are a public charity under 
the Internal Revenue Service Code and could in fact spend 20 per- 
cent of our income, which would be $300,000, on lobbying activities. 

[The proposed regulations on lobbying by public charities were 
published at 51 Fed. Reg. 40211 (November 5, 1986). On April 9, 
1987, the IRS issued the following release regarding the proposed 
regulations:]

Washington ~ The Internal Revenue Service today announced 
that when final regulations are issued under section 501(h) of 
the Code, concerning lobbying by public charities that elect to 
be covered by that section, they will only apply prospectively, 
i.e., to periods beginning after the date of final publication. 

The final', regulations will also provide appropriate 
transition rules with respect to multiple year grants awarded by 
private foundations to public charities before the effective date 
of the final regulations, the IRS said. 

Thus, these proposed regulations are published for the 
purpose of receiving public cominent, have no legal authority and 
may not be relied upon or cited as authority by an agent of the 
Internal Revenue Service. Pending issuance of final regulations, 
the proposed regulations published on Nov. 5, 1986, will not be 
used by Service personnel in conducting examinations, issuing 
rulings, or otherwise disposing of any case. The Service will 
continue to follow administrative practices that were in effect 
before the proposed regulations were published. 

* The IRS is considering carefully all comments on the 
proposed regulations. The proposed rules that have received 
substantial comment include: 

1. The definition of lobbying; 

2. The allocation of expenses and other accounting rules; 

(MORE) 
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3. The reliance rules for grant-making by private 
foundations; and 

4. The rules concerning affiliated organizations. 

In connection with its review of the proposed regulations, 
the IRS will consider whether it is appropriate to repropose part 
or all of the regulations. 

On March 5, 1987, the IRS announced that a public hearing 
will be held on the proposed regulations. The public hearing is 
scheduled for May 11, 1987, and, if necessary, May 12. The IRS • 
will take steps to involve interested parties in deliberations 
that will take place after the May hearings concerning the 
regulations . 

Anyone wishing to speak at the May 11 public hearing should 
send a request to speak, along with a brief outline of proposed 
oral comments, to the IRS by April 20. The May 11 hearing will 
be held at the IRS auditorium on the seventh floor at 1111 
Constitution Avenue, N.W. , Washington , D. C. , beginning at 10:00 
a.m.

Dear Mr. Attorney General: 

Earlier this year, the House Subcommittee on Civil and Constitutional 
Rights requested an FBI investigation of a pattern of break-ins at "sanctuary" 
churches and offices of organizations involved with Central American issues. 
In his letter of April 11, 1986, FBI director William Webster informed the 
Subcommittee that he had been advised by the Civil Rights Division of the 
Department of Justice that such break-ins could not "constitute a violation 
of the Federal Criminal Civil Rights Statutes absent evidence of law enforcement 
involvement. Therefore, absent this type of evidence, the FBI would not have 
any Federal criminal jurisdiction to conduct an investigation of these 
break-ins under the Civil Rights statutes." 

We are writing directly to you, Mr. Attorney General, because we believe 
that the FBI does have jurisdiction to investigate these break-ins notwith- 
standing the absence of evidence suggesting law enforcement involvement, and 
we request that the Department of Justice reconsider its previous position and 
authorize an FBI investigation. 

Last week, in the most recent break-in, the offices of the International 
Center for Development Policy were burglarized. As in the earlier cases, no 
equipment was taken, but files and documents were rifled and several documents 
concerning weapons shipments to Central America were stolen. 

We feel that this break-in should be investigated. For several years, 
the Center has been actively involved with the legislative branch in the 
development of the federal government's policy in Central America. The 
director of the Center, former Ambassador Robert White, has delivered testimony 
to both Houses of Congress on several occasions. The Center has regularly 
provided members of Congress and their staff with information on U.S. policy 
towards Central America. Since April 1986, the Center has been working at 
the request of Senator John Kerry to investigate the private supply network 
to aid rebels fighting the government of Nicaragua. 

The ability of groups like the Center to function, to assist the Congress, 
and to provide testimony and information to members of Congress implicates a 
significant federal interest that should be protected against private 
interference. It is our understanding that this kind of activity has been 
protected against-under the Federal Civil Rights statutes. 
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We urge you, therefore, to reconsider your conclusion and to authorize 
an investigation of the latest break-in. 

There are other possible bases for jurisdiction which we feel have not 
been adequately addressed. Representatives of foreign governments or 
factions operating in this country may be subject to investigation by the 
FBI under its foreign counterintelligence jurisdiction. In the past, foreign 
governments or factions have targeted opponents in this country. Individuals 
operating on behalf of foreign governments or entities may be involved in 
these break-ins in order to disrupt the activities of these groups. We feel 
that this possibility warrants investigation by the FBI, which may already 
have information on the activities of such foreign agents. 

Thank you for your time and attention. We look forward to hearing from 
you soon.

We have carefully reviewed the information which you have 
furnished. With regard to the incident at the International 
Center for Development Policy, should certain facts be developed, 
it is possible that a violation of federal criminal civil rights 
law occurred. Accordingly, the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
has been requested to conduct an investigation into this 
incident. You can be assured that if the evidence shows that 
there was a violation of federal criminal civil rights statutes, 
appropriate action will be taken.

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Mr. Edwards. We have touched on several very important issues 
here today: The use of Federal law enforcement agencies for politi- 
cal agendas, which is something they are not supposed to do. The 
FBI is supposed to catch crooks and other people violating Federal 
criminal law. The IRS is supposed to collect taxes and go after 
people who don't pay their taxes. And the Customs Department is 
supposed to enforce the customs laws. 

Mr. Kastenmeier and I went through some very difficult years 
together when a number of these organizations, including the CIA, 
got completely out of control and they had their own political 
agenda. The FBI, for a number of years, spent nearly 20 percent of 
its time on domestic intelligence investigations in the United 
States. 

This subcommittee finally asked the General Accounting Office 
to audit 20 field offices of the FBI and they found hundreds of 
thousands of open files on people— radicals of the Left and Right, 
none of whom had ever even been suspected of violating Federal 
criminal law. 

So a big favor was done the FBI— and Judge Webster and Direc- 
tor Kelley were grateful— because all of these cases were knocked 
off They closed all of those files. 

In 1976, Attorney General Levi put into effect the Levi guide- 
lines, which, unfortunately, were amended somewhat by Attorney 
General Smith, but the essential rule was retained— that the FBI is 
not supposed to do any investigating unless there are indications of 
criminal law violations. 

We don't want any of those agencies to get back into that again. 
We are just not going to let them do it. 

Now, let's talk just for a minute about the IRS. We have had 
some complaints that the IRS, rather mysteriously, would start to 
audit a victim of one of these burglaries. Now, I believe Mr. Matti- 
son, you were audited right after you were a victim of burglary. 

Mr. Mattison. It was some months before that. 

Mr. Edwards. Some months before— all right. 

What about any other victims here? Were any of you audited by 
the IRS, and what time? 

Ms. DoGGETT. The North American Congress on Latin America 
received 501(c)(3) status in late 1978. In March of 1981, we were no- 
tified that we would be audited for the 1979 records. 

It is my understanding that most new tax exempt organizations 
are audited within the first three years of their existence. 

In May of 1982, the local New York City office recommended to 
the Washington office that our tax exempt status be revoked. 

The Washington office headquarters did not agree and they 
granted a continuation of our tax exempt status. They said things 
like the "content of the District's objections appeared weak;" the 
"magazine follows a standard scholarly methodology." And their 
own test, could a reader draw other conclusions? And they said 
given the extensive footnotes, a reader clearly could. 

Mr. Edwards. Thank you. 

Mr. or Ms. Ratner, do you have any incidents of the IRS alleged- 
ly being used in this manner? 

Mr. Ratner. Yes, we have one other organization that has been 
subjected to an IRS audit, and that is the Quixote Center in Mary- 
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land, which is an organization that is involved in the shipment of 
humanitarian aid to Nicaragua. 

The other allegation that we have notified your committee about 
were the audits of travelers who have returned from Nicaragua. 
And immediately after returning from Nicaragua, a number of 
travelers — I think we had documented seven at the point we noti- 
fied your committee — were subjected to IRS audits. 

As I understand it, your committee has sent a letter or request to 
the committee that has jurisdiction over the IRS, which is Con- 
gressman Pickle's committee, to look into whether or not those IRS 
audits were politically motivated. And, of course, we can't forget 
that within the last 15 years there was an **enemies list'' in the 
government that subjected particular people in the Nixon era to 
IRS audits because they were listed on a particular list of political 
opponents of the Nixon Administration. 

So I do think that the fact that three organizations — two of them 
at this table, and a third — have been subjected to audit, and that 
seven other individuals returning from Nicaragua have been audit- 
ed as well is important. 

I was just handed a note that reminded me of a fourth organiza- 
tion, which is the Sojourner Organization, in Washington, which is 
a religious organization actively involved in dissenting from U.S. 
policies on Central America. 

So I think that is enough of a pattern. Four important organiza- 
tions have been subjected to IRS audits, and a number of individ- 
uals with the coincidence of being audited immediately after the 
individuals returned from Nicaragua. So I would say that bears 
further investigation. 

Mr. Edwards. Thank you. 

We await the response of the Subcommittee of Ways and Means 
that we have inquired of.

The Subcommittee on Civil and Constitutionals Rights has been 
concerned for some time about possible government" ha:rassment of 
groups or individuals opposed to U.S. policy in Central -America . 
We learned last year, for example, that the FBI had interviewed 
approximately 100 citizens who had travelled to Nicaragua and had 
investigated extensively one major group opposing U.S. policy in 
El Salvador. We strongly complained to the FBI and its 
activities have abated but not entirely ceased. We are 
continuing to examine the matter. 

Recently, I have learned that certain individuals who have 
travelled to Nicaragua have been subject to Internal Revenue 
Service audits, often being notified of the audit within weeks of 
returning from Central America. Attached is a letter from the 
Center for Constitutional Rights containing the names and 
addresses of six individuals who have been the subject of such 
audits . 

In addition, two respected groups that have been active in 
lawful opposition to U.S. Central American policy — the New 
York-based North American Congress on Latin America and the 
Washington, D.C. International Center for Development Policy — 
have also been notified of the IRS' intent to audit their 
finances . 

In the past, as you know, the IRS audited or investigated 
individuals and organizations for political reasons. I would 
like to ask that you look into the pattern of recent audits 
outlined here to determine whether something similar is happening 
again .

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As I mentioned to you during our telephone 
conversation, in the course of litigation concerning 
Customs. Service treatment of U.S. returnees from 
Nicaragua, we were informed that Customs agents make 
entries concerning these returnees in a Treasury 
Department computer. It is possible that these audits 
are neitlier coincidental nor random, but are a result 
of such computer entries . 

The other pattern of incidents that I mentioned to 
you concerns the properly addressed letters that are 
misdelivered and opened by mistake at regional IRS 
offices. V7e only have three incidents of this, but we 
have many more incidents of first class mail arriving 
opened and resealed. 

There is no question that there are an increasing 
number of incidents of mail problems. I think that one 
way of advancing this inquiry would be to find out the 
frequency with which the Chief Postal Inspector 
institutes "national security" mail covers, the 
duration of such covers, the nature of the groups and 
individuals targeted, and etc. I am enclosing a copy 
of the regulations as to such mail covers for your 
perusal . 

Please let me know what you think and let me know 
if you need more information.

I have been asked by the Honorable Don Edwards, 
Chairman, Subcommittee on Civil and Constitutional Rights, 
House Committee on the Judiciary, to inquire whether a 
connection exists or could exist between IRS tax return 
examinations and taxpayer travel to Central America. 
Chairman Edwards indicates grave concern that a relationship 
exists (or is present) between travel to Central America and 
IRS audits of individuals opposed to this Administration's 
policies in that region. Needless to say, any allegations 
that the IRS is not operating in an impartial manner can 
prove harmful not only to the IRS but also to this nation's 
federal tax system.

This is in response to your inquiry of February 9, 1987, as 
to whether a connection exists between taxpayer travel to Central 
America and audits by the Internal Revenue Service (lElS) . 

I can appreciate Chairman Edwards' concerns, but selection of 
returns for examination is not related to a taxpayer's specific 
travel itinerary. Most returns are selected for examination 
through our regular Discriminant Function System (DIF) . Items 
that may be classified for audit are income, and deductions for 
sales tax, car and truck, and travel and entertainment expenses. 
It would be a coincidence if the travel expense deductions in- 
volved travel to Central America since the exact nature of the 
travel would not be known during the selection and classification 



Also, a large number of returns are reviewed through our 
Information Returns Program (IRP). This program computer matches 
information returns filed by payers with amounts reported on tax 
returns. This matching results in either an acceptable match, a 
reporting discrepancy, or the identification of an apparent non- 
filer of a tax return. Cases requiring review are selected as 
part of our Underrepor ter Program. 

Other returns may be selected for examination for various 
reasons, but we do not have a program to select returns of 
travelers to Central America. 

In regard to IRS accessibility to U.S. Customs Service 
computer data on Central American travel, the Examination and 
Criminal Investigation functions have access to the Treasury 
Enforcement Communications System (TECS). Examination's termi- 
nals can access only the financial data base which contains the 
information required under Title 31, i.e., Currency Transaction 
Reports, Reports of International Transportation of Currency or 
Monetary Instruments, and Reports of Foreign Bank and Financial 
Accounts. Criminal Investigation's terminals have access to 
other data bases, including Archives and PAIRS. These two data

bases provide information on foreign travel. Archives has 
information about commercial passenger arrivals into the U.S. » 
and PAIRS contains information about private aircraft arriving 
into the U.S. A query of the system requires a specific name or 
other identifying feature, e.g.. SSN, EIN, bank account number, 
or tail number. Accordingly, neither Examination nor Criminal 
Investigation terminals have the capability to identify or access 
a particular segment of the population or specific groups of 



We also checked into the activities of our Tax Haven Offshore 
Bank Project (THOB) - The THOB project is primarily interested in 
individuals or entities who utilize tax havens to evade taxes or 
launder money. Nicaragua is not considered a tax haven country. 

Concerning mail openings, I would like to advise that it is 
our practice to open only mail that is addressed to IRS offices. 
If misrouted mail is detected before it is opened by automatic 
equipment, it is immediately returned to the post office for 
forwarding. If such mail is opened by mistake, it may or may not 
be stamped by the receiving IRS office. In either case, as soon 
as the error is realized, the mail is stapled shut and returned 
to the post office. This, apparently, is what happened to the 
mail opened by the IRS as indicated in the material enclosed by 
Chairman Edwards,

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Mr. Edwards. Mr. Kastenmeier, do you have any more ques- 
tions? 

Mr. Kastenmeier. One question I would like to ask is whether 
those organizations associated with the sanctuary movement are 
susceptible to governmental investigation as potentially commit- 
ting a crime, that is, harboring aliens. As distinguished from other 
organizations, could the government claim that those engaged in 
sanctuary movements may have committed a crime against the 
United States and, therefore, entitles them to search and seizure or 
other special investigative techniques. 

Ms. Ratner. I think they certainly could make that assertion, 
and obviously did, in terms of the sanctuary trials. 

There were some interesting things said there, though, that I 
would like to bring up, and that is, during the sanctuary investiga- 
tions it was stated clearly to the defendants and the public that the 
FBI had nothing to do with those investigations and, in fact, had 
no interest in investigating sanctuary— only the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service had conducted those investigations. 

INS now claims that it is not continuing these investigations. 
The other claim that was made at that time was that there were 
no Federal agencies other than INS involved in infiltration of these 
groups. Subsequent to that, even though that was given in sworn 
affidavits at the Tucson trial, we are beginning to learn through 
Varelli and others that in fact there was Justice Department and 
FBI infiltration of the sanctuary movement. 

So we are not getting a full picture here. And I haven't exactly 
answered your question. I think the answer is they could use that 
as a special excuse, but they have not. 

Mr. Ratner. There are two points I want to make about that. 
Just because they may think that the sanctuary movement is vio- 
lating a law gives them, under our Constitution, no authority to 
commit a warrantless burglary. 

They claim that authority, as we will discuss tomorrow, for cer- 
tain kind of foreign counterintelligence investigations. But with 
regard to domestic investigations involving whatever crimes they 
think are being committed or the government thinks are commit- 
ted, there is simply no authority to do black bag jobs, surreptitious 
entries, and warrantless burglaries. 

We have at least 15 churches on the list of organizations that 
have been subjected to such bl^ck bag jobs. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. I thank you for that clarification, Mr. Ratner. 

Thank you, Mr. Chairman. 

Mr. Edwards. Mr. Sensenbrenner, do you have any more ques- 
tions? 

Mr. Sensenbrenner. Yes, I have one question of Ms. Doggett 
from the North American Congress on Latin America. 

Has your organization ever supplied information to former CIA 
agent Philip Agee? Specifically, supplying the names of supposed 
CIA agents to Agee or his accomplices? 

Ms. Doggett. I understand actually only from reading our FBI 
files in preparation for coming down here that there was some con- 
tact with Mr. Agee when he was preparing his book. However, I 
will have to plead ignorance — it was before my time and I don't 
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know what the nature of that contact was. I have never heard it 
mentioned otherwise. 

Mr. Sensenbrenner. Mr. Agee, I believe, was a person who pub- 
Ushed a book that resulted in the assassination of a CIA agent in 
Athens, Greece when the information became public, which per- 
suaded even this subcommittee to put some restrictions on the pub- 
lication of those types of information. 

I would just like to draw it to your attention that in the acknowl- 
edgement on the back of Mr. Agee^s book called "Inside the Compa- 
ny: CIA Diary'' published by Penguin Press, it specifically gives 
credit to ''John Gerassi, Nicki Szulc, and Michael Locker of the 
North American Congress for Latin America, NACLA, obtained 
vital research materials in New York and Washington, DC' 

I would request you to submit in writing to the committee exact- 
ly what the relationship was there, and what types of information 
Mr. Agee is giving NACLA credit for supplying him. 

Mr. Edwards. Are there any other questions, counsel? 

Mr. Slobodin. Yes. I have some questions for Mr. Lent. 

Mr. Lent, I am going to give you an opportunity to I guess clear 
up the record since you have said a number of things said about 
your organization aren't true. 

Let me start off— the May 9th, 1984 issue of the Guardian report- 
ed that, quote, ''A CISPES conference of national coordinators 
voted earlier this year to include defense of the Sandinista revolu- 
tion and support for the revolutionary movement of Guatemala's 
part of its El Salvador solidarity work." 

Now, can you confirm that happened at the conference, and is 
that your organization's position now? 

Mr. Lent. Our position on Nicaragua is that Nicaragua is a sov- 
ereign state. The United States has no right to overthrow the Nica- 
raguan Government. 

In the case of Guatemala — let's look at the history of what has 
happened in Guatemala over the last 50 years. 

Mr. Slobodin. Well, let's not because I have got some other ques- 
tions that I have to get into. 

How was your organization set up? I mean, you said that the 
statements about the founding of your organization are not accu- 
rate. What is the official version of your founding of it? 

Mr. Lent. There were two national, or regional conferences, one 
on the East Coast, one on the West Coast, in October of 1980. In 
both instances there were approximately 30 to 40 local groups 
which had been involved in human rights and non-intervention 
work around Central America that participated in those confer- 
ences as well as religious and peace organizations. 

Mr. Slobodin. How about the Salvadoran Communist Party? Do 
they have any role? 

Mr. Lent. No, none whatsoever. 

Mr. Slobodin. You know nothing about Farid Handal? 
Mr. Lent. No.

Mr. Lent. I know who Farid Handal is. He is one of the leaders 
of the FMLN in El Salvador. 
Mr. Slobodin. Do you know Arnoldo Ramos? 
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Mr. Lent. Sure. 

Mr. Slobodin. Who is he? 

Mr. Lent. He is a representative — or he was a representative of 
the FMLN/FDR in this country. 
Mr. Slobodin. Is he a member of your organization? 
Mr. Lent. No, he is not. 

Mr. Slobodin. Why, then — and this is from a copy of the Daily 
World, January 20th, 1983 — does he identify himself as from 
CISPES. 

Mr. Lent. A mistake. 

Mr. Slobodin. It says ''Friday, January 21st, the Central Ameri- 
can revolution and the responsibility to the U.S. Left, Hear Ar- 
noldo Ramos, CISPES, at the West Side Marxist Center, 955 West 
10th Avenue." 

Do you have any idea who your members are? 

Mr. Lent. He is not a member of CISPES, and never has been, as 
far as I know. 

Mr. Slobodin. So there may be, in fact, people out there that are 
using the CISPES label without your knowledge? 

Mr. Lent. Obviously it was a mistake in the quote or statement 
from the article. 

Mr. Slobodin. Well, you don't admit that there is ever a possibil- 
ity that he could have been using CISPES label without your ap- 
proval? 

Mr. Lent. No. 

Mr. Slobodin. Why? 

Mr. Lent. Because this is the first instance I have ever heard of 
an3rthing like this. And, again, I think it was a misquote within the 
article. 

Mr. Slobodin. Why would the FBI Director testify under oath 
before this subcommittee that there are wide range of individuals 
within your organization that they would have a foreign counterin- 
telligence interest? 

Mr. Lent. I think they are wrong. 

Mr. Slobodin. You are saying the FBI Director is lying? 
Mr. Lent. I am saying that his information is wrong and that, 
yes, he is incorrect. 

Mr. Slobodin. He is a liar. Okay. 
Mr. Lent. You called him that. 

Mr. Slobodin. Have you ever met any of these people before? 
Mr. Lent. These people here? 

Mr. Slobodin. Yes, do you have a network that works with — 
Mr. Lent. I am from San Francisco. I know Gus Schultz. I mean, 

yes, I have met some of these people here before and others I 

haven't. 

Mr. Slobodin. Are some of them members of CISPES? 
Mr. Lent. Not that I know of. 
Mr. Slobodin. Okay. 

Does your organization support the Communist guerrillas in El 
Salvador ? 

Ms. Ratner. Can I interrupt for a minute? 

I think given the spirit in which this group was invited here and 
the thought about encouraging dissent, it is exactly the kind of at- 
titude that the counsel here is expressing that gives FBI agents the 
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feeling that they are serving their country by doing the things that 
we don't want them to do. 

Mr. Slobodin. You are making a claim that information about 
these groups is not accurate. I am trying to get clarification for the 
record. 

I understand— let's see— that letter that Mr. White was sending 
out, let me quote here, he says: "If American laws have been vio- 
lated, the facts must be uncovered." 

Now— this is from his fund-raising letter that he was sending 
out. 

Ms. Ratner. But when you asked Mr. Lent about something that 
Mr. Webster said in secret session, it is very hard for him to 
answer. 

Mr. Slobodin. That was not secret. That was an open session. 
*Tf American laws have been violated, the facts must be uncov- 
ered.'' 

Are you opposed, Mr. Lent, to any investigation into the diver- 
sion of funds that has been alleged in a Washington Times article 
to Marxist guerrillas in El Salvador? 

Mr. Lent. What I was saying earlier in my testimony is this: We 
have been under investigation now for five to six years. We have 24 
FBI field offices participating in the investigation. We have had in- 
filtrators. We have been harassed. We have been victims of disin- 
formation campaigns. 

Mr. Slobodin. You mentioned that. I would like an answer to my 
question. 

Mr. Lent. And in none of those six years have any individual 
CISPES member- 
Mr. Slobodin. Could I have an answer to my question, though— 
you have mentioned that — and that is, do you oppose an investiga- 
tion into the— Representative Hyde has asked for an investigation. 

Mr. Lent. That is what I have been saying— we oppose this in- 
vestigation. We are doing nothing illegal. All of our documents are 
public, and we have been under investigation now for six years. 

Mr. Slobodin. If you are not going to allow, or if you are going to 
oppose investigation and a diversion of funds from humanitarian 
aid that you are telling your members that's going to El Salvador- 
an refugees, and they are going to Marxist guerrillas, then why are 
you calling for an investigation of the Contras? 

Mr. Ratner. The FBI has been spending plenty of time investi- 
gating many of the people at this table. 
Mr. Slobodin. Well, this isn't from the FBI- 
Mr. Ratner. It is about time you maybe started investigating 
some of the allegations that people from the Central America 
movement are making. 

Mr. Slobodin. Mr. Ratner, this isn't from the FBI. This is from 
cables, unclassified cables, from the Embassy in San Salvador, that 
totally contradict a number of statements that Mr. Lent has made. 

And it points out here, "CISPES hopes to raise $250,000 for the 
Non-Governmental Human Rights Commission in El Salvador , 
which has been identified as an FMLN Front Group by former 
CDHES leaders." 

Mr. Lent. First of all, that's not true. But, second of all, again— 
there have been all these investigations, and I am sure they have 
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looked into that matter prior to this time and uncovered no evi- 
dence in order to bring anyone to prosecution or carry out any 
kind of legal action against any member of CISPES then I would 
presume it is time for the FBI to end its investigation. 

Mr. Slobodin. I have no further questions, Mr. Chairman. 

Mr. Edwards. Thank you all. You have been very helpful and 
you have made a great record and we are very grateful for you 
coming here today. 

[Whereupon, at 12:20 p.m., the subcommittee was adjourned.]

The subcommittee met, pursuant to call, at 10:05 a.m., in room 
2237, Rayburn House Office Building, Hon. Don Edwards [chair- 
man of the subcommittee] presiding. 

Present: Representatives Edwards, Kastenmeier, Schroeder, and 
Sensenbrenner. 

Staff present: James X. Dempsey, assistant counsel; Alan M. Slo- 
bodin, associate counsel; and Deborah K. Ward, clerical staff. 
Mr. Edwards. The subcommittee will come to order. 
Mr. Kastenmeier? 

Mr. Kastenmeier. Mr. Chairman, I ask unanimous consent that 
the subcommittee permit coverage of this hearing in whole or in 
part by television broadcast, radio broadcast, or still photography, 
in accordance with the Committee Rule 5. 

Mr. Edwards. Without objection, so ordered. 

We are going to continue today the hearings that we commenced 
yesterday, the general subject being the rash of break-ins that have 
taken place throughout the country over the past number of 
months. 

The witnesses yesterday were all victims, from various churches 
and organizations, who felt that these burglaries had a political 
intent. We are going to first hear from the Center for Constitution- 
al Rights in New York, which has been monitoring these break-ins, 
and vigorously invoking the Freedom of Information Act to deter- 
mine whether the FBI is involved in the surveillance of lawful dis- 
sident groups. 

After we hear from the Center, we are going to hear from the 
FBI, and I believe the Justice Department, regarding the break-ins. 
After that, we are going to hear from Mr. Frank Varolii of Dallas, 
Texas, who has made allegations about break-ins in Dallas, as well 
about other disturbing matters. 

The FBI has told us they will respond to Mr. Varelli's allega- 
tions, but they are not prepared to do so today, except on the ques- 
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tion of break-ins, because they actually haven't heard Mr. Varelli 
yet, and that certainly is reasonable. 

We accept that. The main focus of today's hearings is the break- 
ins as described by the witnesses yesterday. 

The Bureau has also said that it will respond to Mr. Varelli's 
charges only behind closed doors. That the subcommittee cannot 
accept. These are matters of public concern and must be aired pub- 
licly. 

Mr. Sensenbrenner, do you have a statement? 

Mr. Sensenbrenner. Thank you very much, Mr. Chairman. 

At yesterday's hearing, I inserted into the record a copy of your 
December 5, 1986 letter to Attorney General Meese about your 
belief that the FBI had jurisdiction over the ICDP break-in. You 
stated your belief was based on Federal civil rights statutes that 
protect the right to petition, activity ICDP was engaged in. 

In describing these activities, you noted that the Center was "ac- 
tively involved with the Legislative Branch in the development of 
policy," and ''has been working at the request of Senator John 
Kerry to investigate the private supply network" of the Contras. 

These representations seemed to make the difference in getting 
the FBI to do a preliminary investigation into the break-ins. 
Indeed, today's testimony from the Justice Department says that 
your description of the Center's activities as 'lobbying and working 
with Congress," suggested a possible basis for Federal jurisdiction. 

Mr. Chairman, the Center can't have it both ways. Either they 
lobby without a tax exemption and thus possibly get Federal juris- 
diction for an FBI investigation, or they are a tax-exempt, non-lob- 
bying outfit unentitled to FBI jurisdiction. 

Your representations, as well as Mr. Mattison's statements sup- 
port characterizations of the Center's activity as lobbying. It sug- 
gests a legitimate basis for the IRS to investigate the Center for 
non-political reasons. 

An additional item, Mr. Chairman I was totally unimpressed by 
the panel's testimony with respect to the FBI. Not one witness pre- 
sented a scintilla of evidence linking the FBI to their particular 
break-ins. 

Sweeping and conclusory statements about the FBI were made 
without pointing to any supporting facts in those incidents. Time 
and time again, witnesses based such statements on beliefs, suspi- 
cions, feelings or assumptions. 

If we are engaged in a serious investigative function, we must 
look for facts and not speculations. Yesterday, certain organiza- 
tions challenged certain allegations about their ties to terrorist 
groups. 

They demanded a high degree of skepticism about such charges. 
We should at least expect the same standard of skepticism from 
the subcommittee about charges concerning our highly regarded 
FBI. 

I would like to make two other comments. First of all, relating to 
the two witnesses this morning, who are lead-off today. The 
Ratners were sworn, they did appear yesterday, they did actively 
participate in yesterday's hearing. 
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It is unprecedented before this subcommittee to give a witness 
two kicks at the cat, and I object to having the Ratners back to tes- 
tify again today, when they had their chance to do so yesterday. 

Secondly, if the FBI wishes to give this subcommittee informa- 
tion about ongoing investigations behind closed doors, I believe that 
they should be entitled to do so. 

There is precedent for an executive session in this subcommittee, 
which was held about five years ago, on the subject of the publica- 
tion of names of FBI witnesses in legislation the subcommittee was 
considering to restrict that. 

I think that, given the seriousness of the charges that have been 
levied against the FBI, the FBI ought to be given the opportunity 
to respond in the forum that they deem is proper. 

I certainly do not think we should publicize ongoing investiga- 
tions in the press, particularly since the Justice Department is a 
defendant in the lawsuit that Mr. Varolii is actively pursuing. 

So, I would hope that the FBI would be given the opportunity to 
complete the record. If the FBI requires an executive session to do 
that, so be it. The subcommittee can always release executive ses- 
sion by majority vote after it is given, but to prevent the FBI from 
giving it to begin with, I think is a breach of faith and attempts to 
stack the deck. 

Thank you. 

Mr. Edwards. Mr. Kastenmeier, do you have a statement? 

Mr. Kastenmeier. I have no opening statement, Mr. Chairman. 

Mr. Edwards. Mrs. Schroeder, do you have a statement? 

Mrs. Schroeder. No, I have no statement. 

Mr. Edwards. Will the witnesses please rise? 

[Witnesses sworn.] 

TESTIMONY OF MARGARET RATNER AND MICHAEL RATNER, 
CENTER FOR CONSTITUTIONAL RIGHTS, NEW YORK, NY 

Ms. Margaret Ratner. I do. 
Mr. Michael Ratner. I do. 

Mr. Edwards. Our witnesses this morning are Michael Ratner 
and Margaret Ratner, representing the Center for Constitutional 
Rights in New York, New York. You will please limit your testimo- 
ny to something around five minutes. 

Without objection, your full statement will be made part of the 
record. We have quite a full schedule here. 

Ms. Margaret Ratner. I would like to thank Chairman Edwards 
and the committee for inviting us down here today, and also for 
holding these two days of hearings, which we think are critically 
important in terms of oversight of FBI intelligence-gathering ac- 
tivities. 

Michael Ratner, the Legal Director of the Center, will submit 
this testimony, and speak after me. I would also like to thank 
Anne Marie Buitrago who worked with the FOIA documentation, 
who has done a tremendous amount of work analyzing the docu- 
ments that we received under the Freedom of Information Act, and 
her report, I believe, is before you. 

The Center for Constitutional Rights was founded in 1967, out of 
the southern civil rights struggle. We are a legal and educational 
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organization dedicated to advancing the rights guaranteed in the 
Bill of Rights, and enforcing the rights in the Universal Declara- 
tion of Human Rights. 

We are not new to the area of intelligence-gathering. In 1972, we 
brought the landmark case, United States against the United 
States District Court, which resulted in a decision which denied 
power to the Executive to authorize warrantless internal security 
wiretaps. 

We have brought numerous other similar actions, includmg ac- 
tions against black bag jobs committed by the FBI in the sixties. 

I want to put the burglary pattern into a context, if I might. We 
were concerned over the potential of spying on groups involved in 
Central American activity, and groups working for peace, begin- 
ning in 1981, because of a number of things that happened. 

First of all, there was the Heritage Foundation report, which 
came before President Reagan took office, which called for separa- 
tion of criminal investigation from intelligence-gathering activity. 
Then, there was Executive Order 12333, which Reagan decided to 
enact immediately, which extended surveillance justifications im- 
mensely. 

Then there was the pardoning of Felt and Miller, who were the 
two FBI agents convicted of authorizing black bag jobs. 

Finally, there was the EISA application made by the Department 
of Justice in June of 1981. That application was for a surreptitious 
entry. The court decided that it had no jurisdiction to rule on it, 
and the Justice Department interpreted that ruling as saying that 
the Executive had inherent power to carry out such activities. 

All of these things happened very soon after this committee and 
other committees were very concerned about the intelligence-gath- 
ering activities that had occurred in the sixties and early seventies. 

At that point, in 1982, because of these factors, we filed a lawsuit 
challenging the Executive Order 12333 on behalf of over 30 groups, 
including church groups and including, interestingly enough, 
CISPES. 

That challenge said that the Executive Order 12333 was a viola- 
tion of the First and Fourth Amendments to the United States 
Constitution. The court dismissed the complaint on the grounds 
that we had not shown actual injury, and that arguing potential 
injury or future injury under the Order was insufficient. 

At that point, too, we also conducted a survey to determine 
whether these factors and the Executive Order had caused an in- 
crease of surveillance activity, and at that point, we found none. 

Two years later, however, we found an immense increase in ac- 
tivity. We began to get a lot of reports, and we formed the Move- 
ment Support Network to collect this information and to document 

The work of the Movement Support Network resulted last year 
in the hearings on FBI visits to returnees from Nicaragua before 
this committee, and the hearings today. 

I just want to summarize the finding of the Movement Support 
Network to put the burglary incidents into a context. 

First of all, we have the issue of FBI visits. Last year. Judge 
Webster acknowledged that over 100 persons who visited Nicara- 
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gua were visited. There were also visits to people who visited vari- 
ous embassies, and also visits to people who just attended meetings. 

We catalogued 29 incidents of such visits; 11 occurring after the 
1985 hearings that were held by this committee. Among the groups 
that the individuals who were visited are affiliated with are the 
Inter-Religious Foundation for Community Organization, the Nica- 
ragua Construction Brigade, the Committee on U.S.-Latin Ameri- 
can Relations, Technica, Friends of Nicaraguan Culture, Casa El 
Salvador, CISPES, Westchester People's Action Coalition, MADRE 
and Witness for Peace. 

The examples of these visits are included in the testimony, and I 
will not go through them at this time. 

In terms of Customs activity in intelligence-gathering, there is no 
question that there has been a pattern of Customs seizing material, 
photocopying it, and then turning it over to the FBI. Customs has a 
computer information service called TECS, which is the Treasury 
Enforcement Communications System, and much of the informa- 
tion is immediately put into that computer. 

The rest of the information that is seized from the travelers is 
sent over to the FBI. We have brought two lawsuits to challenge 
this activity, and since the bringing of these lawsuits, some limita- 
tions have in fact occurred. 

However, the FBI has refused to be bound by any settlement, 
and says that it may maintain these intelligence files. 

One incident I just want to refer to very quickly, and you will see 
the documents attached beginning on page 40 of the appendix, are 
documents that were seized from a returning Nicaraguan traveler 
on August 6, 1985. 

As you can see. Customs took a series of documents from the 
traveler, sent them to the FBI, and these documents then became 
part of an FBI file, although was no crime committed. And you will 
notice that the distribution was to 15 FBI offices. Those documents 
are to be found on pages 40 through 47 of the appendix. 

The other thing I would like to mention about Customs is that 
since this summer it has periodically been passing out a form 
which is on pajge 39 of the appendix. That form is distributed to 
travelers to Nicaragua. We have been in contact with Customs 
about this form, and they say that it is voluntary. However, it has 
been our experience, based on the reports of travelers, that most of 
the time, they are not told that this form is voluntary. As you can 
see from the questions asked on one form, it is used as another 
method of illegal intelligence-gathering. In fact, we don't know 
whether this form, once it is filled out, is sent over to the FBI. 

An interesting factor about the sharing of information appeared 
in a recent UPI report which reported David Hoover, a Customs 
Service spokesman, sa3dng that it was his sense that the FBI, the 
IRS and the Customs Service shared information on visits to Nica- 
ragua. He said the three agencies share computerized data all the 
time, and it was nothing unusual. 

We have already reported to this committee previously about the 
IRS problems that travelers to Nicaragua have been experiencing. 
We have documented 12 people who visited Nicaragua whose tax 
returns have been audited, six were audited within two months of 
their return. We wonder whether this Treasury Enforcement Com- 
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munications System computer is not hooked into the IRS computer 
and somehow a traveler from Nicaragua may get extra points on 
the point system for audits. If this happens we think it would be 
highly irregular. i r 

We mentioned yesterday the organizations that have also been 
notified about IRS audits: Quixote Center, Sojourners and the 
International Center for Development Policy. 

There have been numerous mail problems; you heard from 
Garret Brown yesterday, about the mail problems that NICA expe- 
rienced. Other groups have reported similar incidents. 

There have also been numerous incidents of telephone difficulties 
experienced by these Central American groups. I am only going to 
mention two, and those are particularly peculiar, because these two 
incidents are an overhearing of actual conversation that is taking 
place 

At the Home for Peace and Justice, a woman heard a recording 
of a conversation that she had had minutes before with another 
employee of the Home. At the Thomas Merton Center, a woman 
heard a conversation that the employees of the Merton Center 
were having contemporaneously even though she was picking up a 
different phone in a different location. 

Summarizing the burglary situation, we have reports of 58 bur- 
glaries relating to 35 organizations. If you just for a minute com- 
pare this number to the number of complaints that we received 
from Nicaragua travelers, we had reports of about a third of the 
total number of visits, so we can perhaps say that the number 58 
may represent one third of the total burglaries. 

There are many organizations which are afraid of making public 
the problems they have been having, and other people just don t 
know about us, so we don't get a report from them. 

Of the 58 burglaries, 35 are against organizations doing Central 
America protest work, 15 are against sanctuary groups, 12 burgla- 
ries have been committed against individuals who have been affili- 
ated with organizations. 

The pattern that we saw yesterday is quite clear. The targets are 
those opposed to various Central American policies. Many are sub- 
jects of, or at least referenced in, FBI files. 

There is obviously no pecuniary interest, and there is no greed 
expressed on the part of the burglars. Only rarely is something of 
value taken 

There is an interest in only certain types of materials. There 
have been mailing lists taken, or photographs presumably, comput- 
er disks containing mailing lists and donor lists have been taken or 
such organizational information is often left spread upon the desk. 
Other information of interest to the burglars are the work plans, 
information about travel to Central America, legal files, refugee 
files, and membership lists. 

In fact, of all of the burglaries, only two have been reported 
solved, and there has been only one conviction. One of those that 
was solved was at Pico Rivera Church. There was a confession 
taken from a suspected culprit, but for some reason, that confes- 
sion could not be used. 
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You heard yesterday from Garret Brown about one of the eight 
burglaries at OCBC, which was of a different nature, and that one 
had been solved. 

In talking about the political nature of these burglaries, aside 
from the nature of the organizations and the nature of the files 
that appear to be of interest to the burglars, we have a few other 
indications of political motivation and they come in the form of the 
notes left in some of the burglaries. 

Mr. Brown mentioned yesterday that a note was left at one of 
the burglaries at Old Cambridge Church. It said "The Great Grin- 
gos: You are going to save my Indian-Hispano friends? You? Don't 
make me cry. 

Other burglaries have had swastikas painted on various doors. 
One burglary had a peculiar note that read, "KGB Fox Red." 
Money is sometimes ripped up and spread upon the desk top, or if 
money is found, it is sometimes spread out. 

We think these are further indications of the political nature of 
these burglaries. The burglars tend to know the schedules of the 
organizations, when people will be there, when people will not be 
there, they seem to know which rooms to enter, and they seem to 
come around the time of an event, whether it is the time a church 
has announced sanctuary, or when a Central American protest 
group has announced a mobilization or something of that nature. 

Michael Ratner will complete our testimony. 

Mr. Michael Ratner. Thank you, Mr. Chairman, and members 
of the committee. 

What I want to do this morning, very briefly, is to demonstrate 
that the incidents that have been gathered by the Center for Con- 
stitutional Rights are reinforced by many facts, gathered from our 
Freedom of Information Act files, and from other sources and they 
indicate that right now, in this country, there is massive surveil- 
lance going on against people dissenting from U.S. Central Ameri- 
can foreign policy. 

That surveillance, as I said, is extremely massive, it is intrusive, 
and I think it is putting the FBI back in the business of being a 
thought police on Americans who .are telling their government that 
they disagree with policies around Central America. 

Attached to the submitted statement are some FBI documents. 
Those documents do two things. First, they tell us that there is a 
heavy investigation going on of the Committee in Solidarity with 
the People of El Salvador. Documents showing this are at page 73 
and 74 of the appendix. 

These documents reveal a number of things about that investiga- 
tion. I should say that the FBI has been doing incredible foot-drag- 
ging on our Freedom of Information Act request with regard to 
CISPES. We made a request on May 30 of this year. In my last call 
with the FBI I was informed that the documents were in classifica- 
tion review, and that the FBI, as if they had only one copy of the 
documents, had to use those documents to respond to a civil suit, 
presumably Mr. Varelli's civil suit. The official said that it might 
take as much as another year to get any documents regarding 
Dallas CISPES and national CISPES. 

What I have been able to squeeze out of the FBI are just a few 
documents, but they reveal a lot. The first document which is on 
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page 73, basically states that there is an investigation on the Com- 
mittee in Solidarity With the People of El Salvador. 

What is interesting about that document is in some ways, it con- 
firms what Mr. Varelli has said. It would only be an FBI employee 
who would know, as Mr. Varelli said, that Dallas was the office of 
origin for that investigation. . ,i . nr- 

Underneath it, it says "00:DL," Dallas, meanmg that the office 
of origin for the entire CISPES investigation around the country is 
Dallas, 

The second thing that is interesting about that document, is that 
it demonstrates how massively CISPES is being surveilled. They 
have what is the equivalent of a "cc" on the bottom two docu- 
ments, showing where they sent copies of FBI reports. 

This document, for example, is going from the Washington tield 
office to 23 other FBI offices in this country. 

I think there are possibly 50 FBI offices, I am not sure of the 
number, but it is clear that over half the FBI offices in the country 
are investigating CISPES. „^ ^ tx • 

The second document I have is on page 75 of the appendix, it is a 
newspaper article. Of course, the FBI is well known for liking to 
clip newspapers. The article concerns, interestingly, the Center for 
Constitutional Rights' accusation that the FBI is harassing and sur- 
veilling people involved in Central America dissent. 

What the document also does is give us another very important 
clue about the CISPES investigation. It says that the character of 
the classification is "terrorism," and the document is part of what 
is called a "199" file. A "199" file, as you see in the upper right- 
hand corner of the document, refers to what is called countenntel- 
liffence 

That* means that the CISPES investigation is basically being car- 
ried out under the counterintelligence, international terrorism cat- 
egory. This tells us something very important about the scope and 
the justification for the CISPES investigation. , ^ ^ 

When I heard today the FBI wanted to testify m secret about 
this investigation, because it is supposedly secret and concerns na- 
tional security, terrorism, counterintelligence, I v/as surprised be- 
cause there is no secret about the CISPES investigation. 

We have the documents that say, ''counterintelligence, terror- 
ism,'' and that 24 offices of the FBI are surveilling CISPES. So, I 
am not sure what they are talking about in wanting to testify in 
secret 

The document on page 75 of the appendix also states another im- 
portant point about FBI investigations. Once it investigates one or- 
ganization such as CISPES, that investigation opens up a window 
for surveilling hundreds of other organizations, and thousands of 
other Americans. . j v a 

What you can see the FBI has done on this page is underline and 
check off certain words, meaning that those groups or individuals 
have become the subject of main files opened or they have become 
see-references, and are of investigative interest to the FBI. 

You can see on page 75, Edward Haase is checked off and under- 
lined. He was our client who had his address book taken away by 
the FBI at Customs. 
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Garret Brown is also underlined and checked off. This is a 1985 
document. Garret Brown testified yesterday. Underlined and 
checked off. The Ecumenical Refugee Council in Milwaukee, under- 
lined and checked off. So, you can see what happens is that the FBI 
opens an investigation, and then it acts as an open window on the 
lawful dissent of hundreds and thousands of Americans. 

One other thing about the so-called counterintelligence-terrorism 
method of investigating CISPES. Mr. Varolii, I think, will testify 
that he was in CISPES for three and a half years. He never found 
CISPES to have committed any crime except for civil disobedience. 

In the 5- or 6-year investigation of CISPES, there was never a 
crime found to have been committed by CISPES. Yet, for some 
reason, under this counterintelligence investigation, the FBI is per- 
mitted for 6 years to spy on a domestic organization operating law- 
fully, utilizing the most intrusive techniques. Mr. Varolii will have 
more to say about this. 

What do I think is going on here? In the seventies the investiga- 
tion of this committee and others resulted in Attorney General 
Levi issuing a series of guidelines which sharply limited domestic 
national security investigations. There were maybe a dozen such 
investigations after those guidelines came out. 

What the FBI is doing is merely shuttling those domestic nation- 
al security investigations into a counterintelligence investigation 
category, and using the foreign link to justify that kind of investi- 
gation. 

Looking back on investigations of the Vietnam protesters a few 
years ago, those were under the domestic security guidelines and 
could probably not be investigated anymore. 

But what the FBI can now simply say is Vietnam, foreign con- 
nection, therefore counterintelligence guidelines. So what you have 
is a real hole in the domestic security guidelines. Simply because a 
group is involved in dissenting on a U.S. foreign policy, the FBI can 
open a 6-year intrusive investigation, and never really find any- 
thing of criminal conduct. 

In terms of the window that is being opened once you do that to 
one group in the United States, the document on page 76 shows 
how wide that window is. That document, entitled ''Salvadoran 
Leftist Activity in the United States,' —putting the FBI into the 
business of monitoring leftist activities in the United States— that 
starts off about CISPES, saying Pittsburgh has identified a chapter 
of the Committee in Solidarity with the People of El Salvador, 
CISPES, that is active in its division. 

This chapter calls itself the Central American Mobilization Coali- 
tion. Well, there you have it. CISPES is a member of the Central 
American coalition, which includes a wide variety of groups and 
this permits the FBI to surveil all of them. 

Then the FBI finds some literature put out by the Central Amer- 
ican coalition, and that leads agents to still other groups. They 
start with the New England Central America Network, which you 
can see on the next page of that document has been underlined, 
checked off, and referenced or filed. 

Then they have Network in Solidarity with the Guatemalan 
People, underlined, checked and see-referenced. Then they have 
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the National Network in Solidarity with the Nicaraguan People, 
underlined, checked off and see-referenced. 

Then they say the Central American Coalition, which they have 
gotten through the CISPES file, is supported by a group called the 
Thomas Merton Center in Pittsburgh, and that they describe as a 
ministry for peace and justice. 

So, you have CISPES, leading to the Central American Coalition, 
leading to the Thomas Merton Center. The Thomas Merton Center, 
the FBI says appears to act as the headquarters, they add that also 
supporting CAMC is the Socialist Workers Party, and the Young 
Lawyers Guild. 

The wide window created by putting the CISPES investigation 
into the foreign counterintelligence category results in surveillance 
of the Socialist Workers Party, an FBI investigation which sup- 
posedly ended a number of years ago. 

So, it is obvious that through the use of the foreign counterintel- 
ligence category, the FBI is back in the business of being a thought 
police. 

I want to make two other points, before I close. 

First is about the use of informers. The subcommittee will hear 
from Mr. Varolii today. He is only one of the many informants that 
I think have infiltrated both CISPES chapters and other groups 
doing Central American work. 

One of the documents we got back from the FBI on the Old Cam- 
bridge Baptist Church, which houses the NICA office, which you 
heard yesterday was burglarized, said they could not give us the in- 
formation because it would reveal the confidentiality of an inform- 
ant. So, we know there is an informant somewhere in the old Cam- 
bridge Baptist Church. You obviously have heard about the use of 
informants against the sanctuary movement. Mr. Frank Varelli 
will testify that he spent three and a half years as an informant in 
CISPES for the FBI, and that he helped recruit informants for 
other offices, and he knows of informants in other organizations. 

I just want to point out the dangers of informants. Informants 
are more intrusive than burglaries and wiretaps. They are vacuum 
cleaners. They go in there and they take everything. They can take 
every piece of paper, every conversation, they can even be involved 
in leadership of an organization. There is no warrant requirement 
for informers. I just want to emphasize that the use of informants 
should be looked at by this committee. 

What I think will astound most Americans is the FBI basically 
says that it has the authority to do exactly what I described. First, 
it believes it has the authority to investigate groups it thinks are 
foreign connected, involved in foreign affairs, or engaged in dissent 
on foreign policy issues. 

Second, it believes it has the authority to put infiltrators and in- 
formants into groups, and third and most amazingly, under the Ex- 
ecutive Order 12333, it believes it has the authority to do warrant- 
less burglaries. 

I believe there is absolutely no authority under our Constitution 
to do burglaries, surreptitious entries, unconsented physical 
searches, whatever you want to call them, without a warrant. 
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Those are the three things the FBI claims it can do without 
there being any evidence of a crime. Those are what they have 
been doing to the Central American movement. 

I want to say a word about the investigation of the burglaries 
that the FBI has not undertaken. It is, as you know, supposedly in- 
vestigating the burglary of Bob White's office on the ground that 
the International Center for Development Policy was petitioning 
Congress or involved in some way with the Legislative Branch, and 
therefore exercising First Amendment rights. 

The evidence to date raises a strong presumption that the other 
burglaries are similar in the sense that they also interfere with 
people's First Amendment rights. The burglaries intimidate people, 
disrupting their exercise of First Amendment rights to speech and 
to petition for redress of grievances. 

These burglaries are not petty crimes made for gain. Nothing of 
value is taken. Considering this circumstance, and the fact that 
they are conducted against groups exercising their First Amend- 
ment rights — groups that lobby Congress, groups involved in dis- 
sent and First Amendment activity in the United States — and the 
fact that even Mr, Webster has admitted there is an obvious pat- 
tern to them, it is pretty amazing to me that the FBI has not un- 
dertaken an investigation. There is clear Federal authority for 
doing that; it is the Federal authority they are using to investigate 
the burglary of Bob White's office, and that is 18 U.S.C. section 
241. 

That section makes it a crime if two or more persons conspire to 
injure, oppress, threaten or intimidate any citizen in the free exer- 
cise of any right or privilege secured to him by the Constitution or 
laws of the United States, or because of his having exercised the 
same. 

That basically says if I am exercising my First Amendment 
rights, whether it is a private person in a conspiracy to get at my 
rights, or a Federal official or State official to get at my Federal 
rights, there is clear Federal jurisdiction for investigating those 
burglaries. 

That leads me to the point of who is responsible for these burgla- 
ries. We have said that we think this investigation should be done 
by the FBI, we think there also may be FBI involvement in these 
burglaries. 

To that extent, I think we cannot necessarily trust the FBI to do 
a thorough investigation for a couple of reasons: First, the FBI 
thinks it actually has the legal authority to do these burglaries, so 
it is not going to make an admission, if they believe that they have 
the authority. 

The last thing I am going to say is that we want all surveillance 
of Central American dissenting groups to end. It should stop now. 

Secondly, the FBI should not be permitted or authorized to do 
warrantless burglaries. Third, it should not be permitted to infil- 
trate groups or organizations engaged in First Amendment activi- 
ties or be allowed to engage in activities without warrants. 

Finally, the FBI should not be able to carry out full-scale investi- 
gations of groups who are not suspected of crimes. Thank you very 
much. 

[The prepared statement of Mr. Ratner and Ms. Ratner follows:] 
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SUMMARY OF TESTIIIONY OF THE CENTER FOR CONSTITUTIONAL RIGHTS 

Evidence collected by the Center For Constitutional 
Rights establishes that over the last six years the FBI has 
engaged in massive surveillance of organizations and persons 
opposed to administration policies in Central America. Files 
have been maintained on scores, if not hundreds, of such 
groups. There are 17 volumesQf FBI files on the Committee 
In Solidarity with the People of El Salvador (CISPES) alone. 
One FBI document in our possession shows that FBI offices in 
23 different cities were conduct'ing surveillance of CISPES. 
Each of these offices has its own^ISPES files. 

Another document shows how the CISPES investigation was 
used to provide a window to spy on other groups, such as the 
Network in Solidarity with the Guatemalan People (NISGUA) , 
the National Network in Solidarity with the Nicaraguan People 
(NNSNP) , the Central American Mobilization Coalition (CAMC) 
(Pittsburgh) , the Thomas Ilerton Center (Pittsburgh) and the 
New England Central American Network (NECAN) (Boston) . 

All of the cxtreniely intrusive spying techniques — which 
we thought had been finally discredited in the wake of the 
Watergate scandal — continue to be employed against 
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administration opponents, including the use of informers and 
infiltrators, burglaries, interrogations, disruption, wire- 
tapping, overreaching border searches by Customs and the FBI, 
IRS audits, and mail surveillance. 

These techniques are utilized against groups and indi- 
viduals who are not even suspected of crimes. In the 
five-year investigation of CISPES, not a scintilla of evi- 
dence was developed to link the organization with criminal 
activity. CISPES was simply treated as an "enemy" because of 
its opposition to U.S. intervention in Central America. 

We believe that the FBI is functioning as a "thought 
police." The massive program of spying on dissenters, 
however, comes as no surprise to observers of President 
Reagan. This administration took office on a platform that 
promised increased emphasis on intelligence activities. It 
should be remembered that one of Reagan's earliest acts upon 
taking office was to pardon two ex-FBI agents who were 
convicted of authorizing illegal burglaries. A Heritage 
Foundation report, requested by the administration, recom- 
mended a harder line against domestic opposition groups, and 
asserted that the FBI should be permitted to conduct 
break-ins without warrants. In 1981 President Reagan issued a 
new executive order governing the intelligence agencies which 
authorized surveillance of Americans who are neither suspect- 
ed of a crime nor of being foreign agents. The order 
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specifically gives the FBI broad authority to engage in 
warrantless burglaries against Americans and allows the 
placement of undercover agents in domestic groups. 

It is against this background that the pattern of 
break-ins must be evaluated. [See attached lists.] Our 
office has documented 58 burglaries directed against individ- 
uals and organizations which oppose administration Central 
American policies. All involve a similar modus operandi : 
nothing of value is taken, although items of value are 
readily available; the intruders are familiar with the 
victims' schedules , and the locations of offices and files; 
the files that apparently attract attention contain member- 
ship lists, donor lists, lists of refugees given sanctuary, 
etc.; and files are obviously rifled and left strewn about. 
In only one incident was a perpetrator arrested and convict- 
ed. 

Frank Varelli, an e::-FBI operative, states that the FBI 
engaged in burglaries against Dallas CISPES, giving further 
confirmation to our view that the government may be respon- 
sible for some or all of these burglaries. Other factors 
create a strong presumption that these burglaries are not 
carried out by ordinary criminals: there is no pecuniary 
motive; they are geographically widespread and follov; a 
definite pattern; and the targets are a specific category of 
groups and individuals. Moreover, the FBI claims it has the 
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legal authority to commit burglaries and, coincidentally , it 
is investigating many of the groups which have been burglar- 
ized . 

Vie recommend that the gathering of intelligence about 
groups and individuals opposed to administration Central 
America policies be stopped: FBI visits should be authorized 
only when linked to criminal activities; Customs and the FBI 
should be prohibited from using the border search exemption 
to the Fourth Amendment to gather intelligence; the IRS and 
the Postal Service must not be allowed to harass and gather 
intelligence about administration "enemies;" infiltration of 
domestic groups involved in lawful political activity should 
not be permitted; unconsented physical searches must be 
linked to criminal investigations and should not be permitted 
v/ithout a warrant issued by a neutral magistrate on a finding 
of probable cause. 

Wc also recommend congressional investigations and the 
possible appointment of a special prosecutor to look into: 
the infiltration of CISPES; the intelligence activities being 
conducted under E.O. 12333, including the possible misuses of 
the counterintelligence classification to avoid legal con- 
straints and congressional oversight; and the burglaries 
directed at groups opposed to administration policies.

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I. INTRODUCTION 

A. The CCR 

The Center for Constitutional Rights is a non-profit legal 

and educational organization dedicated to advancing and 

protecting the Rights guaranteed by the United States 

Constitution and the Universal Declaration of Human Rights. 

Founded in 1967 to aid the southern civil rights movement, the 

CCR soon became an important legal force in challenging 

government use of repressive intelligence gathering techniques. 

CCR attorneys litigated: United States v. District Court , which 

resulted in a landmark decision denying the President power to 

authorize electronic surveillance in internal security matters

without prior judicial approval; McSurely v. McClellan , a damage 

action which challenged the use of illegally seized documents in 

3 

Congressional hearings; Kinoy v. Mitchell challenging 

warrantless electronic surveillance of an attorney in the course 

4 

of a national security investigation; and Clavir v. Mitchell , a 
case brought on behalf of victims of FBI "black bag jobs." 

Over the last three years, because of our work monitoring 
intelligence abuses, we have become the primary source for 
information documenting the various surveillance and harassment

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techniques presently being utilized. As this Coinmittee is aware, 

in 1985, we were instrumental in bringing FBI interrogation of 

visitors to Central America to public attention, and we have been 

engaged in litigating intelligence gathering abuses by the U.S.

Customs Service. (See, Heidy v. U.S. Customs Service ; Haase v. 
Webster .^) 

Today, we are pleased to be invited to testify before the 
Committee regarding surveillance and harassment of individuals 
and organizations dissenting from. U.S. policies in Central 
America. We are most concerned by the existence, and apparent 
scope of the activities which will be set forth in our testimony. 
The political process of our country depends upon vigorous open 
and free debate. Democracy is endangered when dissenting points 
of viev; are suppressed. 

B. Unleashing the Intelligence Agencies . 

Even before President Ronald Reagan assumed office, it had 
become apparent to us at the Center for Constitutional Rights 
(CCR) , that it would be wise to monitor possible surveillance and 
harassment of political groups which were engaged in dissent from 
administration policies. The campaign platform of the new 
administration included a promise to bolster U.S. intelligence 
agencies, and it had received specific advice from the Heritage 
Foundation to the same effect.

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The potential for unleashing intelligence agencies in 
disregard of the Fourth and First Amendments to the U.S. 
Constitution became a reality with three events that occurred in 
1981: President Reagan's pardoning of two ex-FBI officials who 
were convicted of authorizing "black bag jobs;" his signing of 
Executive Order 12333, which permitted intrusive investigative 
techniques; and the Justice Department's interpretation of a 
decision of the Foreign Intelligence Surveillance Court to mean 
that the Chief Executive had the "inherent power" to authorize 
unconsented physical searches. 

The Heritage Foundation — The requested advisory from the 
Heritage Foundation suggested a harder line against domestic 
groups opposed to administration policies. It called for 
"presidential emphasis on the nature of the threat — the reality 
of subversion and emphasis on the un-American nature of much 
so-called dissidence." The Heritage report insisted that it was 
critical that investigations of political groups not be required 
to be linked to a criminal investigation, and asserted that the. 
FBI should be allowed to conduct break-ins as part of such 
investigations, without warrants or approval from the President 
or the Attorney General. According to the Heritage Foundation, 
surveillance of political groups requires "such standard 
intelligence techniques ... as wire-tapping, mail covers — and at 
least occasionally, illegal entries." 

E.O. 12333 — Following some of the foundation's 
suggestions, E.O. 12333, signed in December 1981, clearly 
provides that domestic intelligence gathering need not be linked 
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to a criminal investigation. Under the labels of "foreign 
intelligence," "counter-intelligence" and "terrorism," the FBI 
and the CIA are permitted to surveil Americans, even if they are 
not suspected of breaking the law or acting on behalf of a 
foreign power, (See pp. 35, 38 infra ) Warrantless searches are 
permitted on probable cause to believe that the target of the 
investigation, if not the target of the search, is "an agent of a 
foreign power," The meaning of "agent of a foreign power" is not 
even defined. The locus of the search is not limited to offices, 
or to the premises under the control of the suspected agent, nor 
are the searches linked to the commission of any unlawful acts. 

By the executive fiat, the Order enacts an "agent of a 
foreign power" exemption to the Fourth Amendment's warrant 
requirement, even though our law forbids such intrusions on 
privacy unless a v/arrant, issued by a neutral magistrate upon a 
finding of probable cause has been secured. Doing away with the 
warrant requirement is contrary to the congressional 
determination that warrants are required even in foreign 
intelligence investigations. This is demonstrated by Congress' 
enactment of the Foreign Intelligence Surveillance Act. The 
Order also allows for the infiltration of lawful political 
organizations not only for the purpose of gathering intelligence, 
but also for the purpose of control. 

Pardoning of Felt and Miller — In 1980 Mark Felt, a former 
acting associate director of the FBI, and Edward Miller, Chief of 
the FBI Intelligence Division, were convicted of authorizing 
warrantless break-ins into the homes of citizens who were neither 
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suspected of any crimes nor connected with foreign agents. In 
April 1981 President Reagan signed an unconditional pardon for 
the two. His press secretary, Larry Speakes explained that the 
President had disagreed with the court and the jury. Upon 
hearing of the pardon, Felt commented: "This is going to be the 
biggest shot in the arm of the intelligence community for a long 
time." 

Justice Department and the F.I.S.A. — In June 1981 the 
Justice Department made an application to the Foreign 
Intelligence Surveillance Court for a warrant permitting the FBI 
to conduct a surreptitious entry and search. The court refused 
to give authorization on the ground that Congress had not given 
it jurisdiction in the area of physical searches. However, the 
Justice Department immediately announced that the decision meant 
it could return to the practice of claiming "inherent authority" 
within the executive branch to conduct secret entries in national 
security cases without court approval. 

Lessons from the Recent Past — All the fetters on 
intelligence agencies were being removed despite the fact that in 
the mid 70s, the need for reform of U.S. intelligence agencies 
v/as the highest priority on the legislative agenda. The public 
had been stunned by revelations of dom.estic abuses by the 
agencies , including : disruption , burglaries , electronic and 
physical surveillance, and mail openings, directed against 
political organizations engaged in lav/ful activities. In light 
of these revelations, in 1976, Attorney General Edward Levi 
issued guidelines for domestic security investigations 
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authorizing very limited preliminary investigations of political 

groups, and permitting a full investigation of such groups* 

activities only "on the basis of specific and articulable facts 

giving reason to believe" that they were or v;ould be breaking 

federal law and using force and violence. These guidelines were 

issued as a compromise forged by the dual pressures of an 

intelligence community, which insisted upon a license to engage 

in discredited tactics, and civil libertarians, who remembered 

the warning which concluded the report of the Church Committee's 

detailed report of intelligence abuses; 

Domestic intelligence has threatened and 
undermined the constitutional rights of Americans 
to free speech, association and privacy. It has 
done so primarily because the constitutional 
system for checking abuse of power has not been 
applied. 

C. CCR'S Response 

It was with this recent history in mind that we at the 

Center for Constitutional Rights perceived the dangers involved 

in President Reagan *s giving the green light to intelligence 

agencies. In 1982 the CCR filed a lav;suit challenging the 

constitutionality of Executive Order 12333, on behalf of over

thirty of its potential targets. We saw that the investigatory 
authority granted by E.O. 12333 could be employed as a means of 
circumventing the restrictions on domestic intelligence gathering 



United Presbyterian Church v. Reagan , 557 F.Supp. 6 (D.D.C. 
19G2) . The Committee In Solidarity V7ith The People of El 
Salvador (CISPES) was one of the plaintiffs. Little did we know 
that by the time we filed the suit, CISPES had already been 
targeted for investigation under E.O. 12333. 
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contained in the Levi and subsequent Smith guidelines. By merely 
alleging that domestic advocacy groups had some connection to 
foreign factions or nations, or that such domestic groups 
supported positions similar to those of such factions, government 
spying, infiltration, and disruption could occur practically 
without restraint. By denominating such investigations as 
falling within the area of foreign national security, the 
government could claim it was free from the restraints required 
by the Fourth and First Amendments. 

We perceived a special danger of government spying and 
disruption as a result of the escalation of the U.S. role in 
Central America. By 1981 intervention was already a sharply 
debated question. As opposition to it grew, we perceived that 
the government would take measures to suppress such opposition. 
We were particularly worried about increased intelligence 
activities directed at groups dissenting from administration 
Central American policies because their opposition to various 
aspects of U.S. "foreign" policy might mean that they would be 
swept into investigations through the use of the label "agent of 
a foreign power." 

At that time also we conducted a survey of these groups to 
find out if people were experiencing increased surveillance since 
the executive order went into effect. The groups, hov/ever, 
reported no evidence of surveillance. Soon thereafter the case 
on the executive order was dismissed; the court held that the 
plaintiffs were raising speculative claims, and it could not rule 
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on the legality of the order unless a person came before it who 
claimed actual injury as a result of the order, 
D. Summary of CCR Findings 

As it turned out, our original concerns v;ere well founded, 
even if our first actions were, from the court's point of view, 
premature. Two years later, in 1984, when we conducted a similar 
survey, we discovered a grov/ing number of incidents of surveil- 
lance, including: FBI visits, IRS audits. Customs difficulties, 
m.ail tampering, and break-ins, directed against people involved 
in opposing administration policies in Nicaragua and El Salvador 
and people active in the sanctuary movement. The Center for 
Constitutional Rights then formed the Movement Support Ketv7ork to 
monitor these incidents. Today, as can be seen from the data 
collected over the last three years, the incidents are legion. 
The evidence shows that the FBI is closely surveilling the 
Central America dissenters and that such surveillance is a high 
priority for the current administration. What facts lead us to 
this conclusion? 

1. The FBI questioned over one hundred U.S. persons after 
they visited Nicaragua. Agents also contacted scores of others 
involved in dissent from Administration Central American 
policies . 

2. Responses to FOIA requests submitted by the CCR indicate 
that political groups exercising' their First Amendment rights, 
such as the Committee in Solidarity With the People of El 
Salvador (CISPES) , National Network in Solidarity with the 
Nicaraguan People (NNSNP) , the Network in Solidarity with 
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Guatemala (NISGUA) , New Institute of Central America (NICA) , New 
England Central America Network (NECAN) , and the Thomas Merton 
Center are the subjects of, or are referenced in FBI files. 

3. Customs agents are taking a special interest in 
returnees from Central America: copying and seizing personal 
written materials, and subjecting such travelers to unnecessary 
questioning and verbal abuse. Copies of the personal papers are 
frequently sent to the FBI, and retained by it for use in its 
investigation of Central American protest groups. 

4. An abnormally large percentage of individuals who travel 
to Central America, and the legal political organizations 
involved in Central American dissent, have been audited by the 
IRS. Many also report that their mail has been tampered with, 
that their mail has been mysteriously rerouted to the IRS, and 
that they are having increasing difficulties with their 
telephones . 

5. The government has sent infiltrators into groups 
opposing the Administration's Central America policy in order to 
gather intelligence, effect policies, and even disrupt. We have 
data shov/ing no less than five such infiltrations. 

6. An ex-FBI informant has revealed that the homes of 
people associated with Dallas CISPES v/ere subjected to FBI 
surreptitious entries. 

7. The data on more than 58 burglaries directed against 
groups and individuals dissenting from administration Central 
American policies, indicate that the purpose of the burglaries is 
to gather intelligence, intimidate and disrupt groups involved in 
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lawfully protected First Amendment activities. The burglaries 
were not motivated by pecuniary interest, and they follow a 
pattern in their choice of targets and their execution. Many of 
the groups targeted are the subjects of FBI investigations and 
the FBI claims the legal authority to engage in such "unconsented 
physical searches." Two FBI surreptitious entries were conducted 
against Dallas CISPES. The burglars, in all instances, were 
apparently in possession of intelligence information that enabled 
them to conduct entries v/ithout being caught. The type of 
intelligence information which appears to have been gathered, is 
similar to that which is included in FBI files. 

What follows is a more detailed review of each of the 
intelligence gathering techniques directed against the Central 
American protest movement. 

II. FBI VISITS 

In early 1985, we showed that the FBI was visiting or 
attempting to interview many people involved in the Central 
America dissent. The people contacted by the FBI include not 
only those who travel to Nicaragua, but those who oppose U.S. 
policy in Central America, those who visit Central American 
embassies in the U.S., and even people who happened to attend a 
meeting with speakers critical of U.S. Central America policy. 
In March 1985 a Detroit FBI agent, who v^as called about a visit 
he paid to a Nicaragua returnee, told our office: "We try to 
interview everyone who takes a trip to Nicaragua. We do it for 
positive intelligence gathering." That same month a Maryland man 
v/ho visited the Nicaraguan Embassy was told by an FBI agent who 
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visited him: "Anyone who pays visits to Iron Curtain country 

embassies gets visited by the FBI." 

At this Committee's April 1985 hearings, FBI Director 

VJebster admitted that the FBI had questioned about 100 Americans 

who had traveled to Nicaragua, but claimed such an activity was 

proper and not politically motivated. Webster refused to admit 

to any wrongdoing but, according to our records, FBI visits to 

travelers have become less frequent. An item in the May 6, 1985 

issue of Newsweek said: 

Stung by complaints that its efforts to 
gather intelligence on Nicaragua from returning 
Americans is a form of political intimidation, the 
FBI has ordered agents conducting the interviews 
not to express their personal viev/s on the 
Sandinista government. Agents have been told to 
stress that the FBI is not trying to inhibit 
criticism of the Reagan administration or 
discourage travel to Nicaragua.... 

FBI visits to individuals involved in Central America 

dissent, however, are continuing. From mid-1985 to the present, 

we have documented 12 incidents of such visits, including the 

following : 

— In August 1986 an FBI agent, who did not identify 
himself as such, called the head of the Committee on U.S. -Latin 
American Relations at Cornell University to request literature 
describing the group. The following week, he called again. This 
tim.e he identified himself and requested an interview with the 
head of the organization. When the group's lawyer called the 
agent for an explanation, the agent said he wanted to find out 
whether the group was receiving direction from Nicaraguans in 
VJashington, D.C. 
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— In June 1986 FBI agents called and then visited the 
workplace of a woman in California who had visited Nicaragua a 
few months earlier. An agent called her office and asked the 
receptionist if the firm did business with Nicaragua. When 
agents arrived at the office, they asked the receptionist to 
summon the employee. The receptionist refused. The agents left, 
but later called the employee and threatened to contact her 
employer if she refused to talk to them. 

— In October 1985 FBI agents visited the homes and 
v/orksites of at least nine Salvadoran refugees in Houston. 
Agents asked about participation in "terrorist" organizations, 
and the shipment of money and arms to El Salvador. They 
threatened that refugees who did not cooperate would be turned 
over to the INS. 

— In November 1985 a Nicaraguan-born University of 

California student was subjected to repeated phone calls, a visit 

and a lengthy interrogation by FBI agents, after being quoted in 

a newspaper about a student protest of a speech given by a contra 

leader. The FBI implied that she might be involved in smuggling 

arms to El Salvador. Thereafter she received two anonymous phone 

calls threatening that she would "pay" if she attended a 

Nicaraguan band concert in San Diego, and a bag of decapitated 

hamsters mysteriously appeared on her doorstep. 

Ill, INTELLIGENCE GATHERING AT THE BORDER: 

UNITED STATES CUSTOMS SERVICE AND THE FBI 

Customs agents routinely gather intelligence about travelers 

to Nicaragua and share this information with the FBI. Our 

reports show that on 17 separate occasions, between August 1904 
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and July 1986, Customs agents, at eight different border 
stations, stopped U.S. citizens returning from Nicaragua, 
interrogated them in detail about their trip, employment, etc., 
and searched, seized and/or photocopied their personal written 
materials. Agents also seized and photocopied the address books 
and personal notebooks of at least two travelers. Beginning this 
summer Customs agents have sometimes asked departing travelers to 
fill out a special form for travelers to Nicaragua. (See Ap- 
pendix, Ex. B. ) 

Customs also enters intelligence data in a Treasury computer 
known as TECS, the acronym for Treasury Enforcement Communication 
System. In all cases where Customs seized materials, and 
frequently where Customs copied materials, the items were turned 
over to the FBI. The FBI is supposed to evaluate whether or not 
the materials violate the subversive literature section of 19 
U.S.C. §1305 and return them to Customs. However, the evidence 
shows that the FBI retains the materials for its own intelligence 
files. Some examples of these activities are: 

— On August 6, 1985 a Michigan student returning from 
Nicaragua where he had gone v/ith a group organized by NICA, was 
searched, questioned, and harassed by Customs agents at the 
Dallas/Ft. Worth International airport. Two customs officials 
went through his luggage. When they found a list of medical 
supplies (typed on the letterhead of the Ann Arbor group, 
Nicaragua Kedical Aid Project) , they began questioning him in a 
threatening way, telling him that taking medical supplies to 
Nicaragua was illegal. The agents opened several personal 
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letters that he had been asked to mail by other U.S. citizens. 
Customs officials took the medical list and the letters out of 
the student's sight for some five minutes and then returned them 
to him. A released FOIA document demonstrates that the documents 
V7ere handed over to the FBI, which in turn placed the material in 
FBI files. (See Appendix, Ex. C.) 

— On November 6, 1984, Customs agents seized and 
photocopied publicly-available Nicaraguan election campaign 
materials, and the by then well-publicized CIA prepared 
assassination manual, from a political science professor 
returning from a trip to observe the election in Nicaragua. The 
copies were disseminated to an "intelligence" division of 
Customs, and the following information was entered under the 
professor's name in the Customs computer: "INTELLIGENCE: SUBJECT 
IN POSSESSION OF MATERIALS PERTAINING TO ELECTIONS IN NICARAGUA 
— ALLEGED." 

— On January 16, 1985, Miami Customs confiscated the 
address book, personal diary and other personal papers of a 
free-lance journalist returning to the U.S. from a 2\ month visit 
to Nicaragua. The FBI was called and agents questioned the man 
and seized the photocopied papers. When a demand was made on the 
FBI agent to return the photocopies, an FBI supervisor refused 
saying the FBI had an interest in the individuals and 
organizations listed in the materials because of the unfriendly 
relationship between the U.S. and Nicaragua. 

These incidents and a number of similar ones are the subject 
of two lawsuits filed by the Center for Constitutional Rights. 
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As a result of the suits. Customs has agreed to restrict seizing 
and photocopying of material belonging to U.S. travelers. The 
FBI, however, has not agreed to the same restrictions. It still 
asserts that materials turned over to it only for purposes of 
evaluation under 19 USC §1305 can be retained. While it appears 
that such incidents are less frequent. Customs' abuses continue. 
For example : 

— In July 1986 a Customs agent at the Miami airport 
interrogated a woman returning from Nicaragua. While examining 
her books and posters, he taunted her about "Danny boy" [Ortega] 
being her hero. The agent seized a copy of a magazine she was 
carrying so that it could be analyzed "by the appropriate 
authorities" to determine whether it was subversive in nature. 
In response to a FOIA requesting who the "authorities" were. 
Customs provided a document saying that the FBI had been 
routinely reviev/ing such materials since prior to August 1984. 

There have also been a number of incidents reporting Customs 
searches of luggage outside the presence of the traveler. 
Luggage has also been suspiciously misplaced. 

This summer Customs introduced a travel form requesting 
information from travelers en route to Nicaragua. Among other 
things, the form requests pedigree information, information about 
previous trips, the purpose of the trip, and where the traveler 
will be staying. (See Appendix, Ex. B.) These questions do not 
relate to the enforcement of U.S. law, as neither travel nor 
currency restrictions are in force with regard to Nicaragua. The 
form does not say that the information is requested rather than 
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required, and travelers are made to feel that they are required 
to fill out the form. It appears that the form is used for 
intelligence gathering purposes, as it serves no other 
conceivable purpose. An e::ample of the use of the form is as 
follows : 

— In July 1986 members of a study tour, sponsored by a 
religious group, were stopped en route to Nicaragua by Customs 
agents at the Miami airport. They were interrogated and searched 
by seven agents carrying large guns and wearing "military-style" 
uniforms, and required to fill out travel forms, 

IV. IRS, MAIL AND PHONE DIFFICULTIES 
We have received reports from 12 individuals who 
received Internal Revenue Service audit notices . All of these 
people had visited Nicaragua, Six of the persons received the 
notices within two months of their return. For example: 

— A woman from Madison, WI., v/ho returned from 
Nicaragua January 7, 1985, received notice of an IRS audit 7 days 
later. 

— A Brooklyn woman who traveled to Nicaragua in June 
of 1985 was notified about an IRS audit a week after her return. 
Organizations involved in Central American activities have 
also been the subjects of audits. Among the groups audited are: 
Center for Development Policy, Quixote Center, and Sojourners. 
In addition, the IRS may be involved in the rerouting of mail to 
its centers as a means of examining the contents. For example: 
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— At least five persons also involved in dissent from 
administration policies on Central America have reported that 
they received first class mail that had been opened, rerouted, 
and stamped by the IRS: "Opened in Error," One of the 
individuals, a v7ell-known writer, reported that her bank 
statement had been delayed, misdirected to an IRS Center, opened, 
and stamped, "Opened in Error." 

— On May 10, 1986, a letter sent to the New Institute 
for Central America (NICA) , in Cambridge, MA., was returned to 
the sender in Raleigh, N.C., It had been opened and stamped: 
"Returned to Sender, Addressee Not Known, Cambridge MA 02139" and 
"Misdirected by Po.st Office, Opened In Error, Internal Revenue 
Service. " 

We have received numerous reports from individuals and 
organizations who have trouble with their mail. Frequently 
correspondence arrives- opened or resealed with tape. For 
example : 

— On January 23, 1987, the head of a New York Central 
America health rights organization received a letter that bore 
the return address of a person in Nicaragua, but had been mailed 
in Washington, D.C. The letter did not look damaged. It 
appeared to have been carefully unsealed and retaped. It bore 
the stamp: "Damaged In Handling In The Postal Service." 

NICA, a group v/hich is housed in the basement of the Old 
Cambridge Baptist Church in Cambridge, Mass., has reported 17 
separate incidents of mail tampering. For example: 
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— In April 1986 two letters addressed to a travel 
agency in New York with NICA's correct return address were "lost" 
and never delivered. One of the letters contained a check for a 
scholarship participant's airfare to Nicaragua, the other 
contained an airline ticket being returned for a refund. 

Individuals and organizations involved in Central America 
solidarity work have also reported difficulties with their 
telephones. These included some unexplainable incidents. For 
example: 

— A nun who works at the Home for Peace and Justice in 
Saginaw, Mi., reported that in May 1986, after picking up her 
receiver to make a telephone call, she heard a recording of a 
conversation that she had minutes before with another employee of 
the Home, 

— A woman who lives near the Thomas Merton Center in 
Pittsburgh, Pa., said that in October 1985, when she picked up 
the telephone after it rang, she heard a conversation among 
employees of the Merton Center. She then called the Center and 
they verified that what she had heard was a conversation that 
they were presently having at the meeting. 

V. INFILTRATION 
Although infiltration into a targeted organization is by its 
nature surreptitious, substantial indications exist that the 
government has placed informants in several Central American 
protest groups. Widely known is the use of informants to 
infiltrate the Sanctuary movement. At the Tucson trial of 
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sanctuary workers, the government admitted to utilizing three 
informants* Two paid informants infiltrated church meetings 
wearing electronic eavesdropping equipment. The third informant, 
whose name only recently came to light, is a woman named Gina 
Sanchez. She first appeared in San Diego where she became active 
in the sanctuary movement and attended board meetings of the San 
Diego Interfaith Task Force. She also appeared at CISPES offices 
in San Diego, where she volunteered a few times, and attended 
organizational meetings. She later traveled to Tucson, Arizona, 
where she infiltrated the Southside Presbyterian Church. 
According to an affidavit filed in the Tucson trial, she was not 
an INS employee, but rather worked for "another federal agency." 

A disgruntled FBI operative, Frank Varelli, has told of 
infiltration into CISPES in Dallas and elsewhere. Doc\iments 
received under the Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) also show 
that an informant was possibly placed in one of the Central 
American Groups housed in the basement of the Old Cambridge 
Baptist Church in Cambridge, Mass. (See Appendix, Ex. D.) 

Frank Varelli — Frank Varelli infiltrated Dallas CISPES in 
1981 under the name Gilberto Mendoza and remained active in the 
organization into 1984. Varelli, a full-time FBI employee, was 
told to infiltrate CISPES because it was considered by the FBI to 
be the largest group lobbying against Reagan's Central American 
policies. Varelli said 'that the "office of origin" of the 
investigation was Dallas, and that the nature of the 
investigation was counter-intelligence. Documents released to us 
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under the FOIA verify this information. (See Appendix, Ex. E.) 
Varelli was told that the FBI wanted to "break" CISPES. 

Varelli became a full participant in CISPES activities. He 
not only gave the FBI documented reports on CISPES activities, 
but also prepared false literature to be distributed under the 
CISPES name. He was told to develop a sexual liason with one of 
the CISPES leaders in order to compromise her reputation. The 
tactic of planting guns on CISPES members was suggested to him. 

Varelli said that the FBI conducted break-ins into the homes 
of CISPES members. The agents who carried out the series of 
break-ins, which continued over a six-month period, showed him 
documents that they had either taken or photographed in the 
course of the break-ins. They also described the contents and 
physical layout of the apartments and houses. 

He said that there were other FBI informants in Central 
American protest organizations in Miami and San Francisco, and 
that the informants were placed in the Committee in Solidarity 
With the People of Nicaragua, and in the Committee in Solidarity 
With the People of Guatemala. 

Varelli also trained FBI agents in the techniques of 

infiltration at FBI facilities at Quantico. He taught the agents 

to learn the jargon of the groups and explained step by step 

infiltration techniques. 

In the 3i years Varelli was spying on CISPES, he found 

nothing illegal or violent about CISPES or any of its members. 

About CISPES, he concluded that it was dominated by "religious 

types" v7ho were engaged in lawful dissent. 
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Varelli was also the main contact between the FBI and the 
Salvadoran National Guard, In this context he received 
information from the Guard and supplied the Guard with 
intelligence information. 

Varelli maintains that along with the FBI Intelligence 
Division, he prepared a terrorist photo album that included 
photographs, and reports on 690 individuals opposed to the 
Administration's Central American policies. He also supplied 
information about the organizations with which the individuals 
were connected. Among the 6S0 individuals that Varelli claims 
were listed in the terrorist album were Robert White, former U.S. 
Ambassador to Nicaragua, Senators Christopher Dodd (D-Conn.) and 
Claybourne Pell (D-R.I.), and Representative Michael Barnes 
(D-MD) . 

VI. BURGLARIES 

We have received 58 reports of burglary directed at people 
and organizations involved in opposing the Reagan 

Administration's Central America policies. Of these, fifteen have 
been directed against groups involved in the sanctuary movement. 

These burglaries fit a pattern. The targets are similar in 
that they are individuals or organizations engaged in dissent 
from administration Central American policies. Many of the 
groups or individuals targeted are the subjects of FBI 
investigations, or are at least referenced and indexed in FBI 
files. Most significant is the fact that the burglaries appear 
not to be motivated by any pecuniary interest. Only in a few 
instances is anything of monetary value taken, although 
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valuables, including cash, have been readily available. 
Uniformly, the break-ins take place when the premises are 
expected to be empty. The intruders thus appear to know their 
victims* schedules. They also appear to know the general or 
precise location of the documents. In all cases files are 
rifled, in most cases papers (most often membership or donor 
lists, or other important files, such as those containing the 
names of persons being given sanctuary) are strewn about the 
premises or left lying atop desks and filing cabinets. In a few 
instances important documents have been stolen. In most cases 
there is no attempt to hide the burglaries, and the entries are 
anything but surreptitious. Often locks and doors are broken. 
In a few instances, locks have been picked or keys used. 
Examples of such break-ins include: 

— On January 4, 1987, a break-in occurred at the 
Arlington Street Church in Boston. Five locked offices were 
entered. Files and desk drawers were rifled. A file labeled 
"Sanctuary" appeared to have been examined. The burglars were 
obviously expert lock pickers and apparently knew which offices 
to enter. The only missing items were a padlock and $5 in petty 
cash, even though tools, a typewriter, and a computer were 
accessible. The church's vote to become a sanctuary was 
announced in its nev7sletter on January 1, 1987 , and reported in 
the Boston Globe on January 2. Sanctuary was also the subject o; 
the January 4, 1987 sermon. 

— In November 1986 offices of the International Center 
for Development Policy v^ere broken into. Files V7ere ransacked 
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and documents stolen from the office of a center project called 
the Commission on U.S. -Central American Relations. One of the 
documents stolen concerned a covert Southern Air Transport flight 
which carried arms to the contras, 

— In the summer of 1986 a Washington, D.C. 
church-sponsored social service agency, which provides 
counseling, language training, housing and employment guidance to 
Hispanic refugees, was broken into and vandalized eight times in 
a period of six weeks. Security bars were bent, a deadbolt lock 
taken apart and bizarre notes were left. One note read, "KGB 
Foxred. " 

— In July 1986 intruders burglarized and ransacked the 
apartment of a Michigan woman active in the Central America 
Solidarity Committee. They rifled her files and threw papers and 
books on the floor. However, her T.V., stereo, and rent money 
were ignored. Two weeks earlier, the woman's name appeared in a 
Detroit newspaper, in a story about the arrest of 12 persons 

(including herself) for an act of civil disobedience. 

— From November 1984 through June 1986, the offices 
sharing space in the basement of the Old Cambridge Baptist Church 
in Cambridge, Mass., v;ere broken into eight times. The 
organizations subjected to the intrusions include: the Central 
American Solidarity Association (CASA) , Central American 
Information Office (CAMINO) , Educators in Support of ANDES, 

(CAPA) , Nev; England Central American Netv/ork (NECAN) , and New 
Institute of Central America (NICA) . The Church became a 
sanctuary a week before the first break-in occurred. 
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On the day of the first break-in, a break-in also occurred 
at the office of the First Congregation Church in Cambridge. The 
Congregation Church had previously housed NICA, which had moved 
into the Old Cambridge Baptist Church two months earlier. All the 
break-ins were similar and fit the pattern described above. A 
Cambridge police detective reported to the City Council that the 
burglars were "interested only in the organizational files and 
data" of the various organizations. 

Documents received under the Freedom of Information Act 
reveal that almost all of the organizations housed in OCBC are 
indexed or referenced in FBI files. The FBI has withheld 
documents from these groups asserting a "National Security" 
exemption. In addition, the FBI has withheld OCBC files because 
they might "reveal the identity of an individual who has 
furnished information to the FBI under confidential 
circumstances . " 

— In May 1986 the offices of the North American 
Congress on Latin America (NACLA) were burglarized. At the time, 
NACLA was working on a story concerning Oliver North and the 
contras. There were no signs of forced entry. Desk drawers had 
been opened and even the contents of envelopes were examined . 
one wall was graffitied. Only $15 and a tool box were taken. 

—In April 1986 the Brookline, Massachusetts apartment 
of two college art instructors, involved in cultural exchange 
programs with Cuban and Nicaraguan artists, was broken into. The 
intruders, who entered by breaking a window, rifled file 
cabinets. They took computer disks, a telephone answering 
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machine, and a beeper, used to retrieve messages from the 
machine, but left all other valuables including cameras and video 
equipment , 

— On April 2, 1986, two secretaries at the United 
Church of Santa Fe in New Mexico discovered that the door to the 
church's educational area had been opened by an intruder who 
gouged out the wood around the deadbolt locks. Although petty 
cash and other valuables were available nothing was taken. 
Cabinets and closets were gone through and the church membership 
lists were left on a desk top. Many church members are vocal 
advocates of sanctuary and lobbied to have Santa Fe declared a 
sanctuary city and New Mexico a sanctuary state, 

— -In December 1985 Pico Rivera Methodist Church, a 
sanctuary church in California, was broken into and badly 
damaged, A windov; was jimmied to gain entry, and an electric saw 
used to make three large holes in the inside walls. Files were 
rifled, desks searched, and the membership roster and church tax 
papers were left on a desk top, 

— In December 1985 a Washington, D.C. man, who is 
active in Central America solidarity work, found his apartment 
rifled and vandalized. Documents and papers relating to Central 
America were scattered about, and file folders had been examined. 
Drawers had been emptied of clothing and plants overturned, but 
$160 in cash and other valuables were not touched, 

— In November of 1985 a volunteer at St, Williams 
Catholic Church , a sanctuary church in Louisville , Kentucky, 
entered the church to find drawers open, stacks of slides from 
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Nicaragua scattered about, correspondence and materials on 
sanctuary. Central America and Witness for Peace, in disarray. A 
letter from Central Americans applying for sanctuary was left 
lying on top of a desk. There was no sign of a forced entry. 

— In July 1985 the offices of the University Baptist 
Church in Seattle, Washington, a sanctuary church, were broken 
into. Nothing of monetary value was taken, but the keys to the 
rooms where six Central American refugees were being housed were 
missing. The Rev. Donovan Cook, an unindicted co-conspirator in 
the Arizona sanctuary case, later discovered that several 
personal records, including notes of telephone calls to a pastor 
in San Salvador, were missing. The intruders examined legal 
files, and a list of sanctuary movement supporters. On several 
occasions prior to the break-in. Rev. Cook and some of the 
refugees had seen a man with a walkie-talkie outside the church. 

— In October of 1984 four well-dressed men, one holding 
a camera, which he tried to hide underneath his coat, were caught 
peering into the building housing Sojourners (a religious 
magazine) . An employee who saw the men, said they acted very 
embarrassed and offered no real explanation for their presence at 
the building. The men quickly got into a plain brown sedan with a 
long CB-type antenna, and sped off. The employee noted the 
license plate and, later, with the assistance of a well-placed 
source, traced the Virginia tag, "G-306," to the National 
Security Agency (NSA) . At the time of the visit Sojourners had 
launched two new programs: Witness for Peace, which sends 
Americans to observe the war in Nicaragua, and the Pledge of 
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Resistance, which enlists grassroot support against the contra 
war. 

A different type of break-in was described by Frank Varelli, 
the ex-FBI operative. Varelli claims that over a six-month 
period, the FBI broke into the homes of CISPES members in Dallas 
several times. Varelli named two of the agents involved in the 
surreptitious entries. He said that the agents gave him papers 
that had been taken, or photographed during these entries, and 
that they were able to describe the physical layout and decor of 
the homes or apartments involved. 
TVho is Responsible for the Burglaries ? 

For two years we have called for an investigation into the 

burglaries and the possibility ^of FBI involvement. This request 

has been based on the follov/ing factors: Many of the targeted 

groups are already under federal investigation; their members 

have been subjected to open intelligence gathering techniques 

carried out by the FBI; the FBI believes it has the authority to 

conduct break-ins, and has conducted them in , the past; the 

burglars are not interested in money, but in information; and the 

p 

burglaries remain unsolved. 



Only two arrests related to burglaries have been made by 
local police. According to police, a suspect confessed to a 
break-in at the Pico Rivera United Methodist Church, but he was 
never tried because the "off the record" confession could not be 
used in court. The police said that the suspect claimed that 
"all he takes is money." In Boston two men were convicted in 
October 1986 of the 7th break-in into the Old Cambridge Baptist 
Church. The men were not connected to any of the other 
break- ins . 

(Footnote Continued) 
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Until recently, most people have completely discounted the 
possibility of FBI involvement because the burglaries were not 
surreptitious, and were therefore out of character with previous 
FBI break-ins. The FBI has consistently denied responsibility for 
the burglaries. One FBI spokesperson said in December of 1985: 
"We are not involved in any illegal break-ins. If we did it, they 
wouldn»t know it. We're better than that." In the past, however, 
there have been incidents of FBI informants who, like Timothy 
Redfearn in the early 70s, carried out obvious break-ins in order 
to supply the FBI with desired information. 

Frank Varelli recently gave credibility to our call for an 
inquiry into possible FBI participation in the burglaries when he 
revealed that the FBI had been involved in surreptitious entries 
directed against CISPES. One possibility is that some of the 
burglaries are carried out by members of right-wing groups, at 
the behest, or with the help of local agents who are over- 
zealously involved in collecting information. 

Another theory receiving currency suggests that the 
burglaries may be the work of right wing foundations that create 
private computerized "internal security" dossiers. Ross 
Gelbspan's article in the Boston Globe of January 18, 1987, 
quoted an unnamed source, who is an expert on right wing para-

One Boston Police official was quoted as sayxng about OCBC, 
"this particular church has a lot of street people hanging around 
there, and they keep saying CIA or FBI involvement in this. ^Well 
maybe they have something to hide there, and that's why they re 
so upset. If they could tell us what they've got m those files, 
then maybe we'd have something to investigate." 
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military groups, and a CIA consultant, as saying that the 
break-ins could well be financed by a number of well-endowed 
right-wing organizations. We know that a number of right-wing 
groups collect intelligence data. For example, the Western Goals 
Foundation was given secret computer intelligence files stolen 
from the Los Angeles police department's Public Disorder 
Intelligence Division. Western Goals used the material to create 
files on as many as 6,000 people. 

Information has surfaced on a possible Western Goals-NSC 
connection. The head of the Western Goals is Carl Russell 
Channell, and until 1984, retired Army Major General Singlaub was 
a member of the foundation's advisory board. The Corvill (Mass . ) 
Sun reported on December 14, 1986, that Channell had received 
funds from Oliver North. Robert White, whose offices were 
burglarized, speculated that the break-in at his office might be 
the work of anti-communist vigilantes: "Theres a whole private 
netv/ork that's been built up... to reinforce what Oliver North has 
been doing. 

The FBI has a policy of not looking into the manner in which 
information supplied to it is obtained. The Attorney General's 
Guidelines for Foreign Intelligence Collection (Part VI.) 
authorizes the receipt of information that is secured by private 
parties encaged in burglaries or other illegal activities. 

VII . INFORMATION GATHERED UNDER THE FOIA 

Freedom of Information Act requests were made on behalf of 
over 50 Central America related individuals and organizations 
which reported harassment incidents. The few documents we have 
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received thus far indicate wide ranging investigations of many of 
the requesters. 

The three basic obstacles to gathering such information are 
the withholding of acknowledged files, the deletions in the 
docximents received, and the lengthy delays in the processing of 
requests. For example: 

— Ten CISPES related requests were made in June 1986. 
Most of these requests are still pending. In July we were 
informed that 17 volumes of the Dallas and headquarters CISPES 
FBI files had been sent to headquarters for processing. In 
following up on this request, we were told first that the 
documents were transferred to the Declassification Review 
Committee, and then informed that the files had been sent to the 
Department of Justice, We were told it might be at least another 
year before we would receive any files, 

— The largest portion of the documents are being 
withheld under a claim that release of the material would 
constitute a threat to national security. V7e do not know whether 
it is the information or the source of the information that 
requires the protection afforded by the national security 
exemption. 

FBI documents reveal that the investigation of CISPES is 
systematic and comprehensive. A 19 84 document, captioned CISPES, 
shows that the investigation is still active and that Dallas is 
the office of origin, i.e., the office in charge of the 
investigation. The report indicates that at least 23 other local 
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FBI offices are involved in the investigation, [See Appendix, 
Ex . E . ] 

Perhaps our most significant discovery is that CISPES is 
being investigated under a classification designated "Foreign 
Counter-intelligence-Terrorist," or what is otherwise designated 
as an FBI "199" file. Such a designation shov/s that the 
investigation of CISPES is being carried out under Executive 
Order 12333 governing counter-intelligence investigations. This 
type of investigation carries with it extremely intrusive 
investigative techniques, which include unconsented physical 
searches, and infiltration and disruption of investigation 
targets . 

An earlier CISPES document was filed under a different 

classification, domestic security, a "100" file. A domestic 

security investigation is much more restricted than a "199" 

investigation (e.g., unconsented physical searches are not 

permitted) , and the latter category has been subjected to intense 

congressional scrutiny. The classification change with regard to 

CISPES may well be a result of an FBI desire to utilize broader 

investigative techniques, rather than being based upon any 

changes in the activities of the target. 

VIII. RECOMMENDATIONS 

1. THE GATHERING OF INTELLIGENCE ABOUT AND INVESTIGATION OF 
GROUPS AND INDIVIDUALS OPPOSED TO ADMINISTRATION CENTRAL 
AllERICA POLICIES SHOULD BE STOPPED: 

a. FBI visits should be authorized only when 
linked to investigations related to 
violations of law; 
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b. Customs and the FBI must be prohibited from 
using the border search exception to the 
Fourth Amendment to gather intelligence; 

c. IRS and U.S. Postal Service intelligence 
gathering and harassment directed at 
administration enemies must be stopped; 

d. Infiltration of domestic groups engaged in 
lav;ful political activity should not be 
permitted; 

e. Unconsented physical searches should not be 
permitted without a warrant issued on 
probable cause by a neutral magistrate. 

Gathering Intelligence -- The gathering of 
intelligence about domestic organizations without a specific 
connection to a criminal investigation leads inevitably to 
the existence of "thought police." A prime example of this 
activity is the investigation of CISPES. CISPES is the 
largest domestic organization lobbying against U.S. 
intervention in Central America. The FBI has been 
investigating CISPES for at least five years. It has 
utilized a wide range of intelligence gathering techniques, 
and yet it has not come up with criminal activity. 
Moreover, FBI techniques have not been limited to 
intelligence gathering, but have extended to harassment, 
disruption, and suggestions of entrapment. These latter 
activities are similar to those carried out by the FBI under 
the discredited COXNTELPRO program. 

Once the FBI was engaged in the investigation of 
CISPES, it began to investigate scores of other groups with 
which CISPES had contacts or affiliations. The CISPES 
investigation provided a window through which the FBI 
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gathered information on the broadest spectrum of opposition 
groups , 

The FBI carries out such investigations under the 
protection of Executive Order 12333. The order is in clear 
conflict with the protections afforded by the First 
Amendment to the U.S. Constitution because it confuses the 
current foreign policy of the administration with the legal 
definition of such terms as "terrorism" and "foreign agent." 
Changing definitions of who is, and who is not a "freedom 
fighter," and therefore not a "terrorist," should not be 
given legal significance. The choice of a target of 
domestic investigation has become totally politicized. 
Determinations about whether or not a group is associated 
with a foreign power or group should not be left to the 
executive branch because the decisions of that branch are 
necessarily political and changing, and have been shown time 
and again to result in the persecution of "enemies." 

FBI Visits — Even short of full-scale investigations, 
it is improper for the FBI to call or visit the workplace of 
an individual, or to visit an individual because his or her 
name appears in an article describing a legal protest, or 
because he or she visits an "enemy" country or embassy. The 
FBI should not be permitted to question such people. 

As can be seen from the data we have collected, none of 
the people visited were involved in criminal activities. 
(See, Appendix, Ex. A.) They were, rather, engaged in the 
lawful exercise of their First Amendment rights. These 
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visits cannot be expected to have other than an intimidating 
affect on lawful dissent. The law says, however, that such 
visits are illegal, only if they are carried out for a wrong 
purpose, such as intimidation. Such visits are so likely to 
be abused, that they must be severely regulated or outlawed. 
We can argue back and forth with the FBI about whether the 
purpose of these visits is to gather information or to 
intimidate. The FBI admits that nothing of much 
intelligence value was secured as a result of the visits, 
and that the visits were unrelated to any findings of 
criminality. We believe that there is no question but that 
these visits should be stopped— if only to set the public at 
ease and prevent the achievement of a goal contained in a 
1970 FBI document: the visits "enhance the paranoia in 
these circles and will further serve to get the point across 
that there is an FBI agent behind every mailbox." 

Border Searches — Congress has given Customs limited 
authority to examine certain types of documents, under 
limited circumstances. These rules concern the enforcement 
of various import/export laws, and the importation of 
pornography and seditious literature. Up until very 
recently. Customs, under the guise of enforcing the 
seditious literature statute, has seized and copied personal 
material, including address books and letters, which were 
brought to this country by returning Central American 
travelers. As a result of CCR lawsuits. Customs has adopted 
new regulations that we hope will sharply reduce such 
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practices, however, some seizures may still occur. The FBI, 
which routinely benefits from Customs seizures because they 
are frequently given copies of the seized documents, refuses 
to be bound by certain rules that Customs has accepted. (See 
Appendix, Exhibit C.) The FBI has refused to be bound by the 
prohibitions on photocopying and on the retention of files. 
This avenue of intelligence gathering abuse must be stopped. 

Customs should not be permitted to use the form it 
often distributes to travelers to Nicaragua. (See Appendix, 
Ex, B.) The form is not relevant to any law and is just a 
means of gathering intelligence which might be shared with 
the FBI, 

IRS and Postal Service Misconduct — In the 60s and 
early 70s there were many revelations concerning the use of 
IRS audits to punish "enemies." Mail covers and openings 
were routinely used to gather intelligence information. 
Today there is evidence that such practices are occurring 
again. According to Postal Service statistics, the total 
number of mail covers increased to 8,597 in 1985, from 4,379 
in 1978, National Security mail covers more than tripled 
between 1978 and 1985. These activities contain so many 
opportunities for abuse, and for infringement of basic 
constitutional rights, that they most certainly should be 
vigorously scrutinized by appropriate congressional 
committees , 

Informants — Is is possible to regulate the use of 
informants? At this juncture, activists in the Central 
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America protest movement have absolutely no protection 
against the FBI's use of this technique. Executive Order 
12333 focuses on gathering foreign intelligence. "Foreign 
intelligence" is defined to include "information relating to 
the capabilities, intentions and activities of foreign 
powers, organizations or persons," including anything that a 
foreigner is doing. Under such a definition, any 
organization or person who has contact with a foreign person 
or organization may be victimized by an FBI foreign 
intelligence investigation. Countless others might also be 
swept into investigations through casual associations. The 
right of privacy is lost by the placement of informers as 
part of these investigations. 

Informers, moreover, are not merely monitors of 
activities. They can become involved in the development of 
organizational policies, and the intricacies of personal 
lives. Frank Varelli demonstrates the dangerousness of the 
government's use of informants, particularly against groups 
involved in activities protected by the First Amendment. 
Varelli was much more intrusive than a v/iretap (for which a 
warrant would have been required) . Varelli did not simply 
gather information for the FBI. His activities extended to 
participation and possibly disruption. He was asked to 
compromise reputations and even to plant evidence of crimes. 
He did prepare false literature to distribute in the name of 
CISPES. This type of activity must cease. 
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Burglaries — The mystery of the burglaries remains 
unsolved. It is critical to understand that unconsented 
physical searches are, in the view of this administration, a 
valid investigative technique. Shockingly, most of the 
burglaries that we have reported could conceivably be 
justified under Executive Order 12333. The order says that 
the Attorney General can approve the use of any intelligence 
gathering techniques for which a warrant would be required, 
if he determines "that there is probable cause to believe 
that the technique is directed against a foreign power." 
The obvious problem here is that there is no requirement for 
a finding of criminality and no definition of "foreign 
pov/er" or "directed against a foreign power." 

2. CONGRESS SHOULD INVESTIGATE AND SEEK THE APPOINTMENT OF 
A SPECIAL PROSECUTOR TO LOOK INTO: 

a. The allegations of FBI wrongdoing made by 
Frank Varelli, including the use of 
informants, disruption tactics, the indexing 
of names of hundreds of Americans, the 
keeping of a terrorist photo album, the 
furnishing of intelligence information to 
Salvadoran death squads, and the carrying out 
of unconsented physical surveillance; 

b. The intelligence activities being conducted 
under Executive Order 12333, including the 
possible misuse of the counter-intelligence 
classification to on investigate the lawful 
activities of American citizens; 

c. The burglaries directed against groups and 
individuals opposed to the administration's 
Central American policies. 

There is clear federal authority to investigate the 

burglaries that have been carried out against organizations and 
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individuals dissenting from U.S. policy in Central America. The 
evidence to date raises a strong presumption that the burglaries 
are aimed at interfering with, intimidating, and disrupting the 
exercise of fundamental First Amendment rights to speech and to 
petition for redress of grievances. The burglaries are not petty 
crimes made for gain — nothing of value is taken. Rather 
files, mailing lists and other organizational papers are examined 
or found missing. Even FBI Director Webster admits that there is 
a "pattern" to the incidents. 

Considering these circumstances it is surprising that a full 
federal investigation has not yet been launched. Federal 
statutes make such interference with First Amendment rights a 
crime. Title 18 U.S.C. §241 makes it criminal if "two or more 
persons conspire to injure, oppress, threaten, or intimidate any 
citizen in the free exercise of any right or privilege secured 
to him by the Constitution or laws of the United States or 
because of his having exercised same..." The statute covers both 
private conduct to deprive persons of fundamental constitutional 
rights and conspiracies involving federal or state officials. 
Thus, even if it were true that the burglaries are being carried 
out by private, right-wing groups, a federal investigation is 
long overdue. The foot-dragging that has taken place, apparently 
at the behest of the Justice Department, makes one wonder whether 
or not the Department wants this intimidation to end. 

We think this Committee should insist on a full scale 
federal investigation of these burglaries. The FBI, after a 
great deal of adverse publicity, has finally begun, a probe of 
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the burglaries at the offices of the Center for International 
Development Policy, in Washington, D.C., and those directed 
against Dallas CISPES . The justification for the former 
investigation is that there is a special federal interest in the 
Center for International Development Policy because it supplies 
information to Congress. It is difficult to see why this 
rationale could not be applied to many of the other Central 
America organizations that have been broken into, as they too 
spend much of their time lobbying Congress. 

The FBI has a conflict of interest in carrying out an 
investigation of the burglaries involving Dallas CISPES. FBI 
agents are alleged to have committed the burglaries. The FBI, 
even before beginning this investigation, has leaked stories to 
the media to the effect that the CISPES burglaries were the 
illegal acts of a rogue agent. In light of this, hov; can we 
expect the FBI to investigate itself? 

The memory of the U.S. public is short. In order to uncover 
the past illegal burglaries committed in the 60s and 70s by the 
FBI, it took a major public scandal before investigations into 
the FBI began. For these reasons, Congress itself must conduct a 
full probe of the FBI's involvement and, if necessary, request a 
special prosecutor. 

3. AN IM14EDIATE AND COMPLETE DISCLOSURE OF THE FOIA FILES 
RELATING TO INDIVIDUALS AND ORGANIZATIONS INVOLVED IN 
THE CENTRAL AMERICAN MOVEMENT SHOULD BE I4ADE : 

a. The CISPES files should be released 
immediately; 

b. An investigation should be had into the 
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misuse of classifications to deny production 
of documents or to delete portions of 
documents .

1-31-87 

A third break-in occurred at St. Edmund's Episcopal Church in 
Pacifica Ca. The window and the frame were removed but an infra 
red alarm which had been installed after the second break-in went 
off and the intruders fled. [B610CACA] 

1-31-87 

Sometime between 1/31 and 2/1 a burglary occurred at 4 offices 
located in the basement of a sanctuary church, United Methodist 
Church -Calvary, in Washington, D.C. There was no sign of forced 
entry. Files were rifled and papes strewn about in the 4 
offices. Nothing of value was taken. The organizations housed 
in the church are Comite El Salvador, Comite de Refugiados 
Salvadorenos , Casa del Pueblo and Haitian Bureau. [B640DCCA] 

1-30-87 

In Portland, Oregon, an address book was removed from a kitchen 
table in the home of movement activists who were the victims of a 
series of admitted FBI blackjobs in the 1960's. The activists 
were hosting Abbie Hoffman who had come to Portland to make a 
speech. [B650ORCANP] 

1-16-87 

Two peace activists affiliated with The Home for Peace and 
Justice in Saginaw, Mi. attended a disarmament activity in 
Florida. They entered Jetty Park, in which an area was reserved 
by a Florida peace coalition but after registering as tourists, 
giving their names, address and license plate number, they camped 
in a different part of the state park with only 3 other tents 
near theirs. While attending a special service someone broke 
into their tent, breaking the zippers for entry. An entire file 
folder containing a journal and letters from a peace activist nun 
who is in jail for civil disobedience was taken while a radio was 
left behind. Nothing else appeared to be disturbed. [B630MIAW] 

1-6-87 

In early December 1986, the pastor of the Reformed Christian 
Church in Washington received a call from his brother who had 
recently returned from Nicaragua. On December 14, 1986, the 
pastor discovered that his office in the church had been 
burglarized. Files were rifled, old tax returns and check books 
taken out and perused. The only items removed were an old 
Walkman and a blood pressure monitor. Computer equipment and an 
expensive radio were left behind. A second break-in occurred on 
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January 6, 1987. The burglar took a new blood pressure monitor 
and Walkman. [B550DCCA] 

I- 3-A/87 

A break-in occurred at the Arlington Street Church in Boston. 
Five locked offices were entered. Files and desk drawers were 
rifled. The burglars were expert lock pickers and apparently 
knew which offices to enter. The only missing items were a 
padlock and $5 in petty cash. The church's vote to become a 
sanctuary was announced in its newsletter on January 1, 1986 and 
reported in the Boston Globe on January 2. Sanctuary was also 
the subject of the January A, 1987 sermon. [B520MAS] 

II- 30-86 , ^ ^ . 
Offices of the International Center for Development Policy 
(Commission on U.S. -Central American Relations) were broken into. 
Files were ransacked and documents stolen. One of the documents 
stolen concerned a covert Southern Air Transport flight which 
carried arms to the contras . [BA20DCCA] 

11-23-86 

Kingston, Washington, home of woman active in Nicaragua 
solidarity work was broken into. Nothing appeared to have been 
taken. She reported break-in to police who told her that she was 
very lucky to have lived there for ten years without a 
break-in. [B410WACA] 

11-23-86 . . , . 

Second break- in at the home of a New York woman active m Latin 
American and Caribbean solidarity work. The break-in occurred 
while she was in Nicaragua. The intruder set off the alarm and 
then ran away. [BAOONYLA] 

11-17-85 ^ ^ , 

Centro Presente, a Cambridge organization that helps refugees 
from El Salvador, was broken into. A computer, disks, files and 
keys to the file cabinets were taken. [B390MACA] 

11-5 or 6-1986 ^ . . t 

First break-in at the home of a New York woman active m Latin 
American and Caribbean solidarity work. All the lights were 
turned on, but nothing seemed to be touched. [B370NYLA] 

10-7 & 10-13-1986 ^ . ^ -u ' 

The offices of the pastor at St. Edmund's Episcopal Church m 
Pacifica, Ca. were broken into. On 10-7 file cabinets were left 
open, files thrown on the floor. Files left in the center of the 
room pertained to Salvadoran political asylum cases he had 
represented. Money in a drawer had been strewn on top of the 
desk. During the second burglary, the same files were strewn^ 
about. Burglars took a small cassette recorder and memorabilia 
the pastor had on his desk. [B610CACA] 
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The car of a man active in Witness for Peace was broken into. 
Items taken were a briefcase containing Nicaraguan newspapers, 
books, files, a slide projector and slides of Nicaragua, camera, 
typewriter and suitcase of clothing. 100 pamphlets on the back 
seat entitled What We Have Seen and Heard in Nicaragua were also 
taken. A passport, checkbook and overcoat were left behind. 
[B350NYCA] 

July-August-86 . . ^ n 

A church sponsored social service agency m Washington, D.C. 
which provides counseling, language training, housing and 
employment guidance to hispanic refugees was broken into, 
burglarized and vandalized eight times in a period of six weeks. 
Security bars were bent, a deadbolt lock taken apart and bizarre 
notes were left. One note read, "KGB Foxred." On one occasion a 
male wearing a glove on one hand and grasping something in his 
right tried to enter a locked door. The staff person did not let 
him in and called 911. [B3A0DCS] 



The Arizona home of a sanctuary worker (1 of 3 recently acquitted 
of alien smuggling charges) was torched by arsonists who also 
killed her dog with a lethal injection. Prior to the incident 
she had received 17 threatening phone calls and 3 letters. Her 
house has been broken into 4 times in the past 2 years. [B330ARS] 

On'^the^same evening that he returned to NYC from a 3 -week visit 
to Nicaragua, a Palestinian student discovered that a hand bag he 
had left in the trunk of a car was missing. The bag contained 
slides, audio tapes, notes on interviews and other valuable 
documentation of his trip. He, his wife and a neighbor had 
parked the car near a restaurant where they dined. A camera and 
other equipment plainly visible on the back seat as well as two 
other suitcases in the trunk were untouched. [B320NYCA] 



Intruders burglarized and ransacked the apartment of a Michigan 
woman active in the Central America Solidarity Committee. They 
rifled her files and threw papers and books all over the floor. 
Items of value T.V. , stereo, and rent money were ignored. 
[B310MICA] 



The apartment of a Brooklyn woman whose sister is active m 
Central American work was burglarized and ransacked. The 
intruders went through her files, and, ignoring items of value, 
took only a few of her earrings . [B300NYCA] 



A seventh break-in occurred at the Old Cambridge Baptist Church 
(OCBC) . On June 7, NICA offices were hit and on the following day 
so were 7 other offices. Six were Central American solidarity 
related offices, one belonged to Cambridge Rent Control and theg 
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Other to the Children's Co-op Day Care Center. Doors were 
broken, some were even ripped off their hinges. Two answering 
machines, one tape player, $30, and a roll of stamps were stolen. 
Payroll information from the day care office was also taken. 
[B290MACA] 

5-21/22-86 

In New York, the offices of the North American Congress on Latin 
America (NACLA) were burglarized. The magazine was working on a 
story concerning North and the contras. There were no signs of 
forced entry. Desk drawers were opened and even the contest of 
envelopes were examined . One wall was graffittied, but only 
$20 and a heavy tool box were taken. [B280NYCA] 

5-4 or 5-1986 

Three offices at the Wheadon United Church in Evanston, 111. were 
burglarized. In one office, one file cabinet was opened and 
papers strewn about the floor. In another office check stubs and 
account records seem to have been examined. Nothing of monetary 
value was taken, but sometime later the sanctuary file was 
missing from the pastor's office. [B570ILS] 

5-86 

The storefront windows of four peace groups in Minneapolis, Minn, 
were shattered over the same weekend. The groups are: the 
Honeywell Project, a direct action civil disobedience group which 
focuses on pressuring Honeywell to convert to peace-time 
projects; the Northern Sun Alliance, a safe energy and 
anti-nuclear power group; Friends for a Non-violent World; and 
the Minnesota Nuclear Freeze. A fifth incident also occurred on 
the same weekend. It was a burglary at the Central American 
Resource Center and the Nicaragua Solidarity Committee on the 
campus of the University of Minnesota. Petty cash was reported 
stolen. Local police believe that the incidents may be 
connected. [BA40MNCA] 

A-7-86 

The apartment of two Brookline, Mass. art instructors involved in 
cultural exchange programs with Cuban and Nicaraguan artists was 
broken into. The intruders who entered by breaking a window took 
computer disks, a telephone answering machine and a beeper, but 
left all other valuables untouched. The police report on the 
incident termed it "a teenagers prank." [B270MACA] 

A-2-86 

On April 2, 1986, two secretaries at the United Church of Santa 
Fe in New Mexico discovered that the door to the church's 
educational area had been broken into and the wood around the 
deadbolt locks gouged out. Inner officers were entered and an 
attempt made to break open an exit door. Nothing of monetary 
value was taken although petty cash was available, but cabinets 
and closets were gone through and the church membership lists 
were left on a desk top. Although it is not officially a 
sanctuary church, many members are vocal advocates of sanctuary 
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and lobbied to declare Santa Fe a sanctuary city and New Mexico a 
sanctuary state. The incident was reported to the city police, 
who "shrugged it of f . " [BllONMS] 

3/2A/86 . ' 

A D.C. woman who is active in Nicaragua solidarity arrived home 
to find that her apartment had been entered. Nothing was taken 
but she believes some files were examined. [B560DCCA] 

3/15/86 

Intruders smashed down a door to gain entry to the office of CASA 
in Cambridge. This time an electric typewriter and two answering 
machines were taken. One of the machines contained the^ 
organization's "hot-line" message. A note was left behind 
containing vulgar and insulting language. The intruders also cut 
up a one dollar bill and scattered it on top of the note. 
[B260MACA] 

3-7-86 

The caretaker of the Trinity Methodist Church in Berkeley found 
an intruder in a basement office. The intruder told the 
caretaker he was a volunteer working with refugees. There are no 
refugees in the building. By the time the police came to 
investigate, the intruder was gone. [B250CAS] 

3-3-86 

Burglars opened two outside doors and entered the inner offices 
of St. Stephen's Presbyterian Church in Chatsworth, Ca. They 
broke two filing cabinets and opened desk drawers. Files were 
strewn about the floor. Nothing of value was taken. The 
burglary occurred six weeks after the founding of the San 
Fernando Valley Interfaith Taskforce on Central America and the 
pastor's involvement in Central American issues was publicized. 
[B670CACA] 

12-29-85 

Pico Rivera Methodist Church, a sanctuary church in California, 
was broken into and badly damaged. A window was jimmied to gain 
entry and an electric saw used to make three large holes in the 
inside wall. The intruders found and used keys to open several 
doors. The door frame and wall were broken to gain access to an 
office where there was no key. Files were rifled, desks searched 
and the membership roster and church tax papers were left on a 
desk top. [B2A0CAS] 

12-A thru 5-85 

Six offices in the OCBC basement, including two CASA offices, the 
OCBC, NICA, the Cambridge Rent Control Coalition, and the church 
pastor's office were broken into. All the office doors, except 
the pastor's office, were kicked in. The pastor's office door 
was opened with a key, and the key ring stolen in the September 
13, 1985 burglary was found lying in front of one of the CASA 
offices. Other keys were taken out of the OCBC office and left 
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lying near various doors. The door leading to the church 
sanctuary was also unlocked. File cabinets and desk drawers were 
again found opened and mail in the NICA and OCBC offices had been 
opened and scattered about the offices. Files and cards in one 
CASA office were strewn about the room. NICA's financial records 
had been disturbed and apparently examined. 

Telephone answering machines were taken from the church pastor 
and NICA offices and a small camera was missing from the OCBC 
office. Other valuable office equipment and a small amount of 
cash were left behind in the offices. [B230MACA] 

In denying a Freedom of Information Act request for files on the 
OCBC on November 12th, the FBI said those files might "reveal the 
identity of an individual who has furnished information to the 
FBI under confidential circumstances." 



12-85 

A Washington, D.C. man, who is active in Central America - 
solidarity work, found his apartment rifled and vandalized. 
Documents and papers rel-ating to Central America were scattered 
about, and file folders had been examined. Drawers had been 
emptied of Clothing and plants overturned, but $160 in cash and 
other valuables were not touched. [B220DCCA] 

11 or 12-85 ^ , 

Saginaw, Michigan Home for Peace and Justice was broken into. 
Files containing membership lists and lists of conscientious 
objectors appeared rifled. The break-in occurred while the two 
sisters in charge were away on a peace pilgrimage. One of the 
nuns had visited Nicaragua in 198A and had talked about her trip 
on TV and given several talks in Saginaw. [B210MICA] 

11-20-85 

A volunteer at St. Williams Catholic Church, a sanctuary church 
in Louisville, Kentucky entered the church to find drawers open, 
stacks of slides from Nicaragua scattered, correspondence and 
information about sanctuary, and other sensitive material in 
disarray. A letter from Central Americans applying for sanctuary 
was left lying on top of the desk. [B200KYS] 

11-12-85 

The apartment of a Massachusetts man who does Central American 
solidarity work was broken into and ransacked. The intruder had 
gained access through the front door, but a window had been 
broken from the inside. The only things taken were slides of 
Nicaragua and a credit card. A file cabinet had been looked 
through, but the stereo, TV, and etc., were left behind. 
[B190MACA] 

10-25-85 . , . V ^ T 

The office of a Phoenix, Arizona attorney who works with Central 
American refugees was broken into twice during the weekend of 
October 25th. Nothing was taken during the first burglary, but 
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during the second break-in, a typewriter was taken. A small 
radio was also taken from a neighboring church office. A receipt 
book with bills in it and a manila envelope with $500 were left 
behind. Desk drawers and file cabinets were rifled and telephone 
logs containing information about clients were examined. 
[B180ARS] 

10-1-85 

The Offices of National Namibia Concerns in Denver were broken • 
into. In addition to the computer the disks containing the 
mailing lists, the back-up disks which had been placed in a 
drawer were searched for and taken. The only hard copy of the 
complete list was also taken. Other items of value were left 
behind. The police officers who were called to the scene 
reported that the burglars had worn gloves and advised the staff 
to contact the FBI. An FBI agent who responded informed the 
staff that a bug may have been removed from a light fixture that 
appeared to have come loose. [B360COSA] 

9-16-85 

A Jesuit priest in Arizona, who is also an attorney working on 
political asylum cases, discovered his office had been 
burglarized. His copying machine had been thrown to the floor 
and broken; a large box of scrap paper was scattered in front of 
the office and his file box of "cases on appeal" was missing. 
The incident occurred while he was on vacation and his pastor 
reported it to the police. [B170ARS] 

9-13-85 

The offices of CASA, NECAN, OCBC, CAMINO (Central America 
Information Office), and the Cambridge Rent Control Coalition, 
were broken into. The doors of every office but NECAN were 
kicked in and the door frames shattered. The NECAN office was 
entered by using keys stolen from the OCBC office. Again nothing 
of value was taken from the offices while file cabinets and desk 
drawers were opened and apparently examined. 

A CASA member returning materials to the office after an evening 
event discovered the office doors were broken open and the 
basement lights on. A slight blond-haired man was seen running 
from the basement by a CASA member. [B160MACA] 

7-16-85 

The offices of the University Baptist Church in Seattle, 
Washington, a sanctuary church, were broken into. Nothing of 
monetary value was taken, but the keys to the rooms where six 
Central American refugees were being housed were missing. The 
Rev. Donovan Cook, an unindicted co-conspirator in the Arizona 
case, later discovered that several personal records, including 
notes of telephone calls to a pastor in San Salvador, were also 
missing. The intruders also examined legal files, as well as a 
file containing a list of sanctuary movement supporters and other 
papers related to the Church's active role in the sanctuary 
movement. Piles of airline ticket carbons were thrown about the 
desk top. 
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On several occasions prior to the break-in, Rev. Cook and some of 
the refugees had seen a man with a walkie-talkie outside the 
church. [B150WAS] 

The^Los Angeles office of Amnesty International discovered a list 
of 1,500 donors missing from their files. The file was described 
as "sensitive material" that profiled Amnesty celebrity ^ 
supporters, many of whom are active in Central American issues.

A"slide show produced by people who returned from El Salvador and 
eight copies of a video titled "Stop the Bombing" were stolen at - 
thi National Convention, of the Committee m Solidarity with the 
People of El Salvador which took place m Washington, D.C. /^ve 
cars of convention attendees were tampered with so they would not 
start. [B130DCCA] 

The'apartment of a New York woman who is active in solidarity 
movement was broken into and ransacked. The only things missing 
were an old tape recorder and a report on Chilean airforce 
member's confession about incidents of torture. There was cash 
in the apartment that was not taken. [B120NYCA] 

The"^offices of Nuevo Institute de Centre America, in the Old 
Cambridge Baptist Church, Cambridge, Massachusetts, were broken 
into for the third time. Nothing was taken; drawers were left 
open. [BIOOMAMCA] 

In^Berkeley, California the University Lutheran Church was broken 
into. A typewriter and tape recorder were ignored but files were 
examined. [B090CAS] 

12-18/19-84 

Five offices at the OCBC, three of them related to Central 
American solidarity work were broken into. Again items of value 
were left behind. Office equipment was badly damaged m one 
office, and again desk drawers and files were examined. 
[B080MACA] 

On the same evening in Boston, the Church of the Covenant was the 
subject of a break-in. Seven doors were broken through, f J-l^ and 
desk drawers opened and rifled. The church had recently voted a 
letter of support for OCBC's sanctuary of a Salvadoran refugee, 
and several church members had participated m a 2A-hour vigil 
with the refugee. [B070MAS] 

On December 21, Cambridge Police Detective, James Dwyer submitted 
a report, later sent on to the City Council, noting that the 
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burglars were "interested only in the organizational files and 
data" of the various offices. 

11- 27/28-84 

During the night of November 27, the office doors of three 
Central American solidarity organizations, housed in the Old 
Cambridge Baptist Church (OCBC), in Cambridge, MA, were broken 
through and the offices entered. Nothing of value was taken from 
any of the offices, even though valuable office equipment and a 
purse containing cash and credit cards was in plain view. 
However, desk drawers and file cabinets of the three offices were 
left open and had apparently been examined. The only item 
missing was the outgoing message cassette tape for one of the 
office's answering machine.

That same evening, November 27, one office at the First 
Congregation Church, in Cambridge, was broken into, while another 
office door was damaged in an unsuccessful break-in attempt. The 
office of the University Christian Movement in New England, a 
pro-sanctuary student group, was also entered. Nothing of 
monetary value was taken, even though a .35 mm. camera was in 
full view, but file and desk drawers had apparently been 
examined. [B050MAS] 

10-27-84 

Four well-dressed men, one with a camera, were caught peering 
into the building of Sojourner (a religious magazine) by an 
employee before 6:00 a.m. They acted very embarrassed, offered 
no real explanation for their presence at the building, quickly 
got into a plain brown sedan with a long CB-type antenna, and 
sped off. The employee noted the license plate and, later, with 
the assistance of a well-placed source, traced the Virginia tag, 
"G-306" to the National Security Agency (NSA) . [B040DCCA] 

10--84 

An apartment which housed a Guatemalan couple and their child 
given sanctuary by the First Methodist Church in Germantown, PA, 
was broken into. The wallet of the husband was taken. He was an 
unindicted co-conspirator in the Arizona prosecution of sanctuary 
workers. The wallet contained the addresses and phone numbers of 
all of the people with whom the man traveled from Arizona to 
Philadelphia. Envelopes bearing the name and address of the 
wife's family in Guatemala were taken, as were books, cassette 
tapes and cash. [B030PAS] 

9/84 

An apartment which housed three Central American refugees at the 
Riverside Church complex in NYC was broken into. The lock was 
changed. The apartment was again broken into and this time a 
folder on the sanctuary committee was taken. [B020NYS] 

12- 83 

Guatemela News and Information Center, Oakland, California, 
broken into. Bookkeeping records and mailing lists were solen 
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and files were rifled. Petty cash and office equipment were left 
untouched. [BOIOCACA]

A filmmaker who had been to Nicaragua and filmed an interview 
with Daniel Ortega was stopped by customs in Dallas after 
information about him came up in the customs computer (TECS). 
Customs claimed the film was commercial in nature and seized it. 
The filmmaker complained vociferously and customs allowed the 
film to be sent to Dulles Airport under bond. [C420DCCA] 

Jan. -Feb. 1987 

Committee for Medical Aid to Central America (COMACA) has had 
mail arrive opened, twice in the past two months. On the first 
occasion a letter from NCAHRN had been torn open and was in a 
postal plastic bag with a notice that it had been damaged in 
transit. The second time a letter from Guatemala Health Rights 
Support Network in Wash. D.C. had been torn open and not 
resealed. [P080NCCA] 



A third break-in occurred at St. Edmund's Episcopal Church in 
Pacifica Ca. The window and the frame were removed but an infra 
red alarm which had been installed after the second break-in went 
off and the intruders fled. [B610CACA] 



1-31-87 , , 

Sometime between 1/31 and 2/1 a burglary occurred at A offices 
located in the basement of a sanctuary church. United Methodist 
Church -Calvary, in Washington, D.C. There was no sign of forced 
entry. Files were rifled and papers strewn about in the A 
offices. Nothing of value was taken. The organizations housed 
in the church are Comite El Salvador, Comite de Refugiados 
Salvadorenos, Casa del Pueblo and Haitian Bureau.

In Portland, Oregon, an address book was removed from a kitchen 
table in the home of movement activists who were the victims of a 
series of admitted FBI blackbag jobs in the 1960's.

1-29-87 ^ . ^ ^ 

A Florida man who planned a trip to Nicaragua with the 
Interreligious Foundation for Community Organization (IFCO) went 
to pick up his passport in Miami. He was told to return twice on 

— the-s ame day and whon ho went back for the third time wac told 
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that the FBI wanted to talk to him. He was questioned about his 
birth certificate, which was geniune; his arrest record in which 
he was found innocent; his marriage and the reasons for his 
forthcoming trip. The agents knew his history in advance. He 
felt very intimidated. [F560FLCA] 

1-16-87 

Two peace activists affiliated with the Home for Peace and 
Justice in Saginaw, Mi. attended a disarmament activity in 
Florida. They entered Jetty Park, in which an area was reserved 
by a Florida peace coalition but after registering as tourists, 
giving their names, address and license plate number, camped in a 
different part of the state park with only 3 other tents near 
theirs. While attending a special service someone broke into 
their tent, breaking the zippers for entry. An entire file 
folder containing a journal and letters from a peace activist nun 
who is in jail for civil disobedience was taken while a radio was 
left behind. Nothing else appeared to be disturbed. [B630MIAW] 

1-13-87 

National Central American Health Rights Newtwork (NCAHRN) 
received a letter from the Union of Health Workers in Nicaragua. 
The letter arrived neatly opened and resealed with tape and 
stamped "damaged in handling in the postal service." It bore a 
Washington, D.C. postmark indicating it had been routed to D.C. 
and then to New York City. Earlier, a branch office in North 
Carolina reported that for two days in a row their office 
received mail in a post office plastic bag marked "damaged in 
handling." [P050NYCA] 

1/12/87 

A nun who returned from an 8 day visit to Nicaragua had checked 
her baggage and had it locked in her presence before leaving 
Nicaragua. At Miami airport one of her two bags was missing. 
Two nuns traveling with her checked the entire baggage area as 
well as the airline agent from Tan Sahsa airline and no bag was 
found. The next day she received a call from Miami airport that 
the bag had been found and she was told "it was in the baggage 
claim area and you had not seen it." The bag was flown to Metro 
airport and the zipper which had a small padlock had been broken 
and her name tag missing. The bag had obviously been searched. 
The contents of a package that had been tied were scattered in 
the bag and letters she had been given to mail in the U.S. were 
missing.

In early December 1986, the pastor of the Reformed Christian 
Church in Washington received a call from his brother who had 
recently returned from Nicaragua. On December 14, 1986, the 
pastor discovered that his office in the church had been 
burglarized. Files were rifled, old tax returns and checkbooks 
taken out and perused. The only items removed were an old 
Walkman and a blood pressure monitor. Computer equipment and an 
expensive radio were left behind. A second break-in occurred on

A break-in occurred at the Arlington Street Church in Boston. 
Five locked offices were entered. Files and desk drawers were 
rifled.

A letter to The Fund for Open Information and Accountablility 
(FOIA, Inc.) from the American Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) in 
California arrived a week after mailing with the flap torn open 
and the flap tucked inside. 

A manila envelope containing signed FOIA authorizations and other 
sensitive material was mailed to FOIA, Inc. from the Center for 
Constitutional Rights (CCR) on Dec. 31, 1986. It reached FOIA, 
Inc. the end of January, 1987, had been stamped found m 
supposedly empty equipment," and bore a Jan. 7, 1987 postmark on 
the back. [P060NY] 

A^Virginia man returning from Moscow was verbally abused, delayed 
and physically assaulted by a USDA agent. [C390VASU] 

A^San Francisco physician who mailed a small donation to CISPES 
received harassing calls late at night for two months. In 
December he received two hate postcards which mentioned his 
donation and a letter of complaint the physician sent to his 
congressperson. [U210CACA] [TUllOCACA] 

Offices^of the International Center for Development Policy ^ 
(Commission on U.S. -Central American Relations) were broken into. 
Files were ransacked and documents stolen. One of the documents 
stolen concerned a covert Southern Air Transport flight which 
carried arms to the contras . [ BA 20DCCA] 

11-23-86 . , . 

Kingston, Washington, home of woman active m Nicaragua 
solidarity work was broken into. Nothing appeared to have been 
taken. She reported break-in to police who told her that she was 
very lucky to have lived there for ten years without a 
break-in. [BAIOWACA] 

A^second break-in occurred at the home of a New York woman who is 
the Latin American coordinator for the United Methodist Church. 
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The break-in occurred while she was in Nicaragua. The intruder 
set off the alarm and then ran away. [B400NYLA] 

11-17-86 

Centro Presente, a Cambridge organization that helps refugees 
from El Salvador, was broken into. A computer, disks, files and 
keys to the file cabinets were taken. [B390MACA] 

11-9-86 

The luggage of a woman who works for Nicaragua Exchange was lost 
by Eastern Airlines on her return trip from Nicaragua. [C190NYCA] 

11-6-86 

Passengers boarding plane for Nicaragua in Miami airport were 
required to fill out a travel form asking about where they 
intended to stay, the purpose of the trip and if they had ever 
been in Nicaragua before. [C180NYCA] 

11-5 or 6-1986 

First break-in at the home of a New York woman active in Latin 
American and Caribbean solidarity work. All the lights were 
turned on, but nothing seemed to be touched. [B370NYLA] 

11-86 

A New York lawyer who went to Nicaragua in 1983 and worked for 
the National Lawyers Guild Visa Denial Project in 1985 was 
informed by IRS that it wanted to audit her 1985 returns. 
[I080NYCA] 

10-22-86 

The home and the place of work of a New York man who works with 
the Nicaragua Construction Brigade was visited by a FBI agent. 
[F290NYCANP] 

10-16-87 

A shipment of $1400 worth of sawblades , hammers and shovels from 
Catholic Relief Services to Nicaragua was detained by customs. A 
license application was made. The State Department is still 
reviewing the application. [C430--CA] 

10-16-86 

A New York woman was not allowed to board a Cuba bound plane in 
Miami. Customs not only wanted her to fill out a form, but 
present a letter of invitation from Cuba, or permission from the 
State Department. [C170NYCU] 

10-7 & 10-13-1986 

The offices of the pastor at St. Edmund's Episcopal Church in 
Pacifica, Ca. were broken into. On 10-7 file cabinets were left 
open, files thrown on the floor. Files left in the center of the 
room pertained to Salvadoran political asylum cases he had 
represented. Money in a drawer had been strewn on top of the 
desk. During the second burglary, the same files were strewn 
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about. Burglars took a small cassette recorder and memorabilia 
the pastor had on his desk. [B610CACA] 



Following the start of a campaign to make Brooklyn a "sister 
city" to a city in Nicaragua, a campaign participant received a 
threatening phone call from a man who said he was from a 
right-wing pro-Somoza front and said, "we're going to get you." 
[U150NYCA] 

9-26-86 , , 

The car of a man active in Witness for Peace was broken into. 
Items taken were a briefcase containing Nicaraguan newspapers, 
books, files, a slide projector and slides of Nicaragua, camera, 
typewriter and suitcase of clothing. 100 pamphlets on the back 
seat entitled What We Have Seen and Heard in Nicaragua were also 
taken. A passport, checkbook and overcoat were left behind.

9-13-86 North Carolina woman who is a member of an organization 
which is a plaintiff in the Heidv case has had difficulty with 
her phone. On the above date, while on the phone she heard a 
recording of a conversation she had on March 1986. [T080NCCA] 



An attorney for Big Mountain Legal Defense Committee in Arizona 
received death threats on the telephone which he reported to the 
police. In the course of making the report he was informed by a 
policeman that there are regular "intelligence reports" on Big 
Mountain activists sent to the Relocation Commission and that the 
FBI and the Bureau of Indian Affairs are surveilling "two 
terrorist safehouses in Flagstaff" and a "terrorist camp" on Big 
Mountain.

burglarized and vandalized eight times in a period of six weeks. 

Security bars were bent, a deadbolt lock taken apart and bizarre 
notes were left. One note read. "KGB Foxred." On one occasion a 
male wearing a glove on one hand and grasping something in his 
right tried to enter a locked door. The staff person did not let 
him in and called 911. [BSAODCS] 

7-30-86 

A Customs agent at the Miami airport interrogated a woman 
returning from Nicaragua, examined books and posters she was 
carrying and taunted her about "Danny boy," (Daniel Ortega) being 
her hero. The agent kept a copy of a magazine, Soberania . saying 
It would be analyzed to determine whether or not it contained 

subversive" language. Agent would not give his name, only his 
badge number.

7-29-86 

A Center for Constitutional Rights staff person reported that 
when her travel agent called her home, a man answered who said:

The Arizona home of a sanctuary worker (1 of 3 recently acquitted 
of alien smuggling charges) was torched by f^^onists who also 
killed her dog with a lethal injection. Prior to the incident 
she had received 17 threatening phone calls and 3 ^f^ters. Her 
house has been broken into A times in the past 2 years. [B330A2S]

On the same evening that he returned to NYC ^5°^^^ 3-week visit 
to Nicaragua, a Palestinian student discovered that a hand bag he 
had left in the trunk of a car was missing. The bag contained 
slides, audio tapes, notes on interviews and other valuable 
documentation of his trip. He. his wife and a neighbor had 
parked the car near a restaurant where they dined. A camera and 
other equipment plainly visible on the back feat as well as two 
other suitcases in the trunk were untouched. [B320NYCANP]

Intruders burglarized and ransacked the apartment of a Michigan 
wSman active in the Central America Solidarity Committee They 
rifled her files and threw papers and books all over the floor.

The^apartment of a Brooklyn woman whose sister is active in 
Central American work was burglarized and ransacked The 
intruders went through her fil^^ , and ignoring items of value, 
took only a few of her earrings . [B300NYCANP]

The luggage of eight of 32 persons travelling to Managua on June 
28 and 29 via New Orleans and Miami was missing when thay arrived 
in Nicaragua. The tour was sponsored by Casa Nicaraguense de 
Espanol iS New York City. [ClAONYCA] 

An^FBI^agent in San Francisco called the workplace of a woman who 
had visited Nicaragua in January and April 1986. The agent asked 
if the firm did buiiness with Nicaragua. Later he and a female 
agent visited the workplace and asked that the receptionist 
s— the employee. ?he receptionist refused ^^he female agent 
then called the employee over the telephone and ^^^er getting 
nowhere, called the receptionist to ask for the employee s title. 
[F270CACA1 

Alternative Life, Inc., a small non-profit publishing company in 
Georgia that produces materials that are used primarily by 
churches was called by IRS and informed that IRS was going to 
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conduct an audit. They publish a newsletter which supports 
sanctuary and tax resistance. [I070GAS]

The telephone toll records of the District of Columbia home of 
political activists involved in sanctuary were subpoenaed by a 
grand jury. [F260DCS] 

6-7/8-86 

A seventh break-in occurred at OCBC. On June 7, NICA offices^ 
were hit and on the following day so were 7 other offices. Six 
were Central American solidarity related offices, one belonged to 
Cambridge Rent Control and the other to the Children's Co-op Day 
Care Center. Doors were broken, some were even ripped off their 
hinges. Two answering machines, one tape player, $30, and a roll 
of stamps were stolen. Payroll information from the day care 
office was also taken. [B290MACA] 

6-86 

A week after a New York woman returned from Guatemala and 
Nicaragua she received a notice from the IRS that her income tax 
was to be audited. [I060NYCA] 

5-23-86 

On May 23, just days before the city of Rochester was to vote on 
whether to become a sanctuary city, a Salvadoran who had been 
given sanctuary by a local church was picked up by the INS as the 
holiday weekend was beginning. The man who had been released on 
bail pending a political asylum hearing was termed a national 
security threat and his bail was raised to $50,000. Rochester 
residents raised the bail in record time and Rochester voted in 
sanctuary. [IMOIONYS] 

5-21-22-86 

In New York, the offices of the North American Congress on Latin 
America (NACLA) were burglarized. There were no signs of forced 
entry. Desk drawers were opened and even the contents of 
envelopes were examined. One wall was graffittied, but only $20 
and a heavy tool box were taken. [B280NYCA] 

5-13-86 

Campus Christian Center at the University of Arizona, Tucson, a 
group which relates to the sanctuary movement, reports IRS 
harassment. [IllOAZS] 

5-10-86 

Intruders ransacked and tried to set fire to the home of one of 
the sanctuary trial defendants while she was in Phoenix attending 
pre-sentencing hearing. They entered the premises through a hole 
they made in the bedroom wall. While taking nothing of value, 
the intruders rifled through her files. They also drugged her 
dog. She later received a phone call threatening that harm would 
come to her and her children if she spoke at a rally. [B430MS] 
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5-10-86 

NICA, at Old Cambridge Baptist Church heard from folks in 
Raleigh, NC that a letter that they had correctly addressed to 
NICA had been returned to them. It had been opened and bore the 
following stamps: "Returned to Sender, Attempted Not Known, 
Cambridge, MA 02139" and "Misdirected by Post Office, Opened in 
Error, Internal Revenue Service." This is one of 18 incidents of 
mail tampering NICA can identify. [I&P030MACA] 

5-A-86 

Three offices at the Wheadon United Church in Evanston, 111. were 
burglarized. In one office, one file cabinet was opened and 
papers strewn about the floor. In another office check stubs and 
account records seem to have been examined. Nothing of monetary 
value was taken, but sometime later the sanctuary file was 
missing from the pastor's office. [B570ILS] 

5-A-86 , . ^ 

U.S. Customs officials at Dorval Airport in Montreal seized 
material they termed "representative of subversive literature" 
from a woman returning from a trip to Cuba. Among the materials 
taken was a speech by Fidel Castro to a Pediatric Congress which 
took place in November, 198 A. Other members of the group were 
verbally abused -- screamed at that "they had no business with, 
and were not allowed to bring subversive literature in."

A few days before "Broken Rainbow" (a documentary about Big 
Mountain) was to be shown at the Latin American Cultural Center 
on May 17, in a church center in Eugene, Oregon, an FBI agent 
' came to the church center seeking information about the cultural 
center. He also asserted that the FBI expected violence at Big 
Mountain this summer. [F250ORNA] 

A nun who works at the Home for Peace and Justice (see incident 
dated 11,12/85) picked up a telephone to make a call and heard a 
tape of a conversation she had had minutes before with another 
employee of the home.

The^storefront windows of four peace groups in Minneapolis, Minn, 
were shattered over the same weekend. The groups are: the 
Honeywell Project, a direct action civil disobedience group which 
focuses on pressuring Honeywell to convert to peace-time 
projects; the Northern Sun Alliance, a safe energy and 
anti-nuclear power group; Friends for a Non-violent World; and 
the Minnesota Nuclear Freeze. A fifth incident also occurred on 
the same weekend. It was a burglary at the Central American 
Resource Center and the Nicaragua Solidarity Committee on the 
campus of the University of Minnesota. Petty cash was reported 
stolen. Local police believe that the incidents may be 
connected. [B440MNCA] 
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4-1A-86 

A silent vigil of 20 people against Contra aid in Manchester, 
Indiana, a small town of 4000 people, was surveilled by men in 
two cars outside the Student Union of Manchester College. One of 
the men was identified as a local policeman in plain clothes. 
Later seven of the protesters marched to the local post office 
where they were "watched" by postal inspectors in a government 
car. When queried, the Chief of Police described the 
surveillance as "precautionary measures to gather after the fact 
evidence in case anything happened." [LOIOINCA] 

4-14-86 

On April 14, 1986, 150 persons participated in a rally and act of 
civil disobedience in opposition to Contra aid at 26 Federal 
Plaza in NYC. One of the persons arrested recognized a member of 
the Joint Terrorist Task Force (JTTF) who had been pointed out to 
him about a year ago at a John Brown Anti-Klan demonstration also 
in New York City. The agent was watching the participants. The 
arrestee said to the agent, "I know you're part of JTTF. Do you 
think we are all terrorists?" The agent replied, "You may not 
all be terrorists yet, but I'm sure there is some Soviet 
infiltration here." [F240NYCA] 

4-8-86 

MSN called the Thomas Merton Center (TMC) in Pittsburgh, Pa. to 
inform them that FBI documents sent us in response to FOIA 
requests on behalf of NECAN mentioned TMC and included 
intelligence information on them. A woman at TMC said that in 
October 1985 her telephone rang at her home, which is located one 
block behind TMC and when she answered, she heard a conversation 
at TMC which appeared to be a pre-recorded tape being played 
back. Another person at TMC also reported telephone "problems."

4-7-86 

The apartment of two Brookline, Mass. art instructors involved in 
cultural exchange programs with Cuban and Nicaraguan artists was 
broken into. The intruders who entered by breaking a window took 
computer disks, a telephone answering machine and a beeper, but . 
left all other valuables untouched. The police report on the 
incident termed it "a teenagers prank." [B270MACA] 

4-6-86 

On April 6, 1986, the Dallas Morning News released a story told 
to it by Frank Varelli, a Salvadoran who became a U.S. citizen 
and was' hired by the FBI in 1981 to analyze information received 
from other FBI offices and the CIA about El Salvador. In 1982 he 
went to El Salvador to make contact with the intelligence unit of 
the National Guard. Then, assuming the identity of a refugee 
named Gilberto Mendoza, he infiltrated Dallas CISPES as part of 
an FBI covert operation designed to uncover the "terrorist 
activities" of a number of Dallas organizations. Varelli, who 
had resigned in 1984, decided to tell his story because he was 
angry that the FBI had refused to give him back pay. [F230TXCA] 
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On April 2, 1986, two secretaries at the United Church of Santa 
Fe in New Mexico discovered that the door to the church s 
educational area had been broken into and the around the 

deadbolt locks gouged out. Inner officers were entered and an 
attempt made to^rlak open an exit door. Nothing of monetary 
value was taken although petty cash was available, but cabinets 
Ind closets were gone through and the ^f^^P ^^^^^ 

were left on a desk top. Although it was not officially a 
sanctuary church, many members are vocal advocates of sanctuary 
Ind lobbied to declare Santa Fe a sanctuary city and New Mexico 
Sanctuary state. The incident was reported to the city police 
who "shrugged it off."

?he"cLetaker of the Trinity Methodist Church in Berkeley found 
an intruder in a basement office. The intruder told the 
caretaker he Sas a volunteer working with refugees.

Burelars opened two outside doors and entered the inner offices 
of it Stephen's Presbyterian Church in Chatsworth, Ca They 
broke • two fiUng cabinks and opened desk drawers Files were 
strewn about the floor. Nothing of value was taken. The 
burglSrly occurred six weeks after the founding of the San 
Fernando Valley Interfaith Taskforce on Central America and the 
pas?o?'s involvement in Central American issues was publicized.

^Co^rnen travelling to Nicaragua from San Francisco Airport 
through Mexico foSnd on their arrival J" Mexico that their 
luggafe had been forced open and^searched.

Representatives of Mexicana 
Airlines suggested that the broken luggage had been examined by 
the "same parties."

A suspicious fire seriously damaged the offices of Transafrica in 
Washington, D.C. [U120DCSA3 

2-7-86 

Rev. Donovan Cook, whose church in Seattle was broken into in 
July 1985, received a letter from the church's insurance company, 
threatening to cancel the insurance unless the church ceases to 
offer sanctuary to Central American refugees. The letter implied 
that the refugees were a hazard because their backgrounds and 
culture prevented them from properly operating electrical 
appliances. The church wound up having to spend $9,000 to comply 
with the insurance company. [UllOWAS] 

1-18-86 

A California man returning from Nicaragua was stopped by customs 
at the San Francisco airport and questioned about the type of 
work he did and who his employer was. He refused to name his 
employer. [CllOCACA] 

1-16-86 

Two FBI agents questioned the wife of a building superintendent 
about a tenant who is an activist in the Central America 
solidarity movement. They said she'd been to Central America and 
Cuba, asked where her money came from, insinuated that the tenant 
was part of an international communist conspiracy and warned the 
superintendent's wife not to tell the tenant they had been there. 
[F210NYCA] 

1-15-86 

A New Jersey man returning from Cuba through Miami was questioned 
by customs about his trip. A Customs agent helped him carry his 
suitcase, suitbag and two paper bags filled with books and 
magazines relating to the Cuban judicial system, to a locker. 
When he returned to the locker to remove his things, the bags of 
literature were missing. After initially denying they had the 
books. Customs officials admitted they had them and said they 
were communist propaganda. They returned the books to him and 
told him he should expect a vist from the FBI the following week.

1-2-86 

A Puerto Rican activist and member of an anti-repression 
committee in New York City was called by the FBI who had also 
visited and questioned her mother a few weeks earlier. [F200NYPR] 

1-2-86 

A New Jersey woman who works for Habitat for Humanity was 
returning from Nicaragua via Costa Rica. Two Costa Rican 
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Intelligence and Security agents stopped her in the airport and 
confiscated several books and magazines. They photocopied her 
passport and took a snapshot of herself which was lying loose in 
a book. They asked her, "Who are you working for? Are you a 
Sandinista?" One of the agents commented that not many of her 
books were religious, although she worked for a Christian 
organization, and taunted her with the suggestion that she call 
the U.S. Embassy. [UIOONJCA] 

1-86 

An Ohio man who went to Nicaragua in August of 198A received 
notice of IRS audit in January 1986. [I160OHCA] 

1-86 

A major shipper of humanitarian aid to Nicaragua, located in 
Maryland is notified by IRS of its desire to audit 1983 and 198A 
tax returns. [I190MDCANP] 

1-86 

A New York man who returned from Nicaragua four months earlier 
was notified by IRS that they wanted to audit his tax returns. 
[I050NYCANP] 

12-29-85 

Pico Rivera Methodist Church, a sanctuary church in California, 
was broken into and badly damaged. A window was jimmied to gain 
entry and an electric saw used to make three large holes in the 
inside wall. The intruders found and used keys to open several 
doors. The door frame "and wall were broken to gain access to an 
office where there was no key. Files were rifled, desks searched 
and the membership roster and church tax papers were left on a 
desk top. [B2A0CAS] 

12-A thru 5-85 

Six offices in the OCBC basement, including two CASA offices, the 
OCBC, NICA, the Cambridge Rent Control Coalition, and the church 
pastor's office were broken into. All office doors, except the 
pastor's office, were kicked in. The pastor's office door was 
opened with a key, and the key ring stolen in the September 
burglary was found lying in front of one of the CASA offices. 
Other keys were taken out of the OCBC office and left lying near 
various doors. The door leading to the church sanctuary was also 
unlocked. File cabinets and desk drawers were again found opened 
and mail in the NICA and OCBC offices had been opened and 
scattered about the offices. Files and cards in one CASA office 
were strewn about the room. NICA's financial records had been 
disturbed and apparently examined. 

Telephone answering machines were taken from the church pastor 
and NICA offices and a small camera was missing from the OCBC 
office. Other valuable office equipment and a small amount of 
cash were left behind in the offices. [B230MACA] 

In denying a Freedom of Information Act request for files on the 
OCBC on November 12th, the FBI said those files might "reveal the 
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identity of an individual who has furnished information to the 
FBI under confidential circumstances." The possibility that the 
FBI has planted an informer among them has led the Cambridge 
offices to press for a thorough investigation by local officials. 

12-85 

A Washington, D.C. man, who is active in Central America 
solidarity work, found his apartment rifled and vandalized. 
Documents and papers relating to Central America were scattered 
about, and file folders had been examined. Drawers had been 
emptied of clothing and plants overturned, but $160 in cash and 
other valuables were not touched. [B220DCCA] 

11 or 12-85 

Saginaw, MI, Home For Peace and Justice was broken into. Files 
containing membership lists and lists of conscientious objectors 
appeared rifled. The break-in occurred while the two sisters in 
charge were away on a peace pilgrimage. One of the nuns had 
visited Nicaragua in 1984 and had talked about her trip on TV and 
given several talks in Saginaw. [B210MICA] 

11-20-85 

A volunteer at St. Williams Catholic Church, a sanctuary church 
in Louisville, Kentucky entered the church to find drawers open, 
stacks of slides from Nicaragua scattered, correspondence and 
information about sanctuary and other sensitive material in 
disarray. A letter from Central Americans applying for sanctuary 
was lying on top of the desk. [B200KYS] 

11-18-85 

A Wisconsin graduate student went to Tucson to do support work 
for the sanctuary trial and stayed at the home of a couple who 
are sanctuary and ACLU activists. During her stay, she 
experienced telephone interference. On one occasion, while 
discussing the trial with a newspaper reporter, a male voice 
broke in and said, "Are you two girls still fooling around with 
those stories?" After her return home, a reporter called her 
from Tucson to tell her about the trial and each time he spoke 
there were "clanking" noises on the phone that made it impossible 
to converse.. [T020WICS] 

11-12-85 

The apartment of a Massachusetts man who does Central American 
solidarity work was broken into and ransacked. The intruder had 
gained access through the front door, but a window had been 
broken from the inside. The only things taken were slides of 
Nicaragua and a credit card. A file cabinet had been looked 
through, but the stereo, TV, and etc., were left behind. 
[B190MACA] 

11-12-85 

A publishing company dropped off 100 similarly wrapped packages 
at a UPS center in^ New York City. One of the packages, addressed 
to a person in Kansas, was opened, resealed and returned to the 
sender, marked "moved" and stamped: "The U.S. law prohibits 
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distribution of these commodities to the Soviet Bloc: Communist 
China, North Korea, Macao, Cuba, Hong Kong or communist 
controlled areas of Viet Nam and Laos, unless otherwise 
authorized by the United States." The package was mailed 
internally to a U.S. citizen. [U090NYCA] 

Nov. 1985 

A Nicaraguan-born woman who is a University of California student 
was recently subjected to repeated phone calls, a visit and 
lengthy interrogation by two FBI agents who implied that she was 
involved in smuggling arms to El Salvador. Soon after, she 
received two anonymous phone calls threatening that she would 
"pay" if she attended a Nicaraguan band concert in San Diego. A 
bag of decapitated hamsters appeared on her doorstep and a 
neighbor told her that a Latin man in a blue Pinto had watched 
her apartment all day. These events occurred a week after this 
woman joined 150 picketers at a speech given by contra leader, 
Arturo Cruz, at the university and her participation was 
publicized in a newspaper. [F220CACA] 



The office of a Phoenix, Arizona attorney who works with Central 
American refugees was broken into twice during the weekend of 
October 25th. Nothing was taken during the first burglary, but 
during the second break-in, a typewriter was taken. A small 
radio was also taken from a neighboring church office. A receipt 
book with bills in it and a manila envelope with $500 were left 
behind. Desk drawers and file cabinets were rifled and telephone 
logs containing information about clients were examined. [B180AZS] 

10-7 thru 15-85 

FBI agents visited the homes and worksites of at least nine 
Salvadoran refugees in Houston. The agents, some posing as real 
estate brokers, were inquiring about alleged participation in 
"terrorist" organizations and the refugees' alleged involvement 
in collecting money and/or arms to send to El Salvador.^ Threats 
were made that unless the refugees cooperated in providing 
information they would be turned over to the INS. Two refugees 
were turned over to the INS and detained. Threatening phone 
calls have also been left on the answering machine of the 
refugees. [F190TXS] 



A Honduran man (currently a permanent U.S. resident), returning 
from a 5-day visit to Mexico, was questioned by Customs officials 
in Dallas after they found literature which they claimed was 
"subversive." The officials confiscated a number of posters and 
books which the man had purchased in Mexico and were on the 
subject of Central America. INS officials took his green card 
and told him he would have to talk to the FBI. [C220MACA] 

10-1-85 ^ , 

The Offices of National Namibia Concerns in Denver were broken 
into. In addition to the computer the disks containing the 
mailing lists, the back-up disks which had been placed in a 
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drawer were searched for and taken. The only hard copy of the 
complete list was also taken. Oth^r items of value were left 
behind. The police officers who were called to the scene 
reported that the burglars had worn gloves and advised the staff 
to contact the FBI. An FBI agent who responded informed the 
staff that a bug may have been removed from a light fixture that 
appeared to have come loose. [B360COSA] 

10-85 

A New York man who went to Nicaragua was told that his rent check 
had arrived at his landlord's office three weeks after it was ■ 
mailed. It had been placed in a different envelope which bore 
the stamp "delayed and/or opened by automatic opening eqipment , 
Holtsville, N.Y. 117A2," (the address of a regional IRS office). 
[I&P020NYCANP] 

9-16-85 

A Jesuit priest in Arizona, who is also an attorney working on 
political asylum cases, discovered his office had been 
burglarized. His copying machine had been thrown to the floor 
and broken; a large box of scrap paper was scattered in front of 
the office and his file box of "cases on appeal" was missing. 
The incident occurred while he was on vacation and his pastor 
reported it to the police. [B170AZS] 

9-13-85 

The offices of CASA, NECAN, OCBC, CAMINO (Central America 
Information Office) , and the Cambridge Rent Control Coalition, 
were broken into. The doors of every office but NECAN were 
kicked in and the door frames shattered. The NECAN office was 
entered by using keys stolen from the OCBC office. Again nothing 
of value was taken from the offices while file cabinets and desk 
drawers were opened and apparently examined. 

A CASA member returning materials to the office after an evening 
event discovered the office doors were broken open and the 
basement lights on. A slight blond-haired man was seen running 
from the basement by a CASA member. [B160MACA] 

8-2A-85 

A Pennslyvania woman returned from a 2 week trip to Nicaragua to 
Miami airport. She was helping another passenger by carrying a 
wrapped package of books and handed it back to the owner when a 
customs agent ran over, grabbed the package and ripped it open 
revealing printed material. He then took the woman and the other 
passenger to another agent to make a thorough search. The agent 
then seized 30 of the woman's books and informed her that they 
would have to send the books to the FBI because they were 
subversive and not allowed in spite of her protest that many of 
the books were available in U.S. libraries. Ultimately the books 
were returned to her. [C470PACA] 

8-24-85 

Upon his return from a tour of Central America, a Washington 
professor was stopped and questioned for about 45 minutes by 
Customs officials at the Seattle Airport. He was asked if he was

in Nicaragua as part of "those radical political groups." They 
went through his personal packages and opened one of the several 
letters he was carrying. They also went through his wallet and 
took his faculty ID, driver's license and passport to another 
room where they presumably photocopied them.

A Washington D.C. woman returning from Nicaragua via Dallas was 
questioned about her trip by Customs officials who referred to 
some children's books and other literature as "communist 
propaganda." She was questioned for about 40 minutes which 
caused her to miss her connecting flight. After finally allowing 
her to keep her literature, the Customs agents warned her not to 
distribute it or give it to the Communist Party. [C080DCCA] 

8-7-85 ^ ^ 

While an Arizona woman was visting in Nicaragua, someone torched 
her Arizona home. Police and fire marshall reports indicate 
arson. Prior to her departure the woman's name appeared in an 
article in a local newspaper talking about her plans to travel to 
Nicaragua. [U080AZCA] 

8-6-86 

A Michigan student returning from Nicaragua with a group 
organized by NICA was searched, questioned and harassed by 
customs agents at the Dallas /Fort Worth airport. They took a 
list of medical supplies typed on a letterhead of an Ann Arbor 
Medical Project and personal letters the student had been asked 
to mail in the U.S. by U.S. citizens and removed them from his 
sight, presumably to be photocopied. An FBI document shows that 
Customs supplied copies of the documents to the FBI. [C490MICA] 

8-1-85 

Upon his return from Nicaragua through the Houston airport, an 
Alabama man and his wife were stopped by Customs officials who, 
after searching their bags, confiscated some 24 pieces of 
literature, including newspapers and poetry books, claiming they 
were "subversive. " [C070ALCA] 

7-30-85 

A Houston apartment manager, active in the Central American 
solidarity movement, received a visit from an FBI agent looking 
for a woman friend who is also involved in solidarity work. The 
agent said he could not say why he was looking for the woman 
because it was a matter of national security. [F180TXCA] 

7-29-85 

A Houston man, returning from Nicaragua, was frisked by Customs 
officials, who also searched his wallet and made him empty his 
pockets. They also seized 125 pieces of literature, including 
magazines, newspapers, poetry books and two children's books 
written in Russian. The officials also tried to prevent him from 
keeping a hammock and a box of cigars , saying that they were in 
violation of the embargo. He was told that his material could be 
held, up to two weeks by the US Customs Service. [C060TXCA] 
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7-26-85 

A well-known writer, who has travelled to Nicaragua, reported 
that on July 26 she received a bundle of mail forwarded to 
her from her New York City residence to her home in Vermont; 
among the letters was her bank statement, bearing an IRS stamp 
and the words: "opened in error" (see incident of A-85 re: 
California mail). [I&POIONYCA] 

7-25-85 

A US citizen living in Chicago, who was born in Central America, 
was visited by an FBI agent who said he was seeking information 
about Casa El Salvador, and about bombing and terrorist 
activities. The man's lawyer called the agent who informed her 
that he was with counter-intelligence and was interested in 
information about El Salvador. He repeated his interest in 
information about bombing or terrorist activities. The lawyer 
asked him if her client was being accused of involvement in such 
activities and the agent said no. [F170ILCA] 

7-16-85 

The offices of the University Baptist Church in Seattle, 
Washington, a sanctuary church, were broken into. Nothing of 
monetary value was taken, but the keys to the rooms where six 
Central American refugees were being housed were missing. The 
Rev. Donovan Cook, an unindicted co-conspirator in the Arizona 
case, later discovered that several personal records, including 
notes of telephone calls to a pastor in San Salvador, were also 
missing. The intruders also examined legal files, as well as a 
file containing a list of sanctuary movement supporters and other 
papers related to the Church's active role in the sanctuary 
movement. Piles of airline ticket carbons were thrown about the 
desk top. 

On several occasions prior to the break-in. Rev. Cook and some of 
the refugees had seen a man with a walkie-talkie outside the 
church. [B150WAS] 

7-6-85 

A free-lance journalist who took part in a national sanctuary 
caravan which originated in Arizona during the first week of July 
1985, reported that a man with a large walkie-talkie tailed the 
caravan for about 20 minutes between Salinas and Concordia, 
Kansas, weaving in and out between the last two cars of the 
caravan. Another reporter from a newspaper in Mesa, Arizona, 
checked out the Louisiana license plates of the car and found it 
was not registered. [U070PAS] 

7-85 

An army career nurse who had recently been made an officer, 
requested routine clearance to attend a family reunion in Kansas, 
and was asked by the State Department to persuade his nephew's 
wife to stop her solidarity work for Nicaragua. (The nephew's 
wife organizes work brigades to Nicaragua.) After the nurse told 
the State Department that he barely knew his nephew's wife, he 
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was told that he should not be in the same room with her during 
the reunion. [STOIOSDCA] 

7-85 

A Black South African was picked up on the street by two men who 
identified themselves as INS agents. He was taken to a house in 
South Denver where he was held and questioned for two to three 
hours about who his contacts were in South Africa. [IM020COSA] 



7-85 

A New York journalist who had been to Nicaragua in the previous 
year was notified by the IRS that it wanted to audit his returns. 
[I090NYCA] 

6-30-85 

A Detroit man was questioned by Customs officials in San Antonio, 
after learning that he was carrying 15 cigars from Nicaragua. 
His declaration form was placed in a red folder, chosen from 
among four colored folders. Another official questioned him and 
went through his journal and wallet. [C240MICA] 



The Los Angeles office of Amnesty International discovered a list 
of 1,500 donors missing from their files. The file was described 
as "sensitive material" that profiled Amnesty celebrity 
supporters, many of whom are active in Central American issues. 
[B140CACA] 

6-7-85 

A New York woman who visitied Cuba received notice that the IRS 
wanted to audit her tax returns. [I130NYCU] 



6-7-85 

Several persons in Milwaukee who are active in Central America 
solidarity groups or in the US-Soviet Friendship Committee, were 
questioned by Secret Service agents the first week of June 1985. 
The questions concerned an alleged threat on the President's 
life, made by a speaker at a US-Soviet meeting at the University 
of Wisconsin. [S020WICA] 



A Texas man who went to Nicaragua on behalf of the Institute of 
Latin American Studies at the University of Texas to do research 
was detained for 2 1/2 hours and searched by customs when he 
returned. All written materials and notes were removed from his 
briefcase and he was questioned about the people he interviewed 
in Nicaragua. A customs agent told the man that the book 
Demo cracy in Nicaragua might be "subversive" because it "attacks 
the United States." ICA60TXCA]

A Brooklyn woman who traveled 
notified two weeks later that

A slide sl}ow produced by people who returned from El Salvador and 
eight copies of a video titled, "Stop the Bombing" were stolen at 
the National Convention, of the Committee in Solidarity with the 
People of El Salvador which took place in Washington, D.C. Five 
cars of convention attendees were tampered with so they would not 
start. [B130DCCA] 

5-4-85 

Apartment of N.Y*. woman active in Central American solidarity work 
burglarized. Things were ransacked but only things taken were an 
inexpensive portable tape recorder and the confession of torture 
made by member of Chilean Airforce. [B120NYCA] 

5-3-85 

Conversation between journalist and editor of The Guardian about 
articles on FBI harassment and Nicaragua was interrupted when 
they heard voices in the background commenting on their 
conversation. [TOIONYCA] 

5-85 

The job of a Toledo, Ohio high school teacher was threatened when 
the Superindent of Schools received an anonymous phone call about 
the teacher's participation in the convention of the Committee in 
Solidarity with the People of El Salvador (see above). The 
teacher had been fired from a previous job in Ohio, in 1981, 
after the FBI made him the target of an investigation for 
"possible connection with a foreign government." FBI files 
released under the Freedom of Information Act bear this out. 
[F160OHCA] 

A-21-85 

The offices of Nuevo Instituto de Centro America, in the Old 
Cambridge Baptist Church, Cambridge, Massachusetts, were broken 
into for the third time. Nothing was taken; drawers were left 
open. [BIOOMACA] 

A-20-85 

Austin, Texas man returning from Nicaragua was stopped by Customs 
officials in New Orleans who seized his posters. The man was 
given a receipt and the posters were returned a week later. 
[C050TXCA] 
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4-18-85 

Home of New York man who traveled to Nicaragua was broken into. 
The only thing taken was box belonging to Salvadoran friend. 
[B450NYCANP] 

4-15-85 

Books, papers, and other materials were seized from Cuban 
journalists by U.S. Customs in Houston. [C040CACU] 

4-11-85 

A Washington, D.C. man returned to Atlanta from a 3 week trip to 
Nicaragua. A customs agent searched his luggage and proceeded to 
read a notebook of handwritten pages detailing the man's 
observations on Nicaragua without explaining the reason for doing 
so. [C350DCCA] 

4-5-85 

Woman who works with N.Y. law student (see incident 3-24 re: law 
student) was visited by FBI and questioned about him. 
[F150NYCANP] 

4-4-85 

The Michigan Interfaith Committee on Central American Rights has 
been broken into and has had trouble receiving mail. On above 
date woman who coordinates sanctuary activities in Michigan was 
picked up by a cab driver in Chicago who appeared to know who she 
was and the work she had been doing. The cab driver let her know 
that she could be assassinated for the work that she was doing.

4-2-85 

Customs seized address book and notebook of Los Angeles woman 
returning from Nicaragua through New Orleans. Her material was 
held for a time and presumably photocopied. [C030CACA]

A New York man who returned from a work brigade in Nicaragua in 
March 1984, was fired from his job after two men who "looked like 
cops" were seen talking to his boss and overheard mentioning his 
name.

FBI agent attempted to interview a man in Puerto Rico who had 
visited Cuba. [F390PRCU] 



Two persons in Riverside, California, involved in Central America 
solidarity work, had their mail opened and stamped by the IRS. 
One letter was stamped by both the Fresno and the federal IRS 
offices; the other letter was delayed, opened, and stamped by the 
California Franchise Tax Board in Sacramento. [I&P040CACA] 



The former head of Atlanta Gay Task force wrote to Nicaraguan and 
Salvadoran embassies for visas to investigate treatment of gays. 
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Received permission from Nicaragua and was thereafter visited by 
two FBI agents. [FIAOGACA]

Illinois woman who travelled to Nicaragua began to have trouble 
with her mail. For example on April 4, she received 27 pieces 
that had been mailed on various dates including two letters from 
a woman who had been on the trip with her. [P020ILCA]

A New York video journalist was called at home by FBI agent who 
said he understood that journalist had recently traveled to 
Nicaragua and wanted to talk to him about it. [F130NYCA]

A secretary at Colorado Council of Churches, Denver, was 
contacted by Defense Investigative Service about identity of 
people attending prayer meeting commemorating assassination of 
Archbishop Romero. [D020COCA] 

3-2A-85 

An FBI agent left card for a New York law student. Card had note 
on it, "Please call me, I'd like to talk about Nicaragua. This 
will be a friendly chat." Student has never been to Nicaragua, 
but had recently attended a meeting about Nicaragua at City 
University of N.Y. [F120NYCA] 

3-2A-85 

A Denver staffer of Representative Patricia Schroeder was 
contacted by agent of Defense Investigative Service and asked 
about identity of people who attended prayer meeting 
commemorating assassination of Salvadoran Archbishop Oscar 
Romero. [DOIOCOCA] 

3-21-85 

After returning from fact-finding trip to Nicaragua, a Santa Cruz 
man was called by FBI and asked about trip. When the man de- 
clined to meet agent, agent commented that the man "sounded 
guilty." [FllOCACA] 

3-20-85 

Two men were waiting on porch of a Detroit woman's home. They 
left their names and telephone number on a piece of paper. When 
the woman called the number she heard it was the FBI office and 
she hung up. Woman is a leader of CISPES, an area organizer for 
brigade, and went to Nicaragua on Witness for Peace trip. 
On 3-20 a CCR attorney called the Detroit FBI agent. The Agent 
said he wanted to talk to woman about her trip to Nicaragua: "We 
try to interview everyone who takes a trip to Nicaragua, we do it 
for positive intelligence gathering." [FIOOMICA]

A worker with security clearance at company that has government 
contracts went to Nicaragua. Company security head called her 
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in, saying she had to answer certain questions and was in danger 
of losing security clearance. [U030MECANP]

Water purifying equipment was seized at Miami airport from a 
llassachusetts^ man traveling to Nicaragua. [C330DCCA] 

3-1A-85 

The Sysack, N.Y. office of the FBI called a New York woman and 
asked if she could help find a man who had apparently given them 
her address the year before when he stayed at her home. (The man 
is active in groups giving humanitarian aid to Nicaragua.) They 
said he was not in trouble, they just needed some info from him. 
They asked her where he was born, where he was from. [F090NYCA] 

3-1A-85 

A Minneapolis woman was notified by Internal Revenue Service 
about its desire to audit her 1982 return. She is active member 
of St. Joan of Arc Church and went to Nicaragua on brigade. IRS 
specified that it wanted audit to take place in her house.

3-13-85 

An Atlanta FBI Special Agent called Chicago Lawyers Guild office 
to ask questions about a Cuban scheduled to speak at Guild 
convention in Atlanta. When call was returned to him, he 
explained that he had made a mistake in calling he was a new 
agent. [F080I1CU] 

3-12-85 

A Maryland furniture salesman was visited by FBI after he went to 
Nicaraguan Embassy to find out about importing furniture. Agents 
told him, "Anyone who pays visits to Iron Curtain country em- 
bassies gets visited by FBI." [F070MDCA]' 

2-27-85 

A Washington, D.C. journalist, writing article in form of debate 
between Nicaraguan Ambassador and Jesse Helms, went to Nicaraguan 
Embassy two or three times. He received a call and then a visit 
from two FBI agents, wahting to know what he was doing at 
embassy. [F060DCCA] 

2-21-85 ... 
A union organizer from Pennsylvania went on brigade to Nicaragua, 
December 18, 1983. After he returned, FBI called twice on same 
day to. make arrangements to question him on his trip. [F050PACA] 

2--85 ^ , 

In Berkeley, California the University Lutheran Church was broken 
into. A typewriter and tape recorder were ignored but files were 
examined. [B090CAS] 

2--85 

A New York man went on a construction brigade to Nicaragua. The 
brigade was sponsored by Westchester Peoples Action Coalition.

FBI visited his landlord three times: week of Dec. 22, 198A; week 
of Dec. 25, 198A; and in early February 1985. [FOAONYCA] 

1-30-85 

A journalist made a surprise visit to a Nicaragua solidarity 
office, saying that she wanted interviews for a story she was 
doing for the National Catholic Reporter , a progressive religious 
journal. While at the office, she took several papers containing 
messages and other information the interviewee had specifically 
declined to give her. When the loss was discovered, office 
personnel called the telephone number the reporter had given, 
only to be connected to a "singles" bar. The reporter was 
finally located through her genuine employer, the National

"subversive." Several weeks later she received mail from New 
York that had been unsealed; the contents of the envelope had 
been tampered with and the mail stamped "damaged in handling."

A Missouri man received anonymous call about a trip to Nicaragua 
and about his political opinions and activities. His name was in 
the address book seized on 1-16-85.

A Kansas City, Missouri, journalist returned to U.S. after 
spending 2% months in Nicaragua. Miami Customs seized his 
address book, personal diary, two articles and additional papers. 
The FBI was called and agents questioned the man and seized 
photocopied papers. [COIOMOCA] 

1-15-85 

Two FBI agents went to a house in New Orleans where a woman used 
to live and asked her former room-mate about her. On 2-A-85, FBI 
agents left a card for the woman at her present address; they 
returned on 2-6-85. The woman is active in the Committee in 
Solidarity with the People of El Salvador (CISPES) and notes that 
other CISPES people were contacted by FBI during summer.

l-lA-85 

A Madison, Wisconsin woman returned from Nicaragua on January 7, 
1985. Seven days later she was notified that the Internal 
Revenue Service wanted to audit her 1982 taxes. She was never 
audited before and never earned more than $12,000 a year.

A Milwaukee woman who works with a refugee organization was 
visited once at home and twice at her job by FBI agents after she 
had made visits to Nicaragua.

12-18/19-84 

Five offices at the OCBC, three of them related to Central 
American solidarity work were broken into. Again items of value 
were left behind. Office equipment was badly damaged in one 
office, and again desk drawers and files were examined. 
On the same evening, the Church of the Covenant, in Boston, was 
the subject of a break-in. Seven doors were broken through, file 
and desk drawers opened and rifled. The church had recently 
voted a letter of support for OCBC's sanctuary of a Salvadoran 
refugee, and several church members had participated in a 24-hour 
vigil with the refugee.

in Possession of material pertaining to elections in 
Nicaragua--Alleged."

Four well-dressed men, one with a camera, were caught peering 
into the building of Sojourner (a religious magazine) by an 
employee before 6:00 a.m. They acted very embarrassed, offered 
no real explanation for their presence at the building, quickly 
got into a plain brown sedan with a long CB-type antenna, and 
sped off. The employee noted the license plate and, later, with 
the assistance of a well-placed source, traced the Virginia tag, 
"G-306" to the National Security Agency (NSA) . [ B040DCCA] 

10--8A 

An apartment which housed a Guatemalan refugee couple and their 
child, at the First Methodist Church in Germantown, Pennsylvania, 
was broken into. The wallet of Joel (an unindicted 
co-conspirator in the Arizona Sanctuary case) was taken. It 
contained a list with addresses and telephone numbers of all 
persons with whom he travelled from Arizona to Philadelphia. 
Envelopes with the address of his wife's family in Guatemala were 
also taken. Additional items including books, cassette tapes and 
money were taken. [B030PAS] 

9--8A 

An apartment which housed three Central American refugees at the 
Riverside Church complex in New York City was broken into. 
Subsequently, the lock on the door was changed. The apartment 
was again broken into and a file folder on the Sanctuary 
Committee along with other items was taken. [B020NYS] 

8-1-84 

A California man returning from a two week trip to Nicaragua was 
questioned by customs agents at Miami airport about who paid for 
his trip, and when he declined to answer a supervisor took the 
passport and kept it for % hour. She then returned and told the 
customs agent they might have to call the FBI. During a search 
of the man's luggage the agent found a letter from the sponsor of 
the tour including an itinerary and list of people the tour would 
meet in Nicaragua and commented to the supervisor that the FBI 
would probably have to be called. The supervisor took the 
passport, letter and declaration form and again left the area. 
The search continued and the man was questioned about his 
political affiliations. All of his printed materials were 
seized. When the man called customs the following day he was 
informed that his material was in the hands of the "Secret 
Service . " 

After a Miami newspaper story appeared with an interview of the 
victim, all of this seized literature was returned by mail.

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Summer 198 A 

A New York City woman, active in both the Puerto Rican 
Independence struggle and in Central America solidarity work, 
began to experience problems with her landlord. She suddenly 
received several eviction notices and was told by her landlord to 
remove her car from her assigned parking space or face a possible 
lawsuit and eviction because she had out-of-state license plates. 
She received a notice that she was not properly disposing of her 
garbage. TJhen she inquired, the landlord pulled several letters 
from her file which he alleged had been strewn about the 
incinerator. The letters were unopened and had never been 
received by her. In September 198A, the landlord finally 
informed her that his treatment of her was brought about by 
pressure from FBI and IRS agents and a Special Task Force of the 
New York City Police Department. He told her that he had spent 
some 12 hours discussing her and her file with these agents.

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REPORT ON FOIA REQUESTS ON BEHALF OF 
GROUPS AND INDIVIDUALS 
DISSENTING FROM U.S. POLICY 
IN CENTRAL AMERICA 

INTRODUCTION 

This report covers the results of the FOIA work carried out 
by the Fund for Open Information and Accountability in 
conjunction with the Center for Constitutional Rights. The 
purpose of the joint effort is to secure information on all 
suspicious incidents reported to the Center's Movement Support 
Network by organizations and individuals whose work focuses on 
Central America. The incidents include reports of break-ins, 
harassment, infiltration of Central America dissent groups and 
disruption of mail and telephone communications by F.B.I, and 
other government agents. 

To date more than 50 FOIA recjuests have been filed on behalf 
of affected organizations and individuals. The quantity of 
records released thus far is small because (1) most or all of the 
records located have been withheld under the FOIA exemption for 
national security, (b) (1) ; and/or (2) many requests are, after 
eight months, still pending. 

Further depleting our clients' right to know, and our 
project's ability to analyze the few documents released thus far, 
is the FBI's inordinate delay in processing files long acknowl- 
edged to exist — particularly its 17 volumes of CISPES files. 

Despite the paucity of released records, a careful analysis 
of the material in hand was made. The analysis is based solely 
on documents from 1980 forward in order to match FBI activity 
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with the time frame of the reported incidents. These very recent 
documents reveal a disturbing pattern. They show that 
information on individuals and organizations gathered by the FBI 
in the course of domestic security investigations is placed in 
the files of Counter-intelligence - Terrorism investigations. 
Little by little, groups and individuals engaged in the peaceful/ 
lawful exercise of their first amendment rights are linked in the 
FBI files as "supporters" of groups that the FBI has labelled 
potential terrorists. 

Equally disturbing, the documents appear to reveal the 
continued use in domestic security investigations of one of the 
most intrusive investigative techniques, the infiltration of 
informers into organizations. In addition, the documents show 
the existence of a working relationship between the FBI and U.S. 
customs officials in sharing information, obtained under 
questionable circumstances, from U.S. citizens returning from 
Central America. 

Follov/ing a detailed analysis of the released documents, 
this report concludes with a description of the obstacles encoun- 
tered in using the FOIA to secure their release. 

WHAT THE RELEASED DOCUMENTS REVEAL 

Domestic Security Investigations ; FBI records released to this 
project under FOIA show that the FBI is once again conducting 
domestic security investigations of groups and individuals 
engaged in legal, peaceful, public expressions of their views. 
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Domestic Security 
investigations (FBI classification number 100) it will be 
recalled, were found by the Church Committee in the mid-70 ' s to 
have been the pretext used most frequently by the FBI to conduct 
unwarranted surveillance of large numbers of individuals and 
organizations. It may be that recent changes in the Guidelines 
governing such investigations have revived the use and abuse of 
such a pretext for invading the public's First Amendment rights. 
Judging from our documents, these domestic security 
investigations are not merely preliminary inquiries designed to 
discover if there is probable cause for a full investigation. 
One released document, for example, reports on an investigation 
of considerable scope -- it consists of at least six subfiles. 
(We do not know what person or organization is the subject of 
this investigation since the document's caption is deleted under 
the national security exemption, (b) (1).) 

Another characteristic of domestic security investigations 
uncovered by the Church Committee's examination of pre-1970s FBI 
files is also found in our documents from the 1980s — the 
tendency of such investigations to cast an ever expanding net. 
Groups and individuals related to the initial investigative 
target, however peripherally, become investigative targets 
themselves or at a minimum have their names and information about 
them indexed so that it is retrievable by the FBI at a later 
date. For example, even the few documents released to us thus 
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far show that the FBI has been collecting information on the 

following organizations as late as 1985:

Many of these groups ended up in the FBI files because as 

participants in a coalition formed to change federal budget 

priorities they were "associated" with the local distribution of 

a handbook printed with Legal Services funds and used by persons 

paid with legal services funds. It appears that the "guilty 

association" involved here in the FBI's eyes is not with the 

CPUSA ("reviev; of information provided discloses no direct CPUS A 

involvement") but with one of the Reagan administration's pet 

peeves, the Legal Services Administration. (PG100-452095-B) DoC . Z 

Still other released documents bear witness to a related FBI 

practice of collecting and indexing lists of organizations and 

individuals. For example, some single pages bearing the names of 

Central American Solidarity Association (CASA) , Educators in \)dC' B| 

Support of ANDES (the Salvadoran teachers union) (CAPA) , New ^y>C.'^ 

Institute of Central America/Nuevo Institute de Centroamerica 
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(NICA) , New England Central America Network (NECAN) , one to a 
page, are clearly pages out of much longer documents composed of 
long lists of "support" organizations. All other names are 
deleted under a claim of national security. 

In addition to the lists of organizations, all the documents 
from domestic security files contain the names of dozens of 
individuals who were entered into the FBI's information collec- 
tion system. While there may or may not be a "main" file on all 
these individuals and groups, the FBI has indexed them into its 
files in a manner that permits it to retrieve information about 
them when it so desires. Although the FBI practice of, "indexing" 
indicates a lower level interest in the target than opening an 
investigative file, the indexing itself shov7s some investigative 
interest. This is so because the purpose of indexing is to make 
the information retrievable as a "see reference" to the person or 
group, thus indicating that at the time the material was filed 
the FBI made a determination that it had a continuing interest in 
those persons and groups. Accordingly, the indexing of 
information on these Central American support groups and 
individuals tells us that the FBI was not merely passively 
collecting information on them and placing it in its files on 
other targets. The manner of its filing indicates an intention 
to continue its surveillance. 

Civil Unrest Investigations ; Other FBI documents show that the 
FBI, under the pretext of investigating "Civil Unrest" (FBI 
classification number 157) , has gathered and indexed information 
on many groups and individuals, including The Thomas Merton 
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Center and those active in its peaceful protests against U.S. 

policy in Central America. At one demonstration 12 persons were 

arrested for "defiant trespass" while singing religious songs and 

reciting Mark Twain's "War Poem" at^their Congressman's office. 

From an undisclosed source the FBI learned the details of a 

planning meeting with the Mayor of a major city prior to intended 

demonstrations against Central American policy at an upcoming 

convention of a major political party. [PG 157-0-446-E, PG t)oc. b 

157-0-44 6H] As a result, retrievable information on the 

following groups and individuals is maintained in FBI files:

CISPES ; Pretext of Investigation . As explained below, the FBI 
acknowledges that it has 17 volumes of CISPES files which have 
not yet been released. The few CISPES or CISPES-related 
documents that have been released, hov;ever, show 

(1) that the FBI has been investigating the Committee in 
Support of the People of El Salvador under a classification 
designated "Foreign Counter-intelligence-Terrorists El Salvador 
(CISPES)," FBI classification 199; QCC- ^ 

(2) that information from, domestic security (100) and civil 
unrest (157) investigations is forwarded to Counter-intelligence- 
Terrorism (199) files. [DL 100-12896-sub F-179, PG 157-0-446^] ])CC. ^ 
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All the CISPES-related documents contain information about a 
wide variety of individuals and groups who speak out against 
U.S. involvement in Central America. For example, a news article 
reporting on a public event at which several people spoke was 
sent to FBI HQ's Counter-intelligence, Terrorism Section and 
indexed to the individuals and organizations involved, including 
a church-related entity. [PG 157-0-4460] . A 1981 clipping J)oC. 9 

concerning a demonstration against U.S. involvement in El 

Salvador was placed in a 199 file in Dallas. [DL 199-318-69] A DcC-lO 

second document, a 1984 report from a Civil Unrest investigation, 

was disseminated to three different "199" files (FBI HQ, Dallas 

and Pittsburgh) , apparently because the document contains a 

reference to a CISPES chapter. [PG 157-0-446H] This document D^3C. 6d 

also contains the names of and information about individuals 

connected to a religious center, and about public figures such as 

Jesse Jackson, Ronnie Gilbert, and Holly Near. [Incidentally, 

this document and others also show that the FBI continues to 

confuse civil disobedience with violence, although each time they 

report w±th apparent amazement that the events conducted by 

religious and pacifist groups were peaceful and the people 

cooperative . ] 

CISPES ; Scope of Investigation ; The FBI's investigation of 
CISPES is both systematic and comprehensive, involving at least 
24 FBI field offices. An August 1984 document captioned 
"CISPES", shows that the investigation is still active and that 
Dallas is the office of origin - that is, it is the office in 
charge of the investigation. (The subcaption and the file

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numbers are deleted under national security.) The report, an 
airtel from the Washington FBI Field Office to FBI/HQ was " 
disseminated to 24 field offices. [Airtel, WFO to HQ, August 13, 
1984. Copy is from Boston Field office] 

Another indication of the scope and intensity of the CISPES 
investigation can be deduced from a document released as a "see 
reference" to one of the Boston area Central American groups. It 
is an airtel from the Pittsburgh FBI field office to FBI HQ's 
Criminal Investigative Division captioned "Salvadoran Leftists 
Activities in the U.S." (No further citation is possible since 
the subcaption and all file and serial numbers have been deleted 
under the national security exemption, (b)(1)). In spite of 
these sinister-sounding headings, the airtel is simply a response 
to a request from HQ in February 1984 for a report by March 9, 
1984 on local CISPES chapters. This Pittsburgh report, dated 
March 3, 1984, informs HQ of a local CISPES chapter calling 
itself Central American Mobilization Coalition (CAMC) . The 
report, most of which was not released, goes on to describe 
CAMC's membership as being divided into "core" members and 
others . 

Another page from the report details, under the heading 
"Support Groups", information concerning the establishment of 
NECAN at a 1983 meeting in Boston at which efforts were made for 
the first time to coordinate at the regional level the work of 
three national networks: NISGUA (Network in Solidarity with the 
Guatemalan People) , and NNSNP (National Network in Solidarity 
With Nicaraguan People), and CISPES. The report notes that a 
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northwestern regional CISPES meeting in Oakland, La. was attended 
by eighteen chapters. It listed Thomas Merton Center and other 
local organizations that support CAMC, including The "Young 
Lawyers Guild." The Pittsburgh office also reported to HQ its 
conclusions about the relationships among the mentioned 
individuals and organizations based on a review of FBI files from 
the "late 1960s and early seventies." This report was 
disseminated to the Boston and Los Angeles FBI field offices. 
CISPES ; Technique s; As to the techniques the FBI is employing 
in the CISPES investigation, material withheld under the 
(b) (7) (D) exemption (material received through a confidential 
source) , suggests that the FBI or some other law enforcement 
agency has an informant in CISPES. It either subscribes under a 
false name to CISPES publications and the publications of groups 
that work with CISPES or has informants that pick up literature 
from the offices, meetings, and mailings of these groups. 
Boston Central American Support Groups ; Although very few 
documents have been released on these groups, a careful analysis 
of the material released and the material withheld in whole or in 
part indicates they are targets of FBI surveillance. 

Except for the single pages of heavily deleted lists bearing 
only the names and addresses"* of CASA, CAPA, NICA & NECAN referred 
to above, most of the material on these groups has been withheld 
in whole or in part. The greatest portion is being withheld 
under a claim that release of the material would constitute a 
threat to national security. 
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There is a question in our minds whether it is the 
information or the source of information that requires the 
protection afforded by the (b) (1) exemption. Consider the 
following example. Among the documents initially released was 
the last page of a letter, addressed to private persons and 
signed by four leaders of an organization. The other three pages 
of the letter, obviously known to the requester who was one of 
the signatories, were withheld under a (b) (1) claim. It was our 
view that any alleged threat to national security must surely be 
related to the manner in which this letter was "obtained" by the 
FBI because the contents of the letter are not. 

Our suspicion was born out when the remaining 7 pages were 
finally declassified and released. The document is an airtel OdC-IS 
from FBI Dallas transmitting to FBI/HQ, in the form of a LHM 
(letterhead memo), information "secured" by U.S. Customs from 
U.S. citizens returning from Nicaragua "in the course of going 
through customs inspection" at the Dallas airport on August 6, 
1985. In addition to information about medical supplies the 
individuals "stated" they had delivered to Nicaragua, U.S. 
Customs informed the FBI about a list of medical supplies and a 
copy of a letter dated June 1985, (from NICA to a groups going to 
Nicaragua under its auspices) provided by one of more of these 
persons to the customs official. 

Markings on this Dallas airtel and the enclosed NICA letter, 
which were disseminated to FBI HQ and to 13 additional field 
offices, indicate that the persons and/or material "inspected", 
emanated from two groups: Nicaragua Medical Aid Project (Ann 
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Arbor, Michigan) and NICA, (Cambridge, Mass.) both made subjects 
of FBI investigative files as a result of this Customs 
inspection. Boston is the office of origin in the NICA 
investigation; Detroit is the 00 for the NMAP investigation. 
(Both file numbers are deleted under the (b) (1) exemption, as is 
the file number of the Dallas document.) 

This document not only shows investigative interest in the 
lawful activities of domestic groups. It also discloses a 
working relationship between the FBI and Customs officials at the 
supervisory level that results in information and personal 
documents obtained by customs being passed on to the FBI. The 
FBI in turn placed the fruits of this search in its files in 15 
of its offices and further disseminated these fruits and the 
names of the U.S. citizens questioned by customs officials 
through the distribution of the letterhead memo provided by the 
Dallas office. (A LHM is the device employed by the FBI to 
disseminate information outside that agency.) 

This document also raises questions about FBI HQ's response 
to our FOIA request (August 15, 198 5) for files on NICA. HQ 
stated on November 3, 1985 that it had no records on NICA, yet 
this document shows that FBI HQ received 2 copies of the 8/26/85 
airtel and its attachments. Actually, the HQ copy seems to have 
received 4 enclosures, rather than the 2 sent to the other 
offices. This raises a further question as to whether additional 
material was taken from some of the citizens questioned by 
customs. The LHM refers to a list of medical supplies, which 
together v;ith the NICA letter, makes two enclosures. Inquiries 
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are being made about the other two as well as FBI/HQ's erroneous 
response to our original request. 

Other released materials also support an inference that the 
Boston area Central American support groups may be the targets of 
an FBI informer. For example, in response to a request to the 
FBI Boston Field Office one document was released on appeal, 
three others sent to the Declassification Review Committee, and 
the requester informed that some of the material, although now 
declassified , continued to qualify for withholding under the 
(b) (7) (D) exemption. Thus, the agency abandoned its claim that 
release of the material posed a threat to national security but 
then asserted the need to protect a "confidential source". This 
maneuver not only suggests the possibility of an informer in one 
of the groups located in the Old Cambridge Baptist Church, but 
indicates that other such (b) (7) (D) material may be masked by the 
voluminous (b) (1) claims that characterize responses to many of 



The first obstacle is the present state of the Freedom of 
Information Act. In the midst of this project, we learned that 
in October, 1986 Congress adopted amendments to the Freedom of 
Information Act that greatly increase the authority of law 
enforcement agencies to withhold records from FOIA requesters. 
[Attached to this report is a copy of a recently published 
booklet which explains the new amendments and the manner in which 
they slid through Congress unnoticed. "FOIA: First Casualty of 
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Perhaps the most revealing document released thus far is 
DOC 1, a Boston Globe news clipping dated March 3, 1985. The 
article reports on the Center for Constitutional Rights' 
announcenment of its evidence that "there is a growing pattern of 
government actions against people opposing U.S. policy in 
Nicaragua". Michael Ratner an attorney at the Center for 
Constitutional Rights set out his evidence in detail naming 
individuals and groups who experenced harassment and intimidation 
at the hands of government agents. 

The FBI filed this document in its CISPES-Terrorism file, 
BS 199-815 as its 119th document. Each person and group referred 
to in the story is checked off, indicating the FBI indexed them 
into its CISPES-Terrorism file (see explanation of this system on 
page 5). The Boston FBI field office was able to retreive this 
document because it had indexed^The Old Cambridge Baptist Church. 
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the 'War on Drugs'."] These changes had an immediate impact on 
the FOIA work of this project. One example occurs on the 
Dallas/HQ airtel described above, that transmitted information 
obtained by a Customs officer from U.S. citizens returning from 
Nicaragua. The pages are full of (b)(7)(C) deletions - 
unwarranted invasion of personal privacy - in spite of the 
obvious fact that all the information on the 4 page letter on 
NICA stationary signed by the NICA staff is known to the 
organisation to whom the document was released - NICA. Deleting 
the names of others questioned by customs has no more 
justification since having returned on a flight from Nicaragua 
together, they are each aware of the other's identity. 

Similarly, the deletion on a 1904 document under (b) (7) (C) 
of the names and descriptions of three persons not arrested but 
part of a 14 person demonstration at the White House defies 
reason. Those three persons are well known to the other eleven, 
so deleting the names when releasing the document to one of the 
eleven is an abuse of the privacy exemption. 

We think these practices are the result of the new amend- 
ments' lowering of the standards for the assertion of the (b) (7) 
exemption for law enforcement records . Under the previous 
standard an agency had to show that disclosure of the information 
requested "would" cause one of the harms enumerated in the 
statute, including the unwarranted invasion of personal privacy. 
Under the new standard, an agency only need show that disclosure 
"could reasonably be expected to" cause that harm. The alterna- 
tive explanation for the irrational (b) (7) (C) deletions on our 
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documents is that the FBI is purposely misusing its authority to 
withhold, taking a chance that our clients will not be able to 
pursue their rights through costly litigation. 

A second obstacle to our work has been the unconscionable 
delays in processing each request. The average time from the 
request through the always necessary administrative appeal is 9 
months. The longest and most extensive delays are in connection 
with release of the CISPES files. Ten CISPES-related requests 
were made in June 1986. Most of those requests are still pend- 
ing. In July we were informed that 17 volumes of the combined 
CISPES files had been sent to FBI/HQ for processing. In August 
we agreed to pay 10<: a page for each document released even 
though we believe the release is clearly in the public interest 
and should qualify for a fee waiver. Follov7-up letters and phone 
calls elicited the same response: delays are being encountered 
and our patience is solicited. The most recent reason proffered 
for the delay is that declassification work has been halted 
because the file is needed by the Department of Justice for use 
in some civil litigation. In this age of high speed copying such 
a reason cannot be viewed as bona fide. A second copy is easily 
made and must be made in order that the FBI can meet its twin 
duties of processing FOIA requests with due diligence and 
providing its supervising agency with material necessary to 
litigation. 

Delay in the release of CISPES main files causes further 
delays since we are told by FBI field offices that production of 
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the Dallas CISPES-related see reference dociiments will be 
processed by FBI/HQ together with the CISPES main files. 

We ask that the coimnittee look into these matters on our 
behalf and on behalf of all other FOIA requesters who are doubt- 
less experiencing the same problems.

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Q « If the Freedom of Information Act 
wiis amended, why didn't I hear 
about it? 

A.O Because the press did not report 
the story, and major public interest 
and press groups did not alert their 
memberships. 

Q e When did this happen? ^ 

Ae On October 27, 1986. Congress 
adopted the Anti-Drug Abuse Act of 
1 986 on October 1 7 and President 
Reagan signed it into law on October 
27. 1986. 

Qo What do the changes in the 

Freedom of Information Act have to 
do with a bill designed to curtail 
drug abuse? 

Ao Nothing, really. But law 

enforcement agencies (especially 
the FBI) and their allies in the 
Senate. Senators Orrin Hatch 
(R-UT) and Jeremiah Denton 
(R-AL), apparently decided that 
long sought-after changes in the 
FOIA had a better chance of passing 
if they were piggy-backed on the 
politically volatile drug bill. 

Although it may be difficult to 
remember now. in the wake of the 
-yi'^rug-related death of prominent 
athlete Len Bias, a frenzied 
campaign demanding the adoption 
of corrective legislation was put 
forward by conservative members of 
Congress, and hyped to the public 
by the media, hi the ensuing , 
hysterical atmosphere it was widely 
believed that any elected^official 
perceived to be responsible for the 
defeat of the drug bill would risk 
defeat at the polls. Since passage of 
the bill was a certainty, 
amendments attached to it would 



slide through unnoticed. 

Senators Hatch and Denton tried 
to make the FOIA amendments 
seem relevant. They offered 
anecdotal evidence and distorted 
statistics supplied by the Drug 
Enforcement Administration to 
demonstrate the need for 
restrictions on the release of law 
enforcement records, including 
informant files. A letter from FBI 
Director William Webster, delivered 
the day debate on the FOIA 
amendments opened, recapitulated 
points he has made unsuccessfully 
in testimony since 1981. The letter 
simply added a patina of relevance 
by stating carefully that the FOIA 
amendments "are likely to make a 
substantial contribution to the 
success of our national battle 

against harmful drugs ' ' 

(emphasis added) 

Senator Denton urged support for 
the changes in FOIA *'in order to 
deal more effectively with foreign 
intelligence operatives and 
international terrorists." reiterating 
the unsupported claim that 
"loopholes" in the FOIA allow them 
to obtain sensitive information. 
Striking by its absence in Director 
Webster's letter was any mention of 
FOIA deficiencies related to 
counter-intelligence operatives or 
terrorists. 

Q o Nothing appeared in the press at all? 

Ao Almost nothing. The day after 
Senator Hatch presented the 
amendments, the Washington Post 
and the New York Times ran 
editorials condemning the process of 
using the drug bill as a "vehicle for 
stalled pet projects," specifically 
citing proposals to limit the FOIA by 
exempting from public inspection 
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broad categories of law enforcement 
records, (NYT. 9/26/86) 

However, no coverage at all 
followed these strong declarations of 
disapproval. Day after day the story 
of the • 'Christmas Tree' * drug bill 
graced the front pages of every 
major newspaper in the country. 
Each ornamental amendment was 
described and its fate reported on. 
Many columnists commented on and 
aindcmned the drug bill and the 
hysterical atmosphere surrounding 
its consideration and passage. 
However, none of the columns even 
alluded to the proposed changes in 
thcFOIA. 

When the drug bill finally passed, 
a Washington Post editorial 
erroneously reported that 
restrictions on the FOIA were not in 
the final bill. (10/18/86) 

Why didnU the media cover this 
important story? 

It is difficult to explain. Their 
concentration on the more dramatic 
stories, the hectic atmosphere 
accompanying the end of the 
session, and the absence of public 
interest group lobbying on the FOIA 
amendments explains why the press 
did not treat the fate of the FOIA 
amendments as a front-page story. 

Were pttblic interest groups 
expecting something like this to 
happen? 

No. Everyone was caught 
off-guard. During the last two years, 
various schemes to remedy 
perceived deficiencies in the FOIA 
have been proposed — some by 
public interest groups, others by 
yovernnieni agencies, corporations, 
and the small business community. 



But these opposing interests could 
not agree on any legislation that 
both the Senate and the House 
would pass, 

« What then led up to the drug bill 
amendments? 

As the 99th Congress drew to a 
close in October 1986, the only FOIA 
bill that had survived was a bill 
promoted by drug and chemical 
companies and supported by 
Congressmen Glenn English (D-OK) 
and Thomas Kindness (R-OH). 
Chair and Vice-Chair, respectively, 
of the House Subcommittee on 
Government Information. This bill 
gave corporations additional 
procedural protections against 
disclosure of claimed "trade 
secrets'* under FOIA Exemption 4. 
FOIA requester groups testified 
against the bill, but many 
acquiesced thereafter in its passage, 
concentrating instead on negotiating 
"fine-tuning" changes prior to final 
adoption by the House. Quick 
passage by the Senate seemed 
assured, with Senator Hatch in 
charge. 

But quite unexpectedly. Senator 
Hatch switched horses in 
mid-stream. In place of introducing 
the "trade secrets" bill, he let it die 
in committee and instead, on Sept. 
27th. introduced the law 
enforcement agencies* pet FOIA 
amendments as a rider to the highly 
charged drug bill. The drug bill was 
on a very fast track in the 
Congress's mad rush to complete its 
wt>rk and adjourn so that members 
a>uUl get home to campaign for 
re-election. It was adopted by both 
hiuises on October 17, 1986.' 
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^ Did ths friends of FOIA try to get 
these restrictive omendments 
removed from ths drug hill? 

Two circumstances made efforts to 
remove the FOIA amendments from 
the drug bill unsuccessful. First, 
most civil liberties lobbyists focused 
alt their resources on removing from 
the drug bill the mandatory death 
penalty and the provision 
eliminating the 4th Amendment 
exclusionary rule — an important and 
successful undertaking. 

Second, the failure of the press to 
a>ver the FOIA aspect of the drama 
surrounding the passage of the drug 
bill meant that members of 
Congress w ere not forced to take a 
stand. Without the spotlight of 
public opinion forcing them tt> do so, 
no member of Congress wanted to 
be responsible for threatening 
passage of the drug bill or delaying 
adiournment. 

llicse two circumstances created 
barren ground for mounting a 
filibuster or other opposition 
strategy. 

Q e No one spolic out against the FOIA 
amendments? 

There uas some vocal opposition 
but their voices, hicking the 
amplification of the press, were 
virtually inaudible. 

Stmie 30 organizations joined in 
urging key members of Congress to 
remove the amendments and bring 
them up for consideration on their 
own merits after proper hearings 
and full debale. Among those 
speaking out against the baekd(H>r 
changes in the FOIA were the Fiuid 
for Open hilorntation and 
Acaunnability (FOIA. Inc.), the 
Antcrican Newspaper Publishers

Association, the Nation Instit***". 
the various specialized legal orrFfense 
and education funds, the Cen>t» for 
Constitutional Rights, National 
Emergency Civil Liberties 
Committee, and many others. 

Q. 

^ So Hatches amendments sailed 
^ through Congress unscathed? 

Not quite. Immediately after the 
amendments were introduced, one 
media group urged Senator Leahy to 
negotiate the inclusion of a provision 
for uniform fees, improved fee 
waivers, and the removal of 
restriction on access to organized 
crime files as the price of support for 
the rest of the Hatch package. If 
there ever had been a chance to 
remove the FOIA amendments, it 
vanished once these negotiations 
began. The Washington -based civil 
liberties and public interest groups 
restricted their efforts to providing 
explanatory statements for 
sympathetic Congressmen to insert 
into the Congressional Record. 

Q© What changes were finally adopted? 

Broadly speaking, the FOIA 
amendments adopted by Congress 
change two aspects of the Freedom 
of Information Act: access to law 
enforcement records and fees 
charged to requesters for released 
doetmienls. 

What changes were made in (he 
access to law enforcement records? 

Several changes were made in 
Kxcmption 7. the section governing 
decisions to withhold law 
enforcement records from 
disclosure. 

New threshhold language covers 
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more records: Before adoption of the 
amendments, only investigatory 
records compiled for law 
enforcement purposes qualified for 
withholding under Exemption 7. 
The new language casts a wider net, 
allowing the exemption to be 
claimed for all **records or 
information compiled for law 
enforcement purposes,** whether or 
not they were created in the course 
of an agency investigation. 

Standards for applying Exemption 
7 weakened: Exemption 7*s 
subsections specify the further 
conditions that would allow an 
agency to refuse to release a law 
enforcement record. The new 
language here effects a major 
change by substituting "could 
reasonably be expected to** for the 
stronger original language, 
"would. "The new standard allows 
an agency to withhold records it 
suspects might probably cause one 
of the following harms: 

« interfere with law enforcement 
proceedings (Sec. A) 

» invade personal privacy, 
unwarrantedly (Sec. C) 

» disclose identity of confidential 
source (Sec. D) 

• endanger life or physical safety 
of any individual (Sec, F) 

In order to refuse to disclose such 
records, an agency docs not. if 
challenged, have to show that the 
release would actually result in one 
of these harms, but only that it could 
reasonably be expected to do so. 

New confidential sources added 
and more infonnation subtracted: 
Further changes in subsection D (on 
confidential sources) 1) add state, 
local, or foreign authorities and 
private institutions as "confidential 
sources,'* and 2) allow the 
withholding of ' information, ' * 



rather than as previously. 
' * confidential information, ' * 
supplied in criminal or intelligence 
investigations. The latter provision 
applies even if the source was not, 
as previously provided, the only 
source for the information. 

It is doubtful that Congressional 
sponsors were even aware that the 
critical word "confidential** was 
removed from the description of the 
kind of information that can be 
withheld. Nevertheless, the 
combined effect of these changes in 
Section D could be devastating. If 
broadly interpreted, the FBI could 
virtually stop processing its 
files, since most of them are either 
criminal or intelligence 
investigations and most of the 
information contained in those files 
was obtained from what the Bureau 
considers to be confidential sources. 

Manuals and guidelines; The 
protection of Section E, on law 
enforcement techniques and 
pnK'edures, now specifically 
extends to prosecutorial guidelines 
and law enforcement manuals. 
These materials might have been 
previously withheld if courts 
interpreted internal procedures as 
qualifying under Exemption 2, But 
with these new amendments, 
agencies now have that statutory 
authority under Exemption 7. 

life endangerment net widened: 
Section F*s protection against 
causing danger to life or physical 
safety, which previously applied 
only to law enforcement personnel, 
now extends to the release of 
records (hat would endanger "any 
individual.** 
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I , What will bs the effect of thecs Inv/ 
enfon^msnt changeG? 

Lo general effect will be to allow 
agencies to withhold more records 
and information from FOIA 
requesters. 

Some argue in mitigation of this 
obvious effect that the standards 
embodied in the new language 
merely reflect the actual standards 
being applied by agencies and 
upheld by the courts. For example, 
this argument runs, the courts 
presently read *'would** as "could** 
in the old phrase "would interfere 
with law enforcement proceedings/' 
and thus changing the statute to 
"could" will have no practical 
effect. 

Others rebut this argument by 
pointing out that if the courts were 
prepared to read "would" as 
"could." they will interpret 
"could" as"might possibly." 
Further, this argument runs, case 
law can be overturned if and when 
the courts become less conservative 
but emlx)dying the current case law 
standard in the statute will make 
returning to the stronger "would" 
standard much more difficult. 

For its part, the Reagan 
Administration contends that the 
new language gives additional 
withholding authority to law 
enforcement agencies. This was 
made clear in Reagan's press 
release in which he called attention 
to the fact thai the drug bill 
contained several important FOIA 
"reforms that my administration 
has been seeking. . .since 1981," 
including one that "substantially 
broadens the law cnlorcement 
exemptions in the Act. thereby 
increasing siynilicantly the 
authority of Federal agencies to 
withhold sensitive taw enforcement 



documents in their files.*' 

In the first decision interpreting 
the new "could" standard. District 
Judge Thomas Rannery, ignoring 
the conclusions of the Congressional 
Research Service to the contrary^ 
adopted the Hatch/Reagan 
interpretation and noted that: 

. . .the amended language of 
Exemption 7(c) creates a 
broader protection than had 
existed under the old language 
of the statute. Now, not only 
material that "constitutes an 
unwarranted invasion of 
personal privacy." but also 
material that "could 
reasonably" do so is within the 
exemption. 

Thus, because of the new 
amendments, a researcher was 
denied access to 12 letters sent by 
Americans to the Soviet Union and 
intercepted by the CIA. 

The weakening of the 7(c) 
standard also threatens the 
production of FBI documents in a 
civil damage suit against the FBI 
brought by the National Committee 
Against Regressive Legislation 
(NCARL). (Wilkinson v. FBI, 633 F. 
Supp. 336, 350-1, CD. Cal. 1986). 
Prior to the new amendments. U.S. 
District Court Judge A. Wallace 
Tashima ordered the FBI to justify 
its extensive deletions, including its 
reliance on Exemption 7(c). In its 
latest notification to the Court, the 
government argues that the 
revisions to the FOIA's "law 
enforcement" exemptions should be 
applied retroactively, since the law 
applies to all pending litigation. 
Another roimd uf briefing has been 
submitted and the judge's decision 
is awaited. 
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, Are these changes in Exemption 7 
the only changes a£fectbig the 
release of law enforcement records? 

, No. A completely new section was 
added as 5 U.S.C 552 (c) (and 
subsequent sections relettered 
accordingly]. The new section allows 
agencies under certain 
circumstances to treat certain law 
enforcement records as not subject 
to the Freedom of hfomxation Act. 
That is. an agency does not have to 
acknowledge (^'neither confirm nor 
deny'*) the existence of certain 
records or information to an FOIA 
requester. 

Three types of records and 
specific circumstances are covered 
by this new statutory authority: 

1 . Records of a criminal 
investigation or proceeding, if: 

a. there is reason to believe that 
the subject is unaware of the 
investigation, and 

b. the disclosure of the existence 
of the records "could reasonably be 
expected to interfere with law 
enforcement proceedings/' 

This provision is designed to 
prevent a *'tip-ofr' loan unaware 
FOIA requester that an 
investigation is underway. 

2. Informant records of a criminal 
/aw enforcement agency, if the 
FOIA request is made by a third 
party under the informant's name or 
personal identifier. (This section 
does not apply if the informant's 
status has been officially 
confirmed.) 

3. FBI records pertaining to 
foreign intelligence, counter- 
intelligence, or international 
terrorism, providing the existence of 
such records is itself classified 
information as provided in 
Exemption 1 of the Freedom of 



Information Act. 

Congress did not tell the agencies 
what to say to an FOIA requester in 
each of these circumstances, but it is 
likely the agencies will simply 
respond that they have no records 
covered by the Act. 

^ Did Congress provide any 
guidelines to executive agencies for 
implementuig these special 
provisions? 

A© Representat ive Thomas 

Kindness, the ranking Republican 
member of the House Subcommittee 
on Government Information, spoke 
at length on these provisions, 
stressing how narrowly they are 
drawn. 

As to the '*tip-oiT" provision, he 
stated that an agency can refuse to 
acknowledge the existence of 
criminal records only so long as 
there is reason tobelievc that the 
subject is unaware of the 
investigation and that generally the 
burden of demonstrating the 
subject's lack of awareness is 
carried by the agency. However, he 
pointed out that certain publicly 
demonstrable facts, ottered by a 
requester, will carry a heavy 
presumption of the subject's 
awareness **w!iicli the agencies 
must rebut with clear and 
convincing evidence if records are to 
remain outside the scope of the 
act." Among the "demonstrable" 
facts listed by Rep. Kindness are: 

. . .public statements by law 
enforcement officials relating to 
an ongoing or contemplated 
investigation; returns of 
subptK^nas and search warrants 
against subjects or other persons 
from whom the subject could 
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reasonably be expected to learn of 
the subpoenas or search warrants; 
public statements by subjects or 
persons associated with subjects; 
arrests of subjects or persons 
associated with subjects; grand 
jury investigations of which the 
subjects and/or the genera! public 
are aware; and any other incident 
or statement that brings the 
existence of an investigation to 
public attention. 

The second provision, authority to 
deny the existence of informant 
files, is limited. Kindness pointed 
out, to those instances where the 
request is made for records 
maintained by a criminal law 
enforcement agency by a third party 
who specifically requests the 
records by the informant's name or 
personal identifier. 

Kindness also explained that the 
third provision, concerning 
classified FBI records, applies only 
to FBI records properly classified as 
foreign intelligence or counter- 
intelligence under Executive Order 
12333: or to FBI records properly 
classified as international terrorism 
records as defined in the Foreign 
Intelligence Surveillance Act. But 
even these records are covered by 
this ' * neither confirm nor deny' * 
authority only to the extent that the 
fact of the existence of such records 
itself remains properly classified 
information. However, the "tip-off" 
provision applies here, too, 
permitting the nonconfirmation of 
the investigatory status of specific 
individuals or incidents in the 
context of activities regarding 
foreign intelligence, counter- 
imclligence, or international 
terrorism. 

Kindness claims that no new 
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withholding authority is added bj^ 
this provision since it applies only to 
FBI records that are already exempt 
from disclosure under FOIA 
Exemption (b)(1) |national security 
and defense] because they are 
properly classified as national 
security information. 

Q^, Is an agency decision to neither 
confirm nor deny the existence of a 
requested record subject to appeal? 

Yes. Such a decision is subject to 
administrative appeal and to Je 

judicial review presumably in 
the manner set out in Gardels v. 
CIA. 689F.2d I100(D.C Cir. 1982) 
and Phillippiv. CIA. 546 F.2d 1009 
(D.C Cir. 1976). 

When do the new law enforcement 
provisions go into effect? 

A« ''^*^>' ^^^^^^ October 

27. 1986, the day President Reagan 
signed them into law. 



A^ No. They apply to all pending 
FOIA requests and to any pending 
litigation. 

Does the new law make any changes 
^ in the fees agencies charge FOIA 
requesters? 

A^ Yes. A threc-ticred system is 
* created so that what requesters will 
be charged depends on which 
category a request falls into. 

Category I: Commercial users will 
pay for search ami review time and 
for duplication of released 



Q ^ Do the new law enforcement 
provisions apply only to FOIA 
requests and lawsuits filed after 
October 27, 1986?

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documents. 

Category II: News media 
representatives and educational and 
scientific institutions, whose 
purpose is scholarly or scientific 
research, will pay duplication costs 
only. 

Category III: All other requesters 
will pay for search time and 
duplication costs. 

However, an automatic partial fee 
waiver applies to categories II and 
III. The first two hours of search 
time are free for Category III 
requesters and the first 100 pages of 
duplication costs are free for 
Categor>' II and III requesters. 

The actual fees to be charged are 
limited by further provisions. Only 
direct costs can be charged; not, for 
example, the cost of resolving legal 
or policy questions raised by a 
request. No fee may be charged if 
the cost of collection exceeds the 
fee. and advanced payment may not 
be demanded unless a requester has 
previously failed to pay on time or if 
(he fee exceeds $250. 

How much will agencies charge for 
search and copying? 

The actual dollar amounts will not 
be known until the uniform fee 
schedule is issued. 

When will the uniform fee schedule 
be issued? 

Each federal agency is required to 
promulgate (after notice and 
comment) regulations specifying a 
schedule of fees. Agency schedules 
must conform to guidelines issued 
(after notice and comment) by the 
Director of the Office of 
Management and Budget. 

This process is to be completed by 



April 26. 1987—180 days after the 
FOIA amendments became law. 

Q e Can FOIA requesters still apply for a 
fee waiver or reduction? 

Yes. If you qualify as a Category II 
or 111 requester, any fees beyond the 
free search and the 100 free pages of 
duplication may be waived or 
reduced if: 
disclosure of the information is in 
the public interest because it is 
likely to contribute significantly to 
public understanding of the 
operations or activities of the 
government and is not primarily 
in the commercial interest of the 
requester. 
|For a discussion of the meaning of 
each of these terms, see below. I 

When will this new standard go into 
^ effect? 

The process is the same as for the 
promulgation of the new uniform fee 
schedule. Pursuant to guidelines to 
be issued by the OMB (after notice 
and comment), each agency is to 
issue regulations (after notice and 
comment) establishing procedures 
and guidelines for determining 
when fees should be waived or 
reduced. These new regulations are 
to go into effect on April 27, 1 987. 

Is the new fee waiver standard 
stronger or weaker than the old one? 

That iS difficult to determine at 
the moment. The practical eftect of 
the new standard will depend on 
which of the competing 
interpretations of its term gets 
embodied in agency regulations and 
practice or in court decisions. 

Tlie competing views appear in 
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the Congressional Record debate 
and in President Reagan*s press 
release. Here is a sampling of the 
major points of difference, arranged 
by the following topics: General 
Principle of Interpretation, '*ln the 
PubUcInterest/* **Scope of Public 
Interest." ^'Contributes 
Significantly/* and ** Understanding 
Operations and Activities of 
Government/* 

GENGRAI. PRINOPLE OF 
INTERPRETATION 

Rep. Glenn English: 

... the new fee waiver standard 
should be liberally construed in 
order to encourage full and 
complete disclosure of 
information . . .The new standard 
is specifically intended to make it 
easier for more requesters, 
especially noncommercial 
requesters, to qualify for fee 
waivers. 
(Congressional Record, 
H9464, Oct. 8. 1986) 

Colloquy — Senators Kerry and 
Leahy: 

Kerry: ... If I may ask my 
distinguished colleague from 
Vermont . was not the intention of 
this amendment to make more 
generous FOIA's fee waiver 
provisions for the news media and 
public interest users, not to 
restrict them? And was it not the 
intention of this amendment to 
qualify for fee waivers and 
reductions all requesters engaged 
in the dissemination of 
information to the public, where 
the information contributes to 
public urulorstantling of the 
Government and its policies, and 
where disclosure is not primarily 



in the commercial interest of the 
requester? 

Leahy: My distinguished 
colleague from Massachusetts 
understands this amendment 
perfectly. , .With this amendment

Senator Orrin Hatch: 

As for the bilPs new general fee 
waiver standard itself, it should 
be likewise taken to mean exactly 
what it says, which is not so very 
different from the fee waiver 
standard found in existing law. . .

"IN THE PUBUC INTEREST" 

Senator Leahy: 

We do not mean that waivers are 
appropriate only for items of 
compelling public interest at a 
given time, such as articles that 
are being prominently covered in 
the news media. Nor are we 
saying that the information 
sought must, standing alone, 
provide a complete and thorough 
understanding of the issue. 
Rather, we intend that agencies 
will grant fee waivers when they 
receive requests for many 
categories of itiformation that 
contribute to public 
understanding in any meaningful 
way, even if the requester covers 
only one facet of an issue. As one 
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court put it, **a single document 
can substantially enrich the public 
domain."

"SCOPE OF PUBUC INTEREST'

This standard is intended to focus 
upon benefits to the public at 
large, rather than upon the 
interest of a particular segment of 
the public, and thus clarifies the 
type of public interest to be 
advanced.

Rqps. English and Kindness: 

... [A] request can qualify for a 
fee waiver even if the issue is not 
of interest to the public-at-large. 
Public understanding is enhanced 
when information is disclosed to 
the subset of the public most 
interested, concerned or affected 
by the particular action or matter. 
(Congressional Record,

Sen. Orrin Hatch: 

It is intended. . .that the 
qualifying word "public" be 
applied so as to require a breadth 
of benefit beyond any particularly 
narrow interests that might be 
presented.

"significantly" in this

. . .A requester is likely to 
contribute to public 
understanding if the information 
disclosed is new, supports public 
oversight of agency operations, 
including the quality of agency 
activities and the effect of agency 
policy or regulations on public 
health or safety, or otherwise 
confirms or clarifies data on past 
or present operations of the 
government.

Senator Leahy: 
It is important for agencies to 
administer this new statutory 
standard in an objective manner 
and should not rely on their own, 
subjective view as to the value of 
the information requested to the 
public. . .

''UNDERSTANDING 
OPERATIONS AND ACTIVITIES 
OF GOVERNMENT" 

Reps. English and Kindness: 

The phrase "operations and 
activities of the government" 
should be broadly construed. It 
can encompass requests for 
historical documents and For 
information relating to foreign 
policy and national defense. Also, 
agencies deal with private entities 
on a wide range of regulatory, 
enforcement, procurement, and 
other activities. Records which 
illuminate that relationship 
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indicate how the agency is Q ^ 

carrying out its mission. It may be 
impossible to understand an 
agency's activities or operations 
unless records submitted by those 
being regulated or otherwise a 
affected by agency policies are 
available. Thus, records 
submitted to an agency can 
qualify for a fee waiver when 
disclosure of the information 
reflects on agency operations and 
activities. 

(Congressional Record, 

H9464, Oct. 8, 1986) 



Sen. Patrick Leahy: 
. . . (Tlhere is a legitimate public 
interest in being able to obtain a 
fee waiver in order to learn about 
Government inaction as well as 
government action. If, for 
example, a requester is seeking 
records because it wishes to learn 
if an agency has been less than 
vigorous in working to protect 
public health and safety or to see 
how effectively procurement 
dollars are being spent, a waiver 
should be granted. Indeed, 
experience suggests that agencies 
are most resistant to granting fee 
waivers when they suspect that 
the information sought may cast 
them in a less than flattering light 
or may lead to proposals to reform 
their practices. Yet that is 
precisely the type of information 
which the FOIA is supposed to 
disclose, and agencies should not 
be allowed to sue for fees as an 
offensive weapon against 
requesters seeking access to 
Government information to learn 
about what Government is not 
doing as well as what it is doing.

Will non-profit public Interest 
groups receive the ecms favored 
treatment as news media end 
educational and scientific 
organizations? 

Not entirely. Public interest 
groups are not mentioned by name 
in the new fee and fee waiver 
provisions. They were, however, the 
subject of considerable discussion 
prior to the vote. 

Senators Leahy and Kerry and 
Representatives English and 
Kindness argued that many public 
interest group requests would fall 
into Category II (news media 
educational/scientific groups) 
because they would be connected to 
reportage for the groups' 
magazines, books, or newsletters. 
Requests from public interest 
groups that cannot meet this test 
will be treated as Category III 
requests. 

During debate. Representative 
English emphasized that public 
interest groups were not to be 
viewed as commercial requesters: 

A request from a public interest 
group, non-profit organization, 
labor union, library, or similar 
organization, or a request from an 
individual may not be presumed 
to be for commercial use unless 
the nature of the request suggests 
that the information is being 
sought solely for a private, profit- 
making purpose. 

(Congressional Record. 
H 9463, Oct. 8. 1986) 

(TJ^ Will private libraries that 

disseminate government documents 
to the public be treated as 
commercial interests? 

Ae This was the subject of extended 
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colloquy in both houses. As Senator 
Hatch explained when he first 
introduced the amendments: 

... we are removing the language 
[of a previous bill], "nonprofit 
groups that intend to make the 
information available/' to clarify 
that organizations seeking to 
establish private repositories of 
public records shall not qualify for 
a fee waiver . . . This type of 
private library of public 
documents, whether operated for 
profit or not, should not qualify 
for a waiver under the standards 
of this bill. 
(Congressional Record, 
S 14040, Sept. 27, 1986) 

(Joining libraries and public 
documents archives in the ashbin of 
no fee waivers, according to Senator 
Hatch, would be prisoners and other 
indigents.) 

In rebuttal, Senators Leahy and 
Kerry conducted a colloquy on this 
subject in which Senator Kerry 
expressed his dismay to learn from 
reading Senator Hatch's remarks 
that private libraries such as 
" . . .those at Harvard University,. 
Boston College or at other less- 
renowned repositories of public 
records" would be charged fees. 
Senator Kerry stressed that it 
seemed 

. . .these kinds of organizations 
are precisely the kind of groups 
that should receive every benefit 
of the Freedom of Information 
Act. By seeking out 
documentation on important 
public policy issues from inside 
the Government, these 
organizations have not only saved 
the taxpayers billions of dollars by 



helping to expose waste and 
fraud, bad decisions, and 
misdeeds, but they also have 
proved essential to public 
education and the proper 
functioning of our democracy. 
(Congressional Record, 
S 16496, Oct. 15, 1986) 

Rep. Glenn English expressed his 
agreement with Senators Kerry and 
Leahy in their interpretation of the 
new fee waiver guidelines to provide 
the widest dissemination of 
information. (Congressional Record, 
H9464, Oct. 8, 1986) 

Will the new fee waiver provisions 
replace the current Justice 
Department fee waiver guidelines? 

There is a dispute between 
Senator Hatch and the Justice 
Department on the one side and 
Senator Leahy and Representatives 
English and Kindness on the other, 
as to the effect of the new fee waiver 
provisions on the current DOJ . 
guidelines. 

Rep. English: 

This change [in fee waiver 
provisions] is specifically 
intended to remove from further 
debate or consideration the 
erroneous standards included in 
the January 1983 Justice 
Department fee waiver guidelines 
. . . [which are] inconsistent with 
the letter and spirit of the FOIA. 

(Congressional Record,

Sen. Leahy: 

By making a change in the

Mr. Edwards. Thank you very much, Mr. Ratner. 
Mr. Kastenmeier? 

Mr. Kastenmeier. Thank you, Mr. Chairman. 

I appreciate the testimony. I thought it was very much on point. 
Your recommendation about what the FBI should not do, how is 
that to be achieved? Are you talking about passing legislation over- 
turning the Executive Order or the Attorney General guidelines 
that apparently have given rise to either these surveillances or pos- 
sible break-ins to the extent they may have been engaged in by any 
Federal agency? 

Mr. Michael Ratner. I think the first thing that should happen 
is all counterintelligence investigations against domestic groups 
ought to be looked into because I think that, as a whole, you are 
just surveilling dissent all over this country. 

Secondly, I think that Executive Order ought to be overturned by 
Congressional legislation. I think there oughtn't be warrantless 
burglaries going on in this country. 

I just don't understand the authority to do that. The President 
argues with you, and says he has the inherent authority, which is 
the Nixon doctrine of inherent authority that he invoked to carry 
out his surveillance in the sixties and seventies, but I think that it 
is unconstitutional to do those warrantless burglaries. 

I think that Executive Order is unconstitutional. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. Did you indicate earlier that the Executive 
Order had been tested in the courts, but there had not been a satis- 
factory resolution of it, because parties in interest were not the liti- 
gants? 

Ms. Margaret Ratner. That is correct. We brought a lawsuit on 
behalf of 30 individuals who thought that they might be targeted 
under the Executive Order. The court ruled that at that point, 
there was no real injury that could be demonstrated, and therefore 
dismissed the complaint. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. So, is this question still susceptible of another 
suit and possibly judicial resolution? 

Ms. Margaret Ratner. There is a potential for judicial resolu- 
tion. However, judicial resolution without Congressional legislation 
would just leave us with no guidelines and perhaps then the inher- 
ent power doctrine would crop up again. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. Have you formed a belief that in fact that the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation has engaged in these burglaries 
and black bag jobs, or is that merely a suspicion? 

Mr. Michael Ratner. Well, we have Mr. Varelli's statement 
that the FBI apparently engaged in surreptitious entry in the 
CISPES case, confirming our view in Dallas. 

Ms. Margaret Ratner. We have the past conduct of black bag 
jobs. We have the fact that many of the groups that were burglar- 
ized are actually being surveilled by the FBI. What is interesting 
about that is here you have, on the one hand, the FBI carrying out 
all these investigations of these groups, for its purposes, but refus- 
ing to do any investigations to see whether any burglaries are 
done. 

It is like they will only take 90 percent of the pie, but they won't 
take the 10 percent that will maybe demonstrate the FBI itself is 
involved. 
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I think the FBI may be involved in many of these burglaries. I 
think another scenario is that there may be some right-wing 
groups involved in them, maybe in conjunction with the FBI, 
maybe the FBI is simply getting those materials under the Attor- 
ney General's counterintelligence guidelines. The rule apparently 
is that the FBI is not to ask any questions when they get those 
types of materials from burglaries. 

They can take those materials without asking any questions. So 
there is a sort of tacit encouragement if there are private people 
doing those burglaries, sharing it with the FBI and the FBI not 
looking any further. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. You have indicated, and this is my— 

Mr. Edwards. Would you yield at this point? 

Mr. Kastenmeier. Yes, of course. 

Mr. Edwards. Thank you. 

Did some of the material that was taken at any of the burglaries, 
did any of that material show up in FBI files? 

Mr. Michael Ratner. Congressman, we have so few pages so far. 
We have but eight or nine pages or 20 pages of FOIA files so far. 
They have 17 volumes on CISPES. That will give us more indica- 
tion once we see that, but so far not. 

Mr. Edwards. Thank you. Bob. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. My last question is, you have indicated if, in 
fact, it is determined that the Bureau engaged in warrantless bur- 
glaries, they will defend that action on the basis that they are au- 
thorized to do so and tasked to do so presumably by the White 
House, or someone else in the Executive Branch? 

Mr. Michael Ratner. That Executive Order gives them that au- 
thority in foreign counterintelligence investigations. So that they 
could certainly defend on that basis in their view in terms of the 
Executive Order. 

I don't happen to think that Executive Order comports with our 
Constitution, particularly when it comes to doing burglaries 
against U.S. persons and U.S. organizations. 

But sure, that is what their position could be just as it is prob- 
ably going to be, as I said, on the whole CISPES investigation. 

Ms. Margaret Ratner. Another point there is that certainly, if 
an individual sued for a burglary and sued the FBI agent for a bur- 
glary, there would certainly be a good-faith defense based on the 
Executive Order. 

So it would interfere with the private enforcement of rights as 
well. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. I understand. Thank you, Mr. Chairman. 
Mr. Edwards. Mr. Sensenbrenner? 

Mr. Sensenbrenner. Mr. Chairman, I have no questions, except 
to observe that the Ratners went on for 25 minutes, despite the re- 
quest of the chairman to limit their testimony to five, and yet the 
chairman has rejected the FBI's request for an executive session. 

That, to me, indicates different strokes for different folks, and we 
don't get to the bottom of any kind of controversy by giving some- 
one almost carte blanche while giving the other side a restriction 
on how they can freely give the subcommittee testimony. 

Thank you. 
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Mr. Edwards. I would point out to the gentleman that you are 
talking about apples and oranges. If the FBI declines to testify be- 
cause some of the information is classified, of course we would im- 
mediately go into executive session. 

I am reminded of a number of years ago, in the seventies, when 
this subcommittee found out about COINTELPRO, the activity of 
the FBI, and our friends on the Republican side demanded that all 
of the information be in closed session, and we said no, of course 
not,, this is public business, and if there is classified information in- 
volved, that of course will be eliminated. 

So, after a delay of an hour or so, we rounded up the votes, and 
we voted to hold the hearings on COINTELPRO in public session, 
because it is American business, and I might say that the sky did 
not fall in, and the Levi guidelines resulted, and the FBI has been 
a much happier organization since that time. 

The gentlewoman from Colorado. 

Mrs. ScHROEDER. I waut to thank you both for putting that testi- 
mony together, and for the work you are doing. I just wanted to 
add one thing that we missed. In Colorado, we have had an awful 
lot of surveillance; in fact, a young woman came into my office who 
is studying to be an Episcopalian priest, and she had gone to Cen- 
tral American church services, and people came into the office 
when she worked there, saying since she went to the church, she 
had to report to the Feds everyone she ever saw attending church 
services dealing with Central America. 

It was unbelievable. The other thing that has been amazing is 
that in October 1985, the Office National Namibian Concerns was 
also broken into in Denver, so it is just not Central America. It 
seems to be a broader surveillance across the board. 

This office was in Our Saviors Lutheran Church, and when they 
looked at what they took, it was basically the disks with the mail- 
ing lists, and the computer drive that drove it. 

Outside of that, nothing was bothered. So, I guess you know it is 
a little disconcerting as to whether this is being privatized, wheth- 
er these break-ins are being encouraged by other people on the idea 
that no one will investigate, because when we went to the FBI with 
the Namibia Concerns thing, they said no, they couldn't investi- 
gate. 

But it clearly is a very disturbing pattern that unless you are 
cheerleaders for whatever the State Department seems to be 
saying, who knows what is going to happen? I appreciate the hard 
work you have done in trying to keep track of all those different 
things. 

Mr. Michael Ratner. Thank you. 

Mr. Edwards. Certainly, we don't want to start again in this 
country avoiding the rules under the Levi, later Smith, guidelines 
with respect to domestic intelligence through some other rule or 
other regulation. 

That is really what you are saying is happening: That the domes- 
tic security guidelines are being avoided by the use of another set 
of classified guidelines, is that correct? 

Mr. Michael Ratner. That is correct, that after eight years 
nothing was found on CISPES, but they are continuing to have 
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that investigation, and they are basically shunting over these do- 
mestic security investigations into counterintelligence. 

Mr. Edwards. This subcommittee for many years has been very 
much concerned about the use of informants, about the intrusive 
nature of undercover work by informants and the Fourth Amend- 
ment implications and indeed, we have written bills, legislation 
that would require a warrant. 

In this era, such a bill cannot be enacted, but a majority of us 
anyway feel that the Fourth Amendment requires it, and that the 
good health of the American society would require that kind of a 
warrant for undercover activities. 

If there are no further questions, thank you very much. 

Mr. Michael Ratner. Thank you. 

Ms. Margaret Ratner. Thank you. 

Mr. Edwards. We now welcome two gentlemen who have testi- 
fied before, and have always provided us with valuable informa- 
tion, Oliver B. Revell, Executive Assistant Director of the FBI; and 
James Turner, Deputy Assistant Attorney General, Civil Rights Di- 
vision, Department of Justice. 

Mr. Revell, welcome. Do you want to go first? 

Mr. Revell. That is fine, sir. 

TESTIMONY OF OLIVER B. REVELL, EXECUTIVE ASSISTANT DI- 
RECTOR, FEDERAL BUREAU OF INVESTIGATION, WASHINGTON, 
DC; AND JAMES P. TURNER, DEPUTY ASSISTANT ATTORNEY 
GENERAL, CIVIL RIGHTS DIVISION, DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE, 
WASHINGTON, DC 

[Witnesses sworn.] 

Mr. Revell. Good morning. 

Mr. Edwards. Good morning. 

Mr. Revell. I am here today in response to your request for tes- 
timony about break-ins at sanctuary churches and offices of organi- 
zations involved with Central American issues. 

The FBI appreciates the importance of those concerns which 
played a significant role in prompting the subcommittee to hold 
these hearings. 

In a letter dated January 29,- 1986, you reported to us that the 
subcommittee had received a number of inquiries regarding these 
break-ins. We consulted the Civil Rights Division of the Depart- 
ment of Justice. 

As you are aware. Federal law limits the Bureau's ability to in- 
vestigate matters to specific offenses set forth in the Federal crimi- 
nal statutes. The Criminal Section of the Civil Rights Division ad- 
vised that such break-ins would not constitute a violation of crimi- 
nal civil rights statutes absent evidence of law enforcement in- 
volvement. 

In reaching this decision, the Civil Rights Division relied on long- 
standing interpretations of civil rights statutes such as Title 18 
U.S.C. Sections 241 and 245. These sections require some form of 
interference with a federally-protected right, such as the right to 
petition Congress, before an investigation may be initiated. 

To identify and assess any common features of the reported bur- 
glaries, we asked our Boston, New York City, Philadelphia, Phoe- 
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nix, San Francisco and Seattle offices late last year to review police 
records concerning the burglaries in their areas. 

These reviews, the results of which were forwarded to the Civil 
Rights Division, supported the Department's conclusion that there 
was no basis for FBI investigative jurisdiction. Also, no information 
was reported indicating that any entity of the United States Gov- 
ernment was involved in the break-ins. 

In early December, Mr. Chairman, you and Congressman Fei- 
ghan wrote the Attorney General about the jurisdiction issue. In 
your letter, you requested an FBI investigation of a November 1986 
burglary at the offices of the International Center for Development 
Policy here in Washington. 

We did conduct a preliminary investigation. What distinguished 
this case from the others is that the ICDP, as you noted in your 
letter, engages in a federally-protected right: That is, the petition- 
ing of government. 

During our preliminary investigation, former Ambassador Robert 
E. White, President of ICDP, advised that a document concerning 
Southern Air Transport was missing after the burglary. Also, we 
discovered that a clock radio had been stolen and that a brick had 
been thrown through a window of the offices of Sane Nuclear 
Policy, an ICDP neighbor, on the same evening as the ICDP burgla- 
ry. 

We have submitted the results of our preliminary investigation 
to the Department of Justice. 

The FBI remains committed to the vigorous enforcement of the 
Nation's civil rights laws. We recognize your concerns, Mr. Chair- 
man. We shall examine each incident as it is brought to light and 
be alert for facts indicating a civil rights offense or other wrongdo- 
ing. We shall respond in a professional manner in those instances 
in which we have investigative jurisdiction. 

We also respond in such a manner when accusations are made 
concerning misconduct by FBI personnel. There has been a recent 
allegation that FBI Agents may have burglarized an office in 
Dallas, TX. We already have begun an intensive inquiry which is 
being given high priority. Once completed, the results of the in- 
quiry will be promptly reported to the appropriate Congressional 
oversight committees, including this committee, of course. 

This concludes my statement, Mr. Chairman. I will be pleased to 
respond to any questions you might have. 

Mr. Edwards. Thank you Mr. Revell. I believe we will ask Mr. 
Turner to testify now. 

Mr. Turner. Thank you, Mr. Chairman, and members of the sub- 
committee, I am appearing today at the chairman's invitation to 
describe the response of the Department of Justice with respect to 
the allegations of a series of burglaries or break-ins occurring at 
churches and offices of organizations opposed to the Federal Gov- 
ernment's policies in Central America. 

In January of 1986, Mr. Chairman, you first wrote to the Direc- 
tor of the FBI suggesting that the Bureau consider investigating 
this series of burglaries on the theory that there may be foreign 
agents responsible. 
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After consultation with the relevant Department components, 
the Director advised you on April 11, 1986, that there did not 
appear to be an investigative predicate on these matters. 

Last December, you and Congressman Feighan wrote to the At- 
torney General asking that the matter be reconsidered and for- 
warded new information regarding a burglary of the International 
Center for Development Policy that had occurred in November of 
1986. 

After evaluation of this information, the Civil Rights Division re- 
quested the FBI to initiate an investigation of this burglary, and 
we are presently evaluating the results of that investigation. 

The Department's ability to investigate alleged criminal conduct 
is confined to the particular offenses which are prohibited by the 
Federal criminal code. Although I am in a position only to com- 
ment directly on those offenses for which the Civil Rights Division 
has enforcement responsibility, I am advised there is at this time 
no basis for the application of other Federal criminal laws to the 
conduct in question. 

With that understanding, I am pleased to relate to the subcom- 
mittee the process by which we determined to request the present 
investigation. 

The Federal criminal civil rights statutes which we most fre- 
quently utilize to bring prosecutions is 18 U.S.C. 242. That requires 
some evidence of official or law enforcement wrongdoing before 
there is sufficient predicate for an investigation. 

Other Federal criminal civil rights statutes require some evi- 
dence of interference by conspiracy, 18 U.S.C. 241, or by force or 
threat of force, 18 U.S.C. 245, with a federally protected right, as 
defined by the Constitution, statute or court opinions, before an in- 
vestigation may be requested. 

One such right is the right to petition Congress for redress of 
grievances. This is so because the right to petition the Federal Gov- 
ernment for redress of grievances has been held by the Supreme 
Court to be a right inherent in national citizenship. 

As such, it is protected against conspiratorial interference from 
any source, whether public or private. The Division has traditional- 
ly declined to ask the FBI to investigate incidents that are local in 
nature based on a mere perception or suspicion that some Federal 
law may be implicated. 

Our initial decision to investigate then is determined by the ex- 
istence of some credible evidence either of official involvement in 
the wrongdoing at issue or of evidence of a conspiracy to interfere 
with the right to petition the Federal Government or some other 
Federally guaranteed right. 

The FBI initially checked for evidence of a pattern linking the 
burglaries brought to our attention and, to date, no such evidence 
has been developed. Local police had responded in each instance 
and their reports make clear that many of the reported burglaries 
have involved no more than thefts for monetary gain. Police in 
Cambridge, Massachusetts, for example, arrested three individuals 
for burglaries of various organizations with offices in the Old Cam- 
bridge Baptist Church— one thief was even arrested in the act. 
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There also has been no evidence developed to support the bare 
allegation of federal or local government involvement in any of the 
break-ins. 

The information provided to the department by you and others 
regarding ICDP described it as an organization primarily engaged 
in lobbying and working with Congress. Therefore, the facts sug- 
gested a possible basis for federal jurisdiction and, accordingly, an 
investigation was requested. 

In addition, we are presently evaluating information obtained 
about multiple unresolved break-ins at the Old Cambridge Church 
in Cambridge, Massachusetts to determine whether further infor- 
mation is required to determine federal jurisdiction. 

We evaluate each incident on the basis of the information that is 
available. To date, except to the extent I have specified, insufficient 
information has been obtained suggesting any prosecutable viola- 
tion of federal law — either civil rights law or other statutes — re- 
garding the burglaries of ''sanctuary'' churches or other organiza- 
tions that have been identified to us. We are, however, continuing 
to assess the situation and should such information be provided, 
appropriate investigation will be conducted. 

I might add parenthetically that we were not aware of the addi- 
tional numbers of burglaries which have now been alleged to fall 
into this pattern in testimony that was presented yesterday and 
the published account in the New York Times yesterday. 

These matters have been referred to our prosecutive staff for 
evaluation under the criteria that I have outlined to this subcom- 
mittee. 

Thank you. 

[Mr. Turner's prepared statement follows:] 
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I -am appearing today at the chairman's invitation to 
describe the response of the Department of Justice with respect 
to the allegations of a series of break-ins occurring at churches 
and offices of organizations opposed to the federal government's 
policies in Central America.

We are, however, continuing to assess the situation and should 
such information be provided appropriate investigation will be 
conducted . 
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Mr. Edwards. Thank you, Mr. Turner. 
Mr. Kastenmeier. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. Thank you, Mr. Chairman. 

Mr. Revell, you stated that the FBI had started an investigation 
into charges by Frank VareUi that FBI agents carried out break- 
ins in Dallas. What sort of investigation is it? Is it a criminal inves- 
tigation? 

Mr. Revell. Yes, sir, it is a criminal investigation under the aus- 
pices of the Department's Office of Professional Responsibility con- 
ducted under the rules of a criminal investigation. Therefore, upon 
completion of the investigation it will be referred to the Depart- 
ment of Justice, to Mr. Shaheen, to determine if prosecution is war- 
ranted. If one is declined, then it would be returned to the FBI for 
any appropriate administrative remedies that might not reach a 
criminal basis. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. Under what statute are you proceeding in 
that case? 

Mr. Revell. Well, we will obviously be primarily concerned with 
any violations of Federal law, but during the course of the inquiry 
we will look at whether FBI agents engaged in any illegal activity, 
whether it be state or local, even local ordinances. 

So it will be all encompassing and if there is no Federal nexus to 
any of the offenses, then our response would be to — if there was 
any proven criminality and that is, of course, a very large if, then 
it would be referred to any appropriate local authorities. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. Now, there was an allegation by one of the 
witnesses yesterday, Michael Lent of CISPES, that his apartment 
here in Washington was broken into. Since the Washington field 
office was involved in the CISPES investigation, are you looking 
into whether or not the Washington break-in might also have been 
similarly inspired, as the work of some agents? 

Mr. Revell. I am not personally aware of that allegation. We 
will review all of the allegations made by the witnesses at this 
hearing. We will conduct an appropriate inquiry of those that 
relate to burglaries. I can categorically state that there has been no 
break-in by any agent of the FBI acting in his official capacity. 
There has been no surreptitious entry, there has been no entering 
under any sanctioned action. So, of course, if we had any indication 
of that, we would investigate it. I have not seen those allegations as 
yet. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. Can the Bureau carry out physical searches 
without a warrant in the course of investigations? 

Mr. Revell. Congressman, there are certain provisions of law 
that allow certain activities to occur under executive authority. 
Those are classified and I cannot discuss them in this forum. But 
they do not allow the FBI to act under its own authority to make 
any sort of surreptitious entry. There are certain provisions of law 
which do allow government agents, primarily FBI agents, to under- 
take certain actions on higher executive authority. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. You are saying pursuant to an executive 
order of the President? 

Mr. Revell. I am saying pursuant to higher executive authority. 
That may be the Attorney General or the President, sir, but I 
cannot respond because those executive orders and those legal 
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' opinions that pertain to those executive orders are contained in 
classified documents which the committee has often had access to 
in the past and is aware of. 
Mr. Kastenmeier. Would you 

Mr. Revell. I might state there has been no such action in any 
of these allegations. 
Mr. Kastenmeier. All right. 

Can the Bureau carry out warrantless searches in the case of 
possible intelligence gathering or is that also classified for some 
reason? 

Mr. Revell. I can't comment on that, sir, at this hearing. 

[Executive Order 12333, issued December 4, 1981, provides in section 2.5: "Attor- 
ney General Approval. The Attorney General hereby is delegated the power to ap- 
prove the use for intelligence purposes, within the United States or against a 
United States person abroad, of any technique for which a warrant would be re- 
quired if undertaken for law enforcement purposes, provided that such techniques 
shall not be undertaken unless the Attorney General has determined in each case 
that there is probable cause to believe that the technique is directed against a for- 
eign power or an agent of a foreign power. Electronic surveillance, as defined in the 
Foreign Intelligence Surveillance Act of 1978, shall be conducted in accordance with 
that act, as well as this order."] 

Mr. Kastenmeier. Let me ask you just a policy question. Let us 
assume for the purpose of argument — going back in history we 
knew this was the case on COINTELPRO — in the event some of the 
suspicions and allegations are in fact justified or correct, does it 
make any sense to ask the FBI to investigate itself or its own 
agents with carrying out what they consider tasked missions which 
may in fact involve break-ins? Does it make any sense to ask the 
Bureau to investigate itself? 

Mr. Revell. Well, I think you would have to answer that your- 
self, sir. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. All right. 

Mr. Revell. In the first place, we do investigate our own people 
on a regular basis. We have prosecuted a number of FBI agents for 
criminal offenses over the past several years. We do always ensure 
that the investigative activities where our agents are involved are 
totally separated from the agents who are conducting the investiga- 
tion. There is an entirely separate function within the FBI, within 
the Inspection Division, which is our own Office of Professional Re- 
sponsibility. It answers only to the Director. I am in charge of oper- 
ations. I have no control over the OPR investigations. 

All of those investigations are independently reviewed by the De- 
partment of Justice Office of Professional Responsibility. If there is 
any allegation of civil rights violations, they are reviewed by the 
Civil Rights Division. If there is any allegations of criminal actions, 
they are also reviewed by the Criminal Division of the Department 
of Justice. 

So we have separated entirely the internal investigative aspects 
and it has shown over and over again that we do get to the bottom 
of any allegations and where criminality is involved, we do vigor- 
ously pursue prosecution. 

It is not the policy of the FBI to violate the law and when it 
occurs, and it infrequently does, when it does, we vigorously pursue 
any such allegations.

Mr. Kastenmeier. You cannot categorically say that the FBI 
now is not engaged in any warrantless burglaries or blackbag jobs 
in this country? 

Mr. Revell. Yes, I can say that. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. You can say that? 

Mr. Revell. Yes, I can. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. It is not involved? 

Mr. Revell. It is not involved in any burglaries or any other ille- 
gal activities as an institution. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. Well, of course, it may be claimed that there 
is authority for such activity. I am not saying it is illegal in the 
eyes of the Bureau or somebody else. I am asking whether it con- 
ducts any such activities under color of law or under express execu- 
tive authority? 

Mr. Revell. I have commented on that, sir, and in the situation 
that we have here, the answer is no. But I can't comment on those 
activities that involve foreign counterintelligence. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. Thank you, Mr. Chairman. 

Mr. Edwards. Mr. Sensenbrenner? 

Mr. Sensenbrenner. Thank you. 

I have one question for Mr. Revell. In your testimony you men- 
tioned reviews of the break-ins. Can you be more specific on the re- 
sults of those reviews? 

Mr. Revell. Yes, sir. We only had 23 as of December, and we 
went out to those offices covering those reported incidents. 

I understand there have been a number of them since, and we 
will go back out again. What we did since we have no predicate for 
an investigation, we contacted the police departments, covering the 
areas in which these burglaries were reported and we obtained 
from the police department where they had been filed, reports of 
these burglaries. 

We then reviewed these reports to determine if there was any 
common thread or any indication of any sort of conspiracy. 

Fifteen of these incidents occurred at the Old Cambridge Baptist 
Church between September of 1984, and August of 1986. In each in- 
stance there was a police report filed, in most instances the method 
of entry was a forced door although in some instances the method 
of entry was unknown. 

This continued periodically up until July of 1986, when the 
Boston, Massachusetts Police Department made two arrests. Subse- 
quently, there was one further arrest in August. 

Subsequent to these arrests at least as reported to us there have 
been no further burglaries. 

In addition, two of these individuals have been charged with a 
number of these burglaries and one of them has stated that in con- 
ducting these burglaries he went through the files looking for 
money and change that is sometimes left in file drawers. 

We found other than the repetition of these burglaries, no indica- 
tion of any conspiracy or outside involvement. 

We have also looked at the police reports in other areas such as 
the East Bay Sanctuary Church in Berkeley. We found that in that 
location a typewriter was taken, the entry was a forced door, there 
was also property damage, and a police report was filed. 
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We also found that this was in an area that is virtually rampant 
with burglary, over 2,000 in the immediate area, and that this is an 
area where there are a number of locations in so-called street 
people frequent and that the burglaries are rather common activi- 
ty. 

This was the police analysis. 

We found that in many instances, for instance, the Trinity Meth- 
odist Church in Berkeley, no police report was filed. The Central 
American Refugee Project at Phoenix, no police report was filed. 

Riverside Church and apartment in New York, and the First 
Methodist Church in Germantown, Pennsylvania, no police report 
was filed. So there was nothing for us to analyze at these locations. 

I will be glad to make available to the committee our analysis 
and we have found at this point, as I say, we will examine these 
new instances, but we have found to this point no common thread. 

We have found that where arrests had been made they had no 
political implications and were, in fact, simple common law burglar 
offenses. 

Mr. Sensenbrenner. Mr. Chairman, I would just ask unanimous 
consent that the material referred to by Mr. Revell be inserted in 
the record at this point. 

Mr. Edwards. Without objection, so ordered.

It will probably be 
necessary for Subcommittee staff to review the CISPES file, under 
Appropriate conditions. We could then decide with you what 
matters can be testified to publicly. Among the issues we are 
most interested in are the following: 

1. Why was the CISPES investigation opened? 

2. Did Varelli go to El Salvador on behalf of the FBI? 

3. What contact did Varelli have with officials in El 
Salvador, on behalf of the Bureau or independently? 

4. What information did Varelli provide to the El Salvador 
National Guard? 

5. What FBI information, files, or documents did Varelli 
have access to?

6. Is the Terrorist Photograph Album an FBI document? 
What is its function? How many individuals are 
currently in the Terrorist Photograph Album? Are any 
of them government officials or clergy?

8. What happened to the album pages submitted by Varelli 
to FBI agents? 

9. What information did Varelli provide to the FBI 
regarding suspected El Salvadoran terrorists? 

10. Did special agents carry out break-ins authorized or 
unauthorized, at CISPES offices or apartments of CISPES 
members or at other CISPES-related locations? 

11. Did the FBI receive information from Varelli regarding 
an assassination plot against President Reagan? 

12. What is the status of the investigation of former 
special agent Flanagan? 

13. What were the circumstances surrounding Flanagan's 
separation from the Bureau? Was Flanagan's car broken 
into? Did he lose documents from the CISPES file and 
his gun? 

14. What role did Varelli play in the investigation of the 
Capitol bombing? 

Other Investigations 

At the hearing on February 20, Mr. Revell offered to advise 
the Subcommittee whether there have been FBI investigations of 
any of the groups that have been the targets of break-ins. We 
would like this answer in writing, for inclusion in the public 
record to the extent possible. A list of groups that have been 
the subject of break-ins is attached. We would like to know 
whether the FBI, since 1981, has collected information on any of 
these groups.

the allegations by Frank Varelli and other matters relating to 
the CISPES investigation; issues regarding FBI investigations of 
other groups xinder the Foreign Counterintelligence and Inter- 
national Terrorism Guidelines; and the break- ins at sanctuary 
churches and offices of organizations opposing U. S. policy in 
Central America. 



Please be advised that with respect to issue one, the 



FBI Office of Professional Responsibility continues its 
investigation into this matter. Upon completion of this 
investigation, the FBI will report the results to the 
Siibcommittee addressing those issues which you raised in your 
letter of March 17. 



For your information, I can tell you that the FBI 



Terrorist Photograph Album is compiled in accordance with 
Attorney General Guidelines governing domestic security/terrorism 
investigations and foreign counterintelligence investigations. 
Only the svibjects of full terrorism investigations are included 
in this album. 



I am unable to explain how our blank form came into 



possession of someone prepared to fabricate this document. To 
date, the attorney for Mr. Varelli has imposed unacceptable 
conditions for making Mr. Varelli available for questioning by 
the FBI, much as we would like to do so. In all other respects, 
our investigation has been complete, but you can appreciate the 
importance of that interview. Any additional investigation 
deemed necessary will be predicated upon information which could 
potentially stem from the proposed interview of Mr. Varelli.

In response to the second issue which you raised in 
your letter, the FBI is presently ccinvassing its field offices to 
determine whether there have been FBI investigations on any 
groups that have been victims of alleged break-ins based upon the 
list you provided with your letter. Once completed, that 
information will be submitted to you. 

Lastly, you requested an update on the status of 
investigations of the break- ins at the International Center for 
Development Policy (ICDP) and at the Old Cambridge Baptist 
Church. As you know, the Civil Rights Division, Department of 
Justice, requested that the FBI conduct a preliminary 
investigation of the ICDP break-in. Our Washington Field Office 
has completed the requested preliminary investigation and the 
report was forwarded to the Civil Rights Division of the 
Department of Justice for a prosecutive opinion. Investigation 
determined that on the evening of November 29, 1986, offices of 
ICDP were burglarized. A clock radio was stolen and former 
Ambassador Robert E. White, President, ICDP, advised that a 
document concerning Southern Air Transport was missing after the 
burglary. The offices of Sane Nuclear Policy, an ICDP neighbor, 
had a brick thrown through one window on the same evening of 
ICDP's burglary. 

The Civil Rights Division, Department of Justice, by 
memorandum dated March 27, 1987, requested that the FBI complete 
a few additional investigative steps in the ICDP case in order 
for the Department to formulate a prosecutive opinion. It is 
anticipated that this additional investigation will be completed 
within two weeks, at which time the results will be submitted to 
the Civil Rights Division of the Department of Justice for their 
review. 

By memorandum dated April 6, 1987, the Civil Rights 
Division of the Department of Justice requested the FBI to 
conduct a limited investigation concerning alleged break-ins at 
the Old Cambridge Baptist Church. The FBI will conduct the 
requested investigation and report the results to the Civil 
Rights Division at the Department of Justice for their 
determination as to whether a violation of the applicable Federal 
Criminal Civil Rights Statute has occurred r The FBI will, of 
course, investigate any break- in in which the Department advises 
there exists Federal criminal civil rights j\irisdiction.

This letter is in fur±her response to your letter 
of March 17, 1987, wherein you requested information regarding 
whether the FBI, since 1981, has collected information on any 
groups that have been victims of alleged break- ins based upon 
the list you provided. With the exception of the Committee in 
Solidarity with the People of El Salvador (CISPES) , which has 
been the subject of two briefings with the Subcommittee, a 
search of the index to the FBI ' s Central Record System disclosed 
no evidence that the organizations and/or affiliates listed in 
your letter were the subjects of investigations conducted by the 
FBI since 1981; however, information regarding some of these 
organizations and/or affiliates has been indexed to the files of 
other organizations and individuals. 

It should be understood that pursuant to congressional 
requests the FBI has made some inquiries relative to the alleged 
break- ins of these organizations and/or affiliates. Also, at the 
direction of the Department of Justice the FBI has opened up 
cases on the alleged break-ins of the International Center for 
Development Policy and the Old Cambridge Baptist Church as 
victims. These inquiries and investigations are not considered 
in the above answer. 

In addition to the two previous briefings on CISPZS, 
this issue will be revisited by the FBI when it reports the 
results of the FBI Office of Professional Responsibility 
investigation to the Subcommittee.

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Ms. ScHROEDER. I Wanted to ask you about your testimony. You 
said that there is no violation of the Federal Civil Rights Statute 
unless there is evidence of law enforcement involvement. Can you 
define law enforcement involvement for me? 

Mr. Revell. I think Mr. Turner would be in a better position 
since that is his job to review these, but, in essence, it would mean 
action on the part of any state. Federal or local officer acting in his 
official capacity. 

Ms. ScHROEDER. What about informants that are getting money? 

Mr. Revell. I will let Mr. Turner answer that. 

Mr. Turner. It would depend, I should think, Congresswoman, 
on the exact nature and relation of the informant to whatever the 
incident is. If it is part of his job to do something, he might well be 
considered acting under color of law. If he is off on a frolic of his 
own, he might be outside that classification which comes from the 
Federal criminal code. 

Mrs. ScHROEDER. So if groups of people decided to go gather in- 
formation on their own, information vigilantes, and they got infor- 
mation and brought it to law enforcement officials, it would be 
okay for law enforcement officials to use it and it would not be con- 
sidered law enforcement involvement; is that what I hear you 
saying? 

Mr. Turner. Unless the group of individual vigilantes could be 
classified as conspiring through their activity to interfere with a 
Federally recognized and protected right. As I indicated in my tes- 
timony, that would also trigger a conspiracy investigation. 

Mrs. ScHROEDER. But you also narrowly confined it to petitioning 
the Congress, the way I read that. 

Mr. Turner. That was the only identified Federal right that we 
could associate with the information supplied by the Chairman. 

There are other Federally recognized rights that either through 
the 14th Amendment or directly are recognized by the court. 

Mrs. ScHROEDER. And by ''petitioning Congress would you mean 
there would have to be a formal petition lying on the desk or do 
you have a much broader definition? 

Mr. Turner. It is much broader than that. 

Mrs. ScHROEDER. I dou't think anybody thinks there are a lot of 
FBI officers themselves doing this. But there might be a little pri- 
vatization going on, to use the new buzz word in Washington. And 
whether you are encouraging that kind of performance or whether 
outside groups encourage them to get you the information, that 
concerns me. 

But, Mr. Revell, it leads then to my next question, I believe you 
were on one of the interagency panels with Oliver North, is that 
correct? 

Mr. Revell. That is correct. 

Mrs. ScHROEDER. Now, did you ever hear from him or from any 
of the NSC officials about any of the groups that the subcommittee 
gave you that were appearing here? Were those discussions ever 
entered into? 

Mr. Revell. We never discussed domestic groups in this particu- 
lar forum— under the National Security Council was involved with 
international terrorism and domestic groups were not discussed in 
that forum.

Mrs. ScHROEDER. Did you ever discuss the sanctuary movement 
in the United States or did you ever discuss any opponents of the 
administration's policy here? Did you ever try and make a foreign 
connection? 

Mr. Revell. That committee meets weekly and I don't know 
some comments that may have been made at any particular time 
in an off-the-cuff manner but I have no recollection of there ever 
being a focus on any domestic issues that would correspond with 
your question, Congresswoman. 

Mrs. ScHROEDER. Okay. 

Mr. Revell. The committee has nothing to do with domestic law 
enforcement; it has to do with the international terrorist coordina- 
tion activity of the United States Government. 

Mrs. ScHROEDER. Weren't you trying to investigate to find out 
whether there was any international terrorism going on in the 
United States? 

Mr. Revell. Of course, but that doesn't fall within the purview 
of the committee. The FBI and the Department of Justice have 
that responsibility, within the criminal justice context. The Depart- 
ment of Defense, the Department of State, the National Security 
Council per se are not involved in the enforcement of U.S. law. 

Mrs. ScHROEDER. I Understand that, but my —

Torroll hao 
appeared on various tolovision "documontarios" alleging corruption, 
human rights abuses, drug running, aros smuggling, and assassina- 
tion attempts by the resistance and their supporters.

Terrell was first Interviewed by the FBI on March 5, 1986, 
because he was described by a witness cooperatlnG in a n«'?i»*JJiy 
investigation ao knowledgeable on the matter. Tho investigation 
cSJJernId alleged activities of the Civilian Military Aasistanco 
(CMA) including sQuggllng weapons from south Florida into Central 
AQorica on behalf of tho "Contra" guerrillas, aQugglloG 
narcotics, plotting tho asaaasinatlon of the O.S. Aobaasador to 
SSa?a Rici Snd discussing boobing the U.S. Embassy in CoaCa Rica. 
SoQO of the aubjecta of the investigation wero ^"O"" 
recruited, trained and transported over a doren people froo south 
Florida ti fight with the Anti-Sandinlsta "Contra ■ guerrillas in 
tho Micaragua-Coata Rica border area. 

At the time he wac interviewed, Terrell acknowledged that 
he was aware of the plot to assassinate O.S. Ambassador Tambs and 
the CMA's plan to attack enbasaies.

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Mrs. ScHROEDER. My guess was that you were put on the inter- 
agency panel for a reason. 

Mr. Revell. There is extraterritorial jurisdiction. The hijacking 
of an aircraft anywhere in the world is a violation of U.S. law in 
which the FBI has jurisdiction. The holding of American hostages 
an5rvvhere in the world is a violation of law over which we have ju- 
risdiction. 

FBI agents travel overseas with the authority and permission of 
foreign governments in conducting investigations. The activities of 
foreign groups that occur in the United States are connected with 
international terrorism. For instance, we may have the ASALA Ar- 
menian terrorist group, receiving direction and control from over- 
seas, carrying out assassinations of Turkish officials in the United 
States. That is a legitimate international terrorist, involving the 
State Department as well as the FBI. 

Those are the kinds of issues that are discussed, not sanctuary 
movements and any domestic political activities. 

Mrs. ScHROEDER. What about CISPES? 

Mr. Revell. CISPES was not discussed in that forum. But there 
are certain international ramifications in that matter which have 
been briefed to the committee chairmen and other members, but I 
can't discuss it in this forum because it is classified. 

Mrs. ScHROEDER. Could you give the committee a list of the 
groups that have been here that you think had some international 
connection? 

Mr. Revell. As I indicted, I will determine those who have testi- 
fied and we will provide to the committee either a classified, if nec- 
essary, but if not, on the public record, a response in that regard. 

[The FBI's correspondence was reprinted above at p. 382. Addi- 
tional documents regarding the indexing in FBI files of groups that 
were the targets of break-ins are reproduced in the appendix at pp. 
674-687.] 

Mrs. ScHROEDER. What should we think of— 

Mr. Revell. May I go back to one question you asked? 

Mrs. Schroeder. Yes. 

Mr. Revell. Because you indicated concern about informants or 
sources or assets, let me state that we do not have nor have we 
tasked any informants, sources or assets to conduct any burglaries 
or any other activity that would be illegal for the agent himself to 
conduct. 

Mrs. Schroeder. But that is your informant. Would you turn 
away information that someone voluntarily gave you? 

Mr. Revell. If we found that that individual had violated the 
law, we would not turn it away, but we would in fact take action 
by reporting the incident to the appropriate authorities. 

Mrs. Schroeder. Would you ask him? 

Mr. Revell. Do I have to? 

Mrs. Schroeder. Would you ask him? 

Mr. Revell. How they obtained the information? 

Mrs. Schroeder. Yes. 

Mr. Revell. Of course. 

Mrs. Schroeder. Wouldn't you be happy just to take it? 
Mr. Revell. Of course. In all these instances, though we have no 
information. So no one has informed us on informants, assets, or 
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otherwise, other than that which came from the committee or 
which we obtained from the poUce themselves. 

Mrs. ScHROEDER. FOIA requests do show that you have files on 
NACLA and NICA and on Ambassador White's organization. 

Mr. Revell. I think that we have the FOIA response which indi- 
cated there are cross references but no files. It is when you get into 
the cross references and the exemptions under the FOIA law that 
there is a problem. 

In that particular process, it is being litigated at the present 
time. It is before the Department's review committee, as I under- 
stand it. 

The fact that an organization or a name is in Bureau files does 
not mean that that organization or that individual has been the 
subject of an investigation. 

Mrs. ScHROEDER. I hopo I don't sound too flip, but I was one of 
the people whose home was burglarized by informants in the 1970s, 
and the FBI would say, hey, we didn't do it. 

But you get your file and you learn that the people who broke in 
and found out you belong to the League of Women Voters. I was so 
dumb that I had it on my literature. I thought it was an above- 
board group. I didn't realize otherwise. So I was really offended the 
FBI used tax money to find that out, when I was publicizing it free. 

You know, these things really do concern me. I worry we are 
playing a legalism game. If we c^aft the question right, then the 
answer comes back. But maybe we didn't ask it in quite the right 
form. 

I find it fairly incredible that these names are in files or cross 
referenced or whatever, that someone brings you information, that 
you start saying. Where did you get this, and. We will turn you in 
if it came in the wrong way, because most of the things that were 
reported yesterday were things that people don't break in for. 
Either that or we have a new class of very dumb burglars. Who 
wants a mailing list? Who wants a floppy disk? You know, that is 
not what people really break in for. 

I guess that is my concern and I just have a feeling we are not 
getting to the bottom of it. We are very very careful as to how we 
legally craft the word. 

Mr. Revell. I want to be as clear and specific as I can be. The 
FBI is not involved in any capacity, in any manner through any 
guise, or any source of deceit in these activities through inform- 
ants, assets, cooperating citizens or any other manner, nor have we 
found any indication whatsoever of any Government agency or 
entity being involved. That is about as clear as I can be. 

There is no manipulation of the language; that is a flat categori- 
cal denial 

Mrs. ScHROEDER. I hear you. I only say that when I got that 
before I found out, surprise, surprise, I didn't ask the right ques- 
tion. It was privatized, you know, this young man- 
Mr. Revell. I covered every category I could think of. If you can 
think of another one, I will deny it as well, because it is not true. 

Ms. ScHROEDER. I just Want to say that, you know, that is what I 
am worried about. Especially when I hear that they are cross-refer- 
enced in the file, and especially when you see it is just not in one 
area but it is clear across the country. 
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Mr. Revell. If a person sends in and asks for their FBI file, if 
there is no file they get a response there is no file, but that per- 
son's name is indexed as a matter of reference so that in the future 
we can respond. That is not very ominous, if you write to any busi- 
ness your name will be indexed into their files. 

Ms. ScHROEDER. Sure. 

Mr. Revell. There seems to be some sort of connotation that 
there is an ominous context if your name is in an FBI file. That is 
not the case. 

Ms. ScHROEDER. Well, a lot of us might think it is ominous. 

Mr. Revell. If you write to us and ask us a question and we re- 
spond to you, then your name is in the file because you put it in 
the file by corresponding. 

Ms. ScHROEDER. I Understand that, but the question is whether 
there is more and I think, don't you have to agree with me, that 
these don't look like the most informed burglars in the world? 

Mr. Revell. Well, there are over 3 million burglaries in the 
United States in a given year. When we have gotten in and looked 
at the reports in most instances, these at least on the basis of the 
police investigation, appear to be rather ordinary. Now — 

Ms. ScHROEDER. But you and I know the police really work for 
the insurance cops. 

Mr. Revell. I am sure most police departments wouldn't agree 
with that. 

Ms. Schroeder. Well for a lot of them. You don't see the stuff of 
value missing. And that is why it looks more like a civil rights vio- 
lation to me. What they are going after deals with speech, you 
know. 

Mr. Revell. I can only tell you that burglaries are about as 
varied as the burglars themselves. Many times they will go in and 
only look for checks, other times they will go in and only look for 
cash, other times they will go in and only look for office equipment 
and they will bypass what you and I would think would be valua- 
ble commodities. I can't tell you why a particular item was taken 
or another item was not taken. In those instances where there 
have been solutions they were in fact, common burglaries and they 
had no political ramifications. 

Ms. Schroeder. I guess I am just saying, doesn't it arouse your 
suspicion? It arouses mine. 

Mr. Revell. That is the reason we are, in fact, conducting this 
review to determine if there is, in fact, some sort of conspiracy. 

Ms. Schroeder. Good. I feel better that it arouses your suspi- 
cions. I understand office equipment, I understand jewelry, I under- 
stand checks. I don't understanding mailing lists and things like 
that. That doesn't really make a lot of sense. That is what concerns 
me. If it is not law enforcement — and I don't think we think FBI 
people are doing this — who is it? Who is out doing this to American 
citizens? It concerns me a lot. 

I thank you for your testimony. 

Mr. Revell. Thank you. 

Mr. Edwards. Well, Mr. Revell, you know in your heart of 
hearts, don't you, that these aren't ordinary burglaries. 

Mr. Revell. Congressman, on the basis of the letter you wrote, 
and the foUowup we were concerned that in fact there might be 
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some conspiracy. I have to state to you today that on the basis of 
the review of what we have seen, I cannot make that statement. 

I will also pledge to you that we will continue to scrutinize 
within the limited authority we have to determine if there is a 
basis for an investigation of these activities, and if we find any sort 
of conspiracy, any indication of group or organizational involve- 
ment, we will go to the Department of Justice, not just the Civil 
Rights Division, but to the Criminal Division, Internal Security 
Section, as well, and seek authority to conduct a full investigation. 
We would be extremely concerned if there is any sort of conspirato- 
rial activity on the part of any group or organization depriving 
American citizens of their right to petition the Congress and to 
oppose — in an appropriate manner any type of political activity. 

Mr. Edwards. Mr. Revell, over the past 10 or 15 years this sub- 
committee has been in touch with the Bureau on many subjects, 
and one that concerned us and concerned you are these foreign 
agents floating around the country from the Shah of Iran, from 
Ferdinand Marcos, from Pinochet in Chile, and in each case we 
had responsible sober responses from you, some you described as 
friendly foreign agents that you really didn't do very much about, 
and so forth. 

But in this case it appears to me that you didn't even look at the 
suggestion that I made that there very well might be foreign 
agents, probably from Central America, involved. Instead, you 
rushed over to the Civil Rights Division of the Department of Jus- 
tice and asked if they had jurisdiction. 

Tell me, when you get a hint that there might be foreign agents 
in this country, do you have to go to the Department of Justice? 
The FBI can open an investigation without going to the Depart- 
ment of Justice? 

Mr. Revell. We can open an investigation when there is some 
basis for opening an investigation. The fact that some burglaries 
have occurred at locations that are classified as either sanctuary or 
in opposition to some political position would not be sufficient for 
us to open an investigation. 

We have in fact because of the repetition of these allegations 
conducted an analysis, and we have found no such indication. If 
you have any information that is reported to you or that comes to 
light indicating any involvement of any foreign government or any 
activity, we would be very happy to act upon it. 

We have not received any such information from any source — 
our intelligence and counterintelligence apparatus, the collection 
efforts of other government agencies, or from any congressional 
committee or from any private citizen. We have not seen any indi- 
cation of foreign government involvement at this point. 

It doesn't mean we will foreclose that. We will certainly contin- 
ue. We have in fact indeed investigated the activity of friendly gov- 
ernments — the Marcos regime, the Taiwan regime, even the Israe- 
lis with the Pollard case, who has recently been convicted. 

We are not at all prohibited, nor are we hesitant to undertake 
investigations of illegal activity on the part of any government- 
friendly or not friendly. 
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Mr. Edwards. Well, you have been, and I think Mr. Varelli will 
testify that you traded or are trading information with the Nation- 
al Guard in El Salvador. 

Mr. Revell. That is not true.

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holdings outlined above and to the facts of 
the instant case. First, the opinion in Pan- 
zavecchia emphasized that the prior felony 
conviction was of a wholly unrelated of- 
fense of counterfeiting and that there was 
constant reference to and emphasis upon 
the earlier offense throughout the trial. Sec- 
ond, no corrective instruction was given to 
the jury to the effect that the prior offense 
was proved solely for the purpose of estab- 
lishing one of the elements of the current 
weapons charge. Third, the district court in 
its discretion decided on the basis of the 
record before it that the failure to sever was 
unduly prejudicial under the facts of the 
case. 

[5] There is no indication in the record 
in the instant case that there was any 
undue emphasis upon the prior felony con- 
viction of appellant. The conviction was 
for simple burglary. In other words, there 
was no showing that more was done with 
this conviction than establish the requisite 
element of the current weapons charge. In 
addition, while the instructions to the jury 
are not included in the record, the record 
contains a notation that no objections were 
made to the jury charge. We must, there- 
fore, assume that the instructions dealt 
adequately with the problem. 

[6] Finally, Fed.R.Crim.P. 14 requires 
us to evaluate in this case the possible 
prejudice arising from the discretionary de- 
cision denying severance. Tribbitt v. 
Wainwright, 540 F.2d 840, 841 (5th Cir. 
1976), cert, denied, 430 U.S. 910, 97 S.Ct. 
1184, 51 L.Ed.2d 587 (1977). As we said in 
Alvarez v. Wainwright, 607 F.2d at 685: 
"To find that a trial was rendered funda- 
mentally unfair, we believe that as a mini- 
mum appellant must demonstrate preju- 
dice sufficient to warrant relief under Fed. 
R.Crim.P. 14...." 

[7] The issue of possible prejudice in 
this case is resolved by the record. The 
evidence of guilt of the appellant was over- 
whelming. Appellant was seen engaging 
in the burglary by the occupant of a neigh- 
boring apartment. Police were immediate- 
ly called, and appellant was apprehended 



within a very short distance from the 
apartment carrying goods stolen from the 
burglarized dwelling. He was also seen to 
throw his firearm- under a parked car just 
before the police reached him to apprehend 
him. Our final conclusion must be, there- 
fore, that even though there exist cases 
like Panzavecchia which emphasize the 
seriousness of trying two such criminal 
charges in the same trial, it cannot be an 
abuse of discretion for the district court to 
refuse to force the burden upon the state 
to try the two charges separately where 
the petitioner falls far short of showing 
any possibility of prejudice under Fed.R. 
Crim.P. 14. 

We deny the motion for appointment of 
counsel, and we affirm the denial by the 
district court of the petition for habeas 
corpus.

JOHN R- BROWN, Circuit Judge: 

In tiiis appeal, an alien seeks review of a 
decision by the Board of Immigration Ap- 
peals denying her motion to reopen her 
application for asylum in the United States. 
Because we conclude that the new evidence 
proffered by the alien constituted a prima 
facie showing that she was entitled to the 
relief she requested, and l)ecause she has 
shown a reasonable likelihood tliat the re- 
hef she seeks may be warranted as a mat- 
ter of administrative discretion, we reverse 
the decision of the Board. We therefore 
remand the case for a reopening of the 
alien's asylum application before the Immi- 
gration Law Judge. 

A Case of Mistaken Identity 
Ana Estela Guevara Flores (Guevara) is 
a 36 year old native <>f El Salvador. On or 
about June 24, 1981, Cjuevara entered the 
United States by surreptitiously crossing 
the border near Laredo, Texas. She was 
apprehended when Border Patrol agents 
found her, and twelve other aliens, hiding 
in a railroad freight car near Cotulla, Tex- 
as. At the time of her arrest, Guevara was 
carrying a tape of the last Mass of the 
Archbishop Oscar Romero.' She was also 
carrying letters of introduction to church 
activists in Puerto Rico written in what the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) 
termed "classic marxist rhetoric." 

The Border Patrol believed these materi- 
als to be of a suspicious nature, so it 
turned them over to the FBI, which com- 
menced a foreign counterintelligence inves- 
tigation for the purpose of ascertaining 
Guevara's identity. According to counsel

for the United States, confidential FBI 
sources led that agency to suspect that 
Ana Guevara was a Salvadoran guerrilla 
leader known by the nomme de guerre 
Comandante Norma. The FBI, therefore, 
prevailed upon the United States Embassy 
in El Salvador to obtain a fingerprint card 
from Salvadoran authorities for Coman- 
dante Norma, whose true name is Norma 
Fidelina Guevara de Grande. The possibili- 
ty that the notorious comandante Norma 
had been apprehended in Texas received a 
good deal of play in the Salvadoran press. 

The fingerprint comparisons eventually 
revealed that Ana Guevara was not, in fact, 
Comandante Norma. The Salvadoran au- 
thorities acknowledged that Guevara was 
not a known guerrilla or a subversive, but 
they iiidicated that possession of "subver- 
sive literature" was a crime for which Gue- 
vara could be detained upon her return to 
El Salvador.- Tlie Salvadoran authorities, 
therefore, requested the date and number 
of Guevara's flight in the event she was 
deported to Ei Salvador, and asked that 
copies of the documents in her possession 
be furnished to the plane's captain for de- 
livery to Colonel Eugenie Vides Casanova, 
Director General of the Salvadoran Nation- 
al Guard,^ 

Because she entered the United States 
surreptitiously, Guevara came to the atten- 
tion of yet another federal agency, the 
Immigration and Naturalization Service 
(INS). On the date of her apprehension. 
Guevara was served with an Order to Show 
Cause which demanded that she prove she 
was not subject to deportation under the 
terms of the Immigration and Nationality 
Act. 8 U.S.C. § 1251(a)(2). She was also 
charged with entering the United States 

the documents were not released iv Guevara un- 
til foughlv two vears after Guevara's (October 8, 
19t}l depoitation hearing before the Jminigia- 
tioii JudgL. 

3. Colonel Vides Casanova, then head of the Sal 
vadoran National Guard, has since been pi*<'^

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without inspection by immigration authori 
ties, a violation of 8 U.S.C. § 1325. 

Guevara, who was unrepresented by 
counsel at the time, pleaded guilty to the 
charge that she had violated § 1325. She 
was sentenced to, and served, a term of 
ninety days in jail for this offense. The 
Show Cause Order was set for a hearing 
before an Immigration Judge on October 8, 
1981. At this hearing Guevara conceded 
the illegality of her entry into the United 
States, but requested asylum in this coun- 
try by virtue of fier status as a refugee 
under 8 U.S.C. §§ 1 101(a){42)(A), and 
1158(a). In accordance with INS regula- 
tions, 8 C.F.R. § 208.2, Guevara filled out 
Form 1-589 entitled "Request for Asylum 
in the United States." 

Guevara, however, left a number of 
spaces on the form and its addendum 
blank.^ She failed to complete the form 
because of her belief that communications 
between the United States government and 
the authorities in El Salvador had already 
placed her in "extreme jeopardy." In her 
words 

The United States government has in- 
formed the Junta that they have arrest 
(sic) "La Comandante Norma Guevara." 
Kven though I am not la comandante, the 
Junta believes that I am, or if they by 
now recognize that I am not, they consid- 
er me to be a revolutionary, thanks to 
the U.S. Government, and will kill me on 
return. 

Hccimse she had been accused of being 
Commander Norma, Guevara stated that 
she could not complete the remainder of 

4. The information Guevara refused to provide 
covered sixteen categories on Form 1-5S9 and 
included: 

(1) her addresses lor the past five years; 

(2) the identities and addresses of relatives in 
the United States; 

(3) whether she had taken any actions which 
she beheved wouid resuh in her persecution 
in ni Salvador; 

(4) whether her family had suffered or been 
intimidated as a resuh of her actions; 

(5) whether slic had (Jther information per- 
taining to her application that was not cover- 
ed by the questions on I'orm 1-.S89; 

(6) where siie had been emplovcd in i:) Salva- 
dor; 
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Form 1-589 without a guarantee that the 
contents of her asylum application would 
remain confidential and would not be the 
subject of further disclosures to the Salva- 
doran authorities. 

INS, as a matter of policy, forwards all 
asylum applications to the State Depart- 
ment for an advisory opinion on the merits 
of the application. Accordingly, Guevara's 
deportation hearing was recessed while the 
materials pertinent to her application were 
forwarded to the Asylum Division at the 
State Department for their analysis. The 
State Department concluded that Guevara 
had failed to meet her burden of proving 
that she possessed a well-founded fear of 
persecution if she were to be deported to El 
Salvador. The Department's opinion was 
based, in large part, on Guevara's failure 
to provide information relevant to her claim 
on Form 1-589. The Immigration Judge, 
therefore, offered her the opportunity to 
supplement her responses, but in the ab- 
sence of a guarantee that the contents of 
her application would remain confidential, 
Guevara declined to do so. 

Upon receipt of the State Department's 
opinion, Guevara's deportation hearing was 
reconvened. At the hearing, Guevara 
moved for the issuance of administrative 
subpoenas pursuant to 8 C.F.R. § 287.4. 
She sought production of all communica- 
tions pertaining to her between the United 
States Government and the Salvadoran au- 
thorities. In support of the motion, her 
attorney stated that Guevara sought these 
communications not only for the purpose of 
showing that her case had received consid-

reason for leaving her country; 

(8) how ihe traveled from her country, other 
nations— if any— through which she passed on 
her way to the United States, and whether she 
had applied for asylum in any other country; 

(9) why she continued traveling to the United

home country; 

(U) the identities and addresses of her rela- 
ttves outside (he United States; and, 
(12) specific dates, locations, and incidents in 
which she had been subjected to persecution.

orable publicity in El Salvador, but also to 
show that the communications between the 
two governments had substantially in- 
creased the likehhood that she would be 
persecuted upon her return to Salvadoran 
territory. The Immigration Judge, how- 
ever, denied the motion. He found that 
much of the information sought was mere- 
ly cumulative and stated that the informa- 
tion which was not cumulative was more 
appropriately obtained through a request 
under the Freedom of Information Act. 

Guevara then appealed the decision of 
ihe Immigration Judge to the Board of 
Immigration Appeals (the Board). The 
Board, in a brief per curiam opinion, af- 
firmed the denial of Guevara's asylum ap- 
plication on the grounds that she had failed 
to meet her burden of proof. Guevara also 
contended that the Immigration Judge had 
erred in denying her requests for confiden- 
tiality, but the Board concluded that the 
Judge had taken "al! appropriate measures 
within his authority to safeguard such con- 
fidentiality, including closing the hearing to 
the public. He could do no more." The 
Board also affirmed the denial of Gue- 
vara's request for administrative subpoe- 
nas. 

Within a month of the Board's decision, 
however, the FBI declassified and released 
three documents, pursuant to Guevara's 
Freedom of Information Act request, which 
had not been available at her hearing be- 
fore the Immigration Judge or during the 
l>endency of her appeal to the Board. The 
first document was a transmission from a 
legal attache in Panama to the Director of 
the FBI which reported that "the detention 
of a young woman alleged to be Norma 
Fidelina Guevara . . . has received a good 
deal of play in the Salvadoran press." It 
continued "we are making inquiries here to 
determine whether the person apprehended 
in the United States using the name Ana 
Estela Guevara Flores might in fact be the 
person press accounts allege to be Norma 
Fidelina Guevara " 

5. In order to obtain reopening, an alien must 
j)rove that tlie new e\ideiice she seeks lo oflci is 
material and was not available and eould not 
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The second document was a transmission 
from the San Antonio, Texas office of the 
FBI to FBI Headquarters in Washington. 
It was this documeat that identified the 
communications Guevara was carrying 
when apprehended as ones "written in clas- 
sic marxist rhetoric." The document also 
contained the following information: 
. The Salvadoran government through Le- 
gat, Mexico City has requested that they 
be advised when [Guevara] is deported to 
El Salvador and also request[s] the com- 
munication she had i[n] her possession. 
The final document was a second trans- 
mission from the Legal Attache in Panama 
to the Director of the FBI. It informed the 
FBI that Salvadoran authorities had deter- 
mined that Guevara was not a known guer- 
illa, nor was she the notorious Comandante 
Norma. The authorities stated, however, 
that possession of subversive literature in 
El Salvador was a crime for which Guevara 
could be detained upon return to her coun- 
try. They then reiterated their request for 
the date and flight number of Guevara's 
return to El Salvador in the event she was 
deported, and requested that copies of the 
documents she was carrying be forwarded 
for analysis to Colonel Vides Casanova, 
Director General of the Salvadoran Nation- 
al Guard. 

Upon receiving these documents, Gue- 
vara filed a motion to reopen her asylum 
application. In it, she sought to have the 
Board remand her case to the Immigration 
Judge so that he might reevaluate her 
claim that she possessed a w^ell-founded 
fear of persecution in light of this new 
evidence.'* 

The Board considered Guevara's request 
in light of a well-settled line of cases hold- 
ing that motions to reopen should be grant- 
ed only when the alien can establish, in 
light of the new evidence, a prima facie 
case of eligibility for the relief she seeks. 
.SVt^ e.g., Immiyration & Naturalization 
Svrmce v, Wang, 450 U.S. 139, 101 S.Ct- 
1027, (i7 I,.Ed.2d 128 (1981); Mareello v. 

have been discovered or presented at the forincr 
hearing'. 8 C.i .R. fj 3.2 (1985). 
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immigration & Naturalization Service, 
694 F.2d 1033, 1035 (5th Cir.1983). The 
Board evaluated the FBI documents and 
concluded that they did not "establish a 
prima facie case of either a clear probabili- 
ty that her life or freedom would be threat- 
ened or a well-founded fear of persecution 
in El Salvador.** It reasoned that the doc- 
uments proved only that "the respondent 
may be questioned or detained in El Salva- 
dor in connection with an investigation into 
whether she is a terrorist subversive, not 
that she would be executed for her political 
beliefs." The Board, therefore, denied 
Guevara's motion to reopen and this appeal 
followed, 

Guevara raises three contentions on ap- 
peal. First, she argues that the Board 
erred in denying her motion to reopen her 
hearing before the Immigration Judge. 
Second, she asserts that the Immigration 
Judge abused his discretion in refusing to 
guarantee that the contents of her asylum 
application would be held in confidence. 
Finally, she contends that it was an abuse 
of discretion to refuse to issue the subpoe- 
nas she sought at her deportation hearing. 

We believe that the Board's decision to 
deny Guevara's motion to reopen was an 
abuse of its discretion. Therefore, we re- 
verse and remand with directions that Gue- 
vara be permitted to reopen her application 
before the Immigration Judge. Guevara's 
other contentions, however, are without 
merit and the decision of the Board is, in 
those respects, affirmed. 

Reopening 
The initial contention raised by Guevara 
is that the Board abused its discretion in 
denying her motion to reopen her case be- 
fore the Immigration Judge. She sought 
to introduce as new evidence the three FBI 
documents she had obtained through her 
FOIA request. These documents, she as- 
serts, were material to her contention that 
she harbored a well-founded fear of perse- 
cution. She describes their contents as 
"tantamount to a note from [her] dictator" 
demonstrating a likelihood of official action 
against her by the Salvadoran government. 
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The Board of Immigration Appeals con- 
sidered Guevara's motion to reopen in ac- 
cordance with the procedures set out by 
INS regulations. Those regulations im- 
pose upon an alien who seeks reopening the 
burden of proving that the evidence she 
seeks to introduce is ''material evidence 
[that] was not available and could not have 
been discovered at the former hearing." 8 
C.F-R. § 3.2. While conceding that the evi- 
dence Guevara sought to offer was una- 
vailable at the former hearing, the Board 
rejected her contention that the evidence 
was material. It held that the evidence did 
not prove that Guevara was likely to be 
persecuted upon her return to El Salvador; 
rather, the Board concluded that the doc- 
uments proved only that she was likely to 
be detained and interrogated upon her re- 
turn. Thus, the Board denied Guevara's 
motion to reopen, a decision which she now 
cliallenges on appeal. 

fl] The scope of appellate review of a 
decision denying a motion to reopen is very 
limited. Generally, in order to obtain re- 
opening on appeal, an alien must make a 
prima facie showing that there is a reason- 
able likelihood that the relief sought would 
be granted at the reopened hearing. 
The prima facie showing includes not 
only that there is a reasonable likelihood 
that the statutory requirements for the 
relief sought are satisfied, but also a 
reasonable likelihood that a grant of re- 
lief may be warranted as a matter of 
discretion. 

Marcello v. Inunigration & Naturaliza- 
tion Service, 694 F.2d 1033, 1035 {5th Cir. 
1983). Thus, on appeal we must address 
two issues: whether the alien has shown (i) 
a reasonable likelihood that she has met 
the statutory requirements for the relief 
sought, and (ii) a reasonable likelihood that 
her case warrants the exercise of discretion 
in her favor. 

The Statutory Framework 
There are, in fact, two statutory reme- 
dies available to an alien who seeks to 
avoid deportation from the United States. 
The first is contained in 8 U.S.C. 
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§ 1253(h)(1), the statutory provision for 
withholding of deportation. This provision 
states that: 
The Attorney General shall not deport 
or return any alien . . to a country if the 
Attorney General determines that such 
alien's life or freedoni tvould be threat- 
ened in such country on account of race, 
religion, nationality, membership in a 
particular social group or political opin- 
ion. 

(Emphasis added). Withholding of deporta- 
tion, then, is a mandatory remedy available 
upon the alien's objective evidentiary show- 
ing that his life or freedom "would be 
threatened." Id. 

The second remedy available to an alien 
is asylum. Until 1980, the Immigration 
and Nationality Act contained no formal 
mechanism for addressing requests for 
asylum made by refugees physically 
present in the United States. In that year, 
the Refugee Act of 1980, Pub.L. No. 96- 
212, 94 Stat. 102, was enacted to bring 
United States immigration laws into con- 
formity with the United Nations Conven- 
tion Relating to the Status of Refugees.^ 
The Refugee Act amends the Immigration 
and Nationality Act and defines as a refu- 
gee one who 

... is outside any country of such per- 
son's nationality or, in the case of a 
person having no nationality, is outside 
any country in which such person last 
habitually resided, and who is unable or 
unwilling to return to, and is unable or 
unwilling to avail himself or herself of 
the protection of, that country because of 
persecution or a well-founded fear of per- 
secution on account of race, religion, na- 
tionality, membership in a particular so- 
cial group, or political opinion 

8 U.S.C. § 1101(a)(42)(A). At 8 U.S.C. 
§ 1158(a), the Refugee Act goes on to in- 
struct the Attorney General to 

. . . establish a procedure for an alien 
physically present in the United States or 
at a land border or port of entry, irre- 

6, The United States agreed to comply with the 
provisions of this convention when it acceded to 
the United Nations Protocol Relating to the Sta- 
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spective of such alien's status, to apply 
for asylum, and the alien may be granted 
asylum in the discretion of the Attorney 
General if the Attorney General deter- 
mined that such alien is a refugee within 
the meaning of section 101(a)(42)(A)[8 
uses § 1101(a)(42)(A)]. 
[21 The mechanism by which an alien 
may apply for asylum is codified at 8 
C.F.R. § 208 (1985). That regulation re- 
quires that an applicant for asylum 

. . . establish that he/she is unable or 
unwilling to return to, and is unable or 
unwilling to avail himself or herself of 
the protection of the country of such 
person's nationality or, in the case of a 
person having no nationality, the country 
in which such person habitually resided, 
because of persecution or a well-founded 
fear of persecution on account of race, 
religion, nationality, membership in a 
particular social group, or political opin- 
ion. 

Id. In short, asylum is a form of discre- 
tionary relief which the Attorney General 
may grant to an alien who proves he pos- 
sesses a ''well-founded fear of persecu- 
tion." Id. 

Guevara has applied for asylum in the 
United States, She, like all other aliens 
who seek relief from deportation orders, 
bears the burden of proving that she has 
met the statutory requirements for relief 
she seeks.

were identical. While that Court was con- 
strained by its own jurisprudence, we find 
its reasoning in both Sotto and Rejaie to be 
neither persuasive or decisive. 

Withholding of deportation is a manda- 
tory form of relief to which an alien is 
entitled upon the Attorney General's deter- 
mination that the alien's Hfe or freedom 
would be threatened if the alien were re- 
turned to her native country. 8 U.S.C. 
§ 1253. Asylum, on the other hand, is a 
discretionary remedy which may be grant- 
ed to an alien upon a showing that the alien 
cannot return to her native country be- 
cause of persecution or a well-founded 
fear of persecution. 8 U.S.C. § 1158, 8 
O.F.R. § 208.5. The linguistic difference be- 
tween the words ''well-founded fear" and 
"clear probability" may be as striking as 
that between a subjective and an objective 
frame of reference. The difference in re- 
sult which obtains when an alien meets the 
burden of proof imposed on an asylum 
claim and that which is imposed for with- 
holding of deportation is equally as dramat- 
ic. We simply cannot conclude that the 
two standards are identical.** 

[4] Our determination that the proof re- 
el uired of asylum applicants differs from 
that required of aliens who seek withhold- 
ing of deportation is consistent with the 
structure of the Immigration and Naturali- 
zation Act. In the words of the Seventh 
Circuit. 

8. We are aware that the Board of Immigration 
Appeals has interpreted the standards for asy- 
lum and withholding of deportation to be identi- 
cal in its recent decision in Matter of Acosta, 
Interim Decision Number 2986 (March 1, 1985).

Establishing an entitlement to withhold- 
ing of deportation . . . should require a 
greater evidentiary burden than estab- 
lishing 'refugee' status so as to be eligi- 
ble for a discretionary grant of asylum. 
Carvajal'Mzinoz, 743 F.2d at 575 (empha- 
sis original). We agree that the evidentia- 
ry burden for establishing entitlement to 
withholding of deportation should be great- 
er than that imposed on aliens who seek 
asylum, and we therefore decline to follow 
the Board's interpretation in Acosta, 

The Prima Facie Case 
151 Guevara has met her burden on ap- 
peal of proving a reasonable likelihood that 
she will meet the statutory requirements 
for asylum on reopening. See Marcello, 
694 F.2d at 1035. The FBI documents indi- 
cate that the head of the Salvadoran mili- 
tary has personally taken an interest in her 
case. In addition, the Salvadoran authori- 
ties expressed an interest in obtaining the 
date and number of Guevara's flight, and 
in obtaining copies of the documents she 
had in her possession when she was arrest- 
ed — documents which the authorities de- 
scribed as subversive literature. In light 
of that factual context, we think that a 
reasonable person in Guevara's circum- 
stances would fear persecution on return to 
her native country. Thus, while we ex- 
press no opinion as to the merits of Gue- 
vara's case on remand, we find that she 
has made a prima facie showing of a well- 
founded fear of persecution. 

The fact that Guevara has made a prima 
facie showing that she is likely to meet the 

own regulation is written in the disjunctive. 
Section 208.5 states that "an asylum applicant 
bears the burden of proving she is unable to 
return to her homeland because of persecution 
or a well founded fear of persecution." The (wo 
phrases cannot be synonymous, any more than 
they can be coextensive, because each is an 
alternative method by which the alien can meet 
the statutory standard.

Statutory requirements on remand is not, 
however, the end of the inquiry. We are 
also required by Marcello to find "a rea- 
sonable likelihood that a grant of relief 
may be warranted as a matter of discre- 
tion." 694 F.2d at 1035. This issue was 
not squarely addressed by the briefs, but 
on these facts we certainly recognize that 
the Immigration Judge could reasonably 
exercise his discretion to allow asylum.^ 

[6] We hold that Guevara has made a 
sufficient showing on appeal of a well- 
founded fear of persecution to permit de- 
termination of her claim by the Immigra- 
tion Judge. This was factual information 
needed by the trier of fact— the Immigra- 
tion Judge— on whom rests the initial, and 
sometimes decisive, burden of exercising 
congressionally imposed discretion. The 
Immigration Judge did not have this infor- 
mation, even though he needed It. The 
action of the Board, in its hindsight consid- 
eration, cannot supplant the Immigration 
Judge's right and duty to look at, and 
evaluate, this evidence. Guevara is, there- 
fore, entitled to reopen her case before the 
Immigration Judge so that he may consider 
the FBI documents that Guevara has ob- 
tained since her initial hearing. 

Confideniiality 
[7] Guevara's second contention on ap- 
peal is that the Government abused its 
discretion by failing to guarantee that the 
contents of her asylum application would 
be held in confidence by the INS. Her 
claim is premised upon her belief that the 
government breached its own official poli- 
cies when it communicated directly with 
the Salvadoran government for the purpose 
of ascertaining her identity. Those disclo- 
sures, she claims, interfered with her abili- 
ty to complete her asylum application in the 
confidence that its contents would not be 
disclosed and, therefore, deprived her of

her ability to meaningfully apply for asy- 
lum. 

Whatever Guevara's distress that her 
identity and activities have been called to 
the attention of the Salvadoran authorities, 
the awareness of such authorities does not 
result from a disclosure by the INS of the 
contents of Guevara's asylum application. 
Rather, the Salvadoran authorities became 
aware of Guevara by virtue of the FBI's 
disclosures during the course of its foreign 
counterintelligence investigation. While 
this, from Guevara's perspective, may be 
unfortunate, it is not a state of affairs that 
INS can, or through our orders, should 
correct. 

The FBI is charged, with others, with 
protecting the security of the United States 
from foreign criminals, subversives, and 
terrorists. When it learns of an alien who 
has entered this country under suspicious 
circumstances, the FBI may properly, 
through official governmental channels, 
contact the authorities in the alien's home 
country to ascertain whether the alien rep- 
resents a threat to the security of the Unit- 
ed States. It would be naive to assert— 
and even more so to hold— that information 
pertaining to an alien may never be the 
subject of communications with the author- 
ities in the alien's home country. Gue- 
vara's request for a blanket guarantee 
against all such communications or disclo- 
sures is without merit. 

The INS, however, is charged with the 
rather less glamorous task of enforcing the 
immigration laws. INS policy is, and has 
been, to protect the confidentiality of asy- 
lum applications. In fact, it is INS policy 
"to refuse to disclose any asylum applica- 
tion without the consent of the asylum 
applicant.""' The United States Department 
of State, to whom INS turns for advisory

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opinions regarding the merits of particular 
asylum applications, has a similar policy." 

The disclosures of which Guevara com- 
plains did not originate with the INS, nor 
did they have as their source the contents 
of an asylum application which had as yet 
to be filed. The FBI investigation in this 
case took place months before Guevara ap- 
plied for asylum by partially completing 
Form 1-589. Even had the application 
been on file at the time of the FBI disclo- 
sures, however, that fact would not have 
precluded the FBI from undertaking inves- 
tigations which arose independently of the 
contents of the application itself. 

There is no evidence in the record that 
INS has ever strayed from its policy of 
confidentiality with regard to the contents 
of Guevara's asylum application. Since the 
contents of the application have been held 
in confidence, the alien has received all of 
the guarantees of confidentiality to which 
she is entitled. We therefore dismiss as 
without merit Guevara's contention that 
the government has breached its own poli- 
cies regarding the confidentiality of asylum 
applications. 

Subpoenas 
[8] At her hearing before the Immigra- 
tion Judge, Guevara sought to obtain an 
administrative subpoena under 8 C.F.R. 
§ 287.4(a)(2). She sought two categories of 
material in her request. The first con- 
cerned the documents seized from her at 
the time of her arrest, and the second 
encompassed all communications between 
the governments of the United States and 
El Salvador regarding Guevara. 

It. "As a matter of policy and practice, informa- 
tion obtained from an asylum applicant, includ- 
ing the application, is held in confidence and we 
seek to maintain the confidentiality of such in- 
formation." Letter of L. Arthur, Chief, Asylum 
Division, Bureau of Human Rights and Human- 
itarian Affairs, United States Department of 
State dated December 18, 1981. 

On occasion the State Department may need 
to verify information contained in an asylum 
application. When such a need arises, the State 
Department avoids any attempt to contact the 
authorities in the alien's country. Instead, il 
sends a confidential cable to the United States 
Embassy in the alien's home country outlining 
the circumstances of the alien's case and the 
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The motion for administrative subpoenas 
was denied by the Immigration Judge at 
the deportation hearing. On appeal, the 
Board concluded that the subpoenas had 
been properly denied because Guevara had 
failed to meet her burden of proving that 
the materials she sought were essential to 
her case and were otherwise unavailable. 
See 8 C.F.R. § 287.4(a)(2). Guevara con- 
tends that this decision was an abuse of the 
Board's discretion. 

Our inquiry under an abuse of discretion 
standard is whether the agency exercised 
its discretion in a manner that was arbi- 
trary and capricious. Chokloikaetv v. Im- 
migration & Naturalization Serv., 601 
F.2d 216 {5th Cir,1979). We have reviewed 
the record and we cannot say that the 
decision to deny issuance of the subpoenas 
was an abuse of discretion. Thus, the deci- 
sion of the Board on this issue is affirmed. 

Conclusion 

Over four years have elapsed since Gue- 
vara illegally entered the United States. 
Still more time will pass before her case 
reaches its final disposition. While we are 
reluctant to burden the progress of summa- 
ry deportation proceedings with a remand 
in this case, we are left with no alternative. 
Guevara is entitled to reopen her asylum 
application before the Immigration Judge, 
so we reverse the decision of the Board and 
remand for proceedings not inconsistent 
with this opinion. In all other respects, 
however, the decision of the Board is af- 
firmed.

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Mr. Edwards. We will get into that in the next hearing. That is, 
I believe, what he is going to testify to. 

Now, Mrs. Schroeder brought up the subject of your membership 
on this committee with Oliver North. And your testimony is that 
you didn't discuss with him his devotion to the cause of the Con- 
tras and that he was doing everything possible to help them even 
going outside of what he was supposed to be doing. 

Did he ever discuss with you how he was trying to help the Con- 
tras? 

Mr. Revell. No, he did not. The Contras were not a subject 
matter of that committee, and he never raised with me the Contras 
except I did receive a call from him on the Southern Air Transport 
situation where they indicated to me— this was, I think, two days 
after the plan had crashed in October of 1986— indicating that 
Southern Air Transport was involved in another area that I was 
aware of. 

By that time, I had become aware through an official briefing of 
the Iran arms situation after the fact, but before it was publicly 
disclosed. 

I thanked him for the information, and we continued our investi- 
gation. 

Mr. Edwards. Now, Mr. Revell, the FBI is a part of the Depart- 
ment of Justice and my fellow Californian, Mr. Meese, is the attor- 
ney general and very devoted to the President's policy in Central 
America. I think we understand that, and he is going to do what- 
ever he can legally to encourage a solution according to the Presi- 
dent's views, which is his privilege. 

Now, has any of that rubbed off on the FBI? 

Mr. Revell. Not at all, sir. The only incident that I am at all 
aware of is the one widely reported is the request to hold our inves- 
tigation of Southern Air Transport in abeyance for about 10 days 
during the time when there was active negotiations to release some 
of the hostages in Beirut. 

That request was reviewed by the Criminal Investigative Divi- 
sion and determined that it would have no adverse impact and, in 
fact, it was held for a short period of time. The basis for that re- 
quest was very understandable. It was not known to others. What 
was known to the Director and to myself, was that in fact we had 
people acting for the government in direct negotiation with certain 
elements in the Middle East to try and free the hostages, and if 
that became public that they would be at great risk. 

There was no connection at that time. In fact I did not know 
about the connection of the Contra activities until I heard the At- 
torney General announce it at the President's press conference. 

Mr. Edwards. From whom did the orders come that ordered 
agents to ask for interviews with ordinary men and women who 
had traveled to Central America? 

Mr. Revell. Central America, there is no such thing. On occa- 
sion there are interviews conducted of people who have been to 
Nicaragua for counterintelligence purposes, just as there are inter- 
views requested of people who have traveled to other Communist 
countries, Cuba, the Soviet Union and others.

Mr, Edwards. But not to the extent at all of 100 interviews of 
people over a short period of time who had been in Nicaragua, is 
that correct? 

Mr. Revell. During that period of time, sir. 

Mr. Edwards. During the period that these interviews took 
place, 1983 through 1985? 

Mr. Revell. I don't know the total numbers of interviews that 
were conducted of people who traveled to other locations that I 
have described, but certainly Nicaragua was not at the upper eche- 
lon of our concern on counterintelligence. It is only one of many 
areas of the world where we were concerned that Americans might 
be approached for intelligence purposes or they might in some way 
have information that would be of value to U.S. counterintelligence 
interests. The committee has been briefed in closed session on the 
purpose of those, and the legality of those type of areas. 

These are not done in a coercive fashion. Cooperation is sought, 
it is not compelled, and they are done in a completely legal manner 
and for a completely legitimate purpose. 

Mr. Dempsey. Mr. Turner, Mr. Revell described the process by 
which an internal investigation is being conducted into the charges 
by Frank Varelli regarding break-ins in Dallas by FBI agents 
there. If those allegations prove to be well founded, would that give 
rise to Federal jurisdiction under Section 241 which you have testi- 
fied requires official or law enforcement involvement? 

Mr. Turner. That is a possibility. It would depend, Counsel, on 
the exact information that was provided, but let me assure you and 
the subcommittee that we make these decisions regardless of who 
the victims are, regardless of who the subject is. 

We have indicted and investigated CIA agents, FBI agents, 
Border Patrol, right on down the line, so it doesn't really matter. 
We pride ourselves in making independent judgments. 

Mr. Dempsey. In 1982 former FBI officials Mark Felt and Edward 
Miller were convicted of authorizing warrant-less break-ins into the 
homes of American citizens. Do you know, was that a conviction 
under Federal law? Are you familiar with that case? 

Mr. Turner. I am familiar with it. The Civil Rights Division au- 
thorized the investigation. It was later transferred, because it in- 
volved other statutes, to the Criminal Division which handled the 
prosecution during the Bell administration of the Justice Depart- 
ment, so I am familiar with it. It was Federal and it involved- 
Mr. Dempsey. Did it involve Section 241? 

Mr. Turner. I believe it did, yes, sir. Yes. 

Mr. Dempsey. In 1981 those two individuals were pardoned. 

Mr. Revell, you testified that the FBI aggressively pursued alle- 
gations of wrongdoing by its agents and that the record demon- 
strates that. These two individuals were pardoned and ended up 
serving no sentence at all. 

Recently the Attorney General has decided to indemnify several 
additional officials, former officials of the FBI who were also en- 
gaged in unlawful activities a number of years ago. 

Don't those actions, the pardons and the indemnification, under- 
cut the FBI's position that it aggressively pursues and punishes in- 
dividuals who do break the law? 
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Mr. Revell. In the first place, I am not aware that they have 
been convicted of any offenses. I know that they are being sued 
under the Bivens actions, and the Department of Justice under the 
Attorney General's direction has stated that as long as they were 
acting in an official capacity, that the Department will indemnify. 

There is a great deal of subjectivity in determining on occasion 
whether one of these actions was in violation of the law. Absent a 
trial, I think that that is an assumption that shouldn't be under- 
taken lightly. 

The Bivens actions will be tried. If it is determined that they 
acted inappropriately and outside the scope of their official respon- 
sibilities, then of course the courts will impose sanctions. 

I think the important thing here is that they have been both 
through independent internal inquiry and through the actions of 
the lawsuits, there has been a very close scrutiny, and to my 
knowledge there have been no criminal charges filed by any au- 
thority including the Civil Rights Division. Because allegations are 
made doesn't mean that those are indeed factual, and the conduct 
and actions of the agents are always subject to scrutiny, both inter- 
nal scrutiny on the part of the Bureau, on the part of the Justice 
Department, the judges when the cases, if they are brought, go to 
trial, and of course we are subject to suit if one has a claim that we 
have acted outside of our authority in any manner that is unconsti- 
tutional, and agents are continuously held to these standards. 

Mr. Dempsey. Mr. Miller and Mr. Felt were convicted, isn't that 
correct? 

Mr. Revell. That is correct. 

Mr. Dempsey. And were pardoned? 

Mr. Revell. The FBI has nothing to do with pardons, and in fact, 
the FBI was the entity that conducted those investigations on 
behalf of the Justice Department. FBI agents were directly in- 
volved under the direction of the Justice Department, Attorney 
General Bell, in conducting those investigations, finding the facts 
and those facts were presented so I cannot follow the analogy that 
because the President determines to pardon someone, that that 
means that the FBI is not concerned with the integrity of its per- 
sonnel and doesn't vigorously investigate any allegations of wrong- 
doing. 

Mr. Dempsey. Did the FBI object to the pardons? 
Mr. Revell. Of course not. 

Mr. Dempsey. On the question of the warrant-less searches, did 
you say that the legal justification for such searches is classified? 

Mr. Revell. I have stated all that I can state in that area, and if 
you would like to inquire further, we would be happy to pursue it 
in closed session. I simply cannot go into the area of warrant-less 
searches in this forum. 

Mr. Dempsey. I was asking, though, just in terms of the legal 
basis for them, though. 

Mr. Revell. The legal basis for them is also classified and deter- 
mined by the Department of Justice, not the FBI. 

Mr. Dempsey. The law itself is secret? 

Mr. Revell. No. No, the law is not secret, but the interpretation 
is within the classified confines which is available to this commit- 
tee. 
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Mr. Dempsey. But it is classified? 
Mr. Revell. Correct. 

Mr. Dempsey. On the CISPES investigation, just one question. Is 
that investigation open or closed at this point? 

Mr. Revell. I don^t comment on the status of foreign counterin- 
telligence or foreign terrorism investigations, so I simply can't re- 
spond to that area. 

Mr. Dempsey. Even as to whether it is open or closed? 

Mr. Revell. Correct. 

Mr. Dempsey. You have said that you weren't aware that there 
was a main file investigation on any of the groups that had testi- 
fied yesterday. We do have some FOIA documents which seem to 
indicate that there is an investigation on the New Institute of Cen- 
tral America, NICA, and that the originating office for that is 
Boston, so when you get back to us on that question — 

Mr. Revell. If that is the case, it will be so indicated.

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Mr. Edwards. There are no further questions. Thank you very 
much. 

Mr. Revell. Thank you. 

Mr. Edwards. The next witness is Frank Varelli of Dallas, 
Texas. Mr. Varelli is a native of El Salvador but is a U.S. citizen. 
In fact, I understand he served in the United States Army. 

From 1981 to 1985, we are told that Mr. Varelli was an inform- 
ant for the FBI, which the FBI has publicly acknowledged. 

Mr. Varelli has come forward with some troubling allegations 
about the FBI's investigation of CISPES. Some of what he says we 
know to be true; much of it is unverified at this point. We feel we 
have an obligation, of course, to explore these matters. 

When we were deciding whether to call Mr. Varelli, we took into 
account the fact that he does have a lawsuit against the FBI. We 
felt we had to hear from him nevertheless, and assess his credibil- 
ity for ourselves. 

Mr. Varelli has appeared on TV and has been interviewed by nu- 
merous reporters. His story has been widely reported. Today the 
subcommittee will hear from him firsthand. 

Mr. Varelli, do you solemnly swear or affirm the testimony you 
are about to give is the truth, the whole truth and nothing but the 
truth? 

Mr. Varelli. I do. 

[Witness sworn.] 

Mr. Edwards. Your counsel? 

Mr. Larson. I do. 

Mr. Edwards. Will you identify yourself as counsel? 
Mr. Larson. My name is Douglas Larson. My office is in Dallas, 
TX. 

Mr. Edwards. Mr. Varelli, without objection your full statement 
will be made a part of the record. You may proceed. 

TESTIMONY OF FRANK VARELLI, ACCOMPANIED BY DOUGLAS 
LARSON, ESQUIRE 

Mr. Varelli. Thank you, Mr. Chairman and committee mem- 
bers. My name is Frank Varelli. I was born in the city of San Sal- 
vador, in the country of El Salvador, April 10, 1950. I first came to 
the United States in 1968 and attended college in the State of Ten- 
nessee. I joined the ministry in 1971 and became ordained a Baptist 
minister in 1977. 1 served in the U.S. Army from 1978 to 1979. 

I returned to El Salvador in 1979, and because of an assassina- 
tion attempt directed against my father and me on April 2, 1980, 
my father, mother, two brothers and I came to the United States in 
May, 1980. My father, mother and one of my brothers were given 
political asylum by the United States. I applied for and became a 
naturalized American citizen on January 21, 1982. 

I was first approached by persons acting for the FBI on Novem- 
ber 24, 1980. This was done by Special Agent John Esparza and an- 
other agent whose name I do not recall, in Los Angeles, California. 

At that time, it was suggested to me that I could be a real bene- 
fit to the Bureau if I would work with them concerning El Salva- 
doran affairs and consent to go back to El Salvador and make con- 
tacts for the FBI with the El Salvadoran National Guard. 
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In the beginning I refused to consider the proposal to go because 
I did not want to go back to El Salvador because I feared my life 
would be in danger if I returned to El Salvador. After my family 
and I arrived in Dallas, Texas, in December, 1980, I was contacted 
by Special Agent Daniel Flanagan in February, 1981, wherein I 
was asked to meet Flanagan at his office in the FBI headquarters 
in Dallas, Texas. 

At this meeting, Flanagan indicated that our meeting had been 
suggested to him by Special Agent Esparza from Los Angeles. 
Flanagan indicated that the FBI was about to launch- 
Mr. Larson. Mr. Chairman, I understand that the committee has 
indicated that Mr. Varelli's statement is much too long and you 
would prefer that he didn't read it aloud. 

Mr. Edwards. We have about an hour. It will certainly be made 
a part of the record. 

What we are of course interested in is the connection with the 
FBI, and what happened insofar as the alleged break-ins were con- 
cerned. 

Mr. Larson. Mr. Chairman, then may I suggest that since you 
have the statement in front of you, perhaps it would be appropriate 
if you asked some questions that Mr. Varelli could respond to and 
then perhaps we could expand on something that is in the state- 
ment that you feel uncomfortable about or you would rather have 
some more information about. I will assure you that if you let Mr. 
Varelli outline this, it will probably end up about as long as if he 
had read it out loud. 

Mr. Edwards. We certainly don't want to shortcut Mr. Varelli 
and the testimony is very important. 

Mr. Larson. If you have a statement in front of you, if there is 
something you would prefer to leave out or there are pages you 
would prefer not be read, we will be glad to go along with that. 

My client is just not prepared to summarize this in a way that is 
going to make any sense to anyone. 

Mr. Edwards. Sure, I understand. 

Proceed, will you please, and we will take a look at what we 
have here. 
Mr. Varelli. Thank you. 

At this meeting Flanagan indicated that our meeting had been 
suggested to him by Special Agent Esparza from Los Angeles. 
Flanagan indicated that the FBI was about to launch a nationwide 
investigation into groups that might have contacts with the com- 
munists in El Salvador and that the FBI needed an El Salvadoran 
to help them with this effort. 

At the end of this meeting, I made no commitments to Flanagan 
but agreed to consider this proposal. Flanagan contacted me again 
by telephone and I agreed to a second meeting at his office on 
March 10, 1981. 

At this meeting, Flanagan formally offered me the job of intelli- 
gence operative, and said I would be paid $1,000 per month for six 
months. He explained that because of the evaluation system in the 
FBI, he could not offer more but that I would be given a raise in 
six months to $1,500 per month. He also indicated that all my ex- 
penses would be paid. 
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I accepted the job and I filled out some paperwork for the FBI, so 
that a security check could be made on my background. Flanagan 
also introduced me to his supervisor, and in the introduction, indi- 
cated that I would be working for the FBI. 

On March 17, 1981, Flanagan came to my home and met my 
family. Later, in March, 1981, Flanagan introduced me to Special 
Agent Jim Evans. I was told in Evans* presence that I was to work 
with Evans as well as Flanagan. I was also told that if Flanagan 
was unavailable, that I should look to Evans for instructions and/ 
or payment of my salary, et cetera. 

During the next three years, I was introduced to several other 
agents, and at various times, worked with many of them, and re- 
ceived instructions from some of them. 

In these early meetings with Flanagan and Evans, I was again 
encouraged to contact the El Salvadoran National Guard so that 
the FBI could have a direct contact with them. Pursuant to these 
requests, I contacted Antonio Villacorta by long-distance telephone 
and suggested, at the direction and behalf of the FBI, that an ex- 
change of information between the Bureau and the National Guard 
would be beneficial to both agencies. 

I called Villacorta because Villacorta worked in the offices of 
General Cassanova, the commander of the El Salvadoran National 
Guard. I was told by Flanagan, and this was later confirmed by 
Evans, that the FBI could not depend on the CIA or the State De- 
partment as a source of information because the FBI believe both 
of those agencies would filter out important information. 

Because Villacorta and the FBI did not want me, over the tele- 
phone, to discuss the specifics regarding the exchange of informa- 
tion that the Bureau wanted me to arrange, it became necessary 
for me to go to El Salvador. The reason that this could not be done 
by telephone is that international telephone calls are monitored 
and it was hoped that the arrangement between the Bureau and 
the National Guard would be kept from other government agen- 
cies. 

Flanagan and/or Evans then contacted the head of FBI intelli- 
gence in Washington, D.C., for permission for me to go to El Salva- 
dor. This trip was approved, and before I made arrangements to 
leave, I was shown an FBI teletype indicating approval for my trip 
along with its goals from the FBI in Washington, D.C. The teletype 
indicated its source was the Director of the FBI. 

The reason that I was told that the FBI wanted to make contact 
with the National Guard was that the Bureau wanted to know who 
was wanted by the National Guard, and whether there were orga- 
nizations in the United States against Reagan's policy in El Salva- 
dor that had contacts with the same elements in El Salvador, that 
the National Guard was seeking. 

The El Salvadoran National Guard wanted to know the names of 
persons the United States was deporting back to El Salvador as 
well as the expected date of arrival. The Guard also wanted to 
know who in the United States could be considered to be opposed 
to the National Guard's interests in El Salvador. 

On April 10, 1981, I went to El Salvador to formally establish 
direct contact between the Bureau and the National Guard. In my 
opinion, I was successful in ultimately establishing the FBI/Nation- 
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al Guard link because my father knew most of the leadership of 
the National Guard as well as many of the civilian El Salvadoran 
leadership. 

The reason for this was that my father had been an officer in the 
El Salvadoran Army as well as the Director General of the Nation- 
al Police of El Salvador, the Minister of the Interior, and the El 
Salvadoran Ambassador to Guatemala and Egypt. In fact, my 
father, at an earlier time, had even been a commanding officer of 
the head of the El Salvadoran National Guard, General Eugenio 
Vides Cassanova, when Cassonova was in the Army. My father's 
contacts allowed me to quickly establish trust with the National 
Guard leadership. 

Shortly after my arrival in El Salvador, I immediately contacted 
General Cassanova. General Cassanova arranged for me to have a 
gun permit, and an aide to General Cassanova, Captain Orlando 
Carranza, issued me a .45 caliber pistol. After I outlined the FBI's 
proposal to General Cassanova, he directed me to formalize the ar- 
rangement with the man whom I had previously talked with by 
telephone, Antonio Villacorta. Villacorta thought I should make 
other contacts in the National Guard. It took about a week to es- 
tablish the contacts with all of the persons that Villacorta indicat- 
ed it would be important to meet, et cetera, because the Easter 
Holy Week was in progress. 

I was introduced to three officers in the National Guard who had 
been put on leave because of the scandal involving the killing of 
the American nuns in December, 1980, and the killing of two 
Americans named Michael Hammer and Mark Pearlman at the 
Sheraton Hotel in January, 1981. These officers were Colonel 
Mario Denis Moran, Lt. Antonio Lopez Sibirian and Captain 
Eduardo Avila. 

I met with these officers at their homes because they were on 
leave. While I was at Colonel Mario Denis Moran's home, he told 
me of his direct involvement and participation in the killing of the 
Americans at the Sheraton Hotel in January, 1981. He also spoke 
with knowledge about the murder of the Mary Knoll nuns, and 
confided in me that he was considering going to Chile because 
there was no extradition treaty between El Salvador and Chile. 

Later, during my visit to El Salvador, I had a meeting with Villa- 
corta, Colonel Moran, Captain Carranza, and a civilian employee, 
Constantino Rampone. During this meeting, I was given a copy of 
the "Death Squad List." 

During this meeting, Villacorta, with a typewriter, added several 
names to the Death Squad List and the other persons present other 
than me suggested names to be added to the list. Not everyone 
added to the list could be considered a real threat to El Salvador. 
For example, one person was added to the list because this person 
was dating a sister of one of the persons at the meeting and he did 
not care for him. 

In addition to this list, I was given propaganda documents pub- 
lished by the National Guard and captured documents from the 
communist guerrillas. In my opinion, the only reason I was given 
these documents was to impress the FBI that the guerrillas pre- 
sented a ''rear' threat to the El Salvadoran Government. 
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In the last days of my visit, Villacorta and I worked out a code to 
avoid detection of the nature of our future telephone conversations. 
For example, we used the term ''amigo bianco" (white friend) to 
refer to the FBI. It was also agreed that only Villacorta, Major 
Ivan Renaldo Dias, or Ricardo Arrange would converse with me on 
the telephone. 

Also attached to this statement is a photocopy of the list given to 
me in El Salvador for Exhibit 1. Also attached is a photocopy of the 
FBI computer printouts of the names on the Death Squad List as 
Exhibit 2. 

I returned to Dallas from El Salvador on April 29, 1981, and 
upon my return, I gave a full report of all my activities in El Sal- 
vador, including my conversations with Colonel Moran and the 
others, I also gave the Bureau a copy of the Death Squad List, 
which was later recorded in the FBI computer. 

After I returned from El Salvador, I was instructed to continue 
my contacts with the National Guard. For several months after my 
visit, I conversed regularly by telephone with the National Guard, 
wherein I was instructed to exchange information between the FBI 
and the Guard. 

I regularly told the National Guard the names of people who had 
been deported from the U.S. to El Salvador. In addition, pursuant 
to FBI instructions, I told the National Guard about American citi- 
zens who were traveling to El Salvador who were not friendly to 
Reagan policies. 

Attached to this statement are copies of my telephone bills which 
reflect some of the calls I made to the El Salvadoran National 
Guard, Exhibit 10. Also attached are photocopies of some of the 
lists of names provided to me by various FBI agents that I was in- 
structed to tell the Guard about. See Exhibits 11 and 12. 

In June, 1981, my role with the FBI was expanded partly as a 
result of an article in a magazine named Mother Jones. The 
Mother Jones article severely criticized Reagan's policies in Cen- 
tral America, and the FBI, in response to this article, decided that 
my role should change.

Special Agent Flanagan, with the help of Special Agent Daven- 
port in Washington, D.C., provided me with the false identification 
of Gilberto Antonio Ayala Mendoza, and directed me to become a 
very active member of U.S. Committee in Solidarity with the 
People of El Salvador, CISPES. 

After I was given the false identity of Gilberto Mendoza, I joined 
the local Dallas CISPES organization, and thereafter attended all 
their meetings that I could. The FBI obtained a post office box for 
me and pursuant to instructions, I wrote or corresponded with 
every organization I could learn about that had any interested in 
Central American issues. 

I was specifically instructed to learn if CISPES was connected 
with any other terrorist organization. I was further instructed by 
Flanagan, Evans, et cetera, to report on CISPES' internal structure 
and report the names of its leadership as well as its membership. 

In addition, I was told to write down and report to the FBI the 
license plate numbers of every auto parked near a CISPES meet- 
ing. For over three years, I attended every CISPES meeting possi- 
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ble and after each meeting made reports in accordance with the 
above instructions. 

On almost a daily basis, I went to the FBI offices in Dallas and 
reported on my activities to Flanagan and/or Evans, and received 
instructions from them. I prepared numerous reports and these re- 
ports were directed to the local FBI office as well as other offices in 
the Bureau. 

Because the CISPES investigation began in Dallas, Dallas 
became the center of the CISPES investigation. Frequently I was 
called upon to answer questions about CISPES from other parts of 
the FBI scattered about the country. My job as an intelligence op- 
erative was virtually a full-time one from March, 1981, until 
August, 1984. 

On behalf of the FBI, I ultimately made contact with several 
groups; however, the main group the FBI had in min3 was the 
CISPES. I was told the main reason for the concern for CISPES 
was because it was the largest and most active group opposed to 
the Reagan Administration's policies in Central America. 

Based on the briefings I received from the FBI about CISPES, I 
was prepared for the worst. The FBI led me to believe that CISPES 
was a radical "terrorist" organization of the type I had encoun- 
tered in El Salvador. I was instructed to watch for evidence of 
arms, arms shipments and safe houses for the hiding of terrorists. 

Ironically, never once during the over three years of my associa- 
tion with CISPES did I encounter anything even close to the pic- 
ture painted by the FBI as to what CISPES was supposed to be. 
Not once did I find, see, hear, or observe any illegal conduct of any 
nature. 

The CISPES organization was peaceful, nonviolent, and devoted 
to changing the policies of the United States towards Central 
America by persuasion and education. The organization was entire- 
ly lawful in its operation and contained many religious people. The 
only criminal activity I ever became aware of was that some mem- 
bers of CISPES might be arrested at peaceful, nonviolent demon- 
strations. 

In retrospect, I now realize that the purpose of the FBI's atten- 
tion directed towards the CISPES was political and not criminal. 
The aim of the FBI was to break CISPES for its stand against Rea- 
gan's policy in Central America. 

I use this term "break" because it was used frequently by mem- 
bers of the Bureau with whom I had contact. I heard many of the 
members of the Bureau say many times that "v/e are going to 
break CISPES." Never at any time did the FBI ever have any in- 
formation of any real criminal activity on the part of the CISPES. 

Beginning in August, 1982, one of the projects that I was in- 
structed by Agents Davenport, Evans, and Flanagan to devote a 
considerable amount of time to was the compilation^ and prepara- 
tion of a file of persons who were opposed to Reagan's policy in El 
Salvador and Central America. The file was given the title "Terror- 
ist Photograph Album." 

In reality, I have serious doubts that everyone that ended up in 
this album can be truly characterized as a terrorist. The stated 
purpose of the "Terrorist Photograph Album" was to have a collec- 
tion of the individuals who were active or interested in Central 
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American policies who might have terrorist tendencies. In reaUty, 
the "Terrorist Photograph Album" frequently contained persons 
who really just opposed Reagan's Central American policy. 

Pursuant to instructions I received, the album included United 
States Senators Michael Barnes, Christopher Dodd and Claiborne 
Pell, as well as the former United States Ambassador to El Salva- 
dor, Robert White. 

When I finished the album, the album contained the photographs 
and description of what was speculated or believed to be the in- 
volvement in "terrorist" activities of almost 700 persons. Examples 
of some of this project are attached hereto and marked as Exhibits 
3 to 9. 

Based on their conduct while I was associated with them and 
others with the FBI, I have concluded that FBI Agents Flanagan, 
Evans, Kelly, Clark, Stearns, Davenport and members of the ter- 
rorism unit are capable and very willing to lie about any aspect of 
their employment. 

Because I have not been fully compensated for my services, I also 
conclude that they are willing to lie about my claims for compensa- 
tion and are apparently willing to lie about my claims for compen- 
sation and are apparently willing to continue to lie about my com- 
pensation claims. I have concluded this because in addition to their 
dishonesty about my claims for wages and expenses, I am aware of 
illegal and dishonest conduct that has been condoned and/or com- 
mitted by these individuals as well as by other members of the ter- 
rorism unit. 

Among the items which led me to conclude this are the follow- 
ing. One, from time to time, Flanagan and/or Evans would indicate 
that I was not producing any "juicy" information or they would in- 
dicate that what I was telling them and the Bureau through my 
reports was not entirely accurate. 

On May 10, 1982, in part to show me that they could check up on 
my activities, Special Agent Flanagan and Special Agent Evans 
showed me the original long-distance telephone bill taken from 
Sister Linda Hajek's office located in Bethany House. Linda Hajek 
is a nun who is a very active member of CISPES in Dallas. Flana- 
gan and Evans told me that they had broken into this office and 
stolen this long-distance record. 

The record showed that a long-distance call had been made to El 
Salvador. Flanagan and Evans told me to ascertain to whom this 
call was made. I obtained telephone books from El Salvador and 
went through the directories until I found the telephone number. 

On May 3, 1983, Special Agent Flanagan again admitted to me 
that he had again broken into the CISPES office in the Bethany 
House. This time he gave me a document he had taken from the 
CISPES office. 

On another occasion, Flanagan told me that he had broken into 
the apartment of CISPES member Joe Rinaldi. Flanagan told me 
that other agents were involved including Special Agent Welsh, 
Louis Eisenwine, and Danny B. James, who acted as lookouts. 

Flanagan described the interior of Rinaldi's apartment, including 
posters Rinaldi had on the wall. I have recently talked with Rin- 
aldi and Rinaldi confirmed the description of posters on the wall 
and indicated he remember finding a broken window in his apart- 
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ment. Flanagan had told me that he broke Rinaldi's window to 
gain entrance into Rinaldi's apartment. 

Two, on another occasion, September, 1981, orders came from su- 
pervisors in the Justice Department to stop the investigation of 
CISPES because a U.S. Senator, Lloyd Bentsen had learned that a 
member of the House of Representatives, Jim Mattox had attended 
a CISPES meeting that was under FBI surveillance. Rather than 
comply with this order, the FBI intelligence unit merely resolved 
to be more careful so that the investigation of CISPES could not be 
further detected. 

Three, in April, 1984, I was told by FBI Agent Salvador Esco- 
bedo, who was assigned to the San Antonio office of the terrorism 
unit, that Escobedo was training contra soldiers in El Salvador and 
in Puerto Rico. The way that this was accomplished was the El Sal- 
vadoran soldiers would temporarily trade places with the Nicara- 
guan Contras during the training period. Escobedo told me that 
this training of Contras had been going on for some time. This, I 
am told, contravenes the law. 

Four, recently I have been reliably informed that an internal di- 
rective of the FBI indicates that the investigation of CISPES was 
improper and/ or illegal. This is because there was no evidence or 
reason to believe that CISPES was guilty of any illegal conduct.

STATEMENT OF FRANK VARELLI 



My name is Frank Varelli. I was born in the city of San 
Salvador, in the country of El Salvador, April 10, 1950, I first 
came to the United States in 1968 and attended college in the 
state of Tennessee. I joined the ministry in 1971 and became 
ordained a Baptist minister in 1977. I served in the U. S, Army 
from 1978-1979. I returned to El Salvador in 1979, and because 
of an assassination attempt directed against my father and me on 
April 2, 1980, my father, mother, two brothers and I came to the 
United States in May, 1980, My father, mother and one of my 
brothers were given political asylum by the United States. I 
applied for and became a naturalized American citizen on January 
21, 1982, 

I was first approached by persons acting for the F.B.I, on 
November 24, 1980. This was done by Special Agent John Esparza 
and another agent whose name I do not recall, in Los Angeles, 
California. At that time, it was suggested to me that I could be 
a real benefit to. the Bureau if I would work with them concerning 
El Salvadoran affairs and consent to go back to El Salvador and 
make contacts for the F.B.I, with the El Salvadoran National 
Guard. In the beginning, I refused to consider the proposal to 
go because I did not want to go back to El Salvador because I 
feared I my life would be in danger if I returned to El Salvador. 
After my family and I arrived in Dallas, Texas in December, 1980, 
I was contacted by Special Agent Daniel Flanagan in February, 
1981 wherein I was asked to meet Flanagan at his office in the 
F.B.I, Headquarters in Dallas, Texas.

On May 3, 1983, Special Agent Flanagan 
again admitted to me that he had again broken into the 
C.I.S.P.E.S. office in the Bethany House. This time he gave me a 
document he had taken from the C.I.S.P.E.S. office. On another 
occasion, Flanagan told me that he had broken into the apartment 
of C.I.S.P.E.S. member Joe Rinaldi, Flanagan told me that other 
agents were involved including Special Agent Welsh, Louis 
Eisenwine, and Danny B. James, who acted as lookouts, Flanagan 
described the interior of Pinaldi's apartment including posters 
Rinaldi had on the wall. I have recently talked with Rinaldi and 
Rinaldi confirmed the description of posters on the wall and 
indicated he remembered finding a broken window in his apartment. 
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Flanagan had told me that he broke Rinaldi's window to gain 
entrance into Rinaldi's apartment, 

2, On another occasion, September, 1981, orders came from 
supervisors in the Justice Department to stop the investigation 
of C.I.S.P.E.S, because a U. S. Senator (Lloyd Bentson) had 
learned that a member of the House of Representatives (Jim 
Mattox) had attended a C. I. S.P.E.S. meeting that was under F.B.I, 
surveillance. Rather than comply with this order, the F.B.I, 
intelligence unit merely resolved to be more careful so that the 
investigation of CI.S.P.E.S. could not be further detected. 

3. In April, 1984, I was told by F.B.I, agent, Salvador 
Escobedo, who was assigned to the San Antonio office of the 
terrorism unit, that Escobedo was training "contra" soldiers in 
El Salvador and in Puerto Rico. The way that this was 
accomplished was the El Salvadoran soldiers would temporarily 
trade places with the Nicaraguan "contras" during the training 
period. Escobedo told me that this training of "contras" had 
been going on for some time. This, I am told, contravenes the 
law. 

4« Recently, I have been reliably informed that an internal 
directive of the F.B.I, indicates that the investigation of 
C.I.S.P.E.S. was improper and/or illegal. This is because there 
was no evidence or reason to believe that C.I.S,P,E.S. was guilty 
of any illegal conduct.

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Mr. Edwards. Thank you very much, Mr. Varelli. 
Mr. Kastenmeier. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. Thank you, Mr. Chairman. 

I must say Mr. Varelli's testimony is astounding, because, if true, 
it seems to implicate the Federal Bureau of Investigation in a polit- 
ical operation of astounding proportions. 

You make statements a number of times, Mr. Varelli, that those 
you worked with, whether Mr. Flanagan or others, kept referring 
to those who were opposing Reagan Administration policies in Cen- 
tral America. Is that the way they phrased it, in just those terms? 

Mr. Varelli. Yes, sir, that is the way they phrased it. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. As a matter of fact, however, you were re- 
cruited as early as November, 1980, before the Reagan Administra- 
tion had quite taken power, is that not correct? 

Mr. Varelli. Exactly. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. Mr. Varelli, would you tell us why, after all 
these years, you had decided to make public your involvement in 
what you have related to us? 

Mr. Varelli. Well, I know that you can fly from Dallas to Wash- 
ington in about two-and-a-half hours, but it has taken me almost 
two years to come here and have the attention of the people that I 
believe have been responsible — I mean, are overseeing the activi- 
ties of the FBI. 

I went in 1984 through what I believe was a responsible chain of 
command. I notified this to my supervisor who notified then to the 
head of the terrorism unit of El Salvador, and the FBI. Later I 
wrote to the Director. I wrote to the Security and Terrorism Com- 
mittee, subcommittee, Mr. Andy Hartsfield, an aid to Senator Jere- 
miah Denton at that time responded, and all of them for one 
reason or another failed to pay attention to what I was saying. 

And also, after having waited for something to happen within 
the normal structure, you know, chain of command, I decided to fi- 
nally try to go via the public information, the newspapers, so 
through the Dallas Morning News article I expected some kid of 
response from the Bureau, but it seems that the Bureau has tried, 
and until things from all over the country have gotten very, you 
know, hot for them, especially there in Dallas, the Bureau has 
tried, you know, to deny everything. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. Did you say you had first gone public in terms 
of reporting this to the Daily Morning Dallas newspaper? 

Mr. Varelli. Dallas Morning News, yes. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. And when was this? 

Mr. Varelli. This was at the end of 1984 we started working on 
the story, and it was published by April of 1985. 

Mr. Larson. Excuse me. Frank has the dates wrong. The article 
came out, I believe, April 9, 1985. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. April 9, 1985, so— 

Mr. Dempsey. 1985 or 1986? 

Mr. Larson. I am sorry, 1986. 1 apologize. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. So it has been public just under a year? 

Mr. Larson. Have you read the Morning News article? 

Mr. Kastenmeier. I have not. 

Mr. Larson. The Morning News article doesn't encompass all of 
these matters that are contained in this statement, and it is my un- 
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derstanding that the reason was is that the Morning News was 
going to do a series of five articles, and the young lady who offered 
the first article quit working for the Morning News, and because it 
was such an amount of information to learn, it is my understand- 
ing that the project was dropped. 

It is my understanding that in the next five articles, the rest of 
this was going to come out. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. As far as you know, there is no collusion to 
repress those articles. 

Mr. Larson. Congressman, no, I don't think there is any collu- 
sion on that, but I will say this, that the climate wasn't right for 
people to listen to this sort of thing and believe it, or even consider 
to believe it. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. Mr. Varelli, was part of the motivation the 
fact that you were not paid certain compensation? Was there a dis- 
affection that took place between you and those, Flanagan and 
others, who were directing you, that is to say, because you were not 
giving them juicy— to use your word — bits, they decided to hold 
back on compensation, and then you sort of broke with them? Is 
this what happened? 

Mr. Varelli. I don't know. Congressman, because each of the in- 
dividuals, agents of the FBI that interviewed me after April 10 of 
1984, April, I am sorry, April of 1984, each of them, you know, re- 
ceived a report that I had prepared, that I gave to them, in which I 
explained all of the different, you know, problems that this investi- 
gation had. All of them were aware, and even before I presented 
my resignation in August 21 of 1984, I had already expressed to my 
supervisors that this was going on. 

I do not know if Mr. Flanagan acted in that regard alone or he 
acted, you know, with consent of other people, but I do know that 
moneys were taken and retained, and it is apparent, you know, I 
regret very much that the Bureau had, you know, done this, be- 
cause indeed it creates a very bad impression on anybody when you 
know that you are being cheated out of what you have worked for 
honestly and decently. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. You also at least suggest by implication that 
much of your work had to do with CISPES, and that you were not 
able to find that there was anything urgently wrong with them in 
terms of violating the law, and of course this was not apparently 
satisfying your superiors. 

Mr. Varelli. Oh, yes, in that regard they were not satisfied be- 
cause of that finding. The FBI had a policy that, as I see it back to 
1980 and 1981, it was predetermined what they were going to do. If 
we found something there that could implicate these people, that 
will be fine, but if not, then, you know, already the decision had 
been made to go ahead and break this type of organization. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. Mr. Chairman, I think I could ask many, 
many more questions and perhaps others will here, because the tes- 
timony is extensive and detailed. 

This rather new American citizen has learned early that it is 
possible to be a whistleblower in the society, and perhaps serve a 
worthy public function. At any rate, I am sure that eventually the 
facts will come out, and we will know the truth, and I appreciate 
your appearance here this morning, Mr. Varelli. 
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Mr. Varelli. Thank you. 

Mr. Edwards. Mr. Sensenbrenner. 

Mr. Sensenbrenner. Thank you. 

Mr. Varelli, sometime around April, 1986, after the story ap- 
peared in the Dallas Morning Times, did you v/rite a one-page 
statement entitled ''Subversion'' and a summary of that statement? 

Mr. Varelli. It was not written during that time. That state- 
ment, the 12-page statement, had been written in 1984, Congress- 
man. 

Mr. Sensenbrenner. Let me read the first paragraph of the doc- 
ument that I have entitled ''Summary.'' It says, "I, Frank Varelli, 
am a U.S. naturalized citizen of Salvadoran birth. On arriving in 
this country in 1981, I was recruited as a salaried employee by the 
FBI for undercover work in the Dallas, TX, field office, in the intel- 
ligence division, to analyze, study and infiltrate the Committee on 
Solidarity with the People of El Salvador (CISPES). With little 
regard for the great risk to me and my family, I pursued this dan- 
gerous operation, which was very successful and revealing with far- 
reaching implications. Success was finally compromised from 
within the FBI itself and for this reason the risk to me and my 
family will exist forever." 

Mr. Varelli. Yes. 

Mr. Sensenbrenner. Did you write that? 
Mr. Varelli. Yes. 

Mr. Sensenbrenner. Did you ever get in contact with author 
James L. Tyson? 

Mr. Varelli. I know him. He was trying to get in touch with me 
through the John Birch Society, that through the John Birch Socie- 
ty working with Joe Calson, who has worked in the past with an 
intelligence agency, I understand, were tr3dng to get me to go back 
to work for the FBI, and work in a manner that they described was 
indeed a private system of operating the different intelligence, you 
know, agencies in the country. 

They were pursuing, were to gather intelligence by "patriotic 
agents," and that way they will be able to channel it to the White 
House. They will be able to do something with that information. 

The purpose was to aid the Contras, and, yes, Mr. Tyson wrote 
me a letter saying that it will be good if I did not share this infor- 
mation to the party, not even to my attorney, nor in court, because 
it will really ruin the whole effort. 

I do have a copy of that letter, and I did receive a copy of the 
book that he has, you know, at that time written. 

Mr. Sensenbrenner. Mr. Varelli, let me show you a note that 
contains your name, dated March 18, 1986, and it reads: "Mr. 
James L. Tyson: Dear Mr. Tyson, your book Target America helped 
me greatly while working in the FBI. I am now a victim of what 
your book warns you about. My story will hit the papers soon, but I 
will like to see you involved in its printing. Waiting to hear from 
you. Signed, Frank Varelli." 

Would you please show that to Mr. Varelli and could you con- 
firm that that is in your handwriting, or if it isn't, please tell us so. 

Mr. Varelli. Yes, this is mine, undoubtedly. 

Mr. Sensenbrenner. You did write that? 

Mr, Varelli. Yes.

I, Frank Varelli, a naturalized U.S. citizen of Sal vadoran birth. On 
arriving in this country in 1981, I was recruited as a salaried enployee by the FBI 
for undercover work Jn the Dallas, Texas, Field Office in the Intelligence division 
to analyze, study, and infiltrate the Caraiittee in Solidarity with the People of El 
Salvador (CISPES), Hith little regard for the great risk to me and my family, I 
pursued this dangerous operation which was very successful and revealing with 
far-reaching implications. Its success was finally compromised from within the FBI. 
Itself, and for this reason, the risk to me and my family will exist forever. 

While serving my adopted country at this great personal risk, I was 
systenatlcally cheated out of many tens of thousands of dollars by my supervisor. 
All monies for salaries and expenses for special undercover operations in this 
division are paid in cash to hide Its activities from Congressional oversight. After 
the first few months I realized large sums were being withheld from my pay 
Incorrectly and that this was my supervisor's doing. I felt though that I was 
serving my country in a Just and vital cause and that to say anything would 
compromise the operation. I continued to do my duty though It meant severe financial 
hardship for my family hoping to be paid at a later date when the Sal vadoran 
operation was closed. 

During my Investigation "I discovered and duly reported several well-planned 
efforts by some members of CISPES with world-wide Communist coordination to make an 
attenpt against the life of President Reagan at the 1984 Republican National 
Convention In Dallas. At that time there were full investigations of CISPES being 
conducted In every major city of the U.S. In April 1984 my supervisor took the 
entire file on Sal vadoran terrorist activities to Washington, D.Ci, to brief the 
other agencies responsible for the safety of the President. The day before the 
briefing was to take place, the file was "stolen" along with my supervisor's ID and 
weapon. In that file also were the names and aliases of all of the FBI's undercover 
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operatives in alj^ of the division involved in the El Salvador Terrorism 
Investigation including mine. My supervisor was "allowed to resign." 

I tried repeatedly to get my superiors to permit me to reconstruct the file. 
This I could have easily done due to my intimate familiarity with it. They did not 
permit this. Knowing I was the only person in the government with the detailed 
Infonnation on the terrorist plans, I asked to brief the Secret Service. I was 
directly ordered by my superiors in the Bureau not to do this on multiple 
occasions. At my insistance they permitted an interview with the Secret Service on 
the condition that an FBI agent be present. When this took place the Secret Service 
agent had a list of questions "from Washington" to be asked. This was a blatant 
effort to discredit me with the Dallas office, and I was not permitted to present any 
of the infonnation I had on the assassination discussions and disruption plans for 
the Republican National Convention. 

During this time as the final insult in a long list, my supervisors were choking 
off my funds feeling I would have no choice but to drop the issue and hide from the 
terrorists I had investigated and the FBI I had served with such loyalty and 
sacrifice. 

In a final desperate attempt to preserve the lives of many including the 
President and maintajn national security, I went around the organization through 
Intermediaries directly to the White House. I was finally allowed to present all of 
this information to someone directly responsible for the safety of the President on 
the Tuesday before the Convention began on Friday! 

By the grace of God Mr. Reagan is alive today! 

I have repeatedly tried to get the Justice Department to refund the monies that 
have been stolen from me by this FBI agent to no avail. They have stalled, lied, 
threatened, procrastinated, and fumbled until it appears I have no other choice but 
legal redress. 

I have prepared a lawsuit to redress my civil and human rights under the U.S. 
Constitution and the laws of this country. All of the documentary evidence for these 
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charges has been accumulated and disseminated for safety. Many things very damaging 
to the Integrity and presitge of the FBI tfill be forced into open court in this 
eventuality. Some agents of the FBI have acted in an illegal, corrupt, degrading 
manner and In open court they will be exposed as they really are w.ith profoundly 
adverse effects on the FBI as vfell as the United States. I fervently does not wish 
this but feel that, once again, I have no choice but to step outside of the channels 
of the bureaucracy to obtain justice. 

The hardships suffered by me and my family — in our efforts to defend the 
Constitution, the President, the FBI, and the integrity of the United States and its 
people — psychologically, medically, physically, enotionally, and financially are 
entirjBly too lengthy to present here. These are far more compelling and 
heart-rending when one realizes that the large majority of the hardships were 
perpetrated and advanced by the very government I had sworn to support! 

It is ray fervent hope that this will result in the purging of the self-serving, 
nefarious element within the government services which jeopardize the national 
security and that the fine woric for which the Bureau has been known historically will 
once again be its hallmarlc. 

Foolishness? Stupidity? Ineptness? Incompetence? Self-interest? Greed? or 
Treason?! History will present each individual with a choice to make from its 
record. 

I hope this statement will motivate each reader to further inform him or herself 
about the grave problens facing this nation and do his or her part to deal with then. 
I also hope that those reading it will understand that any future physical harm that 
may come to me or my family is the responsibility of the El Salvador's Terrorism Unit 
of the Federal Bureau' of Investigation. 
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SUBVERSION 

My name is Frank Varelli. I am a U.S. citizen of Salvadoran birth. At 35 years 
of age I have lived in this country 17 years having arrived first as a young child 
with my parents while my father attended U.S. military and intelligence training 
programs. I attended Bible school in this country and then served In the U.S. Array 
before Immigrating permanently in 1980. I became a naturalized U.S. citizen In 1982. 

Six months after arriving in this country in 1981, I was recruited as a salaried 
employee by the FBI for undercover operations in the Dallas, Texas, Field Office in 
the Intelligence Division, El Salvador Terrorism Unit, to analyze, study, and 
Infiltrate the Committee In Solidarity with the People of El Salvador (CISPES). By 
patient and professional work which ulitmately resulted In one of the most successful 
undercover operations Involving terrorism, I moved very high in the Camiunlst 
organization. 

While faithfully serving my adopted country at a great personal risk, I was 
systematically cheated out of many thousands of dollars by the Special Agent 
supervising the investigation. All monies for salaries and expenses for special 
"secret undercover operations" are paid in cash to hide the unit's activities from 
Congressional oversight to prevent Information leaks. After the first few months, I 
realized that large sums of money were being withheld from my pay Incorrectly and 
that this was the supervising agent's doing. I felt though that I was serving my 
country in a Just and vital cause and that to say anything would compromise the . 
operation. I continued to do my duty though it meant severe hardship for my fan)ily. 
I hoped that in some way at the end of the operation this problem could be rectified. 

During this TnvestlgatlonT I discovered wqll-plonned, coordinated ef forts^by ^ 
member^ of international "terrorist brgarilzatiohs under .Ccnsnuhlst'Vontrdl "to"cOTsn1t^ 
acts of sabotage, kidnapping, bombings, etc.,' all over_the country.'' the ^ 
international terrorist organizations grouped together in what was called the 
"Alliance for Justice In •84" and planned the disruptions of the 1984 Republican 
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National Convention in Dallas. Clear statements to the effect of attempts against 
the life of President Ronald Reagan were made. I duly reported this to my superiors 
In witing stressing the fact that U.S. citizens were involved in such discussions. 

In September 1981 after attending a fund-raising dlpner for the Dallas CISPES 
chapter I made my report as required. However, included^ in this report was the fact 
that two U.S. Congressman, f Catholic Bishop, and. qther proBinent religious leaders 
were in attendance. Hy supervising agent in the Dallas Field Office of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, Special Agent Daniel Flanagan, told me that this would cause 
some waves when it reached Washington, D.C., but edited and sent It anyway. 

Though there Is no proof that Agent Flanagan knew where the waves in Washington 
would occur, as he had predicted, an urgent call came from the office of a U.S. 
Senator "demanding that the investigation of the CISPES organization stop 
Immediately." This demand was based on the need to protect the political future of 
one of the Congressmen. Agent Flanagan instructed me to suspend the investigation. 

Very alarmed about swne of the plans I had learned in the CISPES meetings for 
disruption of the 1984 POP National Convention and long-range national plans of 
internal security destabilizatlon, I felt that national security and the llfe.pf 
President Reagan would be compromised if this ;^uccessful investigation were ceased. 
It was beyond my comprehension that a U.S. Senator could have the power to stop an 
anti-terrorist operation of the FBI- especially when it concerned the direct security 
of the United States and the life of the President. 

CISPES.Is FRuss'lan KGB ^Active Measures "Fronts founded by Farihd Handall, ; 
brother of Shafick Handall, the Secretary General of the Camiunlst Party of El 
Salvador. Both are of Palestinian ancestory and closely related to the PLO of Yasser 
Arafat. The Communist Party U.S.A. played a key role in the founding and direction 
of CISPES (see the House Permanent Select Committee on Intelligence "December 1982 
Report"). 
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Accordingly I continued attending the meetings of CISPES as a private person 
keeping notes and collecting literature. All materials that came to the "special" 
mail box rented for the undercover operations were saved and filed. At Special Agent 
Flanagan's order, I simply made no further official reports for over eighteen months 
though I continued to keep private notes on all my activities. I was never separated 
from the FBI, Dallas office, since other FBI offices were continuing active and full 
investigations of the FDR-FMLN. During this time I was constantly being asked to 
analyze or translate documents from those offices. The FDR-FMLN are the political 
and military fronts of the Salvadoran Communist Guerrillas that are supported 
directly by the CISPES committees. 

Belatedly in 1983 after an eighteen-month hiatus during which CISPES had become 
very powerful. Agent Flanagan ordered me to resume attendance of CISPES meetings. He 
explained that the Bureau had reopened the CISPES investigation because of the growth 
of chapters and activities of CISPES all across the U.S. Other FBI Field Offices 
also requested that I assist them in recruiting Salvadoran citizens for such an 
operation. I continued my activities as I had always done but merely resumed my 
official reports to Agent Flanagan. 

I was then ordered to travel to the FBI Academy at Quantico, Virginia, for a 
3-day conference on Terrorism from El Salvador . I spoke at that conference In ^ 
March 1983 to the most select group of FBI agents in the field of counterintelligence 
and anti -terror ism in the U.S. It was shocking to learn that these FBI "experts", 
were woefully and dangerously ill-informed on Salvadoran terrorist affairs 
especially in the CISPES area. I was told by agents from different offices of the 
FBI that It was very fortunate for the Bureau to have me working in this difficult 
and new area of investigation. I was told at Quantico by Special Agent Ron Davenport 
who was in charge of the Salvadoran Terrorism Unit to give everything I had gathered 
in those eighteen months of personal investigation to Special Agent Dan Flanagan so 
It could be distributed to other offices in the country.' 
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It is important to note that even though I had worked during those eighteen 
nonths collecting information of great value to our national security, I was never 
paid by the FBI nor were my expenses reimbursed . However, the FBI Dallas took oy 
collected information and used it saying only that in the "future" I would be paid. 

It Is terrible to think that during those eighteen months in which the CISPES 
investigation vfas closed the number of chapters grew as follows: In 1981 there were 
180 local committees of CISPES in the U.S. When the investigation was reopened in 
1983, there were around 300. In 1981 some 500 organizations were claiming to support 
CISPES. By 1983 there were more than 1200 including especially the major terrorist 
groups of the world: PLO, FALM, M19-C0. Red Brigades, Baader-Meinhoff , Red Army 
Faction, FSLfJ Sandinistas, etc. The Sanctuary Movement was also started during that 
time. 

Among the most important reports I gave to Special Agent Flanagan in 1983 were 
detailed plans for convention disruption by CISPES begun in 1981 when the Republican 
National Committee announced that the 1984 Republican National Convention would be 
held in Dallas, Texas. The basic disruption plans had been drawn up, put in place, 
and were being tested as of late 1983. All of this was put in the file of Salvadoran 
Terrorism maintained solely in the Bureau's Dallas office. I was very concerned that 
this accumulated Information was not being disseminated as of early 1984 to the other 
services responsible for the protection of the President. 

During this Investigation, for example, I personally heard leaders of the CISPES 
organization make statements about "wasting," "disposiiig' of," "getting rid of" . 
(killing) President Ronald Reagan. I was repeatedly told by my superiors in the 
Bureau that I was higher in the CISPES organization than anyone had ever before 
gotten and that I had Information on their Presidential assassination discussions 
available from no other source. I was also assurred that the necessary information 
would be shared with the other services (Secret Service, Central Intelligence Agency, 
Dallas-area law enforcement authorities, etc.) when that was necessary. 
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Finally in April 1984 a meeting was scheduled in Washington for the various 
involved services to brief them on the CISPES plans for the Republican Convention to 
be held in August. I was scheduled to accompany Agent Flanagan since I had a much 
laore detailed and intimate knowledge of the CISPES operation. However, just before 
leaving Agent Flanagan advised me that he (Agent Flanagan) would go by himself. 

Agent Flanagan took the entire file on terrorism in El Salvador to Washington. 
The day before the briefing while at a park Agent Flanagan's government vehicle was 
broken into and the file along with Agent Flanagan's badge, ID," and weapon were 
Stolen. Now without his file and with only a rudimentary knowledge of the operation, 
the briefing presented to the other services by Agent Flanagan was very poor. 

Included In that file were the names of every undercover operative In the 
nation along with their aliases In the FBI's Investigation. Agent Flanagan was 
questioned extensively and an Investigation on possible espionage was begun. Agent 
Flanagan returned to Dallas. More than one month later he went back to Washington 
where he underwent a polygraph examination over the theft. At a later time he was 
"allowed to resign," I was also polygraphed abusively on this subject for six 
hours and was cleared to continue working for the FBI. 

1 began to press my superiors in the Dallas office of the Bureau to allow me to 
reconstruct the file since I had made it in the first place and had an Intimate 
knowledge of its contents. I was told that they "would get to work on it," but 
nothing of substance ever happened to re- introduce the evidence into the Bureau's, 
files. I continued to press them to reconstitute the files and their information for 
the benefit of all the other services and individuals who would have responsibilities 
for the safety of the President. Again I encountered what initially appeared as 
complacency and a lack of understanding of the seriousness of the infomtatlon I had 
uncovered over the years. 

I continued to work throughout April, Hay, and Into June 1984 to no avail. On 
three separate occasions, I was directly ordered by my superiors in the Bureau 
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riot to talk with the Secret Service with the excuse that they were "untrustworthy" 
and were responsible for "many security leaks." Hhen I suggested that the Secret 
Service had primary responsibility for the safety of the President, I was told that 
In Dallas the FBI was in charge not the Secret Service. Hot understanding the U.S. 
^'systen," I accepted this Initially. 

Hhen it became obvious that the vast amount of specific Information I alone knea 
would not be given to anyone in a proper position to act on It, I became more and 
more alarmed and very distraught. 

Finally I was told I could talk with the Secret Service but only with an FBI 
agent present, I set up an appointment with the Secret Service and, feigning 
confusion, showed up In the offices of the Secret Service at the correct time but one 
day early. Quickly Agent Jerry Kluber of the Secret Service radioed the Bureau and 
Special Agent Jim Evans arrived to proceed with the Interview. 

Agent Kluber photographed me and then proceeded to ask many questions about an 
alleged conversation I had had with an Individual, a sol dier-of -fortune type, who 
suggested that someone could have Salvadoran President Napoleon Duarte killed for 
$300,000. I had replied that that might well be the case. In my report to the 
Bureau for that day In the sunmer of 1981, I had reported this conversation with that 
Individual and gave It no further thought. 

However, It was obvious from Agent Kluber' s questioning prompted by a query from 
Hashington that he believed I had been trying to arrange the assassination of 
President Duarte. Tbis alarmed me greatly when I suddenly realized that this . 
Information was planted with the purpose of poisoning my record In the office of the 
Secret Service. I then tried to give Mr. Kluber the information on the Presidential 
assassination statements by CISPES members but was informed that there was no further 
time for the interview that day. 

I was distraught feeling I must tell someone In authority otherwise the blood of 
the dead and wounded In this operation would rest on my hands. My distress and fear 
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for the safety of President Reagan heightened dramatically when I realized that there 
appeared to be a conscious effort on someone's part to block my attenpts to tell 
what I knew to those in authority! 

At this point another individual offered to help me reach the White House 
directly, and I accepted. 

By these means an agent frm the Central Intelligence Agency and a menber of the 
White House Secret Service staff came to Dallas and interviewed me personally. They 
opined that my family and I would be in grave danger as soon as this information 
reached Washington. I informed them that the lives of President Reagan and other 
high officials were more important to us than their own personal safety and that we 
would be willing to accept that risk as our patriotic duty to the nation. 

Finally on the Tuesday before the Republican National Convention opened on 
Friday, I was able to tell all of the details to Agent Jerry Kluber of the Secret 
Service in the presence of my attorney. Mr. Kluber was agast! He could not fathom 
that I had been directly instructed not to talk with the Secret Service! Throughout 
the interview, Hr. Kluber passed information out to other agents for verification and 
action. He opined that the Bureau would not have "fired" Agent FUnagan for stealing 
money from me or for having "lost" the file on El Salvador. He felt that Agent 
Flanagan had let me see something very crucial in the secret files anrf that he was 
"fired" for that breach. The Secret Service agents conducted themselves in a 
professional but cordial way and put my heart at pe'ace that finally saiieone 
responsible for the security of our President was properly Informed. 

Inmediately the Secret Service abandoned the very expensive comnand post 
constructed to allow a station for each service involved In the Convention operation 
and set up a Secret Service-only command post and changed all of the plans for the 
Presidential visit including schedules, routings, locations, etc. The Secret Service 
then doubled its own force to 800 men. 
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The unusually hot weather prevented most of the expected 40,000 inhabitants of 
"Tent City'' from attending and dampened the enthusiasm of the other people CISPES 
organizers were expecting to use as "cannon fodder" in the campaign of disruption 
tfhich would culminate In a possible Presidential assassination attenpt. The 
combination of events resulted In abandonment of the plans except for the minor 
disruptions which were all reported by the news media. 

I resigned In writing on August 21, 1984 in accordance with my enployment 
agreenent. I also petitioned in this letter for the Itenized reimbursement of unpaid 
salary and expenses Incurred while I worked for the FBI, since Hr. Thomas C. Kelley, 
the Special Agent In Charge; Mr. Drew Clark, the Assistant Special Agent In Charge; 
Mr. Parks Sterns, Supervisor Special Agent; Mr. 01m Evans, Special Agent; Mr, Ron 
Davenport, Special Agent in Charge of the Terrorism Unit of El Salvador; and Mr. Oan 
Flanagan, the Case Special Agent, all admitted, agreed, and accepted that I had been 
cheated out of money by Agent Flanagan. 

I also explained at that time that I did not want to process any claim against 

Agent Flanagan nor publicly litigate the matter primarily because the security. 

Integrity, and honor of the United States and the FBI would be Irreparably damaged, 
o 

After conducting a mockery of an investigation Into Agent Flanagan's compromise 
of ray Identity and the lives of me and ray family, the FBI sent a letter to ny 
attorney stating that I never was enployed by the FBI since Agent Flanagan did not 
have the authority to recruit me, but they were willing to settle for $2,800 — a 
pittance tens of thousands of dollars less than I had been cheated of. Their final 
offer for settlement was for $5300. My attorney replied that this was nonsense. 

It Is very sickening to realize how vilely I have been treated and how my family 
and I have suffered over this four-year period for our patriotism and how we have 
been taken advantage of because of our lack of knowledge of the U.S. "syst^." 

I first realized that Agent Flanagan was trying to control and manipulate 
nefariously on the night of August 8, 1982. I was going into downtown Dallas to 
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check on the "operations" post office box where I was receiving a large amount of 
laail from Communist groups all over the U.S. proving that there was a vast, secret, 
tightly controlled, interrelated network of underground organizations. I had with m 
"FBI documents classified SECRET- which Agent Flanagan had told me to take home for 
analysis. Agent Flanagan had also told me never mention this to anyone and to always 
carry a weapon to guard these materials with my life. I took this very seriously. 

On Harry Hlnes Blvd.. after being followed for 15-20 minutes by an unmarked car. 
I was stopped by officers of the Dallas Police Department. They Immediately began to 
search ray vehicle looking for something. That "something" was the pistol I had In ray 
briefcase with the documents classified SECRET I was protecting. They took me Into 
custody and jailed me overnight. I was never read my rights nor notified of the 
charges against me untilthe next day. I said nothing as I had been Instructed but 
tried to contact Agent Flanagan feeling that he would help me and clear the charges 
by explaining the situation. My messages went unanswered. When I got my car back 
there were the documents classified SECRET even though the Dallas Police Department 
had a legal obligation to turn such documents over to the FBI. 

My defense was Incompetent (later attested to by the attorney involved)- and I 
was found guilty of unlawful carrying of a weapon. The sentence was a $300 fine and 
one year's probation. The total cost to me was S1200 and the first problem of my 
life with police.* 

Nothing has been done to correct this yet. 

Since I had been given a secret clearance at the time of my enployment, I • 
continued to take and retain at home for analysis other documents classified SECRET 
from the FBI files given me by Agent Flanagan without realizing that this was 
Strictly against the law for me to have outside of the offices of the FBI. I 
continued to take seriously the order to guard them with my life. I told my parents 
to guard these documents with their lives also, and for three years the apartment was 
never left without an adult present with a weapon to guard them. 
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On one occasion my mother, who speaks no English, was by herself in the 
apartment when a repairman showed up at the door unannounced. Not' understanding what 
he tjanted, she backed up t^ith the pistol beliind her back to the bedroom door where 
the documents , were kept as the repairman walked toward her to the hallway. She had 
resolved that If he turned toward her instead of continuing down the hall, she would 
kin him to protect the documents. He continued down the hall. 

Hy car was repossessed for non-payment of 11 months' duration because Agent 
Flanagan was withholding large amounts monthly from my pay. This resulted in my 
losing my credit. 

elderly parents who are in this country under Political Asylum granted by the 
Inmlgration and Naturalization Service were pronised help getting their permanent 
resident visas. These have never been approved, and they now do not know whether 
they ever win be. 

Their fear of terrorists as the result of terrorist attempts on our lives in £1 
Salvador has kept us in great misery throughout our stay in this country. This was 
used by Agent Flanagan to be sure I didn't "step out of line." On occasions I was 
told of or shown evidence of brutality by the FBI never traceable, of course, to the 
Bureau; and I was told that this was the sort of thing that happened to people who 
gave the FBI trouble. 

On July 12, 1985, an agent from the Legal Counsel Division of the FBI in 
Washington and my former Personnel Supervisor in Dallas met with me and my attorney. 
The Bureau's position was basically the same, but it was clear that the main purpose 
of their two-hour visit was to discourage me from going to court. Veiled threats and 
Innuendo were made, and It was pointed out to me that any litigation would be dragged 
out for many years and information necessary to my case would be classified to put It 
out of legal reach. 
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The FBI now says that I m right and that I have all my "facts straight" but 
that the government is not bound by law to pay me a dime. The Justice Department 
says that there is a TiK)ral but not a legal obligation to pay. 

A growing pattern of treason by American-bom traitors is evident. Daily men 
who know the truth are silent for fear of losing their jobs, or jeopardizing their 
careers. All the while others sell their souls and country for money, lust, and 
greed. The filthy record of 1984-85 is a terrible sample but only the tip of the 
iceberg in this great land. Agent Flanagan of the Dallas FBI; Agent Miller of the 
Los Angeles FBI; and the covered-up case of the New Orleans FBI agent caught selling' 
narcotics to other dealers which had been seized in raids involve just the Bureau. 
However, the cases of the Lt. Colonel selling weapons to Iran; the Walker spy-ring in 
Washington; and the two Green Berets guilty of selling weapons to foreign governments 
denonstrate that the government services contain traitorous individuals who are dally 
perpetrating treason against the sovereign nation of the United States of America. 
Why must we continue to accept these heinous and despicable crimes committed by the 
government agents against this nation and its citizens acting solely out of a sense 
of patriotism? 

There are attorneys who feverishly want to take this case to litigation on a 
contingency basis, but I do not want to do this because of the national security I 
fear might possibly be further Jeopardized by this action. It is clear that my civil 
and human rights have been grossly, negligently, and maliciously violated on a ' 
repeated and continuing basis. 

The hardships suffered by me and my family — in our efforts to defend the 
Constitution, the President, the FBI, and the integrity. of the United States and its 
people — psychologically, medically, physically, OTotionally, and financially are 
entirely too lengthy to present here. These are far more compelling and heart 
rending when one realizes that the large majority of the hardships were perpetrated 
and advanced by the very government I had sworn to support! 
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As a result of the ineptness, delays, confusion, duplicity, nismanagenent, and 
illegal activities in this case, there are now more Sal vadoran-born terrorists in the 
United States trained,' in position, and awaiting orders than in the entire nation of 
El Salvador. 

It is my fervent hope that this will result in the purging of the self-serving, 
nefarious elenient within the government services which jeopardize the national 
security and that the fine work for which the Bureau has been known historically will 
once again be its hallmark. 

Foolishness? Stupidity? Ineptness? Incompetence? Self-interest? Greed? or 
Treason?! History will present each individual with a choice to make frm its 
record. 

I hope this statement will motivate each reader to further Inform him or herself 
about the grave problens facing this nation and do his or her part to deal with then. 
I also hope that those reading it will understand that any future physical harm that 
may come to me or my family is the responsibility of the El Salvador's Terrorism Unit 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 
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Mr. Sensenbrenner. Mr. Tyson informs my staff that the sum- 
mary of the paper entitled "Subversion^' and the paper itself were 
enclosed with that note. 

Let me read you one paragraph, since you have already said that 
it sounded like the summary that you have written. It says: 
''During my investigation I discovered and duly reported several 
well-planned efforts by some members of CISPES with worldwide 
communist coordination to make an attempt against the life of 
President Reagan at the 1984 Republican National Convention in 
Dallas.^' 

Was that an accurate statement that you communicated in the 
summary? 

Mr. Varelli. To a certain degree, yes, because there were indi- 
viduals posing as members of CISPES that were going to work in 
conjunction with other terrorist groups in the GOP convention, and 
tried to disrupt or attempt against the life of the President. 

There were individuals that were not there present during the 
times of regular meetings. They were not members of CISPES, and 
my initial concern came out of the fact that the FBI had given me 
explicit orders not to talk to the Secret Service nor to anybody else 
of what was going to be going on during that time. 

I had the concern of notifying them because whenever I report to 
my supervisor, Mr. Ron Davenport, that this situation existed, Mr. 
Ron Davenport said that they will go ahead and machine gun any- 
body, spray them with bullets, and I asked Mr. Ron Davenport if 
he will be willing to do that on national TV and public, and he 
said, of course, you know, that will create a tremendous problem 
for us. 

My concern was let's get, if there is anybody that is going to at- 
tempt against the life or disrupt, I mean, the life of the President 
or disrupt the GOP convention, let's get the right people, but let's 
don't get the wrong people. 

People had made statements, like I said before. There were two 
kinds of meetings, closed and open meetings of CISPES. People will 
come to the closed meetings and some were not allowed to the 
closed meetings. During the open meetings anybody could be there, 
and anybody could say whatever they wanted that could be taken 
within any context. You know, they want to get it, so my concern 
was to be able to notify somebody in authority. 

At that time after the GOP convention and after I was able 
through the White House to talk to the Secret Service, there was 
no longer, you know, that threat. 

Mr. Sensenbrenner. But you did say in this summary that you 
discovered and duly reported several well planned efforts by some 
members of CISPES, with worldwide Communist coordination, to 
make an attempt against the life of President Reagan at the 1984 
Republican National Convention in Dallas? 

Mr. Varelli. I did report that, but those individuals did not in a 
way turn to be members of CISPES. Again, I said they were there, 
and that was part of the ongoing investigation that we had at that 
time. 

Mr. Sensenbrenner. Now, reading from your general paper enti- 
tled ''Subversion", it says CISPES, and I quote from your paper, 
"CISPES is a Russian KGB active measures front founded by 
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Farihd Handall, brother of Shafick Randall, the Secretary General 
of the Communist Party of El Salvador. Both are of Palestinian an- 
cestry and closely related to the PLO of Yasser Arafat. The Com- 
munist Party U.S.A. played a key role in the founding and direc- 
tion of CISPES. See the House Permanent Select Committee on In- 
telligence, December 1982 report.'' 
Did you write that in your summary? 

Mr. Varelli. That is a quotation exactly from the intelligence 
report, and that is following— that is going within the Bureau line, 
yes. That is following what has been the standard line of the 
bureau, yes. 

Mr. Sensenbrenner. Mr. Chairman, I ask unanimous consent 
that the summary and the paper entitled ''Subversion" identified 
by the witness be included in the record at this point. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. [Presiding.] Yes, without objection, that will 
be done. 

[The material is reproduced above at p. 496.] 

Mr. Sensenbrenner. Now, Mr. Chairman, just let me make a 
comment, that if the information uncovered by Mr. Varelli that 
members of CISPES were plotting the assassination of the Presi- 
dent was reported and was accurate, then obviously the FBI has 
got every right to attempt to infiltrate this organization and to find 
out whether such a plot is ongoing and to take efforts to prevent 
the plot from being executed. If there ever was a nexus for the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigations' infiltration into an organization, it is 
when information is uncovered that attempts to threaten the life of 
the President of the United States. 

Now, Mr. Varelli has said that he made those discoveries during 
his work with the FBI, he has admitted that he has written about 
this in the summary and the paper entitled ''Subversion" that he 
distributed to certain individuals, including Mr. Tyson. It seems to 
me that if that is the case, the FBI ought to be involved in it be- 
cause their job is to protect the officials of this government, start- 
ing with the President of the United States. 

I think that — 

Mr. Varelli. Excuse me. Congressman. 

Mr. Sensenbrenner. I think that very clearly shows that the 
FBI has not been off base in looking into this organization if there 
has been information that has been uncovered to this effect. 

I yield back the balance of my time. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. The chair will say, of course, whether that is 
credible information is a — 
Mr. Varelli. Can I make a statement? 
Mr. Kastenmeier. — is a very good question. 
Mr. Sensenbrenner. Reclaiming my time- 
Mr. Kastenmeier. No, you yielded back your time. The chair will 
recognize the witness. ^ ^i 

Mr. Varelli. Can I say something? We have to realize that the 
GOP Convention took place in 1984. The investigation started in 
1981. You would have to realize that there in May, just before, four 
days before the GOP Convention, I met with a special agent, Jerry 
Kluber, the Secret Service Office in t)allas, TX, and exactly what is 
there I presented to Jerry Kluber, and he said that he really appre- 
ciated—and, as a matter of fact, I do have those two hours of tape 
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that were recorded with my attorney — because he appreciated the 
fact that I had made, taken the time to make some distinctions be- 
tween just mere statement and, you know, what will be like he 
said, a plan, an operation to indeed assassinate the President. That 
did not, you know, take place, and I am glad that we were able to 
show that to them, and Mr. Kluber of the Secret Service only re- 
sented the fact, like he states in his statement, that the FBI was 
not allowing me not to make that distinction. 

Because CISPES would have been blamed for something it was 
not going to be responsible for. So that is the position, because that 
particular statement comes out of a statement written on my ac- 
tivities to Mr. Tom Kelly way back in 1984, and that is, you know, 
the context within which that whole information was taken. 

I went on because of, nobody will reply — sometimes they will 
answer yes, sometimes they will answer no to my attorney's peti- 
tions. I went until around 1985, August, still waiting to hear some- 
thing from the — definitely from the FBI. The FBI sent a Special 
Agent Webbenhurst out of the Legal Division to Dallas, to come 
with my former supervisor, Mr. Parks Stearns, and tried to renego- 
tiate the entire proposal that they had made, obtain a certain 
amount of expenses for my, you know, services. 

Under this whole issue is the fact that of the many reports, in no 
way, you know, could I find at that time any justification like I see 
it to go and right now pretend to say that we were right in 1981- 
1982 or other years in our investigation. That cannot be justified. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. Well, I will say, Mr. Varelli, what the gentle- 
man from Wisconsin, Mr. Sensenbrenner, has raised goes not so 
much to the truth of the report, perhaps the summary you have 
offered in 1984, but to the credibility of your testimony insofar as 
your present testimony is at variance with your interpretations of 
various events from the 12-page summary which is part of the 
record, which you submitted in 1984. 

I would suggest, Mr. Larson, that you might want to append to 
the testimony at some point a more complete explanation of the 
variance of his contemporary testimony and the statements he 
made in 1984. 

[A letter from Mr. Larson to Representative Schroeder, a 
member of the subcommittee, is reproduced in the appendix.] 

Mr. Larson. May I make a comment, Mr. Chairman? 

Mr. Kastenmeier. Yes, of course, Mr. Larson. 

Mr. Larson. I have spent almost two years knowing Mr. Varelli, 
and from the time that I first came to know him until today, his 
point of view politically has somewhat altered. Mr. Varelli for four 
years or so was told by the FBI that CISPES was a dangerous orga- 
nization and had Communist contacts all over the world, and he ac- 
cepted what the FBI told him as true, never questioned it. The FBI 
would read something somewhere that said that CISPES was 
linked in some way or another, and just by reading it, they would 
assume that it was true. So whenever Mr. Varelli would file re- 
ports with the FBI, he would spout the FBI line as to what they 
wanted him to say. In fact, I have talked with him several times, 
and he has indicated to me that several times he would fill out re- 
ports, and the agent who was supervising him would ask him to re- 
do the reports because the reports didn't reflect the line that the 
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FBI wanted to continue to have reported in the reports that there 
were Hnked when, in reahty, there weren't. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. Well, that may in part explain the summary 
offered in 1984. 

Counsel, do you have any questions? 

Mr. Larson. I might also add, Mr. Chairman, that I have every 
reason to believe in 1984 my client believed all those things that 
the FBI was telling him. You see he is a brand new American citi- 
zen. The two FBI agents that he worked with stood up for him 
when he was made a United States citizen in 1982. They are the 
ones that more or less arranged his citizenship, and Mr. Varolii felt 
that the Bureau had a lot of power over him, and when the Bureau 
said something, Mr. Varolii took it as true whether or not it was or 
not. 

So he became a good puppet for them. He told them what they 
wanted to hear and reported it to them the way they wanted to 
hear it. When they told him things, he did it the way they wanted 
him to do it. 

Perhaps the prime example of what I am trying to explain to you 
is that if you look at the exhibits we have attached to the state- 
ment of the terrorist photograph album. If you read those things in 
there, those are things that Mr. Varolii was told to put in there. 
Those were conclusions that the Bureau had reached, and those 
were things he was instructed to place in there. I doubt very seri- 
ously that a lot of those things are true. 

The best example, and the reason we attached it, was Ambassa- 
dor White's. The reason we attached that is it is obvious that Mr. 
White is not a member of the Communist Party U.S.A., even 
though they, the FBI, in that report indicated to Mr. Varolii that is 
what he had to put on there. 

You see, in order for the FBI to justify a terrorist photograph 
album, the context of the album has to indicate some terrorist or 
Communist leaning so that they can justify the existence of the 

album. . . 1 . 

The main purpose, in my opinion— this is my opmion only— is 
they want a photograph and some outline of what everybody who 
has something to do with the policies in El Salvador so they can 
have a file they can look at and use in the course of any other in- 
vestigation. 

Now, whether or not they really believe all that is m the FBI ter- 
rorist album I don't know. I shudder to think if they really do be- 
lieve that, because it indicates to me this FBI has very poor judg- 
ment. But if that is what they believe, then the country is in a lot 
of trouble, because that is absurd. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. Well, I agree with you on that statement. 
That is to say it concerns me that the Bureau, in part or in whole, 
would try to acquire information that is not reliable, but merely 
reflective of what it politically wants to hear, in which case the re- 
liability of the law enforcement and other duties charged the 
Bureau, at least in part, certainly leave a lot to be desired. 

I have no more— -n^ - n 

Mr. Larson. May I say one other thing, Mr. Chairman? 

Mr. Kastenmeier. Mr. Larson. 
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Mr. Larson. It would be very simple to verify what Mr. Varelli 
did while he worked for the FBI. The Dallas Morning News asked 
for, under the Freedom of Information Act, all the things that had 
Varelli's name on it. And the letter came back from the FBI re- 
porting that there was 3500 pages. Now I honestly believe there are 
probably a lot more pages than that, but it would be easy to verify 
what Mr. Varelli did and what the activities are. 

I also would respectfully point out that — because no one asked 
the question — there are always ways to determine how other 
break-ins all over the United States occurred. The way you would 
do that is that whenever the FBI does an investigation and it 
spreads out over the country, the other parts of the FBI report 
back to the office of origination, which in this situation is Dallas. 
And there is a code that is attached to every report that comes out 
of the other offices. If a document was taken improperly, the code 
is not there, and the understanding within the Bureau is don't ask 
any questions about this because it doesn't have a code on it. That 
means we got it some way we weren't supposed to get it. If you will 
ask for the documents that came from all over the United States to 
the Dallas office regarding CISPES, and you know what the code is 
and you know that there is a code not there, then that means those 
documents came from illegal interests. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. That is very useful information, Mr. Larson. 
The committee should take that under consideration seriously 
whether or not we proceed with this investigation. 

Mr. Larson. It is obvious the FBI is not going to admit that they 
committed illegal break-ins, and they are certainly not going to 
have things in their files that indicate that. So the way you figure 
that out is that you look at their records and what is not there, and 
if something is not there, to explain how the document came into 
existence; then that creates a suspicion as to where it came from. 

There is one other statement I want to make, and it reflects 
somewhat on the two gentlemen that testified just previous to us, 
the two gentlemen came from the Bureau and the Justice Depart- 
ment indicated that there was an investigation going in Dallas 
about the burglaries, et cetera. 

I want to tell you right now that the FBI has not contacted me 
nor have they contacted Mr. Varelli. And who else would have 
more information about that other than Mr. Varelli? They haven't 
even bothered to contact him. So I am rather suspicious whether or 
not they are even investigating anything, because if they were, 
they would contact us and ask us the base information they would 
need to do the investigation. Nobody has bothered to do that. 

Mr. Kastenmeier. I appreciate that information because that is 
a question we will need to pose shortly to the Bureau. 

I yield back to the chairman. 

Mr. Edwards. [Presiding.] Thank you, Mr. Kastenmeier. 

Have we asked the question, what happened to Agents Daven- 
port and Evans? Are they still with the Bureau? 

Mr. Larson. I think Mr. Evans is with the DEA now, if I am not 
mistaken. 

Mr. Varelli. No, no. 

Mr. Larson. Where is Mr. Evans, do you know? 

Mr. Varelli. They are in Dallas, and Davenport is in Houston. 
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Mr. Larson. My client reports to me that Mr. Evans is still with 
the FBI in Dallas, and Mr. Davenport's been transferred to Hous- 
ton. 

Mr. Edwards. Mr. Davenport has been transferred to Houston. 
Were there any disciplinary actions taken? 

Mr. Varelli. I believe that something might have happened be- 
cause he was the head of the Terrorism Unit for El Salvador or I 
was led to believe that, and now he is in Houston just on the local 
basis, you know. 

Mr. Edwards. What happened to Flanagan? 

Mr. Varelli. Flanagan, at the beginning of the day he was sup- 
posed to have been polygraphed and failed the polygraph, was 
brought back to Dallas, TX. Mr. Thomas Kelly, the special agent in 
charge, told me that he was being fired for stealing money. But 
later I learned that, you know, he just was given the option of re- 
signing. 

Mr. Flanagan went on to work, after all this was known, went on 
to work as a fire insurance investigator, and if he took money, you 
know, out of my pay, I wonder what could happen if something 
larger comes his way. That is my personal conviction, not what 
happened, I mean, I mean what kind of man Mr. Flanagan is. It is 
sad that— I tried to point out in many occasions one fact, Mr. 
Chairman, that as a Salvadoran, I have been as a Salvadoran citi- 
zen, I have been to the right of the right of the United States. We 
fought the Communists because we believed they were the cause of 
all the trouble of everything going down there in El Salvador, and 
I believe that it is really sad that the FBI, now that I see back, you 
know, to 1981, it is sad that the Federal Bureau of Investigations 
will take information coming like from, the death squads of El Sal- 
vador. You see in El Salvador we don't have civil rights nor consti- 
tutional rights like we claim to have them here in the United 
States. 

Mr. Edwards. So you are saying you are a conservative, and you 
are opposed to the Communists and insurgency in El Salvador? 

Mr. Varelli. I have been opposed all my life to Communism, but 
what I am saying is the fact that here in the United States an or- 
ganization, you know, an intelligence organization such as the FBI 
had to rely on the individuals that will be characterized not as con- 
servatives but as extremists because the Bureau knew exactly 
about every name that we gave to El Salvador. We were actually 
sentencing to death people that were traveling to El Salvador, 
people that we would call ahead of time telling them they are 
being deported because INS have called. You know, now if some- 
body were to show me that, they were killed, I would not be sur- 
prised at all because, you know, that was to be expected. 

I believe that at that time— you see, it is amazing that I worked 
in the FBI for three years, and I went in and went out with classi- 
fied information in my briefcase and everything, and I found out 
about the investigation, of the executive directives or executive 
orders, and things like that, about guidelines and things like that, I 
found out only after I was out of the Bureau, not during the time 
that I was serving. . 

And if we dealt with so much sensitive information, 1 mean 
things that altered the life of individuals, for example, with great 
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respect I wanted to apologize to Mrs. Schroeder because we did and 
I do have a copy of the picture that we did prepare in the FBI on 
her because we were going to put her in the FBI terrorist file be- 
cause of the fact she has, like the reports said, even sponsored 
some fund-raising efforts for some people supporting the — you 
know — attacking the Reagan policy with the Contras. 

So I feel that what I am saying is now that I am an American 
citizen, that I see that we have rights and that even though some- 
body might dissent or disagree with me, that that, in particular, 
makes that an enemy of mine or an enemy of the government, now 
that I see that I believe that some more supervision ought to be 
done on the FBI so they will not commit this type of disastrous 
mistake of hiring individuals that, even though well-intended, with 
good intentions like I was, did not at any point know, you know, 
about the laws of the United States, or for that fact that were po- 
litically bent to one side, like I was. 

Mr. Edwards. Thank you. 

Counsel. 

Mr. Dempsey. On the terrorist photo album, you filled out almost 
700 pages for that album. 
Mr. Varelli. Yes. 

Mr. Dempsey. Were you given blank forms by them? 

Mr. Varelli. They were blank, yes. Blank forms. 

Mr. Dempsey. And what were you instructed to do when you 
were given those blank forms? 

Mr. Varelli. To put the picture of the person that was under in- 
vestigation then, fill in preliminary type of background informa- 
tion, and also mostly that is what the Bureau had the interest in, 
of the activities that they might be engaged on. 

Mr. Dempsey. How were the individuals on whom the forms were 
to be filled out, how were those individuals selected? 

Mr. Varelli. Because of, if their name had been published in 
any newspaper that would indicate that their voting record was 
against the Reagan Administration, policies or like supporting the 
Contras, or that they had already in the past had some kind of ac- 
tivity that will identify as liberals or people that were, you know, 
involved in activities of dissent. 

Mr. Dempsey. Did the FBI agents that you were working with, 
did they give you the names, or did you select the names? 

Mr. Varelli. No, the names were given by the agents. Some I 
will present them, my own, the ones that I knew of. There is people 
that I don't know who they are, and their picture, you know, is 
there. I was just instructed to work on that file, and some, they 
were just basic information like previous, in the case of Ambassa- 
dor White, that information that he belonged to the Communist 
Party of the United States came out of the FBI files. I have never 
been a member or, you know, on an under-cover basis or any other 
basis of the Communist Party, so I did not know about him. I knew 
him from his activities there in El Salvador. 

Mr. Dempsey. Do you know what happened to the completed 
forms after you gave them back to the FBI agents? 

Mr. Varelli. Yes, they were telexed to the entire offices of the 
FBI, all the field offices of the FBI that were at that time investi- 
gating CISPES and other organizations. 
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Mr. Dempsey. Do you know personally whether they were all te- 
lecopied, do you know that personally? 

Mr. Varelli. Yes— well, I saw them, you know, prepare the 
forms and everything, and sometimes dictate the written report to 
the Bureau stenographer that would go and put it, you know, in 
the teletype. 

Mr. Dempsey. Now, with respect to the break-ins, tell us again 
exactly what the FBI agents told you about the break-ins, starting 
with Bethany House. 

Mr. Varelli. The Bureau had concern that either I was not 
seeing things the way I should or I was not probably going to the 
very center of the organization for the information, and they decid- 
ed that they would do that on their own since they did not in a 
way want to jeopardize my cover. 

They decided to go in, and I was not advised that it was going to 
be done, but I was told later. Special Agent Dan Flanagan with 
Special Agent Jim Evans came and handed me like the records, the 
phone records, and, like I said before, these were the originals they 
had been able to obtain from the Bethany House. They went in, 
and one thing that I know that we have done is detailed, what I 
had done is detailed the activities of the different nuns there. For 
example, I told them that the nuns go swimming in the morning, 
or at a certain time in the afternoon they do go to rosary, you 
know, to pray, to church, and that they are not in the living quar- 
ters, things like that that will give anybody, you know, an indica- 
tion where they could be, where the meetings were going to be 
held, at what time during the evenings, and you know, that they 
will give them— and also a description of how Bethany House- 
Mr. Dempsey. What did either Flanagan or Evans actually say to 
you after the break-in? 

Mr. Varelll Yes, after the break-in they handed me these docu- 
ments and they said, "This is what we are taking last night from, 
you know, the Bethany House,'' and at one time he said, ''from the 
papers we took from Bethany House.'' And at the other occasion 
very clearly when Special Agent Flanagan told me that he broke 
the window to enter into the house of Jose Rinaldi, a man that has 
been investigated there because of suspect activities, and he said, 
''You will not believe." He said Flanagan, what he has, the differ- 
ent posters he has in his room and the different magazines that he 
has about military type of— you know, magazines and things like 
that. 

Whenever after almost three years about this I shared that with 
Mr. Rinaldi, Mr. Rinaldi was just appalled to the fact that that had 
happened. 

Mr. Edwards. But the reason that Mr. Flanagan was either re- 
tired or disciplined, was it because somebody in the FBI found out 
about the break-in? 

Mr. Varelli. I am not really sure about that. I believe that the 
reason the special agent in charge gave me was that because he 
had taken money that belonged to me and to the operation, to the 
FBI, and also because whenever in April of 1984, Special Agent 
Flanagan lost the entire file on El Salvador, here in Washington, 
D.C., when they were coming to an interagency meeting. 

That is the reason they gave me. 
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Mr. Dempsey. This 12-page document entitled ''Subversion/' you 
prepared that in 1984. 
Mr. Varelli. Yes. 

Mr. Dempsey. Now at the time that you prepared it, did you be- 
lieve the statements that are in it? 

Mr. Varelli. To a certain degree, yes, but I still at that time con- 
sidered myself part of the FBI, and I was, you know, to continue, 
you know, the bureau line, because right after — so I would not be- 
cause of the fact that Mr. Flanagan, Special Agent Flanagan lost 
those documents. I was repeatedly even in front of my attorney, 
Mr. Perot, told that I was not to talk to anybody; that that kind of 
investigation had taken place; that the bureau will make it very 
hard on me even in front of any attorney. They said that I will 
have a lot of heartaches if I ever talk about this to anybody. 

I will be charged, and I do have a copy — in Special Agent Jim 
Evans' handwriting in which he puts two articles, they are two ex- 
ecutive orders in which he explains what I am going to be charged 
with, you know, espionage or something like that, because there 
was a great effort on the part of the bureau to try to get me to not 
talk to other individuals, to people. 

Mr. Dempsey. For what purpose was this document prepared? 

Mr. Varelli. It was only — that is a copy of the copy that I gave 
to Special Agent Thomas C. Kelly when he came to my home to 
pick up the teletypes that I had in my apartment. It was for the 
purpose of at least briefing the special agent in charge of what at 
least I was claiming were my activities or have been my activities 
during, you know, the three years and half that I worked with the 
bureau, because like Mr. Kelly said in his own words, the ASAC 
doesn't get involved in cases unless they are very important, and 
he did get involved in my case with Flanagan because he came to 
my apartment to pick up the teletypes that I had there, without 
authorization at least from him, but from authorization from Spe- 
cial Agent Flanagan. 

Mr. Dempsey. This is after Flanagan's car was broken into 

Mr. Varelli. Yes. 

Mr. Dempsey. in Washington and the documents were 

stolen? 

Mr. Varelli. Yes, sir, yes, yes. 

Mr. Larson. I think a proper way to characterize that statement 
is Mr. Varelli was trying to get the money that was owed to him 
and he was trying to plead with people to please see hat he got 
paid. He made several requests for the money. 

The Bureau came to him with a list of money they had made 
him, and asked him to check off what the numbers were that were 
paid. The last five items on the list were the only ones he could 
assure them that he was paid. At this time he was desperate for 
money, and needed to be paid. You see the family lives on rents 
that are provided to them from renting their house in El Salvador, 
and that is what they have been living on, and Frank, because of 
his perverted sense of patriotism at the time, worked for the FBI 
for very little money during this period of time, and he desperately 
needed to be paid, and that, I think, in a way that is the reason 
why he wrote the document that he did, so that people would sym- 
pathize with him and see that he got paid. 
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It is in the last couple of years that he has come to the realiza- 
tion that what he was doing for the bureau was not exactly what 
he had been led to believe, and what he had believed during the 
time that he was doing it. He now realizes that what he was doing 
was accomplishing nothing, because there wasn't anything in 
CISPES to even be concerned about. 

Mr, Dempsey. The report or the document does summarize other 
reports that you had filed between 1981 and 1984, in which you had 
made statements that you did think that CISPES was involved in 
terrorism or was a communist organization or otherwise. 

Is that true? You did file those reports? 

Mr. Varelli. At least, you know, to the degree that I believe in 
my own personal way that they were communists or socialists, I 
would say, it reflected that, but it is because we have to understand 
the fact that I come from a culture in which anybody— like we 
would never say Reagan is crazy in El Salvador, because that 
would be considered the ultimate insult to the President. If you 
insult, you know, the President in El Salvador, you get killed, so if 
I will hear a statement like that, I will have, you know, the tenden- 
cy to— and I will really put somebody in the category of being an 
enemy, being an enemy both of the country and of the, you know, 
the Bureau and of myself. ^ 

Anybody that dissented with the policies that we had then he 
was put there as a socialist or different. But this is of importance 
that, yes, some reports reflected, you know, those views. The other 
was the last word on the report was in the hands of Mr. Flanagan. 
They report, you know, what he added, and then that is why I re- 
quested somebody to look into it. 

Mr. Dempsey. What sort of instructions did you receive from the 
FBI agents as to what you were supposed to be looking for? State- 
ments that the President is wrong or statements derogatory of the 
President, but not suggesting violence, what were you led to believe 
was the relevance of those? 

Mr. Varelli. Well, like I was led to believe that those were, you 
know, really important kind of statements and these people were 
proven by what they were saying to be terrorists, to be affiliated— 
a small statement to the effect of knowing somebody, for example, 
in West Germany's green party will make them— will tie them up, 
you know, according to the Bureau. tit 

They will go ahead and establish a link as a terrorist link. I 
mean there was the normal state of dissent, a normal rhetoric of 
dissent on these people's part that was twisted, and what I was, 
you now, told that indeed these people were terrorists and that I 
was in the right place. Some reports I was clearly told that they 
were not, you know, what the Bureau wanted, and they will 
scratch things that, you know, were not— like if in a meeting had 
been a meeting just basically of fund-raising, some things will be 
added to make it more— to look more of a conspiracy nature, more 
of a threat of what they actually were. 

The reports were, you know, altered to a certain degree. 

Mr. Dempsey. Do you have copies of any of your original submis- 
sions to FBI agents? 

Mr. Varelll I do have some that I report because, you know, 
like in the different groups, what was the FBI? I will write down 
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what it was. Thus my basic job, you know, was to be there and 
present however things happen and try to give everything that per- 
vades them as I heard them. But the interpretation of a lot of 
things that I reported was up to the Bureau. They, you know, in 
turn will explain many of the things, and I never had the reason to 
doubt what they were saying because I thought, well, this is people 
based on enormous years of experience, and they are supposed to, 
you know, to know what they are saying, and to know what they 
are doing, but criminal activity, as you know, has been explained 
to me later. There was none. 

And we, I never saw — they had written many books in which the 
statement said these people have sent weapons to the FMLN. I was 
there and don't know where that took place, and I wanted to get a 
list that is right. When those things happened that I didn't see — 

Mr. Larson. Counsel, may I just say one thing? This is a perfect 
example. Frank told me about it, the mind set of the Bureau. 
Frank saw that movie called, 'The Day After,'' and after the movie 
appeared on television, there was a number you could call in, and 
Frank called in the number, and talked to a lady and told the lady 
on the phone that he was from El Salvador and was carrying along 
the line that the FBI wanted him to go about being Gilbert Men- 
dosa, et cetera. 

Anyway, the lady talked to him and suggested that he contact 
CISPES, that that might be an interesting organization for him to 
go about. As a result of that phone call alone, that lady he talked 
to on the phone ended up in the FBI terrorism file. 

Mr. Slobodin. I have some questions. Mr. Varelli, getting back to 
the summary of this document that Congressman Sensenbrenner 
brought up, you said that this plot by members of CISPES turned 
out later they were not members of CISPES. Do you recall about 
when you found that out? 

Mr. Varelli. As information has been made available. 

Mr. Slobodin. Would you say sometime in 1984 that you later 
found out. 

Mr. Varelli. No later, I believe it was later. 
Mr. Slobodin. 1985? 

Mr. Varelli. I believe so, yes. According to different reports that 
have been released, you know. 

Mr. Slobodin. It wouldn't be much later. It couldn't have been 
after 1985. 

Mr. Varelli. I don't know. It all depends which — 
Mr. Slobodin. You are reasonably sure it was probably around 
1985 that you found out that they were not — 
Mr. Varelli. I knew, you know. 
Mr. Slobodin. When did you know that? 
Mr. Varelli. No, at least I knew the individual. 
Mr. Slobodin. Okay. Let me — 

Mr. Varelli. The organizations I cannot precisely — 
Mr. Slobodin. You just testified you wrote this document in 
1984, is that correct? 
Mr. Varelli. Yes. 

Mr. Slobodin. Do you remember when I showed you this card? 
Mr. Varelli. Yes. 
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Mr. Slobodin. This card you wrote. I am going to show this to 
you. Would you please read the date at the bottom of that card? 
Mr. Varelli. 3-18-86. 

Mr. Slobodin. So Mr. Varelli, wasn't that document— you sent 
that document out in 1986. May I also add that on the first page of 
''Subversion/' the third sentence says, ''Thirty-five years of age.'' 
You were born in 1950. 

Mr. Varelli. Yes. 

Mr. Slobodin. This was before April of 1986, so obviously it was 
prepared given this time frame. Now your counsel, Mr. Larson, 
mentioned that your political point of view somewhat altered in 
1986. 

Mr. Larson. No, you misunderstood. 

Mr. Slobodin. We will go back to the record, Mr. Larson, and see 
what was — 

Mr. Larson. You can do what you like, counsel, but I am going 
to correct the implication that what you are sajdng is correct. 
What I said was that Mr. Varelli's point of view has changed over 
a period of time. It is not when one changes his point of view, it is 
not something that you get up one morning and say, "Ho, I am no 
longer a communist. I am a liberal." Or, "Ho, I am no longer a 
member of the John Birch Society. I am now a member of the left 
wing of the Democratic party." 

That is not something that happens overnight. It is something 
that happens as a process. Mr. Varelli's process has taken quite 
some time, counsel, so I disagree with your characterization of it. 

Mr. Slobodin. You may disagree. 

Mr. Larson. Thank you. I will. 

Mr. Slobodin. Mr. Varelli, didn't you testify earlier today that 
Mr. Tyson was trying to get in touch with you? 
Mr. Varelli. Yes, I did. 

Mr. Slobodin. But in this note it says, "I am waiting to hear 
from you." 

"Dear Mr. Tyson- 
Mr. Varelli. You are taking out of context one single note. If I 
bring all my files I will show you that by the own words of Mr. 
Tyson, I have letters from him in which he has stated that I should 
not be involved with the Congress committees because they are not 
reliable and infiltrated by people. You want to see the letters, I 
will be glad to mail it to you. I don't know if you are talking about 
you or anybody else. 
Mr. Slobodin. I would like to see that letter. 
Mr. Varelli. I will mail it to you. We are doing the same tech- 
nique that was done in the FBI. 

Mr. Slobodin. Let me read you something from the Dallas Morn- 
ing News. 

Mr. Varelli. You are trying to press charges based on one little 
thing. 

Mr. Slobodin. According to the Dallas Morning News article, 
you said that you were victimized by "Flanagan's talent to analyze 
people and recognize their weaknesses." 

Mr. Varelli. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Slobodin. "In the file Flanagan kept on him, yareUi said he 
once saw a notation on him described as ideological." 
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Mr. Varelli. Yes. 

Mr. Slobodin. ''A trait that Varelli now thinks Flanagan exploit- 
ed." 

Mr. Varelli. Exactly. 

Mr. Slobodin. Now you are saying you are ideological — you are 
now a different ideology than at the time — 
Mr. Varelli. I am not. I know that today — 

Mr. Larson. First of all, counsel, what you are doing, again, is 
mischaracterizing something and trying to make something that is 
not there. What Mr. Varelli has said was that his point of view of 
the world has changed over a period of time. It is an evolutionary 
process, and one that has taken some time to develop. What Mr. 
Varelli said and what was actually quoted in the paper was that 
Mr. Flanagan used Mr. Varelli's ideology against him and for the 
benefit of the FBI, and I think that is the accurate way for you to 
characterize it. 

Mr. Slobodin. I think I will stand by the way that statement was 
originally stated. 

Mr. Larson. I don't care what you do, it is okay with me, but I 
am not going to let you do it to me. Thank you. 

Mr. Slobodin. Let the American people decide on that. 

Mr. Larson. That is fine, and I will be glad to stand in front of 
the American people, and I have — 

Mr. Slobodin. Let me ask Mr. Varelli — 

Mr. Larson. Fm sorry, you don't want the American people to 
hear my statement. Thank you. 

Mr. Slobodin. I would like Mr. Varelli to talk about — you men- 
tioned that when you were preparing these reports for the FBI you 
were telling them what they wanted to hear, isn't that correct? 

Mr. Varelli. Verbatim what I heard in the CISPES meetings. 

Mr. Slobodin. the line, ''when you were under cover in 

CISPES," and this is mentioned— you said this on the CBS broad- 
cast, you also said this in the Dallas Morning News article, that 
you made up this story at a CISPES meeting that your family was 
killed in El Salvador. Isn't that correct? 

Mr. Varelli. Yes, sir, under the instruction of Special Agent 
Flanagan and my supervisor at that time. 

Mr. Slobodin. And you have also gone through a number of 
name changes; is that correct? 

Mr. Varelli. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Slobodin. Your original name was Frank Varela. 
Mr. Varelli. I was Franklin Augustin Martinez Varela. 
Mr. Slobodin. Then you went under a false identity for a period 
of time. 

Mr. Varelli. Gilberto Mendoza. 

Mr. Slobodin. You have had some experience with taking posi- 
tions that you don't really feel. 
Mr. Varelli. No, sir. 

Mr. Slobodin. Or telling people things they wanted to hear. Isn't 
that right? 

Mr. Varelli. Sir, I have been consistent in my beliefs as I could 
ever be, and I have been to the right where you could be. Even 
your position, I was three feet to your right, but let me tell you 
there is one thing I did change in 1982 when I became an Ameri- 
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can citizen. I did change my name because for the persons like you 
do not pronounce my name correctly, and there was the same prob- 
lem I was having all over the country. 

Frankly, I was Franklin Augustin Martinez Varela and people 
would say, ''How do you spell it?'' And, then I would have too 
much trouble. The Bureau suggested that I Americanize my name 
in terms of Varelli. Now it sounds as if I am a member of the 
Mafia. So just because Varelli— that doesn't mean, you know, that 
I will be characterized with the different people in La Cosa Nostra. 

Mr. Slobodin. But you have had some experience. 

Mr. Varelli. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Slobodin. In making up stories. 

Mr. Varelli. In all respect, sir, there is this: we conservatists 
have been too hypocritical. We have been too hypocritical to the 
point that we have used only things that are convenient for us, and 
we have not had the audacity or the guts to admit where we have 
been wrong. 

In El Salvador, sir, the policies of the United States are wrong 
because the people are being killed down there, and conservatives 
here, because of the bar — 

Mr. Slobodin. Mr. Varelli, could we get back to the issue at hand 
here? 

Mr. Varelli. All the beautiful things being portrayed my people 
are being killed daily. I ask what are we doing about it? 

Mr. Slobodin. Sir, that is very eloquent, but could we get back to 
the issue at hand? 

Mr. Varelli. Exactly. 

Mr. Slobodin. Your credibility. 

Mr. Varelli. Right. 

Mr. Slobodin. There are a number of inconsistencies in your 
statement, and I would like to — 

Mr. Larson. Counsel, are you trying to make the point that you 
have always been consistent throughout your life? 

Mr. Slobodin. Well, I think that this man is making some very, 
as Congressman Kastenmeier put it, astounding allegations. 

Mr. Larson. Why don't we take the FBI records here and look at 
the records yourself and then determine— 

Mr. Slobodin. We are going to look at all the facts. 

Mr. Larson. I hope you are, but it indicates to me you are not 
actually getting at the facts. 

Mr. Slobodin. I would like to know if Mr. Varelli has solved his 
social security number problem. 

Mr. Larson. What do you mean solved his social security 
number problem? What do you mean? 

Mr. Slobodin. Are you employed right now, sir? 

Mr. Larson. The social security number that the FBI gave him 
was the same one that he has under his real name. 

Mr. Slobodin. But he said that he had problems finding a job be- 
cause of the social security. 

Mr. Larson. Well, it is because he operated for a couple of years 
under another name. But the FBI gave him— 

Mr. Slobodin. It is now in his name? It is now correct? 

Mr. Larson. When you go to an employer and you ask the— 
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Mr. Slobodin. I just want to know basically if he is employed 
right now. 

Mr. Varelli. No, he is not. When you go to an employer, and 
you make application for a job and you say what is your name, and 
you give him the name, and then they say, '*But what did you do 
last year?'' And, you say, "I worked for the FBI under a phony 
name,'' the average person on the street is going to say, ''You are 
crazy." 

Mr. Slobodin. Now I want to know — 
Mr. Varelli. Let me clarify about my social security. 
Mr. Slobodin. Who paid for your trip? 
Mr. Varelli. The FBI used my social security. 
Mr. Slobodin. Did the committee pay for your trip? 
Mr. Varelli. Yes, sir. I understand. That is what I understand. I 
don't know. 
Mr. Edwards. That is correct. 

Mr. Varelli. My social security was used by the FBI, the 
number, 412-17-4304, that is my social security, and that social se- 
curity was used by the FBI and put the name of Gilberto Mendoza. 
They used the card. They formed the number. There has been trou- 
ble in the fact that two names come up in that social security 
number. That is what I, you know, tried to say before, and it is 
very difficult to live, you know, two names, one social security 
card, especially now they are selling them there in the Dallas area. 

Mr. Slobodin. I am going to stop my questioning at this point, 
Mr. Chairman. 

Mr. Edwards. Thank you very much, Mr. Varelli and counsel. 
We appreciate your testimony very much. 
Mr. Larson. Thank you. 

[Whereupon, at 1:25 p.m., the subcommittee was adjourned, sub- 
ject to the call of the chair.]

Dear Director Webster: 

At the Subcomitii ttee ' s April I7th authorization/oversight hearing, 
you offered to review for us specific cases in which domestic 
opponents of U.S. policy in Central America were questioned by 
the FBI or other intelligence services. You promised to take 
corrective action if it appeared that government agents had 
overstepped the bounds of appropriate intelligence or counter- 
intelligence activities. 

Listed below are five illustrative cases. We would like to know 
the basis for the intelligence agents*^ actions in each instance. 

To avoid further intrusions on privacy, we are limiting this 
request to individuals whose names have been made public already. 
Furthermore, we do not wish this inquiry to result in a second round 
of questioning of the persons involved or their friends, co-workers, 
or neighbors. (I understand from your April 25 letter that you 
were able to respond to our January 14, 1985 inquiry on a similar 
basis. ) 

— Amy Good, a Detroit social worker who went to 
Nicaragua last fall, was visited at home by two 
FBI agents, one of whom identified himself as 
John T. Andrews. Ms. Good was not home at the 
time. Upon being called later by Ms. Good's 
lawyer. Agent Andrews stated that the FBI was 
trying to interview all people returning from 
Nicaragua and was doing so for "positive 
intelligence gathering," 

— Jill Clark, a member of the New Orleans chapter 
of the Committee in Solidarity with the People of 
El Salvador, received three visits from FBI agents 
in the last several months. 
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— David Rostari/ a law student in New York, was 
visited by FBI agent Ken Goldsmith, who left a 
calling card reading "Please call me about 
Nicaragua. This will be a friendly chat." 

Mr. Rostan has never been to Nicaragua but 
attended a meeting about Nicaragua. 

— Daisy Cubias, an organizer for the Central 
America Solidarity Coalition (CASC), was visited 
at her home on January 3, 1985 by two FBI agents. 
On February 15, an FBI agent called Ms. Cubias 

at her place of employment. On March 2, two 
agents came to her workplace asking for Ms. Cubias, 
but she was on sick-leave. On March 13, the same 
two agents who had questioned her in January came 
back to her house. They said they wanted to tell 
her something, that some members of CASC had 
invited a member of the Soviet Embassy to speak 
in Milwaukee and that they were "concerned" about 
the invitation. 

— Sally Brown, a staff member in Congresswoman 
Schroeder's Denver office, was called at work 
by Charlene M. Sullivan, Special Agent, Defense 
Investigative Service. The agent questioned 

Ms. Brown about an interfaith prayer service at 
the Central Presbyterian Church to commemorate 
the assasination of Salvadoran Archbishop Oscar 
Romero; the agent asked Ms. Brown to identify 
persons attending the event. Agent Sullivan also 
visited and called the offices of the Colorado 
Council of Churches and asked the Secretary of 
the Council to identify persons who had been at 
the prayer service. 

We have received even more troubling allegations of harassment of 
groups opposed to U.S. policy in Central America. One allegation 
involves the New Institute of Central America (NICA) which is 
located, with other groups, in offices in the basement of the Old 
Cambridge Baptist Church in Cambridge, Massachusetts, Three times 
NICA's offices have been broken into (in November, in December, and 
two weeks ago) without anything of value having been taken. There 
is no indication that the FBI was involved in these break-ins. 
There is also no indication that they were the work of ordinary 
criminals. The incidents raise the question whether right-wing 
groups of which the FBI is aware may be seeking to intimidate 
opponents of U.S. foreign policy, with or without the knowledge 
of the Bureau, 
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Finally, the question was raised at the hearing whether 
the FBI more frequently questioned Americans returning from 
Nicaragua than from other countries. We would like to know, first, 
what period of time you were referring to when you stated that 
the Bureau had interviewed approximately 100 persons returning 
from- Nicaragua and, second, how many people in the same period 
were interviewed after trips to the following countries: 

— Soviet Union 

— Libya 

— People's Republic of China 

— Iran 

— El Salvador 



We have received your response to our letter of January 14, 1985 
m which we asked that you review certain incidents described in 
a statement of Michael Ratner. We will be contacting your office 
to arrange a briefing to review the classified cases to which you 
were unable to respond in the letter.

In response to your letter of May 2, 1985, the FBI 
has conducted a review concerning the five incidents contained 
in that correspondence. 

As mentioned in my April 25, 1985 letter, FBI 
investigations in foreign counterintelligence and foreign 
intelligence matters are conducted under Executive Order 
12333 and the Attorney General Guidelines. These guidelines 
also govern our international terrorism investigations. 
Of these five incidents, all but one are classified or pending 
investigations and, therefore, cannot be discussed in this 
letter. 

With respect to the allegation involving Sally Brown, 
I have been informed that Ms. Brown was contacted by the 
Defense Investigative Service (DIS) during a background 
investigation of a Hughes Aircraft employee. The FBI had 
neither involvement with, nor investigative interest in this 
case. Therefore, I suggest you contact the DIS for further 
information. 
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I realize that this written response does not fully 



satisfy your needs in this area and, therefore, I would 
again suggest that a classified briefing be arranged 
regarding the remaining matters at a time convenient for 
you. Perhaps we could combine this briefing with your 
outstanding request regarding incidents described in the 
statement of Michael Ratner. At this time we will also be 
prepared to address not only the incidents outlined in 
your letter but also any knowledge of the New Institute 
of Central America as well as any comparisons that we are 
able to make between the scope of our investigation 
regarding Nicaragua and the five countries eniimerated in 
your May 2, 1985 letter.

Dear Director Webster: 

The Subcommittee has received a number of inquiries regard- 
ing break-ins at "sanctuary" churches and offices of organiza- 
tions involved with Central American issues. (A partial list of 
alleged incidents is attached. Further information is available 
from the Subcommittee.) Some people have suggested that federal 
law enforcement agencies are behind the break-ins, but I have 
sought to assure them that the Bureau no longer engages in 
Cointelpro-type operations. 

The alleged break-ins do, nonetheless, present a disturbing 
pattern. If the allegations are true, and if the incidents are 
linked, they raise the possibility that agents of a foreign 
government are responsible, seeking to intimidate U.S. citizens. 
If there is foreign involvement, -there might be jurisdiction for 
the FBI to investigate. In addition, there may be other bases 
for FBI jurisdiction. 

I would like to know whether there is anything the Bureau 
is doing or could be doing to identify and apprehend those 
responsible for the break-ins, thereby putting to rest fears of 
government harassment. 

In this connection, we understand that some of the organiza- 
tions that have been the subject of break- ins — the Old 
Cambridge Baptist Church, the New England Central America 
Network, the Nuevo Institute de Centroamerica , and the Central 
America Solidarity Association — are indexed by the Bureau's 
Boston Office to the files of other organizations or individuals. 
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The Boston Office has withheld all but one of these references 
in response to FOIA requests. Disclosure of the documents, which 
seem to be few in number, could further help to dispel the 
concerns of these groups that they are the subjects of government 
harassment.

Project was broken into twice during the weekend of 
October 25. Legal files and telephone logs vere 
rifled. 

September 16, 1985. 

Files on pending asylum cases were stolen from the 
office of Rev. David A. Myers, a lawyer and priest 
in Guadalupe, Arizona. 

July 16, 1985. 

The office of Rev. Donovan Cook, University Baptist 
Church, Seattle, was broken into and files disturbed. 
(Cook is an unindicted co-conspirator in U.S. v, 
Aouilar (D. Ariz.)-) 

February, 1985. 

The offices of the East Bay Sanctuary Covenant at the 
Trinity Methodist Church in Berkeley, California 
were broken into. 

October, 1984. 

At the First United Methodist Church, Germantown, 
Pennsylvania r the apartment of refugees who are 
unindicted co-conspirators in U.S. v. Aguilar was 
broken into- 

September, 1984. 

The .apartment of three refugees at the Riverside 
Church, Kew York City was broken into twice. A file 
folder on sanctuary was taken along with other items.

This is in response to your January 29, 1986 letter 
whereon you reported that your Subcommittee had received a number 
of anguiries regarding break-ins at ''sanctuary" churches and 
offices of organizations involved with Central American issues. 
You provided a list of these organizations and dates of the 
alleged break-ins noting that further information could be 
available from your Subcommittee. The focus of your letter 
appeared to be FBI jurisdiction to investigate these occurrences, 
you had further noted the handling of a Freedom of Information 
Act (FOIA) request from the Boston Division of the FBI relative 
to the organizations and generally requested fxirther releases 
under the FOIA if possible. 



Regarding possible FBI investigative jurisdiction, we 
have been advised by the Criminal Section, Civil Rights Division, 
Departapent of Justice, that such breaX-ins could not constitute a 
violation of the Federal Criminal Civil Rights Statutes absent 
evidence of law enforcement involvement. Therefore, absent this 
type of evidence, the FBI would not have any Federal criminal 
jurisdiction to conduct an investigation of these break-ins under 
the Civil Rights statutes. Tnese breaX-ins, of course, do 
constitute biurglary and, as such, are subject to local law 
enforcement jiarisdiction. As to the possibility of investigative 
jurisdiction for the FBI based on foreign involvement, under 
certain circumstances, there could be a basis for conducting a 
foreign counterintelligence or international terrorism 
investigation. Specific investigative procedures for this type 
of investigation are classified. However, if the necessary 
predication existed, we could conduct an investigation to 
determine the extent of foreign involvement for purposes of that 
investigation. Even in that case, should the investigation turn 
up violations of local law, such as buirglary, then that would be 
referred to the local authorities .for appropriate action. 
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Regarding that part of your letter that referred to 
certain TOTk requests, such requests concerning the Old Caribridge 
Baptist Church, the Kew England Central American Ketwork, the 
Kuevo Institute de Centroamerica, and the Central Ajnexican 
Solidarity Association were made during September, 19B5, by an 
attorney for the Center for Constitutional Rights, Kew York, 
Kew York, to the Boston Office of the FBI. 

FBI records did not reflect that these organizations 
had been the subject of an FBI investigation, btit infomatian 
regarding them had been indexed to the files of other 
organizations and individuals, of nine such references which 
were located by the Boston Office, six were classified, two were 
withheld to protect privacy and confidentiality and one was 
released. The FBI's withholding of the information under the 
FOIA has been appealed to the Department of Justice where it is 
presently under review. Additional information would be released 
only if the current review determines that these documents no 
longer warrant classification. 

We appreciate your efforts in assuring those people, 
who have suggested possible Federal law enforcement involvement 
in the break-ins , that the FBI does not engage in these types of 
operations. ^ If we can be of any further assistance to you and 
your staff in this matter, please do not hesitate to let us know.

inquiries with the appropriate law enforcement agencies having 
information relative to the incidents of brea3c-ins requested by 
your committee. The following is a list of these incidents and 
a brief statement concerning the results of these inquiries: 



BURGLARY OF THE UNIVERSITY LUTHERAN 
CHURCH, BERKELEY, CALIFORNIA, SOMETIME 
DURING FEBRUARY, 1985 

The Berkeley, California, Police Department advised 



that a search of its records disclosed that a burglary was 
reported on Msurch 9, 1985, at the University Lutheran Chapel, 
2425 College Avenue, Berkeley. A review of the report revealed 
that an unknown person or persons forced entry into the basement 
of the chxirch and removed a Panasonic video cassette recorder 
from the library. A storage room and office were also entered, 
but it is unknown if other items were stolen. The investigation 
was closed due to the lack of physical evidence or witnesses.

As you know, the Subcommittee is reviewing the Bureau's 
interviews or investigations of groups and individuals opposed to 
U.S. policy in Central America. We are particularly interested 
in the standards governing the initiation and scope of such 
inquiries . 

In a letter dated May 14, 1987, we asked the Bureau to 
testify about these matters. Subcommittee staff have since had 
discussions with Bureau representatives in an effort to define 
the scope of the public portion of the hearings. 

Since the staff discussions were hot able to resolve the 
matter, I am writing to ask that the Bureau outline what it can 
publicly discuss about its procedures in this area. The focus of 
our concern is simply this: when can an American who supports 
the Nicaraguan government expect to' be questioned by the FBI? 
There must be some way for the Bureau to answer this question 
publicly. 

Attached is a list of questions that expand upon the Subcom- 
mittee's concerns. None of them touches upon specific cases. 
None of them addresses methods of intelligence gathering. They 
relate solely to standards and definitions. ^ou should not feel 
bound by our specific formulation of the issues. The purpose of 
this letter is to invite you to tell us what you can discuss 
publicly about the standards under which the Bureau operates.

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QUESTIONS 

1. How does the Bureau decide when to proceed under its 
criminal guidelines and when to proceed under its intelligence 
guidelines? 

2. What is the standard (or predicate) for opening a case 
under the intelligence guidelines? 

3. Is an intelligence investigation broader than a criminal 
investigation? Is the FBI seeking to accomplish purposes other 
than the prevention or prosecution of criminal activity? If sot 
what is the Bureau seeking to accomplish in an intelligence 
investigation, and what limits the scope of the investigation? 

4. According to unclassified excerpts of the intelligence 
guidelines, "intelligence activities" are defined to include "any 
activity conducted ... to affect political or governmental 
processes by, for or on behalf of a foreign power." How do you 
define "affecting political or , governmental processes?" Does it 
include speaking out in support of a foreign powerj-a^tr ing "on

5. How do you define "for or on behalf of?" The 
unclassified portion of the guidelines states that whether 
activities are "for or on behalf of a foreign power" is based on 
"consideration of the extent to which the foreign power is 
involved in control, leadership or policy direction; financial or 
material support; or leadership assignments or discipline." 

How does the Bureau define "policy direction?" Is it broad 
enough to include public support for a foreign government by an 
American who has contact with officials of that government? How 
about regular contact? Can it include Americans who are not paid 
by the foreign power? 

6. When does the FBI investigate groups and when does it 
investigate individuals? When a group is under investigation, 
how many of its members are subject -to being interviewed? 

7. A "foreign power" is defined as any foreign government 
or any foreign-based political organization. -Does the FBI 
investigate the activities of all foreign powers? How does it 
decide which ones it investigates? Would the contras be a 
foreign-based political organization? 

8. Assume an American goes to Nicaragua, tours the country 
and meets with Sandinista leaders. The American says, "I'm very 
impressed with your revolution and what you are trying to do to 
improve the lot of your people. Is there anything I can do to 
help?" The Sandinistas say, "What we need is grassroots support 
among Americans. It would be helpful if you organized a network

Reference is made to your letter dated Jtine 1, 1987, 
regarding standards governing the initiation and scope of 
investigations of groups and individuals opposed to U. S. policv 
m Central America, ^ 

The Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) is charged 
with the responsibility for detecting activities which may 
violate this Nation's espionage laws and neutralizing the 
clandestine intelligence activities of hostile foreign powers and 
their agents in the United States. The scope of our intelligence 
and counterintelligence responsibilities and manner in which our 
activities are conducted are further defined by Executive Order 
12333 and by the Attorney General Guidelines for FBI Foreign 
Intelligence Collection and Foreign Counterintelligence 
Investigations (AG Guidelines) , which are mandated by that 
Executive Order. The AG Guidelines are designed, among other 
things, to ensure the deepest respect for First Amendment rights 
ana our activities are conducted in a way which reflects this 
concern. 

In the fulfillment of our responsibilities we do find 
It sometimes necessary to interview Americans who may have had 
contact with agents of hostile foreign powers, either here in the 
United States or while traveling abroad. We must rely on the 
cooperation of the public and the assistance they can provide in 
furnishing information to assist us in meeting our 
responsibilities. It is not our intention to discourage anyone's 
freedom of speech or right to travel, nor is it our intent to 
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intimidate or otherwise influence those persons who may have a 
legitimate disagreement with U. S. foreign policy. A direct 
interview is the least intrusive and frequently the best means of 
obtaining the information we require. Such interviews are done 
on a selective basis and do not necessarily mean such individuals 
are the subjects of an FBI investigation. The few individuals 
contacted compared with the many who travel to Central America 
and many others who oppose the Government's foreign policy m 
Central America is a good indication that there is no intent to 
put a chill on such individual rights. 

Our investigations may be criminal if a violation of 
Federal criminal law under our jurisdiction is apparent, or they 
may be for intelligence or counterintelligence pxirposes if it is 
indicated the clandestine activity is being conducted for or on 
behalf of a foreign power or agent of a foreign power, A 
criminal investigation of an individual or group which might be 
in violation of Federal law would be handled in the same manner 
as any other criminal investigation. An intelligence or 
counterintelligence investigation is conducted under standards 
which are classified and which appear in the AG Guidelines. The 
AG Guidelines, in Section III.A.l. (an unclassified portion), 
specifically state, "Such collection shall be accomplished by the 
least intrusive means that will provide information of the 
quality, scope and timeliness required and in a manner that is 
consistent with the Constitution and laws of the United States, 
these guidelines and Executive Orders." The exact standards are 
classified and meaningful dialog cannot be conducted on their 
scope or meaning in an open hearing. To publicly disclose these 
standards would reveal to hostile powers our techniques and 
standards employed in their use, which could allow them to adjust 
their activities accordingly and still conduct intelligence 
activities to the detriment of our national security. 

Several of the questions on the attachment to your 
letter involve intelligence activities for or on behalf of a 
foreign power, the exact definitions of which you refer to from 
the unclassified portion of the AG Guidelines. Activities for or 
on behalf of a foreign power are obviously in two categories, 
those which are legal and those which are illegal. Those which 
are unlawful would be investigated pursuant to the appropriate 
criminal violation (e.g., espionage, foreign agents 
registration). Activities which were lawful, but clearly relate 
to the goals and programs of a hostile foreign power, pose a more 
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complex problem. Obviously, a U. S. person or entity that merely 
represents a foreign government, such as a law firm or a public 
relations firm, does not, for that reason alone, warrant 
investigation. Similarly, a group or entity that sees its own 
interests as parallel to those of a foreign power and acts 
accordingly is not, for that reason alone, a legitimate subject 
of a foreign counterintelligence investigation. However, if 
credible information comes to the FBI's attention that a group or 
entity is acting under the direction and control of a hostile 
foreign power, the FBI may initiate a counterintelligence 
investigation. Such an investigation could be initiated even 
though the activities of the group or entity do not, on their 
face, violate a criminal statute. For example, if an 
organization is gathering publicly available information for a 
hostile foreign government, such as details on those opposed to 
that government, such activities may be of interest to the FBI if 
information exists that the organization is acting as an arm of 
that government, 

A foreign power can be a faction or entity or other 
similar foreign-directed group, which definition is in your 
unclassified portion of the AG Guidelines and which is the same 
as that used in the Foreign Intelligence Surveillance Act. We 
have, as an example, in the past investigated anti-Castro groups 
simultaneously with investigations of Cuban intelligence 
activities. If an activity by any foreign power in the United 
States is against the law, or its purpose and direction are 
\inknown, we could investigate it to determine if it was an 
intelligence activity. The standards for the conduct of such an 
investigation would be a topic for a closed hearing. 

^ The answer to your questions regarding tasking to 
conduct intelligence interviews or investigations is set out in 
the unclassified portion of the AG Guidelines in your possession. 
Section III.E. and under the Guidelines for FBI Dissemination to 
the White House, an unclassified annex to the AG Guidelines, We 
can conduct counterintelligence investigations on matters brought 
to our attention which we determine warrant such attention. 

In short, to respond with meaningful answers or 
explanations would require a closed session. The FBI is very 
interested in conveying an understanding of our activities and 
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standards to your committee but believes there is no purpose in 
attempting to do this in a forum where in-depth responses could 
not be made or, if made, could be detrimental to the national 
interest. 

The FBI would be happy to respond to questions of the 
natxire set out in your suggested questions, but believes this can 
only be done in a closed session.

Thank you for your recent letter on standards governing the 
initiation and scope of investigations of aroups and individuals 
opposed to U.S. policy in Central America.' 

Although you did not specifically answer many of the ques- 
tions we outlined in our June 1 letter, I was pleased to see that 
the FBI was willing to discuss at least some of these matters in 
an unclassified context. The standards governino the investiga- 
tion of Americans are matters of public interest, and I have 
always believed they can be the subject of public discussion 
without jeopardizing investigations or techniques. 

Your letter raises one point of grave concern: the FBI's 
claim that it can initiate a counterintelligence inves t ioat ion of 
a domestic group even though the activities of the group'do not 
appear to violate a criminal statute. While I understand that 
the Bureau would like to keep track of the lawful activities of 

hostile" foreign governments, any departure froii^ the criminal 
standard where American citizens are concerned threatens to 
impinge on freedoms of speech and association. 

Congress recognized the importance of the criminal standard 
when It adopted the Foreign Intelligence Surveillance Act, which 
makes it clear that electronic surveillance of Americans must be 
governed by a criminal standard. The Act provides that an agent 
of a foreign power- -who can be the target of electronic surveil- 
lance is someone "who knowingly enaaqes in clandestine intelli- 
gence gathering activities for or on behalf of a foreian power, 
which activities involve or may involve a violation of'the 
criminal statutes of the United States. " Unoer FISA, tnerefore, 
tne initiation of intrusive electronic surveillance depends not 
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only on the existence of an agency relationship, but also on 
there being a nexus to criminal activity. 

The FBI's guidelines on domestic security/terrorism investi- 
gations also require a criminal nexus. Only in the international 
area is the criminal standard not followed. That may be justi- 
fied with regard to foreign nationals who are members of hostile 
intelligence services; I cannot understand it with regard to 
American citizens. 

The criminal standard is particularly important when the FBI 
is investigating a group, because otherwise there is nothing to 
stop the FBI from investigating all the members of the group and 
all of the group*s activities, many of which may be lawful. 
Meetings will be attended, individuals will be questioned about 
their affiliations and friendships, files will be built up. 

Indeed, unless the inquiry is limited in scope by a criminal 
standard, I do not see how the Bureau can avoid investigating 
whatever lawful political activity a group is involved in. 
Even if political opposition did not trigger the investigation, 
political activity will become a subject of the investigation as 
you try to determine the structure and scope of the group, its 
relations with other groups, and the identity of its members and 
their activities. We have received reports of quite open-ended 
questions into these matters, which make people feel that their 
political activities are at issue. 

I also question the value of investigations of Americans 
that are not focused on potential criminal violations. Citizens 
involved in lawful activity, even if it is under the direction 
and control of a foreign government, cannot be arrested or prose- 
cuted. They cannot be declared persona non grata or otherwise 
expelled. Why does the Bureau investigate them? Questions to 
Americans about group activities not tied to a violation of the 
law threaten to take us back to e period when counterintelligence 
included keeping track of dissenters. 

As you know, this Subcommittee has been supportive of the 
Bureau. In areas such as the break-ins, where there have been 
allegations that the FBI is involved, we have consistently said 
we did not think that is the case. But in the area of the scope 
and conduct of counterintelligence investigations, there have 
been enough reports of seemingly overbroad investigations that 
we feel we have to assure the public that the FBI is bound by 
definite guidelines. We look for further assurances that such 
investigations are narrowly conducted. 

We must still pursue our basic question: when can an 
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American who supports the Nicaraguan government (or Palestinian 
rights or any other international cause) expect to be questioned 
by the FBI? Will an allegation of close contact with foreign 
officials trigger an investigation? How about volunteer work 
on behalf of a nation or group? How about fund-raising? If 
there are specific allegations with respect to individuals who 
happen to be members of a group, will the entire group be 
investigated? 

I look forward to your response. I hope that it can come 
in a public context that allows dialogue on the important issues 
of policy — not sources and methods — that we have raised.

Reference is made to your letter dated July 10, 1987, 
requesting a public discussion of standards regarding the 
initiation and scope of investigations of groups and individuals 
opposed to U. S. policy in Central America. 

VJe must respectfully reiterate the request stated in 
our letter of June 22, 198?, that discussions of such matters, in 
order to be meaningful, must be conducted in a closed hearing. 
The need for a closed forum on these matters is amply 
demonstrated by the issues raised by your July lOth letter. Your 
discussion of standards and criteria on which such investigations 
may be based begins with a reference to the Foreign Intelligence 
Surveillance Act, which is a highly intrusive investigative 
technique that requires equally high standards tc be met before 
judicial approval is granted for its use. Your discussion then, 
however, shifts to various activities which, depending on 
specific facts and circumstances, may or may not justify 
investigative attention under the Attorney General Guidelines for 
FBI Foreign Intelligence Collection and Foreign Counter- 
intelligence Investigations (AG Guidelines), and asks for 
assurances that such investigations, when so justified, are 
narrowly conducted . 

The best assurance the FBI can give that such 
investigations are narrowly conducted is to state that they are 
conducted in accordance with the standards and criteria set forth 
in the AG Guidelines. These standards and criteria are 
classified and must remain so in the interest of national 
security. We believe that in a closed hearing these natters may

be discussed in sufficient detail for you to assure the public 
that we are bound by definite guidelines. Public responses to 
the questions you have posed would not provide a proper 
understanding of the criteria and standards under which we 
operate inasmuch as these guidelines are classified, nor would 
they provide an adequate basis to assure either your subcommittee 
or the public that our investigations are narrowly conducted. 

In the interest of balancing the concerns of the 
public, your subcommittee and the national security, we again 
offer to respond to your suggested questions, but remain of the 
belief that the In-depth responses needed for a proper 
understanding of the subject matter call for a closed session.

Dear Director Sessions: 

The Subcommittee has been concerned for some time about a 
disturbing pattern of break-ins at offices of domestic organi- 
zations opposed to U.S. policy in Central America. We have 
written about this matter to Director Webster and Acting Director 
Otto, and we held two days of hearings on it in February of this 
year. 

Another break-in came to our attention today, at the Office 
of the Central American Historical Institute, located in the 
Intercultural Center on the campus of Georgetown University. The 
break-in occurred last week, on the night of October 29 - 30. It 
was discovered on Friday morning, October 30th. According to 
Betsy Cohn, who heads the Institute (687-5676), a locked door to 
the suite that includes the Institute's office was jimmied open. 
The door to the Institute's office, which should have been 
locked, was found open, but showed no signs of being forced. A 
locked file cabinet in the office was forceably opened by 
breaking the lock. Files on the Institute's funding and 
expenditures seem to have been examined. Petty cash of $100 and 
checks made out to the Institute, which were in the same cabinet, 
were not taken, nor were other items of value in the office 
including a computer, a typewriter and a clock radio. 

The incident was reported to the Georgetown Campus Police 
and the D.C. Metropolitan police. A police report has been 
prepared .

My naine is Marilyn Chilcote. In 1982 I was Assistant Pastor at St. John's 
Presbyterian Church in Berkeley, when that congregation became one of the seven 
original churches in the United States to declare public "Sanctuary". Since January 
1985 I have been Director of the Office of the East Bay Sanctuary Covenant, located at 
2320 Dana, Berkeley, CA 9A704 in the basement of Trinity Methodist Church. 

In the third month after the congregations of the East Bay Sanctuary Covenant opened 
their office we had a break in (5-23-85). Sometime in the middle of the night the 
main door to our basement office was broken down, and three locked doors to auxiliary 
offices forced open. Some person or persons had apparently been in each of our four 
office spaces, but aside from the broken door there was no vandalism, and nothing was 
taken except an old, non-operative portable typewriter. Envelopes marked "donations" 
with cash in them were on display shelves, and three new "computerized" telephones and 
a new calculating machine were in plain sight. As a Presbyterian minister familiar 
with church break-ins, I thought this one strange, but initially made no more of it. 

On the evening March 7, 1986, Trinity Methodist Church's caretaker came down to the 
basement at about 7:00 P.M. to get some chairs, and noticed that the doors to the East 
Bay Sanctuary Covenant offices were open, and some lights on. The care-taker, Greg 
Houston, knew that our lock-up procedures are carefully followed, so he called out to 
see if anyone were there. Getting no answer he approached the office door, and saw 
someone bent over a desk in the unlighted main office writing something with a felt 
pen. 

Greg asked the person who he was. The man gave his name as "John Hudson". When asked 
what he was doing the man claimed to be a volunteer, working here with the refugees. 
He said he was filling out forms. When Greg asked, "What refugees?" the man said, 
"you know, the Salvadoran and Guatemalan refugees. Didn't you know they did that 
here?" 

Greg, who happens to be one of our volunteers, did not recognize the man, and made a 
vague statement and wandered off rather than confront him. He called me from upstairs 
to confirm that we had no such volunteer, and then called the police. By the time 
police arrived, they could not find anyone matching that description in our around the 
building. 

Description: A black male of about 30 years of age, wearing a black baseball cap, dark 
jacket and pants, no facial hair. Berkeley police searched the building thoroughly 
and helped us check to see that nothing was missing. Again, there was cash out in 
obvious envelopes marked "donations". A computer and printer and two answering 
machines were also in plain sight. Four office doors had been opened, either with 
stolen keys, or very skillfully picked. 

Before leaving the man had closed a drawer which was open when Greg was talking to 
him, laid aside the felt pen in the area where he was writing, and taken whatever 
paper he was writing on with him. Berkeley police Investigated, including taking 
finger prints, but the man was not apprehended.

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STATEMENT OF RACHEL WEISS BEFORE THE SUBCOMMITTEE ON CIVIL 
AND CONSTITUTIONAL RIGHTS 

For the past three years I have been employed as the Coordinator 
of the Visiting Artists Program at the Massachusetts College of 
Art in Boston. In that capacity I have, since the Spring of 1985, 
been working on the establishment of a student exchaiaje program 
between the Massachusetts College of Art and the Institute 
Superior de Arte in Havana, Cuba. On April 7, 1986, my apartment 
was broken into. The burglars rifled files and stole computer disks, 
leaving behind a large quantity of camera, computer, stereo, video 
and filmmaking equipment. Due to the suspicious nature of this 
burglary, and due to its possible connection to my activities 
related to Cuba, I am asking that this statement be entered into 
the record of your investigation of politically-motivated break-ins. 

Following a visit to the College of Art in the Spring of 1984 by 
the Havana art critic Gerardo Mosquera and a subsequent visit in 
March, 1985, by three Cuban artists (Flavio Garciandia, Jose Bedia 
Valdez and Ricardo Rodriguez Brey), my colleague Henry Isaacs 
(Associate Professor of Printmaking) and I contacted the Ministry 
of Culture in Havana regarding the College of Art's interest in 
participating in an exchange program with the Institute Superior 
de Arte, the Cuban national art college. In October, 1985, Mr. Isaacs 
and I traveled to Cuba at the invitation of the International 
Section of the Ministry of Culture in order to negotiate an exchange 
agreement. These negotiations led to the development and mutual 
approval of a plan to exchange students, art exhibitions and tech- 
nical information in the arts between the two colleges. 

Beginning in November, 1985, I began to research the various U.S. 
regulations and restrictions pertinent to such an exchange project. 
Between November, 1985, and February, 1986, a number of lengthy 
phone calls to the Cuban Desk of the State Department yielded a 
wide variety of responses to my questions about the exact nature 
of restrictions on travel by Cubans to the United States. Frustrated 
by my inability to elicit a definitive answer from the State Depart- 
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ment I sent a written list of questions to the Cuban Desk, at the 
suggestion of Congressman Barney Frank. A response to my inquiry 
was sent by Ms. Catherine Barry, dated April 4. Three days later, 
my home was broken into. 

It is worth noting that in the phone conversations mentioned above 
with staff members at the Cuban Desk, I was told, among other things, 
that the U.S. students traveling to Cuba might be subject to arrest 
upon their return, that the Cuban students selected to study in 
Boston would almost certainly be designated (by the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service) as employees of the Cuban government, and 
therefore be ineligible to enter the U.S., and that I should give 
up on the project because the Cubans, ever fearful of defections, 
would never follow through on their promise to send students to the 
United States. Needless to say, the letter eventually sent by Ms. 
Barry made no such points. 

It may also be worth noting that during July, 1985, my roomate 
Dana Moser and I received a number of phone calls from a colleague, 
Charles Kelly, who was then traveling in Nicaragua and shooting 
videotape there. Several of these phone calls included the slow-scan 
transmission of video images that Mr. Kelly had gathered. Most 
notable among those transmissions was footage shot in the wake of 
three particularly brutal contra attacks on villages in the Jinotega 
province. We attempted {with no success) to interest local news 
media in this material. 

Finally I should mention that, on May 9, 1984, Father Ernesto 
Cardenal, the Nicaraguan Minister of Culture, visited the Massachu- 
setts College of Art under the auspices of my program. This visit 
was organized in conjunction with the Central American Solidarity 
Association in Cambridge, MA, whose offices have sustained "suspicious" 
burglaries on a number of occasions since early 1985. 
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Sometime between 9AM and 7PM on April 7, 1986, an unknown person 
or persons broke a window in the rear of my apartment and entered 
through it. While in the apartment, the intruder (s) rifled the 
contents of file cabinets and went through the contents of two 
desks and a number of other drawers. Although the apartment contained 
a large quantity of electronic equipment and other valuables, the 
only items stolen were: 

- all of my computer diskettes; 

- a small toy robot, made from a kit; 

- a small battery-powered alarm clock; 

- a telephone answering machine beeper; and, 

- a portable short wave radio (one of two identical radios in the 
apartment) . 

The plastic box that had held the diskettes was left empty on the 
desk. When dusted for fingerprints by Detective McCormick of the 
Brookline Police, no prints at all (not even mine) were found on it. 
Additionally, the short wave radio on the same desk had been turned 
on and tuned in to 15245 cycles, a frequency used during the day 
by the British Broadcasting Service, Deutsche Welle and the Voice 
of America. (I can be fairly certain that this is not the station 
I left the radio tuned to, as I generally listen to local news in 
the morning and very rarely listen to any of these three broadcasts 
at any time of day.) Finally, several pencils had been taken from 
a jar on the desk and arranged in neat rows around the upended 
diskette box. All of the file drawers were ajar. Piles of paper in 
Mr. Moser's room were spread across the floor, and file drawers 
were opened. 

On April 9, we realized that a beeper for the telephone answering 
machine was also missing. This was evident because, recorded on the 
message tape that day was the tone made by the beeper; apparently 
the intruder (s) had attempted to retrieve the messages on the tape 
but misused the beeper. 
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On April 11, I spoke with Detective McHugh of the Brookline Police 
Department about the missing beeper and the Cuban exchange program. 
He informed me that', in the Department's opinion, the break-in was 
the work of "kids", that the stolen property wouldn't turn up and 
that the case was essentially closed. 

On the advice of the American Civil Liberties Union, on April 8, I 
submitted requests to the Boston and Washington, D.C. offices of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation for any files they held on me, under 
the provisions of the Freedom of Information Act. No references to 
me were located in the Washington files; references found in Boston 
were declared classified on May 12, 1986. My appeal of the withholding 
of these files, dated May 15, 1986, remains unanswered at this date. 

On June 23, 1986, a letter was sent by my attorney Edward Greer on 
my behalf to Robert S. Mueller, First Assistant United States Attorney 
in Boston. This letter requested that an investigation be made into 
the break-in due to its suspicious nature (copy enclosed). A response, 
dated July 8, 1986, indicates that, if Mr. Greer is able to provide 
evidence of wrongdoing, Mr. Mueller's office is prepared to prosecute 
(copy enclosed). It goes without saying that neither Mr. Greer nor I 
intended to be the investigators in this matter; that was, in fact, 
the purpose of our request to the U.S. Attorney. 

In the time since the events recounted above, I have continued with 
my activities in Cuba and elsewhere. The distinct possibility that the 
burglary in my apartment was intended either to intimidate me or to 
actually retrieve information about my activities is one that I feel 
deserves consideration, particularly in light of the many similar 
incidents being testified to before this Committee at present. That 
such harassment and intervention into the private lives and legal 
activity of United States citizens is illegal is clear; that it be 
stopped is essential.

Dear Mr. Mueller: 

I am the attorney representing Ms. Rachel Weiss, who is a 
resident of 10 8 Winthrop Road, Brookline. I am writing to 
you with respect to a very peculiar burglary which took place 
at my client's home on April 7, 198 6. Among the peculiari- 
ties of this burglary are the failure of the burglars to take 
the valuables in the apartment such as a camera but the removal 
of all computer diskettes. Brookline Police detective 
McCormick (see Brookline Police Report, enclosed) advised 
my client after analysis that there were no fingerprints 
either on the broken glass of the window used for entry 
or on the computer disk case (not even the residents'). 

As the enclosed April 25, 1985 Boston Globe article _ indicates, 
both Ms. Weiss and her roommate have been involved in 
political activities concerning Central America. To be frank., 
the incident simply does not appear to be a burglary, but 
rather an -incident of illegal political surveillance/ 
harassment much like the series of incidents occurring m 
the Boston area in recent months. ( See enclosed Boston Globe 
articles dated February 5, 1986 and June 13, 1986.) I should 
like your office to make appropriate investigation and inform 
us of the results. Such incidents have no place in a 
democratic society, and I am confident that you share my 
concern not to permit any such activity in your jurisdiction.

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DECLARATION OF STEPHEN N. BRANNON 
I, STEPHEN N. BRANNON, declare: 

I am a priest of the Episcopal Church and an attorney at 
law duly licensed to practice in the State of California. I 
am Vicar of St. Edmund*s Episcopal Church in Pacifica, California 
and Director of Good Samaritan Refugee Legal Clinic in San Fran- 
cisco, California. The legal work of the Clinic involves the 
representation of undocumented refugees from Central America in 
political asylum and deportation proceedings. 

I am also a member of the Advisory Panel of the Political 
Asylum Representation Program of the San Francisco Lawyers » 
Committee for Urban Affairs. This organization recruits, trains 
and provides support for volunteer attorneys who agree to rep- 
resent indigent undocumented refugees from El Salvador and 
Guatemala. 

I also serve as a Director and staff attorney of the Western 
States Legal Foundation, a California nonprofit foundation con- 
cerned with nuclear weapons policy and other public policy issues 

On or about October 7 and 13, 1986, my office at St. 
Edmund^s Episcopal Church, 1500 Perez Drive, Pacifica, California 
94044 was broken into and entered. Both incidents involved entry 
by means of the same office window. In both instances the only 
items disturbed were my desk and file cabinet and the area im- 
mediately adjacent thereto. All of my files were disturbed. 
The drawers in my desk and file cabinet were left open. Two 
storage boxes under my desk, which contained legal files, were 
opened and disturbed. In addition to Church files, my desk and 
file cabinet contained litigation files on Central American 
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Declaration of Stephen N. Brannon 

refugee political asylum cases, nuclear weapons protest cases, 
and U.S. Central American policy protest cases. All of these 
files were disturbed. In both incidents approximately $15.00 
in cash, contained in my desk, was left behind and spread out 
on top of the desk. No other part of my office, nor any other 
area of the Church property, was disturbed. 

The above incidents occurred shortly after several news- 
paper articles had appeared concerning the dismissal of criminal 
charges against five anti-nuclear weapons protestors arrested 
at the Lawrence Livermore National Laboratory in Livermore, Cal- 
ifornia. I served as chief defense counsel in that case on be- 
half of the Western States Legal Foundation. The case was dis- 
missed on motion of the Alameda County District Attorney, and on 
request of an administrator of the nuclear weapons laboratory, 
after litigation had proceeded for two and one-half years. The 
dismissal followed a change of venue and a discovery ruling con- 
cerning undercover government surveillance and other government 
covert activities. The prosecution moved dismissal on the very 
morning that it was under Court Order to comply with the Def- 
endants' discovery requests. 

On January 31, 1987, my office was again broken into by 
means of the same window as utilized previously. The window and 
frame were carefully removed exectly as had occurred the previous 
October. Actual entry was not gained since the Church had in- 
stalled an infrared burglar alarm system In my of f ice after ^the 
October, 1986 incidents. The alarm was activated as soon as 
someone attempted to enter through the window.. This incident 
took place two days after I had been contacted by telephone 
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Declaration of Stephen N. Brannon 

by the Center for Constitutional Rights in New York regarding 
the prior incidents and the hearings on this subject scheduled 
by the Subcommittee on Civil and Constitutional Rights of the 
House Committee on the Judiciary. It also occurred two days 
prior to the opening of a Contra Aid protest trial in San Fran- 
cisco involving fourteen defendants, one of whom was Daniel 
Ellsberg. I was one of the defense counsel at that trial, again 
on behalf of the Western States Legal Foundation. Charges were 
dismissed on the opening day of trial due to the destruction of 
material evidence by the San Francisco Police Department. Def- 
endants had sought government undercover surveillance material 
by means of a pretrial discovery motion and at trial the District 
Attorney notified the Court that material covered by the Court's 
discovery order had existed, and could have been produced pre- 
viously as ordered, but subsequently had been destroyed. 

I have been involved as defense counsel in other Central 
America protest trials, focusing on military aid to El Salvador 
and to the Contras in Nicaragua, as well as other nuclear weap- 
ons protest trials. 



I declare under penalty of perjury that the foregoing is 
true and correct and that this Declaration is executed on 
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Details of National Namibia Concerns break-in and subsequent 
problems. Submitted for the record by Rep. Schroeder, February 
20, 1987. 



October 1, 1985: the office of National Namibia Concerns (NNC), 
located in Our Savior Lutheran Church in Denver, was broken into. 
The intruders took the computer, the hard drive, and the backup 
floppy disk with the Namibia newsletter mailing list. They left 
behind the more expensive printer and the floppy disks with the 
church mailing lists and games. 

NNC reported the case to the FBI , but the agent said there was no 
evidence of the crossing of state lines involved in the crime, so 
could do no more than file a report. He told the NNC staff to 
report to the FBI immediately if there were any threats to them 
or their families. 

About ten days later, there was evidence of a second entry, 
possibly to remove a listening device {inconclusive — reported to 
FBI but not investigated). 

By February, 1986, NNC had recreated over 6000 addresses on a new 
computer. One Monday, they returned from the weekend break to 
discover all addresses removed from the computer. For the 
following six to eight months, they experienced random problems 
with the computer. After multiple visits by different computer 
program trouble shooters, the computer people have agreed that 
there is a distinct possibility the computer has been programmed 
to randomly malfunction. Last week, NNC bought a new computer.

BEFORE ME, A NOTARY, personally appeared FRANK VARELLI who, 
after being duly sworn deposes and says the following: 

"My name is Frank Varelli. I was born in the city of San 

Salvador, in the country of El Salvador, April 10, 1950. I first 

came to the United States in 1968 and attended college in the 

state of Tennessee. I joined the ministry in 1971 and became 

ordained a Baptist minister in 1977. I served in the U. S. Army 

from 1978-1979. I returned to El Salvador in 1979, and because 

of an assassination attempt directed against my father and me on 

April 2, 1980, my father, mother, two brothers'-and I came to the 

United States in May, 1980. My father, mother and one of my 

brothers were given political asylum by the United States. I 

applied for and became a naturalized American citizen on January 

22, 1982. 

I have read the affidavit signed by George Van Balen. I 
believe Mr. Van Balen 's affidavit contains many errors and 
beliefs and conclusions v;hich are not based in fact. His 
affidavit seems to indicate or imply that only Flanagan was my 
supervisor; this is not true. Each of the persons named as 
Defendants in this case at one time or another supervised and 
gave me instructions and directives. All of them were personally 
aware of my activities, by both personal observation and/or by 
the reports I filed with them. Contrary to Van Balen 's 
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affidavit, I was never told that I was a paid informant. I was 
told repeatedly by each of the Defendants that I was an 
intelligence operative, I worked at this job full time from 
March, 1981 until August, 1984. 

In March, 1981, I was recruited by the Defendants and other 
members of the F.B.I, to help them with groups operating within 
the United States that were concerned with the internal affairs 
in the countries of Central America, The persons who actually 
hired me were Flanagan and Evans. Later, Parks Stearns, Drew 
Clark, Ron Davenport and Thomas Kelly confirmed and approved my 
employment . 

On behalf of the F.B.I., I ultimately made contact with 
several groups. The main group the Defendants had in mind was 
the Committee In Solidarity with the People of El Salvador, 
C.I.S.P.E.S, I was told the main reason for the concern for 
C.I.S.P.E.S. was because it was the largest and most active group 
opposed to the Reagan Administration's policies in Central 
America. 

In the beginning, my job was mainly to analyze papers that 
were coming from intelligence/terrorism units all over the 
United States regarding C.I.S.P.E.S. Shortly after I came to 
work, it was decided that Dallas, Texas, would become the center 
or hub of the C.I.S.P.E.S. investigation, and all reports, etc, 
from the various parts of the F.B.I, were channeled through 
Dallas. It was my job to evaluate this information and make 
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reports for Flanagan, Evans, Kelly, Clark, Stearns and Davenport. 

In June, 1981, my role was expanded as a result of an 
article in a magazine named Mot her OiiXlfifi. The Mother lanfia 
article severely criticized Reagan's policies in Central America, 
and the Defendants then decided that my role should change. 
Flanagan and Davenport provided me with the false identification 
of Gilberto Antonio Ayala Mendoza and directed me to become a 
very active member of C.I.S.P.E.S, I vjas specifically instructed 
to learn if this organization was connected with any other 
terrorist organization. I was further instructed by Flanagan, 
Evans, etc. to report on its internal structure and report the 
names of its leadership as well as its membership. 

Based on the briefings I received from the Defendants about 
C.I.S.P.E.S., I was prepared for the worst. The Defendants led 
me to believe that C.I.S.P.E.S. was a radical 'terrorist' 
organization of the type I had encountered in El Salvador. I was 
instructed to watch for evidence of arms, arms shipments and 
'safe houses' for the hiding of terrorists. 

Ironically, never once during the next three years of my 
association with C.I.S.P.E.S. did I encounter anything even close 
to the picture painted by the F.B.I, as to what C.I.S.P.E.S. was 
supposed to be. Not once did I find, see, hear, or observe any 
illegal conduct of any nature. The C.I.S.P.E.S. organization was 
peaceful, nonviolent, and devoted to changing the policies of the 
Dnited States towards Central America by persuasion and 
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education. The organization was entirely lawful in its operation 
and contained many religious people. The only criminal activity 
I ever became aware of was that some members of C.I.S.P.E.S. 
might be arrested at peacefulr nonviolent demonstrations. 

In retrospect, I now realize that the purpose of the 
F.B.I.'s attention directed towards the C.I.S.P.E.S. was 
political and not criminal. The aim of the F.B.I, and/or the 
Defendants was to break C.I.S.P.E.S. for its stand against 
Reagan's pol icy in Central America. I use this term 'break* 
because it was used frequently by the Defendants and other 
members of the Bureau. I heard each of the Defendants say many 
times that 'we are going to break C.I.S.P.E.S.' Never at any 
time did the F.B.I./Def endants ever have any information of any 
real criminal activity on the part of C.I.S.P.E.S. 

After I was given the false identity of Gilberto Mendoza, by 
Flanagan and Davenport, I joined the local Dallas C.I.S.P.E.S, 
organization and in addition I obtained a post office box and 
wrote or corresponded with every organization I could learn about 
that had any interest in Central American issues. On almost a 
daily basis, I went to the F.B.I, offices here in Dallas and 
reported on my activities to Flanagan and/or Evans, and received 
instructions from them. I prepared numerous reports and these 
reports were directed to the Defendants and the Bureau. 
Frequently, I was called upon to answer questions about 
C.I.S.P.E.S. from other parts of the F.B.I, scattered about the

country. My job as an intelligence operative was a full-time one 
from March, 1981 until August, 1984. 

In 1981, the Bureau decided it would be advantageous to havfe 
contacts with the El Salvadoran National Guard. Because of the 
fact I was a former citizen and resident of El Salvador, I was 
recruited by the Terrorism Unit in Washington, D.C. to go to El 
Salvador to establish an F.B.I, contact with the National Guard, 
I was sent to El Salvador in April, 1981, and spent about a week 
making contacts for the F.B.I, within the El Salvadoran National 
Guard. While there, the National Guard gave me a copy of their 
'death squad* list. The National Guard, in conjunction with 
others, had drafted a list of persons marked for assassination. 
(See Exhibit 1). While there, I observed members of the National 
Guard add several names to the 'death squad* list. When I 
returned to Dallas, Texas, I gave a report of -any activies and a 
copy of the 'death squad' list to the Defendants/F.B.I. In 
addition, I reported to the Bureau that the leadership of the 
National Guard (Colonel Mario Denis Moran) was involved in and 
knowledgeable of the murders of several American religious 
personages visiting El Salvador. These murders included members 
of the Mary Knoll order of nuns, as well as the murder of a lay 
missionary who were murdered about December 2, 1980, in the El 
Salvadoran countryside. I also reported to the Bureau that 
Colonel Mario Denis Moran admitted to me that he participated in 
the murders of American citizen's Michael Hammer and Hark 
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Pearlman at the Sheraton Hotel in January, 1981. Hammer and 
Pearlman were in El Salvador to work on land reform problems, 
(It is my understanding that Colonel Mario Denis Moran is the 
present military attache to the El Salvadoran Embassy in 
Washington, D, C). 

After I returned from El Salvador, I was instructed to 
continue my contacts with the National Guard. For several months 
after my visit, I conversed regularly by telephone with the 
National Guard wherein I was instructed to exchange information 
between the F.B.I, and the Guard. I regularly told the National 
Guard the names of people who had been deported from the U.S. to 
El Salvador. In addition, I told the National Guard about 
American citizens who were traveling to El Salvador who were not 
friendly to Reagan policies. Attached to this affidavit are 
copies of my telephone bills which reflect some of the calls I 
made (See Exhibit 2) to the El Salvadoran National Guard. 

One of the projects that I was instructed by Davenport, 
Evans, and Flanagan to devote a considerable amount of time to 
was the compilation and preparation of a file of persons who were 
opposed to Reagan's policy in El Salvador and Central America. 
The file was given the title 'Terrorist Photograph Album.* In 
reality, I have serious doubts that everyone that ended up in 
this album can be truly characterized as a terrorist. The stated 
purpose of the 'Terrorist Photograph Album* was to have a 
collection of the individuals who were active or interested in 
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Central American policies who might have terrorist tendencies- 
In reality, the 'Terrorist Photograph Album' contained persons 
who really just opposed Reagan's Central American policy. The 
album included United States Senators Michael Barnes, Christopher 
Dodd and Clairborne Pell, as well as the former United States 
Ambassador to El Salvador, Robert White. When I finished the 
album, the album contained the photographs and description of 
what was believed to be the involvement in 'terrorist' activities 
of almost 700 persons. Examples of some of this v/ork is attached 
hereto and marked as Exhibits 3 to 9. 

With rare exception, I daily reviewed telexes, and reports, 
etc., regarding the activities of the Terrorist/Intelligence 
Units. On many occasions, my opinion was sought by one or more 
of the Defendants regarding the activites of the terrorist unit. 
In addition, I was, on several occasions, requested by Davenport 
and/or Evans and/or Stearns and/or Flanagan to listen to tape 
recordings of conversations and was required to translate them 
and identify their dialect or accent. I was also on several 
occasions asked by the Defendants to translate documents seized 
in several F.B.I, investigations. 

During the entire time I was employed by the Bureau, the 
person who was supposed to be my paymaster was Agent Daniel 
Flanagan. When I was recruited, Flanagan and the other 
Defendants indicated that I would be paid $1,000,00 per month 
and, in addition, I would be reimbursed for all my expenses in 
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relation to my duties. Later this sum was increased. When 
Flanagan paid me, it was always in cash and he always arranged to 
pay me away from the F.B.I, offices. Flanagan never paid me the 
full amount that I was told by the Defendants I could expect, 
i.e., $1,000.00 per month from 3-14-81 through 10-31-81, and 
thereafter, $1,500.00 per month from 11-1-81 to August 9, 1984, 
Virtually each time Flanagan gave me money, for some reason or 
another it was not a full payment. Each time he blamed it on 
bureaucratic problems and promised it would be made up later. 
Each time I received a cash payment from him, I would sign a 
blank form he gave me acknowledging receipt of the money, I 
signed these blank forms because I trusted Flanagan and the other 
Defendants and believed that the were sincere. At this time, I 
also believed that what I was doing was very important to the 
United States and that it was my patriotic duty to continue even 
if I was not fully paid or reimbursed for my expenses. 

On several occasions during the approximate three and a half 
years I worked as an intelligence operative, I discussed my 
compensation with each of the Defendants. Each of them, at one 
time or another, promised to see that I was paid. I was told by 
the other Defendants that Flanagan would frequently turn in 
requests for the reimbursement of funds and indicate on these 
requests that I was the reason the expenditure was necessary, I 
was frequently questioned by the other Defendants about these 
requests and I would frequently have to tell them that Flanagan's 
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requests were false. Based on these incidents and others, I now 
conclude that Flanagan was lying about the shortage of funds and 
that he either pocketed the difference between what he gave me 
and what I was owed and/or he and the others never intended to 
fully pay me for my services and expenses. Attached to this 
affidavit is Exhibit 12. This is a newpaper article that covered 
part of my activities. The revelations contained in this article 
about Flanagan are factors that also caused me to conclude that 
Flanagan and the other Defendants are dishonest. These 
conclusionsr on behalf of the Defendants, are based on the fact 
that Flanagan's dishonesty was frequent and obvious and known to 
the other Defendants and/or the Bureau. Through its lawyers, on 
April 10, 1985, the F.B.I, told me through my lawyer that F.B.I. 
agents did not have the power to contract on behalf of the U. S. 
Government for my services, and that even if F.B.I, agents did 
this, I could not collect from the government. 

The position of the Justice Department is that this matter 
is contradictory and dishonest. On August 21, 1984, my lawyer at 
the time, wrote the attached letter marked Exhibit 11. This 
letter truly and accurately states the sums of money I believe 
the Defendants should pay me. In reponse to this letter, my 
lawyer received the letter marked Exhibit 10, which in effect 
says that I v;as never an employee of the F.B.I., but was only an 
informant with no rights to demand payment for pay, etc., and 
that I could not look to the F.B.I, or the Justice Department or 
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the United States for payment because no F.B.I, agent had the 
authority to put me on the payroll or to contract for my 
services* 

Based on the Defendants conduct while I was associated with 
them and others with the P.B.I., I have concluded that Flanagan, 
Evans, Kelly, Clark, Stearns, Davenport and members of the 
terrorism unit are capable and very willing to lie about any 
aspect of their employment. I also conclude that they are 
willing to lie about my claims for compensation and are 
apparently willing to continue to lie about my compensation 
claims. I have concluded this because in addition to their 
knowledge about Flanagan's dishonesty, I am aware of illegal and 
dishonest conduct that has been condoned and/or committed by the 
Defendants as well as by other members of the Terrorism Unit. 
Among the items which led me to conclude this are the following: 

1. On at least two occasions, Evans and Flanagan gave me 
documents that they had obtained from C.I.S.P.E.S, as a result of 
an illegal breaking and entering. 

2- On one occasion, orders came from supervisors in the 
Justice Department to stop the investigation of C.I.S.P.E.S. 
because a U. S. Senator (Lloyd Bentson) had learned that a member 
of the House of Representatives (Jim Hattox) had attended a 
C.I.S.P.E.S. meeting that was under F.B.I, surveillance. Rather 
than comply with this order, the Defendants in this case merely 
resolved to be more careful so that the investigation of 
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CI.S.P.E.S. could not be further detected. 

3. On another occasion, I was told by F.B.I, agent, Sal 
Escobedo, who was assigned to the San Antonio office of the 
Terrorism Unit, that Escobedo was training 'contra' soldiers in 
El Salvador and in Puerto Rico, The way that this was 
accomplished was that the El Salvadoran soldiers would 
temporarily trade places with the Nicaraguan 'contras* during the 
training period. This, I am told, contravenes the law. 

4. Recently, I have been reliably informed that an internal 
directive of the F.B.I, indicates that the investigation of 
C.I.S.P.E.S. was improper and/or illegal. This is because there 
was no evidence or reason to believe that C.I.S.P.E.S. was guilty 
of any illegal conduct. 

Based on these considerations and others, I do not believe 
that anything that any member of the terrorism unit says can be 
believed. "

This letter Is to follow up on my call to your office of last week 
regarding the above-referenced individual. I have been retained 
to represent Mr. Varelll. 

Please let this letter serve as his official not if icat ion to you 
of his Intent to terminate any further employment with the FBI as 
a result of the mismanagement and wrongful treatment received by 
him from his superiors; all of which will be stated hereafter. 

Please be advised that the social security card, California 
driver* e license, and California driver's record information in 
the name of "Gilberto A. Mendoza" are in ray possession and will be 
returned upon arrangements for same. The post office box key 
under the name of "Mendoza*' will also be returned upon proper 
arrangements. 

Please further be advised that Mr, Varelll would like to quietly 
settle and receive all compensation promised him and earned by him 
during his period of employment without resort to any type of pub- 
lic litigation. As you know, on March 14, 1981, he was retained 
to work in an undercover capacity for the FBI by Daniel Flanagan. 
Hio employment agreement was that he would receive compensation 
at $1,000.00 per month from March 14, 1981 through October 31, 
1981 and, thereafter, $1,500.00 per month. In addition, he was to 
receive reimbursement for all expenses related to his employment. 

As you know, not only did he not receive compensation and reim- 
bursement for expenses due him by the FBI, but from the monies 
supposedly paid to him, Mr, Flanagan stole sums therefrom and 
otherwise defrauded Mr. Varelli of what sums were tendered. At 
this time, Mr* Varelli has no desire to process any claims against 
Mr. Flonagan.

"And he 
(Flanagan) was a top agent — very 
dedicated, very patriotic. He would 
Introduce me to other agents, say- 
ing, 'Meet Prnnb, he's be<n dump- 
ing commies down In El Salvador.' " 

For almost three years. Varelll 
tald. he asked few questions when 
Flonfigas asked him to sign blank 
expense vouchers or when the 
agent deducted $100 from Varelll's 
paycheck on two separate occasions 
to cover the "costs" of FBI tape re- 
ctyrders that Flanagan provided 
Varelll. 

Varelll nid be also rarely ques- 
tioned the sporadic paychecks he 
received. His work agreement, he 
caid, had provided that he would be 
paid Sl.OCK) a month during the-first 
sis months fit the bureau and S1.500 
a month thereafter.

The only factual portions of the doc- 
uments were Varelll's photograph 
ond his year of birth. Tho birth 
dole, In fed, r/a Flonofian'e.

In mid-May 1994. about six weeks 
after iho Salvadoran Investigation 
(He disappeared from Flanagan's 
car In Washington, the FBI's Kelly 
and Drew J. Clark, assistant special 
agent In charge of the Dallas FBI 
office, met Varelll to collect the 
teletypes and other Inve.fllgatlve 
documents from bis apartment. 

When the two FBI officials »w 
the stacks of documents, Varelll 
said, "They couldnt believe. I 
thought they were going to have 
heart attacks. ... Mr, Clark asked 
me If t knew the bloe^reen tele- 
typefl were originals. I had about tS 
different teletypes, all of them 'se- 
cret; There were three or four orl- , 
glnala, and the rest were photoco- " 
pies."

Varelll underwent s polygraph, 
or lie detector, examlnitlon In Dal* 
las. as did Flanagan In Washington. 
"Flanagan filled the polygraph In 
D,C. and admitted that. Indeed, he 
stole money from me and that he 
bad given me 'secret* documents to 
take home," Varelll said. "Mr. Kelly 
explained this to me over the 
phone." 

Flanagan resigned from the FBI 
on May 16. 1984: Varelll still (|ues- 
,tlons the former agent's account of 
the alleged burglary In Washing- 
ton. 

"I don't believe him because no 
FBI agent leaves his badge and his 
gun," Varelll said. "They claim that 
the gun was found about two weeks 
later at a pawnshop. 

"I want to know what happened 
to the documents. I cannot believe 
he (Flanagan) lost them." 

After his own polygraph, Varelll 
was asked to return to the CISPES 
investfgatton under a new supervi- 
sor and was provided a long- 
promised automobile for use In his 



Washington. "They said, 'We know 
how much we gave to Flanagan. We 
don't know how much he gave to 
you. So we ere not responsible,'" 
Varelll said. 

Varelll refused to sign the settle- 
ment, which also would have re- 
quired him "to maintain the confi- 
dentiality of this agreement, and 
my past and any other relationship 
with the FBI." 

Today, almost two years after his 
work for the bureau ended, Varelll 
Is sometimes bitter and almost al- 
ways broke. 

"I cannot get a Job because I 
don't have any work references," 
he said.

he day before Ronald Reaftan 
was sworn in as presiclerst of the 
United States, the chief of the 
small U.S. military mission at the 
American Embassy in Hi Salvador 
walked into Ambassador Robert 
White's office and asked him to 
authorize 9. mess?pe to Washington, D.C. 
Colonel EMon Cunr^rnings' five-parje tele- 
gram contained an assessment of the per- 
formance and capahiHries of the Salvador- 
an armed forces, locked in the middle of a 
war anainst leftist guerrillas, and recom- 
mended that as many as 75 American 
militar)' advisors be dispatched to help the 
Salvadoran troops. 

White wss dumfounded. For nearly a 
year, theambassador had raided against the 
S3!vadv>ran miiirar)' in private meetinfis 
and p'jbiic speeches. Known around the 
world for some of the most Hy^nmr viola- 
tions of human rights, rhc armed forces 
had indiscriminately slain thousands of 
peasants in the name of anticommunism 
and out cf pure mear.ness. Even their ov/n 
government, a l5-month-old, jury-rigged 
junta of civilian politicians and army of- 
ficers that the United States was, atid is, 
desperately trying to keep afloat, admitted 
ir could nor— or wouid not— completely 
control its own military.

A week into his presidency, Reagan welcomed the Amer- 
ican hostages returning from Iran wth a hawkish speech 
warning the world thst th^ United States would no longer 
tolerate acts of international terrorism. "There are limits to 
our patience " be said, and U.S. response in the future would 
be "swift and effective: retribution." 

The ne« day. January 28, the new secretar>' of state, 
Alexander Haig. ex.pcmdcd on the president's remarks. Retri- 
bution, he said, would be taken not only against "terrorist 
mmcments** but alio against "teiTorist governments." Iden- 
tified not as Iran but as the Soviet Union and its "Cuban 
prox>*." In fact. Haig concluded, international terrorism will 
take the place of human rights" in the Reagan administration. 

Trouble in El Salvador, one administration ofnciai said, 
was a "fortuitous coincidence." Before most Americans had 
time to ask. "Isn't Central America somewhere around 
Iowa?" a direct line had be<;n dra\\Ti from the Soviets to an 
unfortunate little P?.cif:c co2ii country th^t Spanish conquista- 
dors long ago, v.iih a distinct lack of foresight, had named 
*Tlw Savior." 

Accounts of leaked documents, allegedly captured from 
SiA-adoran guerrilla hideouts and purporting to show a 
Soviet- a td Cuban-masterminded plan to train and arm the 
Central Americans, quickly begen appearing in the U.S- 
prcss. By the end cf ianuar>*, Haig had fired White— one of 
the few American career ambassadors in recent history to be 
summarily disnyssed bv a new administration. 

High-level dinromi 's were sent scurrying to Western 
Europe and Latin America to present the new evidence, 
alleging Ownmunist irfterferencc tn the tiemisphcre, and to 
seek ivppoii for a stilJ-unrevealed U.S. pD!ic>' on EI Salvador. 
Three weeks into Fcbiuary, the captured guerrilla documents 
the-nseK-cs were finally made public. If-!hey did not provide 
what the administration caUed "defmilivc evrfJcntc" that the 
Cubans and the Soviets v/efc into EI Salvador's insurrection 
up to their armpits, v;eIK then, at least the sheer weight of the 
onc-and-a-haU-inch-thick pile of documents, assembled 
throii^i loand-the-ciccs; efforts by the newly cooperating 
State and Defense Departments snd the CSA, ^ould have 
impressed those who lo&k for qa£.ntit>' in verificatir.n (see 
bos. |ffigp32). 

By Mairh 3, the administration had snnounccd that a total 
o! 56 U.S. military adviici^ (includiiig&orne ^0 already there) 
would be assigned to El Salvador to teach the armed forces 
there how to work S25 rtti'lion worth of new U.S. weapons 
and how to fifiht an cffict ;nt countcrinsurgenc)' war.

THE POWER 
OF THE 
MILITARY 



Latin Americans have a saying. 
var>'ing little from country- to 
country, that reflects their histor- 
ical view of relations with the 
United States. Similar to the more 
poetic African metaphor for the 

effects of big power battles on 

small countries— -When elephants fight, the grass gets tram- 
pled"— the Latin American version goes: "When Washington 
sneezes, (fill in the name of a country] gets a cold." 

For the small, agriculture-based states of Central America, 
pneumonia is more like it. They have been bought and sold by 
U.S. entrepreneurs and banana barons, occupied by our 
troopK and governed largely by whichever proxy we decided 
best served our interests. 

El Salvador, the smallest of the Central American repub- 
lics, v/ith the least to offer in terms of land and riches, was 
perhaps the least troublesome of these pseudocolonies. Since 
1W2. when the military quashed a Communist-led peasant 
revolt at a cost of tens of thousands of lives. El Salvador has 
been ruled by a faceless series of generals and colonels. The 
peasants had protested the progressive transformation of 
communal landholdings into large, single-owner plantations 
designed to produce cash crops— coffee, cotton and sugar— 
for export to the U.S. and Europe. Their massive defeat 
ensured perpetuation of the cash-crop system, with the inili- 
tary government serving as virtual private police for the rich. 

While the army ruled the nation and was charged with 
defending its Iwrders from outside aggression. El Salvador's 
towns and villages were under the direct control of a bewilder- 
ing array of what are called the "seairity forces." Chief 
among them was. and is. the National Guard, an institution 
whose structure and functions were modeled on the Spanish 
Civil Guard. Most National Guard soldiers are lifers who join 
young, receive linle training and are generally assigned to 
garrisons near their hornetovms. Given a largely free hand 
within their own territories. National Guard commanders, to 
some degree at least, developed virtual fiefdoms of control. 

The National Police, a sm.a!ler organization, was charged 
with providing police functions primarily in urban areas. Far- 
flung security units, often out of touch with any central com- 
mand stpjcture, tended in many cases !o operate as the pri- 
vate armies of local landowners. At the same time, each 
branch of the service was— technically— headed by an army 
offker in San Salvador and linked to a direct line of command 
that began with the president. Each also had, and many 
Salvadorans believe still has, its own special unit charged with 
eliminating citizens deemed troublesome to the regime. 

The system of total control was rounded out m 1%7 with 
the establishment of the Etemocratic Nationalist Organizatkm 
(ORDEN), a nationwide network of civilian thugs and spies 

/» early January 1981, the Salvadoran t^iliiary 
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that, again, was under the direct command of an army officer 
in the office of the president. ORDEN, according to its 
founder. Gen. Jose Alberto Medrano, was designed "to block 
the attempts of the Communists to provoke subversion in the 
countryside." Each village had its own ORDEN unit. 

In some villages, the men who belonged to ORDEN were 
simple military sycophants, trying to get ahead in a mili- 
tary-ruled country, and perhaps win special preference for a 
government job or favors for their families. Thev listened to 
and reported local gossip, hung around outside cnurch doors 
to determine which priests were "subversive" and kept up 
with what local students were doing. In other cases, the 
ORDEN unit was more sinister and acted as a paramilitary 
squad that did the local commandant's dirty work. 

For the United States, the combined Salvadoran armed 
forces were cheap to maintain. The aid program that began 
after World War II totaled less than $17 million in equipment 
and training between 1950 and 1979.

Leftist power in El Salvador had 
been centered in the rigidly 
Moscow-oriented Salvadoran 
Communist Party (PCS), headed 
by the aging stalwarts of the upris- 
ing of 1932. While the military sus- 

pected revolution under every 

bed. it was not until 1%9 that a split developed in the Left 
between old-line Communists and firebrand revolutionaries. 
At that point. long-time PCS Secretary General Salvador 
Cayetano Carpio, a former bakery owner, led a walkout of 
about a dozen young union leaders. 

Carpio went on to found the Popular Forces of Liberation. 
Farabundo Marti (FPL), named after the peasant leader of 
the 1932 rebellion. Another group of students and disen- 
chanted young politicians, believing that a long-term pt^pular 
war spreading from the rural hills to the urban areas (the FPL 
strategy) would be too slow, broke away and form.cd the 
Popular Revolutionary Army. Soon, a third group, the 
Armed Forces of National Resistance, came into being. 
Under its new leader, Shafik Jorge Handal, the Salvadoran 
Communist Party tended in the 197()s to follow the line then 
coming from both Moscow and Havana— it looked to reform- 
ist, non-Communist governments for interim change and 
accepted halfway revolutions on the road to true revolt. 

Dissension in the guerrilla ranks helped to minimize the 
threat the leftBts posed to the military. During the early 
1970s, it was not the violent militanc>' of the Left but the 
popularity of then-centrist political figures like El Salvador's 
current president. Jos6 Napoledn Duarte, that made the 
armeU forces nervous. 

Duarte was a tailor's son who. because of the military's 
willingness to allow civilians to run for lesser and largely 
powerless offices, had three times been elected mayor of San 
Salvador. A civil engineering graduate of Notre Dame, he 
was a classic Latin American populist— a stocky, plair- 
kx5king man who was a good, energetic speaker. 

In 1972, perhaps fearing that Duarte's man^ followers 
would rise up if he were denied, the military allowed Duarie 
to run for president against its own candidate. Col. Arturo 
Molina. He formed a coalition ticket v/ith two groups: the 
Natiunal Revolutionary Movement (MNR). a small paily of 



social democrats; and the National Democratic Union 
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(UDN). zn equally small, publicly recognized front for the 
Salvadoran Communists. Duartc's v-ice-presidcntial running 
mate was the leader of the social democrats, a bespectacled, 
quiet, law professor named Guiilcrmo Ungo (now head of the 
leftist coalition opposing the Duai^e government). 

On the night of the election, however, the vote-counting 
was shon-lived. Once it became apparent that the unthink- 
able was happening— .that Duarte and Ungo were w-inning— 
the military confiscated the ballots and pronounced Molina 
the winner. One faction of the armed forces revolted in 
Duarte's favor, and the populist leader went on radio to urge 
his supporters to take to the streets. At least IQO Salvadorans 
were killed as the troops moved, in. Duarte himself was 
arrested and lost two fingers through torture before he was 
exiled finaliy to Venezuela. 

The 1972 electoral fraud, as usual, elicited no comment 
from the U.S. government. But five years later, when the next 
Salvadoran election rolled around, times had changed in 
Wa^ington. President Jimmy Carter liad declared his com- 
mitment to human rights and. nith congressional help, 
proved hb determination to v>-ithho'd arms from repressive 
re^"mes by canceling military ?Jd programs to Argentina and 
Nicaragua. Five other militarj-i-ulcd Latin Amencan go\'cm- 
ments. including El Salvador's, apparently decided to .ivcid 
further human rights scrutiny and angrily announced they 
would accept no more U.S. military aid. A fraudulent Salva- 
doran election in 1977 provoked harsii U.S. criiicicin and a 
rash of congressional hearings anyv.ay. 

Ai the same time, the Salvadoran Catholic churrh. Icng zn 
ally of the siatus quo. had developed a nev.- social cci-.-cicnce 
centered in San Salvador Archbisliop Oscar Amulfo Romero 



(no relation to the president). A former tcloi'niph opcru'.or 
and of strong peasant stock, the arcl .bishop h;!U beer, civen iii^ 
job because he was tx'Iievcd to 'oj a complacent conser\ alive. 
To the military, his sudden shift to the side of an increa.Mnii 
number of liberal worker-priests was treason. 

Romero "s mi!ilanc>' began in 1977, when an activist priest. 
Father Rutilio Grande, v.as assassinated in the nortii-centr;!l 
ullage of Aguilares. Over the ne.xt four years, nearly a ds/.cn 
more priests (including Romero himself) were to be killed by 
right-wing paramilitar\- death squads that may l->e tied directly 
to the government.

"W^ '2te Februar>' this year, the U.S. 

/? State Depanment released a special 
M. "White Paper" titled ••Communist In- 
terference in El Salvador." Tliis Vit.ite Fa- 
pemas the fiI^t major foreign pnlic)' state- 
ment by the Rcsgr.n administration It 
reflects the administration's determination 
to ••draw the line" against ••international 
communism" in Cer.tral Americs. 

Tlrjugh Rtagan has said Eil Salvacior will 
not Ik- another Vietnam, the White Paper 
prjnls a picture of the world that is danger- 
CKJSly similar to the one used to lead us into 
the war in Southeast Asia. Indeed, the 
document l>ears a disquieting resemblance 
to another V/hile Paper, put out by the 
State Department more than a decade and a 
half aeo: "Aggression from the North: the 
Record of North Vietnam's Campaign to 
CoTKjuer South Vietnam." released in 1965 
and used to argue for massive U.S. inter- 
vention, which followed its publication. 



To support the charges in the White Pa- 
per, the State Department released a selec- 
tion of documents allegedly seized hy Salva- 
doran security forces m raids on leftist liide- 
outs. Ot'cstions have been raised about the 
authcRlidty of the dcxuments. but— puttmg 
aside these qucstiorr^— the stsrtlmg reality 
that emerges frcm ihcm is that they simply 
do not support Jhe rdmintstrztion's charge 
that El Salvador is being subjected to •'in- 
direct arrived 3rgrc?.sion by Communist 
po'.sers." Just as dii^uicling is that the es- 
t2b!ished rAcdia— vv-.th few cj^ceptions. no- 
tDbty John Dirges, i^titing for Fcdfic Kev/s 
Service— have not noticed the discrepanc)' 
between the Reagan administration's 
charges and the "evidence" given to back 
up those charges. One document, used by 
the State Depanment to show Communist 
agression, actually contains evidence to 
IjSc contrary. 

The document, titled "Trip to the Sccial- 



i'.t Countries. A.sia and Africa." report,^, on 
a joumev made in June and July of 19S-'i bv 
Shafik Hr.ndal. head of the Salvadoran 
Communist Party. On this trip. Hardal 
went to the Soviet Union, whsre lie made 
three major requests Handal's first re- 
quest, for Soviet arms, was fiatly rejected.

II vintage Most Eastern Eurrpean assist- 
ance consisted of first-aid kits, medicine, 
batteries, field kits, uniformi and the like. 
The largest donation came from the East 
German Solidarity Committee, which 
agreed to provide material resources (not 
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to Romero, suddenly began to take Carter seriously, calling 
for a public dialogue umong opposing factions, and promising 
drastic social and economic refomis and free elections. 

But Romero was too skw for a U.S. administration that 
was prepared to accept the Sandinistas but feared additional 
leftist takeovers in its cxn bick yard. ?n the months folJowing 
the Sandlnista victory', a scries of high-level State Depaitment 
officials were dispatched to warn Romero to speed up the 
reform process, end military repression 2nd move forward the 
date of his ov,-n departure iwm office. 

In the office* of the Sahadoran military establrihmcnt. 
where the order of the day was to Iiunker dcv-n againss the 
Left, a small seed started to grow among a group of }x>ung 
captains and majors. Long disgusted by the corruption and 
brutality of their institutions, they began to plot. 

On the iTfoming of Octol>er 15, 1979. the leaders of the 
young officers group informed Romero that he had until three 
p.m. that day to turn over the government ami leave the 
country. After consultEtion wth ilie Americans, his head- 
quarters and regional commanders, Romero found that the 
bottom had dropped out of his c dministralfon. He packed his 
bags and left the country— abng wth cvcr>' army general and 
nKJSlof the colonels. 

"The force behind the coup," an intlucntia! Salv^doran 
with close ties to the inilitsry said zt the time, "was what 
happened tn N.»caragt!D." His young oitfccrs "saw %vhat hap- 
pened to tlie {Nicarag'.ian] Naticna! Guard. Tljcy didn't want 
to risk a confrontaiicn %iih thz Left. And they were scared of 
Carter." Later, the U.S. Emb?ssy repestedly, bv> ^iih little 
conviction in a country '^Iiere the Arnericrjis reigned su- 
preme, deiiied in%'c5vf.ment bi the coivp.

the new government and. uith others, frantically tried to find 
Ecxseptabie ci\i!ians to serve in a coalition junta that would 
appease both the military and the U.S. 

Two of the civilians chosen by the reformist military were 
among the most libera! public figures in the country. Guiller- 
mo Ungo, the man who had been robbed of the vice presiden- 
cy in 1972, represented the "Popular Forum." en aSiiance of 
14 fwlitica] and union organizations that had banded together 
to oppose the Romero government. Roman Mayorga. rector 
of the Jesuit-run local branch of the University of Central 
America and an eloquent human rights spokespenion. was 
added. Mario Andino, a local businessman who represented 
the least conservative faction of the country's industrialists 
and landowners, rounded out the junta. 

Gutierrez opened the junta's first press conference by out- 
lining the new priorities of the military, including piar» for 
sweeping agrarian reforms, which would break dawn the 
large landholdings and redistribute them, in small plots and 
large cooperatives, to the peasants who plowed them (see 
box, page 36). "Your patience and understanding in th«s 
critical moment" are appreciated. Gutierrez told SaK-adorans 
glued fo radios around the country. While affirming thai the 
armed forces still had the re<^ns!bi!ity **to avoid chaos and 
anarchy," he acknowledged that they had committed "some 
previous errors." 

But a meeting tv.-o da>-s later between human rights groups 
end the junta provided the first clues of the disaster to cnine. 
Among the touchiest issues of the day in El Salvador vvrc 
diarges by the Catholic church and others that hundreds of 
persons had been secretly arrested, held and tortured or killed 
for political rea<ions by Romero and his predecessors. 

A small woman with a large voice— the mother of a young 
man who had disappeared some y^ars before, she said— was 



the first to speak at the meeting v. ith the junta. Five da\r. hail 
passed since a decree ordering the release of all polmc.-il 
prisoners had been issued, and no priwners had appeared 
"Where are our children?" she asked. "We have the names (^f 
the torturers. We have the lists." Whik the generals had left 
the country, she said, many men known to be among the most 
brutal of the security forces had not. Was the junta v^illing to 
punish them or not? 

"Tell us any news, even that they are dead," she pleaded. 
"We beg you. Do not ciestroy this hope you have opened in 
us. W: believe in you. We believe in ju<;tice. not vengeance." 

At first, no one answered. Then Ungo spoke. The young 
military officers in the new government had no compliciiy in 
the matter, be said. "It is the pain of the pzst, and wc cannot 
make it up to you. But many of us. espcdally me, have 
commitments from the past to do something about t?iis 
problem." 

Mawrga spoke next. "I've been here less than 100 hours 
and I've said this IGO times already. I don'i have any idea 
v^^cre your children are." He put his head in hands and 
appeared to cry. 

Later. Gutierrez, chief of the Salvadoran armed forces, 
told reporters that he wa.s ooncenied about the prisoners. In 
addition to human riplits, the government, howwer. had 
other priorities, he said, in particular the escabting attacks 
from the leftist guerrillas. 

There are many Salvadorans, prarticularly tho^*e who initial- 
ly had faith in the new government, and Ijter lr>st it ar.d joi.icd 
(he insurgents, who say that the battle for peaceful dcmorratic 
change in El Salvador wss lo<*t in thoie i\rs\ two weeks at such 
meetings. It was lost as the civ.l.ans in tlie junta a!id ihe 
cabinet, thrust into Piling intimacy with the same militarv 
institutions they had spent their lives opposing.

nie nest time the union leader called, Ungo could hear 
shots in the background. 

Garcfa later expressed bis puzzlement at v.hich offker 
could have disobsyed his orders. He promised an immediate 
investigation and disciplinary action. Ungo never heard 
another word about the indtknt. And he said he was afraid to 
ask Garcfa again.

Even if that is true, at Iccst one Central 
American heaNywcight-the DcSola fami- 
ly—has taken more than a passing interest 
in Attack. According to Lanry Bimi. direc- 
tor of titeCoundt on Hemispheric Affairs in 
WaJiington. D.C. . v/ho got his information 
from what he called "a high Salvadoran 
diplomatic source," the DeSola famity— 
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On February 21, 1934, Somoza called a "great council of 
officials" of the National Guard at his home for "something 
very important." Present were 16 officers, including two gen- 
erals, a colonel, four majors, a captain and five lieutenants. 
Somoza arrived at 7:30 p.m. and said, 'i come from the 
United States [Norteamericana] Embassy where I have had a 
conference with Ambassador Arturo [Arthur] Bliss Lane, 
who has assured me that the government of Washington 
supports and recommends the elimination of Augusto Cesar 
Sandino for considering him a disturber of the peace of the 
country." 

Sandino had left his meeting with the president late that 
evening. He was ambushed and killed. Later that night 
guardsmen surrounded Sandino's cooperative farm, Wiwili, 
and massacred 300 unarmed men, women and children. San 
Salvador's Diario Latino reported that the "elimination of 
Sandino's followers continued until May5, 1934." It would be 
45 years before others of Sandino's followers— the young 
Sandinistas, the FSLN— having taken up where he left off, 
would liberate the country. 

President Guard Commander Tacho Somoza ruled Nica- 
ragua as a personal slave camp until 1956, when he was 



assassinated, accumulating before he died a S200 million 
grafted fortune in sugar mills, cement plants, cotton gins, 
sugar, cotton and coffee plantations, newspapers, cattie, the 
only TV station, an airline and a steamship company. His two 
sons, "President" Luis and National Guard Commander 
Anastasio ("Tachito"), increased that fortune tenfold while 
using U.S. aid to mechanize and modernize the guard and 
secret police, which proceeded to murder some 40,000 Nica- 
raguans before the war and the FSLN victory in 1979. 

Guatemala, a country of 
almost seven million 
people, mostly Indians who 
try to survive- outside the' 
money economy, has fared no better during these years. 
From 1838 to 1944, five dictators ruled the country with an 
iron hand foi the bciiefit of die United Fruit Company— and 
themselves. Then, after a popular revolution— which the 
U.S., involved in World War II, could not quash— Juan Jose 
Arevalo came to power by way of free elections. 

Arevalo (who ruled from 1945 to 1950) and his legally 
elected successor, Jacobo Arbenz Guzman (who ruled

J n V^shingtos^ D.C.. the El Sal- 
Avador question was under con- 
stant debate within the depart- 
mental bureaus charged with for- 
mulating. Latin American policy 
and monitoring its implemcula- 
tion. As rebel s5renglh increased, 
substantial weight was on the side of those vviliing to accept 
and suppoFi the Salvadoren military's argument that reform, 
while desirable, would lessen the armed forces' fighting ability 
and had to take a back seat to av-oiduig a Itfiisi takeover. 

As the guerrilla attacks in San Salvador became more 
frequent, then-U.S. Ambassador Frank Devine began taking 
moie precautions. He never left the heavily fortified embassy 
without bodyguaji^s traveling before and beliind him.

President Carter nominated Ro^vrt White, a career ofticcr 
and then ambassador to Paraguay, to replace Devinc. WhiJc 
arrived in San Salvador to find the embassy locked in the same 
disputes over policy that existed in Washington. He first re- 
placed the CIA station chief, then cabled the State Depart- 
ment to report that he saw iittle support for CIA claims that 
Cuba and Nicaragua were aiding the leftists. "The intelligence 
community in Washington and fits] representatives in Central 
America."

The Prosterman p?an for El Salvador is a 
three-phase program:

(These 
haciendas, however, constitute only about 
15 percent of the country's arable land.) 

© Phase II, yet to be in'plcmentcd, will 
break up the medtum-sizcd farms held by 
the oligarchy (150-500 hectares), which 
produce mostly coffee— the major crop in 
El Salvador. 

o Phase III. called the Land-to-lhe-Tii'cr 
Program, ends the renting of land to 
pca>?.tit farmers, who are then to be given 
titk- to the imall plots they have been 
working. 

Agrarian reform in El Salvador has been 
orgatiized by top junta ministers and tlie 
military. No church, unsveisiiy or agrarian 
technic^] support has been allowed, end 
partidp.-.tion by otily one ptassn! orgrjiira- 
tinn has been tolerated— the Ur.idn 
Comimal Sah idorcAci (UCS)— aldiough 
cn June 5. 19S0, eight provitKial UCS ex- 
ecutive councils signed a letter protesting 
t.he violence sparked by land reform. 

UCS v/as started by the American In- 
stitute for Free Labor Development 
(AIFLD). cn international project of tfie 
AFL-CIO. Its mandate from the union is to 
organize labor in developing countries and 
educate workers to negotiate reasonably 
with U.S. corporations. AITLD has. for 



example, si^cessfully organized companv 
unions for United Brands (the United Fruii 
Company) and the Standard Fmit Com- 
pany in Central America. T!ie AFL-(10 
daims that AIFLD was created "to buttress 
democracy in Latin America through free 
and strong labor unions." However. Latin 
America activists charge that its trainine 
seminars at Front Royal. Virginia. «res5, 
"the dangers of communism" confainiinj! 
labor movements in Latin America and 
provide minimal instruction in union organ- 
izing and management. 

During the early 19<i05 AIFLD was re- 
ported as being heavily funded and in- 
fluenced by the CIA. Now the group is a 
m.ajor project cf the U.S. Agency for Inter- 
national Development (AID) and receives 
additional funding from almost 100 multi- 
national corporations, including ITT, Xen- 
necott, Exxon. Gillene. Shell end W. R. 
Grace. Grace President Feter Grr'.ce is alw 
the diairman of AlFI-D. 

Roy Prosterman is a consultant to 
AIFLD, and in the past, he traveled fre- 
quently to El Salvador to assist the agrarian 
reform effort. But on January 3. Michael 
Hammer and Mark Fcarlman. who worked 
for AIFLD, were shot and killed in down- 
town San Salvador. Prosterman no longer 
visits the country; imtead, he communi- 
cates directly by tclcp'ione v/ith the U(;:S in 
El Salvador. 

Prosterman daims. and AIFI.D agrees, 
tliat his programs are a success, despite the 
fact that he is already wrong about El Salva- 
dor, having predicted an end to the insur- 
roction by the end of 1980. and despite that 
his prc^am was a monvmental flop in Viet- 
nam. Perhaps when Prosterman speaks of 
success he is thinking of the Philippines, 
Taiwan and South Korea, where his brand 
of land reform has worked son;cwhat bet- 
ter—under martial law. o

ith little public or congressional . 
notice, the focus of U.S. military > 
cctivity was quietly switched from El 
Salvador to Honduras— a country with 
little or no domestic guerrilla move- 
ment, a relatively pesoehil military gov- 
cmnjent in transition to civilian rule and 
tang torders v/ith both Nicaragua and \ 
El Salvador. | 
El Salvador and Honduras had been 
technicaDy at war for more than ten 
5«ars, following a IKKhour battle pro- 
voked by a dispute over cross-border 
illegal immigration and (he border de- 
lineation itself. A pescc-keeping settle- 
ment drawn up by ibc Organization of 
American States had Ktablished a neu- 
tral zone straddling the border. The 
zone was patrolled by OAS-member 
troops and was off limits to Salvadoran 
end Honduran soldiers. It was in this 
area that the guerrillas established their 
strongest bases of operation. 

As a result of the fierce fighting, tens 
of thousands of Salvadorans had fled 
villages near the border and tried to 
cross into Honduras, where interna- 
tional organizations and the church had 
tet up refugee camps for them. Accord- 
ing to nuns and priests in the area, what 
was one of the largest massacres in Sal- 
vadoran history— the Sumpul River 
Massacre— took pisce along the border 
in mid-May 1980, \vhen s large number 
of refugees near the town of Las Arada 
?ttempted to flee from ssdvancing Salva- 
doran troops. The Salvacioran military 
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had learned that guerrillas were training 
the viUagen. who had taken over some 
fallow lands near the border and had 
begun famting them. 

With infantry and helicopters, the 
soldiers chasf^ the villagers to the rain* 
swollen Sumpul river. Konduran sol- 
diers on the other side reportedly 
warned them not to cross but, with the 
Salvadoran soldiers advancing behind 
them, the villagers headed into the wa- 
ter. According to various accounts, the 
SaWadoran military picked up children 
on tiK shore and threw tliem into the 
water, then began firing at tlw refugees. 
Hie Hondurans reportedly forced those 
who reached the other side to turn 
back, and hundreds were reported 
killed. 

Priests and rcKUC workers arriving in 
the area several days later were denied 
entrybySalvadonintroops.There> ere 
reports of deserted villages and typhoid 
in the region and, as accounts of the 
fitrocity spread, an outcry emanated 
from church of5daIs throughout the re- 
gion. Both govenunents denied the 
stories. Satvadoran Defense Minister 
Garda told a reporter he had seen no 
proof of the inctdsnt and allowed as 
how "there have been dead in that area, 
but fwM in sadi 'industrial' quantities."

"~A STORM BREWS

Events in El Salvador throughout 
most of 19^ and up to the preseiit 
have occurred at a quickening pace- 
Archbishop Romero was assassinated 
as he said Mass on March 24, 1980, t^- 
what was believed to be a right-H-ing !»t 
squad. At least 31 other people were 
kilted when the military reportedly 
opened firt at his funeral. ' 

ORDEN was officially disbanded. 
But the abolition decree achieved !j;tle 
n>o:e than eliminating the name. 

In May 1980, Roberto d'Aubutsson. 
a right-wing, retired &rmy major and 
former second in command of the intel-

Junta member iaJmc f 'utierre?. was 
given total control of the Salvadoran 
amied forces, leaving Duartc and o:her 
government dvs Jtans viih no direct coa- 
t£ct or authority over she military. 

in June, a plar^ ftown by a Panama- 
nian pilot, cns*?cd in El Satvador. The 
pi'ot was reporfftdJy en ror.te to pick up 
Vcnciuclsn arms that had been sent (o 
Nicaragua's Sssidinistas years before 
and diliver thertt to the Salvadoran 
guerriilas. A vyeek later, ths Left caHcd 
a netiCTiV/lde strike and 175,000 pecple 
Eiaycd home, ckKtng down the country' 
fortwodaj's. 
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The country's principal guerrilla 
groups had formed a unified cor.mand 
following a n-iceting in Havana that 
spring. The guerrilla ^ups and other 
opposition organizations, including 
those who earher resigned from the jun- 
ta government, established the Demo- 
cratic Revotutionaty Front (FDR). 

According to church figures, more 
than 10,030 Salvadoransdied in politi- 
cal violence and armed military clashes 
during 1980. Although the government 
armed fcices arc blamed for the vast 
majority of the deaths, particularly the 
mtmler of thousands of peasants sus- 
pected or subversive s-\7npathies, the 
guerrillas, too. killed their share. 
Monthly bulletins from the unified com- 
mand were a depressing litany of com- 
bat kills and kangaroo-court executions 
of suspected govemnicni spies and local 
traitors. Meanwhile, the niling oli- 
garchs and coffee barons moved their 
families and bank accounts to the U.S. 
and Guatemala, while the militaiy con- 
tinued to protect their best interests. 
Those interests did not include the 
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mnch-touied agrarian refoim program, 
and the oligarchy has continujlly been 
suspected of funding tlic counir>''s p'.ra- 
military death squads to destabilize El 
Salvador and the Duarte government's 
attempts to implement the program. 

Just after Reagan's electoral vjctorj-. 
the (fuerrillas announced they were pre- 
paring for an all-out offensive that 
would present the neu- American presi* 
dent with a fait accompli of leftist con- 
trol on Inauguration Day. While few in 
thcU.S. Embassy in San Salvador took 
the threat at face value, it coincided 
with a new batch of intelligence on arms 
shipments that former nay-sayers, in- 
cluding Ambassador White, U.S. 
Ambassador to Nicaragua LawTcnce 
Pezzullo and then-Secretar\- of State 
Edmund Muskie* began to take sc* 
riously- 

Then, three groups of killings, out of 
the weekly hundreds, stopped the de- 
bate dead in iu tracks. On November 
27, a group of armed men surrounded

I, George H. Van Balen, declare that the following 
is true and correct to the best of my knowledge and belief* 

1. I am Unit Chief of the International Terroricm 
Global Unit, Terrorism Section, Criminal Investigative 
Division, Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) Headquarters, 
Washington, D.C. 

2, In my capacity 06 Unit chief of the 
International Terroricm - Global Unit, I have frequent and 
daily responsibility for the oversight of field invootiga- 
tione of groups and individuals who could possibly represent 
terrorist throat within the United States, or aid and abet 
others who would undertake violent terrorist acttvitioc. 
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3, One invGstigntlve technique utllicod by the FBI 
in investigations of poscible terrorist nctlvitics io the uoo 
of po^d informants. These individuals arc recruited by one 
or inore Special Agents (SAs) and report relevant information 
back to certain SAs who are informally known as "handling 
Agents". Money to be paid to informants for certain ' 
authorized ejcpenses and eubctantive information io obtained 
by the handling Agent from appropriated funds within the 
field office* 

4. In the instant cace, the handling Agent for 
Mr. Varelli at all times relevant to the complaint ma former 
SA Daniel Flanagan. Subsequent to Flanagan'c resignation 
from the FBI in May 1985, he was succeeded in this capacity 
by SA Evans. Supervisory responsibility for management of 
Mr, Varelli as an informant ascended to first line 
Supervisory SA Parks Stearns; then to Acsiotant Special Agent 
in Charge (ASAC) Drew Clark; and finally Special Agent in 
Charge (SAC) Thomas Kelly, who had overall responsibility for 
all matters in the Dallas Field Office. Supervisory SA 
Ronald Davenport was not assigned to the Dallas Field Office, 
but rather to FBI Headquarters. Although he had overall 
program responsibility for the underlying investigation in 
which Mr, Varelli was utilised, ho had no nupcrvioory control 
over Mr. Varelli. For a generalized description of the above 
individuals' job descriptions, coo Attachment A. 
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5, I have revicwea the complc^t^ and oin fmniXlor 
with the inteniatlcnal torroricm investigetion In 

whle^ Mr, Varelii was utilized os a paid Informont. It lo 
my opinion that at all times relevant to thio complaint 
defendants Evans, Stearns, Clark, Kelly and Davenport were 
acting within the scope of their duties as FBI Agente, and 
had either no contact or merely cupervisory contact with 
former SA Flanagan's handling of Mr, Varelii ae on 
informant,

Dear Representative Schroeder: 

Just before I left Washington, D, C. on February 20, 1987, an 
aide in your Denver office contacted me while I was still in the 
counsel to the Judiciary Conunittee's office, and made inquiries 
about your inclusion in the "Terrorist Photo Album. " 
Unfortunately, I had to inform him that you were indeed included 
in that group of individuals that the F.B.I, had my client 
classify as terrorists. Enclosed you will find a copy of the 
inclusion my client prepared for F.B.I, use. However, to just 
give you a copy of the document is not enough unless you are told 
the context in which it was prepared. Further, I believe it is 
instructive for you to know how, why and what caused you to be 
placed in the "Terrorist Photo Album." Since I agree there is a 
need for airing of the F.B.I.'s policies and procedures, I direct 
this letter to you because hopefully, you now have a personal 
motive, in addition to your official one, to cause the Bureau to 
explain itself. 

To begin with/ it would be helpful for you to understand some 
things about my client and his background so that you can 
understand how and why the F.B.I, was able to use him in the 
manner they did. It is obvious that it would not effectively 
serve the F.B.I, interests to recruit someone to do the things 
the Bureau had in mind for Mr. Varelli to do if at anytime Mr. 
Varelli gave the F.B.I, even the slightest impression that he 
questioned Reagan*s policies and goals in Central America or that 
he questioned the aims and goa3s of the F.B.I, projects in which 
he participated. Beginning in 1980 and continuing until a 
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relatively short time ago, my client did not question these 
policies and goals because they were also his. 

In 1980/1981, Frank Varelli was a perfect recruit for the F.B.I. 
He was fresh from the turmoil in El Salvador and from an 
assassination attempt directed against his father and at him from 
persons that they had been led to believe were communist 
insurgents. My client needed little or no encouragement to 
dislike or even hate anyone who gave even the slightest 
indication that one should question the role our government has 
been playing in El Salvador as well as Central America. Further, 
I am sure the F.B.I, did nothing to quell these feelings. 
Additionally, it must be pointed out that my client was raised in 
a military family, in a culture that did not, by teaching and 
tradition, question authority figures or police institutions. I 
believe it is also fair to say that the F.B.I, used the fact that 
my client had made the decision to become an American citizen to 
its advantage. F.B.I. Agents Flanagan and Evans undoubtedly gave 
the impression that Varelli's cooperation with the F.B.I, was 
intertwined with his citizenship application. Flanagan and Evans 
even vouched for Mr. Varelli in his citizenship application. 
During the F.B.I.'s entire association with my client, he was 
repeatedly reminded that he was performing his patriotic duty. 
The degree of this type of influence would not necessarily have 
to be high for I am told by lawyers who have had considerable 
contact with prospective and newly naturalized citizens that 
little encouragement is necessary to cause them to prove their 
worthiness to be made U.S. citizens. The above factors explain 
two things. One, they explain why Varelli would continue to work 
for the F.B.I, for much less than full compensation, and 
secondly, they show that Varelli's objectivity was subordinate to 
the unquestioning nature of what he believed to be his patriotic 
duty. 

Unfortunately, Varelli's objectivity was further adversely 
affected by the F.B.I, because throughout Varelli's relationship 
with the Bureau, he was repeatedly encouraged by the agents with 
whom he had contact to read and use far right literature as 
source material for the reports, etc., he prepared for the 
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Bureau. Literature from the John Birch Society was used 
extensively and, in fact, the narrative of activities contained 
in your inclusion in the "Terrorist Photo Album" was taken from a 
John Birch Society publication. Unfortunately, I cannot 
ascertain from my discussions with Mr. Varelli whether or not 
these agents actually believed this oversimplistic, paranoid, 
right-wing propaganda or whether they merely encouraged him to 
believe it so that they could get him to parrot what they wanted 
and needed to hear in the reports. 

In this regard, it must be remembered that in order for an F.B.I, 
investigation to legally continue for over four years, it must 
bear some fruit and, initially, for the investigation to legally 
begin, it is supposed to be based on probable cause belief that 
illegal conduct is taking place. Because the F.B.I, encouraged 
my client to use as source material John Birch Society 
publications, then one could conclude that the Bureau also 
apparently believes that your alleged membership or interest in 
C.I.S.P.E.S. and N.N. S.N. P. is ipsofacto giving money to the 
Sandinista efforts, and that in the eyes of the F.B.I., you 
present a danger to the United States. It does not take anyone 
with a modicum of judgment to know you are not a threat to the 
United States, but the important thing is that members of the 
F.B.I, obviously view your activities in such a manner or your 
name v/ould not have been presented by the F.B.I, to my client for 
inclusion in the photo album. 

An illustration of the F.B.I. *s exploitation of my client was 
briefly touched upon in my client's testimony before the 
Committee on the Judiciary on February 20, 1987. At that 
hearing, the "loyal" Republican quoted from a document that my 
client had only partially authored; a quote to the effect that 
Varelli had reported in 1984 threats on the life of the President 
that occurred at a C.I.S.P.E.S. meeting. The actual "threats" 
were not the type that the law envisions to be criminally 
punishable. These "threats" were actually statements that 
indicated that Reagan should be defeated for reelection and did 
not carry with them the intention to actually do physical harm to 
Reagan. Unfortunately, the F.B.I, had not trained Varelli to 
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appreciate the important difference between legal political 
threats to oust Reagan from office from actual threats to cause 
harm. I can make these assertions with some confidence because 
the F.B.I, ordered Varelli not to report these "threats" to the 
Secret Service. In my opinion, the F.B.I, did this obviously 
because it knew that the "threats" were not actually violations 
of the law and the Bureau quite obviously did not want the Secret 
Service to know about these assertions because to do so would 
reveal to the Secret Service that there was a C.I.S.P.E.S. 
surveillance and more importantly, that Varelli was not 
accurately reporting criminal activity. In spite of the F.B.I. 's 
orders to Varelli in 1984 not to talk to the Secret Service, 
Varelli did and an Secret Service agent explained to Varelli that 
these alleged "threats" were nothing to be concerned about. 

As to the "statement" allegedly authored in toto by Varelli, and 
entered into the record by Congressman Sensenbrenner, I believe 
it is appropriate for me to apologize to you and to the Committee 
because I did not demand to see the entire document before it was 
made part of the "record." However, my apology does not extend 
to Sensenbrenner because he apparently was not interested in 
fairness but distortion because he was careful only to quote 
matters contained in the statement that my client did actually 
author. Had I seen the document in advance, I would have pointed 
out two things. First, Varelli was not the author of the entire 
document, and second, when Varelli worked for the F.B.I. , and for 
a period of time afterwards, he did believe that C.I.S.P.E.S. was 
an organization that needed to be watched. However, over the 
last few months, Varelli has come to the realization that he and 
the F.B.I, were creating lies concerning C.I.S.P.E.S. and that 
there never was any justification to place C.I.S.P.E.S. under 
surveillance. I suspect the parts of the Varelli statement that 
my client did not author were created by the imagination of Dr. 
Paul Elliott. Varelli met Elliott in 1984, when Varelli visited 
Dr. Elliott on a professional basis complaining about his high 
blood pressure. In the course of Elliott's treatment of the 
high blood pressure problem, my client revealed to Elliott his 
association with the F.B.I. After Varelli left the employ of the 
F.B.I, in August, 1984, Dr. Elliott arranged for my client to be 
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financially dependent on him and took advantage of my client and 
used my client's tainted knowledge about C.I.S.P.E.S. and Central 
America to feed Elliott's perverted right-wing view of the world. 
Dr. Elliott is a member of several far right organizations, 
including the Birch Society, and is actively involved in several 
right-wing causes. Elliott is also the author of several right- 
wing tracts about Central American problems, and I am told that 
Elliott has even made several trips to Central America to provide 
medical aid to the "contras." The conclusion that Elliott is 
probably the author of the matters in the statement entered into 
the Committee's record, that were not written by my client, is 
that Elliott's word processor held in its memory my client's 
original statement which was written in 1984, with its later 
revision done in early 1985. All the references in the statement 
that refer to things occurring after 1985 were not authored by my 
client. 

I hope this letter gives you a clearer prospective of the problem 
with which you are wrestling. The Bureau's C.I.S.P.E.S. 
investigation is far more sinister than illegal break-ins. To 
justify their illegal surveillance of protected First Amendment 
activities, the Bureau is more than willing to use the lies and 
the perverted logic generated by the far-right to justify its 
surveillance activities.

A copy of the enclosed document, "Terrorist Photograph Album, FD- 
432 (Rev. 2-8-83)" was recently brought to my attention by 
Douglas R. Larson, the attorney for Frank Varelli. 

According to Mr. Larson, blank copies of this document were 
provided to Mr. Varelli by Daniel Flanagan who was, at the time, 
an FBI Agent in Dallas, I understand that Mr. Flanagan is longer 
with the FBI. 

Mr. Larson further advised my office that Agent Flanagan provided 
Mr. Varelli with the names of elected officials and clergy and, 
in the case of the official described on the enclosed dociiment, a 
photograph of said official. Mr. Varelli, using a variety of 
John Birch Society and other similar material, then completed the 
"Terrorist Photograph Album," including the "Narrative of 
Activities." Said document, of which I understand there may be 
upwards of 700 on other individuals, was then submitted to the 
FBI . 

I understand that Mr. Varelli is currently in litigation with the 
FBI over, among other issues, a back pay dispute. Apparently 
there is a difference of opinion between Mr. Varelli and the FBI 
as to whether he was paid a monthly salary or piece rate. 

I would appreciate any light you could shed on the following: 

(1) Is this an FBI document? 

(2) How many other federal, state, and local officials and 
members of clergy are the subject of "Terrorist Photo Album" 
forms? Please provide me with their names. 

(3) What were the periods of Mr. Varelli 's employment by the FBI 
and the total value of his compensation? 

(4) Which FBI official was in charge of the investigation that 
Mr. Valleri was participating in? To whom did that official 
report to?

In reference to my letter to you of March 13, 1987, Floyd I. 
Clark, Deputy Assistant Director, Criminal Investigative 
Division, Federal Bureau of Investigation, testified today before 
the House Committee on Judiciary Subcommittee on Civil and 
Constitutional Rights. 

If I understood Mr. Clarke correctly, he testified that the FBI 
never had possession of the Terrorist Photographic Album 
documents allegedly prepared by Frank Varelli until they began 
appearing in the media. 



On February 20, 1987, before the same subcommittee, Oliver B. 
Revell, Executive Assistant Director, Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, testified: 

I want to be as clear and specific as I can be. The FBI is 
not involved in any capacity, in any manner through any 
guise, or any source of deceit in these activities through 
informants, assets, cooperating citizens or any other 
manner, nor have we found any indication whatsoever of any 
Government agency or entity being involved. That is about 
as clear as I can be. There is no manipulation of any 
language; that is a flat denial. 

On the other hand, we have Mr. Varelli and his documents. He 
claims he worked for a couple of years for the FBI, under the 
supervision of FBI agents, performing a variety of informant and 
surveillance activities.

The Subcommittee is eager to pursue the issues raised at our 
February 19-20, 1987 hearings. There are three major areas of 
concern: the allegations by Frank Varelli and other matters 
relating to the CISPES investigation; issues regarding FBI 
investigations of other groups under the foreign , 
counterintelligence and international terrorism guidelines; and 
the break-ins at sanctuary churches and offices of organizations 
opposing U.S. policy in Central America, 

Varelli Alleqations/CISPES Investigation 

The Subcommittee would like to be briefed at the earliest 
possible time on the allegations by Frank Varelli and the results 
of the Bureau's investigtion of them. It will probably be 
necessary for Subcommittee staff to review the CISPES file, under 
appropriate conditions. We could then decide with you what 
matters can be testified to publicly. Among the issues we are 
most interested in are the following: 

1. Why was the CISPES investigation opened? 

2. Did Varelli go to El Salvador on behalf of the FBI? 

3. What contact did Varelli have with officials in El 
Salvador, on behalf of the Bureau or independently? 

4. What information did Varelli provide to the El Salvador 
National Guard? 

5. What FBI information, files, or documents did Varelli 
have access to? 
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6. Is the Terrorist Photograph Album an FBI document? 
What is its function? How many individuals are 
currently in the Terrorist Photograph Album? Are any 
of them government officials or clergy? 

7. What was Varelli instructed to do in preparing entries 
for the album? 

8. What happened to the album pages submitted by Varelli 
to FBI agents? 

9. What information did Varelli provide to the FBI 
regarding suspected El Salvadoran terrorists? 

10. Did special agents carry out break-ins authorized or 
unauthorized, at CISPES offices or apartments of CISPES 
members or at other CISPES-related locations? 

11. Did the FBI receive information from Varelli regarding 
an assassination plot against President Reagan? 

12. What is the status of the investigation of former 
special agent Flanagan? 

13. What were the circumstances surrounding Flanagan's 
separation from the Bureau? Was Flanagan*s car broken 
into? Did he lose documents from the CISPES file and 
his gun? 

14. What role did Varelli play in the investigation of the 
Capitol bombing? 

Other Investigations 

At the hearing on February 20, Mr. Revell offered to advise 
the Subcommittee whether there have been FBI investigations of 
any of the groups that have been the targets of break-ins. We 
would like this answer in writing, for inclusion in the public 
record to the extent possible. A list of groups that have been 
the subject of break-ins is attached. We would like to know 
whether the FBI, since 1981, has collected information on any of 
these groups. If so, what was the nature of the Bureau's 
interest?

Only the subjects of full terrorism investigations are included 
in this album. 



I am vmable to explain how our blank form came into 



possession of someone prepared to fabricate this docinnent. To 
date, the attorney for Mr. Varelli has imposed unacceptable 
conditions for making Mr, Varelli available for questioning by 
the FBI, much as we would like to do so. In all other respects, 
our investigation has been complete, but you can appreciate the 
importance of that interview. Any additional investigation 
deemed necessary will be predicated upon information v;hich could 
potentially stem from the proposed interview of Mr. Varelli.

In response to the second issue which you raised in 
your letter, the FBI is presently canvassing its field offices to 
determine whether there have been FBI investigations on any 
groups that have been victims of alleged brea3c-ins based upon the 
list you provided with your letter. Once completed, that 
information will be submitted to you. 

Lastly, you requested an update on the status of 
investigations of the break-ins at the International Center for 
Development Policy (ICDP) and at the Old Cambridge Baptist 
Church. As you Jmow, the civil Rights Division, Department of 
Justice, requested that the FBI conduct a preliminary 
investigation of the ICDP break-in. Our Washington Field Office 
has completed the requested preliminary investigation and the 
report was forwarded to the Civil Rights Division of the 
Department of Justice for a prosecutive opinion. Investigation 
determined that on the evening of November 29, 1986, offices of 
ICDP were burglarized. A clock radio was stolen and former 
Ambassador Robert E. White, President, ICDP, advised that a 
document concerning Southern Air Transport was missing after the 
burglary. The offices of Sane Nuclear Policy, an ICDP neighbor, 
had a brick thrown through one window on the same evening of 
ICDP's burglary. 

The Civil Rights Division, Department of Justice, by 
memorandian dated March 27, 1987, requested that the FBI complete 
a few additional investigative steps in the ICDP case in order 
for the Department to formulate a prosecutive opinion. It is 
anticipated that this additional investigation will be completed 
within two weeks, at which time the results will be submitted to 
the Civil Rights Division of the Department of Justice for their 
review. 

, ^ ^ By memorandum dated April 6, 1987, the Civil Rights 
Division of the Department of Justice requested the FBI to 
conduct a limited investigation concerning alleged break-ins at 
the Old Cambridge Baptist Church. The FBI will conduct the 
requested investigation and report the results to the Civil 
Rights Division at the Department of Justice for their 
determination as to whether a violation of the applicable Federal 
Criminal Civil Rights Statute has occurred. The FBI will, of 
course, investigate any break-in in which the Department advises 
there exists Federal criminal civil rights jurisdiction.

By Y^nr letter of April 9, 1987, you made reference 
to the conditions imposed by Frank Varelli's attorney, 
Douglas R. Larson, for interview of Mr. Varelli by the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) concerning allegations 
he has made about the activities of certain FBI Agents and 
the fact that the FBI found the conditions unacceptable. You 
inquired what conditions had been imposed and why are they 
unacceptable. 

In regard to the conditions iinposed by Mr. Larson, 
enclosed please find a copy of his March 20, 1987 letter to 
us wherein he sets forth the conditions. He advises that he 
will not make Mr. Varelli available for interview unless he 
receives "the written understanding and assurance. . .that 
Varelli's statements would never be directly or indirectly 
shared with any of the Justice Department's lawyers involved 
in representing the agents who Varelli has sued." 

As I advised in my April 7, 1987 letter to you, 
these are conditions which the FBI cannot in good faith 
accept. I recognize the importance of taking every logical 
step toward resolving the allegations Mr. Varelli has made 
but, for a number of reasons, we cannot at this point offer 
our assurances that the Government attorneys representing our 
Agent defendants will not at least indirectly share in the 
information provided by Mr. Varelli. This is so for the 
following reasons:

First, the FBI could not iindertake to agree on 
behalf of the Special Agent defendants, who are being sued in 
their individual capacities, that they would not seek to 
discover the substance of any prior interview conducted by 
the FBI's Office of Professional Responsibility (OPR) inves- 
tigators. Likewise, no agreement between the FBI and 
Mr. Varelli or his attorney could preclude the individual 
Special Agent defendants from seeking access, through the 
discovery process, to such prior statements of Mr. Varelli. 
Further, we are aware of no legal privilege which would be 
available to allow the Government to withhold such infor- 
mation if we were faced with such a discovery request. 

Second, even if the FBI could agree to such a con- 
dition and Mr. Varelli were then to be interviewed by our OPR 
investigators, this would in no way prevent the individual 
defendants from subsequently deposing Mr. Varelli who, of 
course, is the plaintiff in the pending civil action. Addi- 
tionally, it appears the defendants could inquire of 
Mr. Varelli as to the siabstance of the earlier interview by 
the OPR investigators. In summary, even if the FBI were in a 
position to agree to the conditions suggested by Mr. Larson, 
such an agreement would not accomplish what he appears to be 
seeking. It would also put the Government in the position of 
"guaranteeing" something which is simply beyond its ultimate 
control . 

In light of the above, we are corresponding further 
with Mr. Larson to explain our position and to renew our 
request that he make Mr. Varelli available without those 
conditions. The FBI is most desirous of resolving promptly 
and fully the most serious allegations Idr. Varelli has made 
before Congress and to the media.

Your recent letter of March 6, 1987, puzzles me for several 
reasons, and frankly causes me to question that you truly are 
interested in what you claim, I say this because in February, 
1987, about a week after Mr. Varelli's congressional appearance, 
a John Pavlansky contacted me. Mr. Pavlansky indicated he 
represented the F.B.I. Office of Professional Responsibility, and 
he made virtually the same requests that you have made lin your 
letter. Either the members of your office do not communicate 
with one another or you have purposely chosen to ignore what I 
said in response' to Mr, Pavlansky' s requests. In case you do not 
talk to Mr. Pavlansky, I told him that Varelli was willing to 
cooperate but that I was not going to allow the Justice 
Department to gang up on Varelli and subject him to two 
depositions, over the same subject matter, from the persons 
opposing his interests. For this reason, I told Mr. Pavlansky 
that any statement taken from Varelli would have to be taken with 
the written understanding and assurance from someone who had the 
power and authority to make the agreement that Varelli *s 
statements would never be directly or indirectly shared with any 
of the Justice Department's lawyers involved in representing the 
agents who Varelli has sued. 

Since the Justice Department has placed itself in unqualified 
conflict of interest, I find it hard to believe that you are 
truly sincere in your stated desire to investigate the agents in 
question. The Justice Department has demonstrated its ' inability 
to be objective as it has already taken sides in this matter 
because it has chosen to defend the F.B.I, agents against the 
litigation Varelli has brought. 

The understanding I request is an easy way out of this problem, 
that is if you are truly interested in Varelli's information, and

truly Interested in solving the problems arising from the 
F.B.I. 's illegal surveillance of C.I.S.P.E.S. , as well as the 
Bureau's involvement in the murder of persons by the El 
Salvadoran death squads.

Further, it would show that you are really interested in an 
honest investigation and not an attempt to discredit Mr. Varelli 
on behalf of the F.B.I.

This letter is in further response to your letter 
of March 17, 1987, wherein you requested information regarding 
whether the FBI, since 1981, has collected information on any 
groups that have been victims of alleged break- ins based upon 
the list you provided. With the exception of the Committee in 
Solidarity with the People of El Salvador (CISPES) , which has 
been the subject of two briefings with the Siabcommittee, a 
search of the index to the FBI's Central Record System disclosed 
no evidence that the organizations and/or affiliates listed in 
yoiir letter were the subjects of investigations conducted by the 
FBI since 1981; however, information regarding some of these 
organizations and/or affiliates has been indexed to the files of 
other organizations and individuals. 

It should be understood that pursuant to congressional 
requests the FBI has made some inquiries relative to the alleged 
break- ins of these organizations and/or affiliates. Also, at the 
direction of the Department of Justice the FBI has opened up 
cases on the alleged break- ins of the International Center for 
Development Policy and the Old Cambridge Baptist Church as 
victims. These inquiries and investigations are not considered 
in the above answer. 

In addition to the two previous briefings on CISPES, 
this issue will be revisited by the FBI when it reports the 
results of the FBI Office of Professional Responsibility 
investigation to the Subcommittee.
